O G' T I, -4 N" I>., isln ancient kingdom, divided 
Ij from Evgljffrd by the Rivt.r Tweedy Mouiifaifis ox 
Cbeviou a Wall or Trench weft of tbo(c Moun- 
tains, and the Rivers £f* nndSo^lway. It has tkc Ger^ 
fnan-OccAn on the Halt, the IrZ/Jj-Sea, phd the ;^c/tr«?-« 
Ifles on the Wefis and the Veucalidon-^^ with the Ortd- 
d€s on the Nortbi The Scots did aUcientJy folTefs thd 
JS^ortbern Counties of Kfig/and-, v'it.. ^mrtbumberldud* 
Weftmorland and Cumberland^ fometiroes independonfy 
jind at other times doing homage for them to' the Crowrir 
of England. . 

BUT 'in Malcolm III and W7///Vi*K.the Cohweror's 
Timcy the Boundary wasiijced in Stanmort ia GumhtT'i 
tend', where a Ctof^ was ercfted called, Kecrofs. or 
KingsrCrnfs^ having the Englifa KLigs Arms and Statue 
on th€ Souib fide, and the S^ottjb King's Arnft and Sfattte 
on the H^tfTtb : But in latter Times the Boundarrer ctitnc. 
to be (etlcd as above defcribed. The length of this 
Kingdom is moil varioufly reported; Pofydi^re^ VJrgili 
Htyliriy and mo^ Gcgra^bers^ (ay it is 480 Miles longr,-' 
but of an unequal breadth, there being no Plaice abtn'C 
60 Miles dilUnt from the Sea, Latter Geographers fay it

ANCIENT Authors write, that this Coiintrcf was 
divided into fevcn Parts, under as many particular Prin- 

' ces; but that Div/fion is long Rnce become obfolete : 
The modern Divifion is into 'High-lands and LoW' 
lands^ the Inhabitants of the former uiing the ancient 
Language and Habit, very little different from that of the 
Kative Irrjh'^ But thofe of the latter, do in Habit, 
Cuftoms and Language, agree with the Ejtglijh* Ano- 
ther/ Divifion which doth now obtain, is into the North 
and South, the Laft on this Side, and the Firit beyond 
tfic River Tay. 

AS for the pimeniions of the. Kin^om. in general, 
comprehending the Ijlands^ of which there are in 
the Weftern Sea above three hundred, it is nothing 
Inferior to England ; and though not generally fo 
Fruitful, yet abounds witfi Cjrn; Cattle^ Fowl, Fiffi, 
Wood, Coals, Salt, Rivers, Fountains, and all Things 
not only neccflary for the Vic of its Inhabitants, but 
fufficicnt for drivin/j: a confiderable Trade with other 
llations, there being exported Yearly, vaft Quantities 
of Corn and Coal, Hides, Tallow and courfe Cloath. 
KOr are there wanting Mines of Gold and Silver, 
but Lead and Iron* in abundance \ Store of Marble^ 
and fome Ambergreafe and Pearl As the Air is 
iliarper, it is a Ho purer than that of England ; and 
the Sky not id fubjci^ to Clouds./ 

FOR the Adminiftration of Juftice^ the Kingdom 
is divided into Srheriffdoms, Stcwartries and ^ailly-' 
wicks.

and Efiglifi)', $nd in ap great Mea/ure bver*run by t\^ ' 
Vanes* They plead alfo a^ their particular Glory a Lintf-. 

of- — -Kings, who can all of them deduce th'-ir Pe-^ ' 

digreefrom Fergarj I.who wasfentfor by the People 
from Ireland^ and came i;}to Scotland about the Time 
that Alexander the Great took Babylon^ W2. 330 Year* 
Before CHR TST: , .. ' 

A 8 to the Original of thereof/ there are variotis Sen- 
timents ; The Ancient vulgar Oppinion, that they took 
their Name from Scdtia ( the daughter of Pbaroab K. 
of Egypt contemporary with JKo/es ) who was married 
to Gatbeius^ is escploded by Buchanan and all the learn* 
cd Scots Hiftorians^ the Relation being not only incon- 
ilftent with Truth, but with it felf. Buchanan's Opinion 
is, that they came firil from Spain into ire land^ to flee 
from the Opprelfion of their Grandees^ intcrtinc Scditi- 
ons^ and forreign Invafions; and iindinff that Countrejr 
fruitful aflid healthful, wttt quickly followed by Multi*

tucles of their CoUDtrey-Mcn : So that Ireland being foo 
little, they removed gradually into the Wefierrt-ldandi 
of SnotUnd^ and tlktn into the Coimtrcy it (elf ; which 
he affirms to be the conftant Report, confirmed by many 
Eridcfjccs. He will have them to be known then, by the 
Name of Scot Sy and th^t while rhey were planting the 
IVr^tr^- Iflasds, the PiHs being xScythians or GermaMf^ 
>^erc driven upon thatCoaft^ and fought leave to inhabit 
among them, whichthe .J^^afTrefufed, as being ftraicned 
in Room for thcmfelvcs \ but pitying them bccaufc of 
fome Affinity which they perceived in their Language and 
Cuftoms, advricd and affiled them to fettle in Britaifti 
and gave them Wives bccaufc they had no Women a- 
mongft them . Gambden and ' ome Sects Hiftorians, par- 
ticularly the Prefaccr t» Knox'^s Hiftory, think the Scfftf 
derive both Name and Pedigree from«tlie Scytbiam^ and 
endeavour to prove it by a likenefs of Cuttom?, which 
may btf reconciled with Bucbanun^ if we imagine that 
cither the" S'pfl/f/ar^j, were originally ScythJanf^ or' that 
^ Colony of that People, not being (etlcd tc their liking 
\TiS fairly tranfportea thcmfelvcs into Ire/tf^a. There are 
other EtfgUjh HiHorians who think that the Scots are only 
a remainder of the Britons^ who fled N^ortbtvard^ from 
the Z?*«ri« Servitude ; .And this Opinion thcv fupport 
from the agreemehtthatisftill to be found in Language 
betwixt the Welch and the Hr^hlanders, Nor is It un- 
likely that there mirht be a good Meafure of agreement 
in Language betwixt the Britons and the Scots^ (ecing the 
latter came from Spaitt^^nd according,toBe^e ihtBritions 
carf^e hither from ^r^/^rrVa or BriitaTty^ which lies on 
the Bay of Bi/cay^ the North of Sfaifij being alfo plarit- 
feff with Gautfck Col 3nies. 

^ n A T the Scots fay cpnterntng their Antlquitv hath 
been oppofed by fome E;y^/7>b Writers of no fnuiU Repu- 
tatfon, as Humphrey Lloyds whom Buchanan confutes at 
at large, Cdmbden^ whom G'trd'tn in his TheatruiH Sco^ 
'iite takes to task, and two very learned Authors viz. D- 
Still/tfgfieet Bifliop of Worcejer^ and the Bifibop of S. 
\Afaphy who are learnedly* aniwered by %'\t George MacJi* 
liimJet late Advocate to" K.Cto-/erir. and Yi^faTnes 
VII. of Scotland. The famous Arch-Bifhop Vjher did 
alfo write on that Head aq:ainft the Scotx ; and his Argu- 
men 5 arc atfo taken notice of br Sir awr?c»

I K fliort, the ^cats complain that their Antiquity ia 
only attacked bccaufe of the Ancient Enmity betwixt the 
two Nations, and that their Records being deftroycd firft 
by Edward 1 . of 'Eitt^Und^ and afterwards by Oliver^ 
they are at a Diiadvantage^ajid therefote have recourfe to 
forreign Authors t) prove their antiquity, as Marotllin^ 
us^ Tacitus y Seneca^ aud Manttrtin in his Panegyrick to 
Maxfminiaffy where he fays, that the BrzVtf/^/ had War 
with the S<?(?f/ and Prftr^ before fulius de/ar cntcr'd 
the IJland : And Claudian the Poet writes thus. 

Venit et ^x'.rcmit Legio^ fratenta Britta(U)is, 
Qii<£ Scoto dat frana Truou 

IT'S true. That the Pa fTages of thofe Author's relating 
to this Subje6l are controverted, but the Sc&ts have 
Scaliger; Lrpfittfy Krafmusy and Other learned Forreig^a 
Criticks, and Fa^-naby and fomc other Engfifli Cri- 
ticks on their Side; as alio the famous Chronologetf 
Chr, Helviusy Oluverius^ and other Forrcign Authors, 
They farther oMcivc, That the Engitjk lliA'orians do 
not agree among themfelvcs on that Hea<|y . fts ^ede^ 
an ancient and v- nerable Author^ and the* firft Na« 
tivc who wrote with any Certainty of oiy: Aniiquity, 
is contradicted by H. L/uyd^ and Btyhn% who en<^ 
veighs m^aiiii^ the Scots Antiquity, cootradiSts himfelf 
iji alledging the Spurcicious Laws of tbeix King £• 
venust to the reproach of their Nation, when he 
does not allow that they had any fuch King. Nei« 
ther does Dr Stmingfieet agree with Cauibdtn and 
St. Afapb: Be fides the Teftimony of thofc forreign 
Authors, the Sena infill upon the Laws ytflanforce, 
made by thofe Kings, who are denied cvCT^s, have 
had a Being ; and or the Leac^ue made bctw}^f£#2)4r/r« 
ptsgne the great Emperor in the Weft in 7^1, and 
^cbaius King of ScotSt which they reckon a Demon- 
ftration of their having .been a more coo/ideiable 
People at that Timd, than their AntagonUls repircfe 
them, viz^ coafin^d to Argyle a Corner of ti^ jS' ' 
dom, and that but in a vagrant Condition. 'As 
the Efforts of this Nature made by OfflUharty aa 
Jrtfif Kiftorian, Sir Gesrge Mackenzie ridicules them, 
as bcins a groundlefs Piece of Vanity; for tho^ the 
Irrjb and Scoots be oiiginally the fjH»e> To as Ireland

at firft W^as called Scotia Major^ ^nd thne Part of 
Scotland' which the Scuts then polTcflTed, ScotU Minor '^ 
ft will not fallow-i nor docs it an\r where appear 
That ever the Kings of ScotUnd were Tributaries 
to thofc of IreUnd^ or that the great Things faid, 
to be done in Britain by the Scots^ were tt^\\y 
iidtcd by the Irijb* The principal Reafan which they 
have tor ^litApng that they were Irijh^ is, becaufc 
they are called Trtf «/>w/in>*/i but ^ede explains that 
faying. Tranfmariflas autem dicimus has Gentes non 
quod ejfent extra Britaiiiam pofitde. fed quia a partt 
Britonufli '^rant rtmatdt duohvs finrhus maris inter ja 
centibt^f* Thofe who are curious, may confult the 
above cited Authors on this Subje^i", That which will 
t)e a further Proof of the *co^r Antiauity, is what they 
alledgfe as to their early Converfion to Chrifti.initv, 
viz. An, Ohr, aog. in the ^.th Year of Do/f^/i I. when 
he and his Nobles were Baptised, and the Christian Re- 
ligion publickly eftablifhed, which had been profcffed 
bv many private Tcrfons in the Kingdom long before •. 
As to the firft Preacher, Authors vary, fome alledgin^ 
jt vas at. JPaul^ others, as Nicefborus^ fay it was Zelo^ 
ies^ and a third Sort afcribc it tojofepb of Arimathea^ or 
the Difciples of St. 'J^ohn^ but however that is, the 
•Ancients give fufScient Teftimony of their having been 
early Chriftians. Origen reckons them inter frinsatias. 
Ttriullian adverfus '^uddios^ fays, Britanhorum inaC'* 
cefa Romanis hca Cht'iAo fubdita ; and Baronius himfelf 
confeffeth. That the Opinion of thofe who win havd 
Scotland to be firft converted by Palladius fent thither 
by Pope Celefline^ difagreeth with the beft Antiquity; 
•And thei* Agreement with the Eafter-Cburcbes^ as to the 
Celel^to* of Eafier^ is urged as another Proof of their 
not having received the Faith from Rome^ which (bmc 
forreignProteftanta, particularly the learned Lotneierut^ 
makes ufe of agaifift the Pope's Pretenfions to be Cathb- 
lickBiftiop. Ve Bibliotbecis, P. 1451. and in that fame 
Place he acknowledges their other Antiquities. As the 
A'cots did early and univerfally embrace Chriftianity, they 
were no Itfs 2»eaIous in propagating that Doctrine a* 
moagft others. What was done hy Aidanus^ iyc, id 
converting the Saxons \n the Worth of England^ is own- 
fcd by all ; and how ufeful their Labours were in that re- 
fpe^lindTverfcPlac«sof Gcr«w»x, appea-rs by the fol- 
jjdwing Inftances. - THB

bou' that fame Time Collumbanus and Gal/us ^rtuchr 
cd theGofpel m the Confines of S/^ai/tf, converting Mul- 
titude^. Ca/luptbanus wentto Rome^ but Gallus ftaid 
jn Swijf^'^Uni^ and Jaid the Foundation of the Monaftery 
ofSc. Uall^ which took its Name from him. This is 
owned by Bede, Theod>>r, Qampedonenfis^ and others^ 
Tom* 4. Antiq. LeBion. 

Franotnia own«? its Convcriion to Kilfanaf, Colonatut 
and Tetuanu^: TheyBaptifed the Duke of Franconist 
with his Family, and gained a large Harveft of Souls, 
and Kilianu^ wsls made the firft Biflipp of Wortziur^^of 
which he is ttill reckoned the Patron, and his^ Image is 
imprefTcd upon their Coin to this- Day* At laft he and his 
Fellows were murdered at the Inrfigation of Gf//tf«tf, 
jjilter in Law and Concubine to Go/'^erf Duke of Fran^ 
comay becaufc Keilan had advifed him to put her awa^. 
Jlen, Can. T ^m. j, Antiq, LeSk, 

St, BonifaeiHS a Spofr-Man, having in CbqrUmainH 
Time converted, m^ny People in Freizlandi TburiT^ia^ 
Saxony, Uejfe and IVe^pba/ia, was created Arch-Bi/hop 
of Mentz. He founded many new Bifliopricks in Germa* 
ny^ and amongft others Aicbfiud^ over which iiefat Wil* 
lihald his Country-Man. He alfo founded many Mona« 
^xies, and particularly that of Fuld^ into which tcotr 
and Germans are received by Turns. At laft having in- 
cenfed the Frifons, by throwing down their Idols, they 
murdered him : Whence he is owned as the German A* 
poiftlc. Canifn utfupra^ Isficol Serrar. 

IN that fame Age St. "Patto a Scofj-Man, converted 
many of the S<sx )if j, was made Bifliop of Wtrden, anici 
afterwards Martyr, feveral of his Country-men fuc- 
ceeded both to his Mitre and his Martyrdom. Cram?;:^ 
A little after, '}ohH %cot coming into ^wny, was made 
Bi/hop of JHecklenhur^, but afterwards murdered. 

ABOUT An^ 1000 Colomannus Son to Malcom I: 
K. ofZcotland^hKving, been tyr\ct in the Holy'/and-t'm^his 
yr^y thither a third Time, converted a great Number of 
the AMfiriam froiQ Paganifm : He wa$ at length taken 
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and crucified. jM^Z/jr/Hiftorioprapher to the Emperor 
Maximilian I. writes his Life in Sapbici Verfe, ci- 
unt in lurius''^ Life of the Saints, which begins thus,

William^ brother to Achaius Kini? of 8c»fr, having 
got grc It Riches bv fcrving Charh-nuiin in the Wars, 
and havinJ* no Children, founded many Wonaftnes in 
Germdsiyiot his Country-Men, viz. at Ratifbon^ N'or 
rimhtrgt Cologne and Aix la Cbapelle ; but all thofe, 
cxceptthatof RafH^o/f, were in other Hands in i5^o. 
They had alfo Monattries at Wurfzburgb^ Erford^ Vitn- 
fia^ Confiance^ Memiffgeny Aicbjiadt^ Kelbaw, Pader-^ 
ier;?» and other Places ; which Robert Strachan^ who 
(ent all this Relation from Vienna to my Lord Scots-Tar- 
lut'in i^Ai, promifed anaccountof at largein his Ger- 
mania Cbrifiiana five de flan^ta et fropagata Cbrifiian^ 
kde in Germtnia per Scotos.

J?refacertoi:;«9x'sHiftory, grants, That tl^e Lotv.lan' 
ders are corapofed of diverfc Nations, many of them 
being of the ancient Scots, who fucccede«l to the Domi- 
nions of the PiHs^ after they were expelled; fomc of 
them are a Remainder of the faid P/il/, fomc of them

The great 
"Number of Etifjffh whom Halom III brought to aflift 
him aijain!^ Maokheth the Tyrant, to manv of whom he 
g^vc Lands for their good Service. 3. The kind Enter- 
tainment which Edgar the lawful Heir of the Kins^dbra oC 
England^ with his Kindred and Attendants found in 
Scotland^ durinp! their Exile ; and the Kiimber of Englifix 
who came with is^g-flr's Sliler, married to Malcom^ But, 
4. and chiefly, ( as allcdged by Gntdon^ in his Theatrum 
%cotia ) from the ^axt^ns overrrunning nioft Part of the 
Loxt>-/tf^^j,but their Strength being broken by t'le Di<«f f, 
the ^cots recovered the fame again ; and ufinc the People 
kirtdly, the Stfxo/i Commonality remained ftill as Far- 
mers, Tenaats, «r<:. and fo their Language obtain^. 

A S for the Manners and Cul>omsof the ancient ^ots^ 
Authors fpeak varioufly of them. The Roptan Hiltorir 
ans, as Tacituf Qtffar^ 8cc. c^ll them Bar^ari^ but 
fpeak ad vantageoufly enough of their Valour; and the 
Scofs Hiftorians infift upon it as a fiifficient Proof of the 
Falftiood of what Camden nnd others charge them with 
from St. ^eropt^ as having formerly been Cam'bait ; thaj 
thife Rntuan Hii^orians, tho' very particular in the Difr 
cription of the liland of Brittaift, and the Manners of 
the Inhabitants, are wholly £lent on that Head, which if 
true, they would not fail to have taken Notice of, fee- 
ing they would never fubmit ta them. And St. *;fa-om 
himfelf does afterwards clear the S^^^s, and fay, it was 
the Attmcntth which Gordon thinks alfo falfe, and re£edls 
upon the Father as a peevifh and revengful Man. 
• A 8 for their Government, their HilVoriansaflcrt, That 
it was originally by CUns or Tribeiy without any fished 
Laws or Head ; but after their fettling in Alhhn under 
"Ftrguu it was bv King and Parliament ; or to ufe their 
own Terms Co«r/f /a Res^ni^ which fettled the SucceiHon 
..on Fer^r and his Line, out of which till the Time o^ 
Kennetbut UL the fittcftof the Raci was chofen; h^t 
he obtained of the States, to make it Hereditary from 
Father to Son, 

T H K Kings themfelves ufed to go from County to 
County to adminii^er Juftice, and had Ofiicers under them 
galled Abtbancs and Tbams^ fomewlisC like Sheriff, 
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which arc Ac iirft Names of Subordinate civil Dijoitjr* 
found in the Scots Hiftorie*:: After that Comniittecs of 
Parliament were appointed, for the Adminiftration of 
Juft ice betwixt one Scflion and another, being accou'Jt- 
able to the Parliaments at meeting; and the Chiefs of 
Clans, as alfo Barons, had many Royalties and proper 
JurifdJdlions of their own, within which many had 
Power iff Life and Death, as fome few have ftill, and 
more had, as appears by their Charters. And it it be 
confittcred, that the Heads of C/ans were fo many petty 
Kings enjoying many Royalties, either bv Grant of their 
Monarchs for fome eminent Services, or by Ciiftom from 
the firft Government of the Scots which was hy Tribes^ 
thofe Feuds with which they are upbraided by. fome 
Hiftorians, will neither be found fo Barbarous sor Xfn- 
rcafonable, feeing they were a Sort of civil Waramongft 
thofe petty Princes about Meum and Tuttm: However, 
thofe are now for the mod Part fwallowed up. by the 
Crown ; and theEnjovrocnt of them was none of the leaft 
Caufcs, why the Family of the T>ougldffe9QfO\d^ and the 
Harls of Argyle of Late, have been fuch Eye^fores to 
their Kings. 

WHILE the Kingdom was Heathen, they had a Sort 
of Prieils called Jyruides^ which were common to them 
with the ancient Gauls and Brittons^ and together with 
their way of living and manner of fighting defcribed by 
C«f/ir, is another Proof, that if they were not origi- 
nallv the fame People, they were near Neighbours. 

FOR their Church Government after they were 
Chriftian's, it was by the Miniftcrs of thofe Times called 
jifonki and Culdees^wki.^ according to dietr Hiftorians go- 
verned the Church till Palladius was fent by Pope Ce/e- 
(tine againft the Telagian Herefie ; at which Time he e- 
Itablift^ed Bifbops in Scotland^ which was masy Years af- 
ter their publick Reception of Ghriftianity : And accor- 
ding to Buchanan and Ca^hden^ they had noDiocefans 
iill the Time of Malcom III. An. Cfa. 1070. It was ytt 
much longer before they had any Arcb-Bifisops : So 
that the Arcb'BiJbnp of Tori^ in the laffcAge, obtain^ 
of the Pope that hcihould be theif Metropolitan; but 
the Scots Biftops oppofing it the Pope freed them from 
that pretended Jurifdid^ion. So that the ^rft who brought 
the Title of Primate and Metropolitan into Scotland was 
one Patrick Graham^ who obtained U by Ball of Pope 
$ixtus If. in the 15-. Century. B V T 
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]p XT T the Biftiops gmdqtn)^ to be under any other '8u- 
periour than the Pope, did at laftout him of his Diqiiitf. 
They never had but one Cardinal which was in that fame 
Age, and nis Fate every one knows. The Prefaccr to 
Jr«o*'s Hittorv fays, that the Order of C»/</eej d»d plead 
a Power of chafing Biftops tiJI the Time of Rohert the 
Bruc€^ which was in the beginning of the i^th Ajge, but 
Cumin Prefect of the C/^/^eer bein^worfted in that At* 
tempt by Lamierton B'l^op of St. Andrew f^ that Order 
was quite extinguifhed, and the Bifhops cftabiiflicd their 
own Chapters. So much for Difcjp line. 

AS to Religion it fclf; tho' it quickly began to de- 
cline there as well as in other Churches, yet from th/e 
Time of PalUditft to that of the coming of Auftin thje 
M'^tik ia the 6ib Age, there were many godly and learn- 
ed Men who ftill witneffed for the P'u'iry of Do<^rine: 
And in this K^t there ^n^ a mijThty Controvcrfic about 
the keeping of Kafitr ; the Sc>;jr obfervinJ? it on th- i^th 
Day of the IKoon^ according to the Pra<^licc of fhe Eaf-* 
tern Churches, were cnWcA S^artadecimani^zn^ cfteem- 
cd Hereticks by the Church oiRowe'^ which however did' 
at laft prevail in that point, nut without much Oppofiti^ 
oh from the Famous Coiman. 

ABOUT the Knd of tne 7th Age the Scots Ecclefi- 
afticks went frequently to Rome for Preferments in the 
Church, which was mightily oppofed hy Clemens snd 
%dmp)n two Culdees^ who complained of tht withdraw- 
ing the Church from the Obedience of Chrifl^, and fubjec- 
ting it to the Po^e, whofe Supremacy they oppn/ed^ as 
nlio celibacy of PrieJ^f^ Clerical Tenfur^; Prayers f^r 
the Dead^ Images in the Churches^ Sec. for which they 
and their Adherents were excomunicated by the Church 
of Rnme>, as appears by the third Volume of Councils, 
tho' the Reafbus be there conceal'd. 

In the 8tb Ai»e, Alcuin^ Babanus, Mauruf^ *fobn 
Scot^ and Claudius Clemens^ oppofed the Church of 
Romey and Ahuin for his Book of the BucbariJ was 
;nany Years after his Death declared ane Heretic!^ by 
the Pope. 

I N the pffc Age 'Joannes Scnfus^ Ari^ena^ and Ber^ 
tram impugned theDo^rine of TranlubSantiation. 

IN the totb Bernet a .ycof j Bifliop defended Priefe 
Marriage in a National Council. From thence to theiA^th 
we have no.account of any Church Matters, but foii^e 
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Ptruglcs betwixt the Qui dees aud Brjhopf about Jyiftifm 
litie^ a bore meoti^ned^ In this Age fiourifked Che great 
Schoolman ^J^oannes Xiunfcatun 

IN 1-^31, in the Reign of K, ^tf^e/I.- Paul Craio 
and 'yames Refh fuffcred for adhering to the Dodlrine of 
IViciliff^ndUti^ i Audio 14(94 about 90 Peifons were 
fummoned from the WeJ before theKing and his Coun«* 
cil on that account, amongft whom were feveral Per* 
fons of Quality, ^as Camfhel of ie/nocJi^ and the Lady 
flairs, 

I N K. 'James V. his Time tlje Proteffant Religioii 
b«dobtain''d fofar* and that amongft Perfons of Quality^ 
that the Priefts put him in a way of filling his Exchequer 
by their Forfeitures j fo that after his Death there was 
found a Lift of thofc accufed in his Pocket« amongft 
whom was the Earl of Arraft^ who was in a little Time 
tfcerchofen Viceroys ht^d then the Protefiant Religion 
grew apace, after having been watered with the Blood of 
fome Martyrs, as Patrick Hamilton royally defcendedt 
the Famous Mr, Wijioart and others.. The Proteftant 
Kobility did at laft enter into a League for mutual De,- 
fcnce againft their Perfecutors, and pctitionM the Qiieen 
Regent for a Reformation 4 but finding that (he eluded 
them by falfePromifes, they protcfted, that (ceing tH^y 
had attempted it in an orderly* Way, tthfey wo«»ld not be 
aufwerable for any diforders that might happen among 
the inccrifcd People if they /bould reform things in a vio-« 
lent Manner, and fecure themfelves ajjainft thole wh.0 
fo'iQht their Lives ; which iffued in a War-» wherein flic 
( though a/lifted by the Frettcb ) was overcome, the Prct 
t'jfiants being aided by Q.E/izahetb of Enzland^ and 
encouraged by their great Reformer Knox, The reform^ 
cd Religion was eftabli(bed,and Popery abolifbed in i^db 
by Parliament lawfully called, and thofe Afts afterwards' 
confirmed by K. JAMES VI. when he came to Age. 8a'^ 
^hat thefe things being confFdered, there is no fuch Ciufe 
to charge the Scots Reformers with Rebellion, as (bine 
Authors take the Liberty to do ; for in reading the tcotljk 
Hiftoriesitis every where obvious, that the States of 
Scotland (and by fuch the Reformation was carried on ) 
have always claimM, and for the moft part enjoyed a 
jarger Share in the Govexamcflt than thofe of other 
Kingdoms.

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AKD now feeing we ate upon the Affairs of the Church, 
' it is not improper to take notice of the Convuliloog 
which that Church and State have been thrown into hf

in a rich and Stately Manner, The Burgejfes ride firft-^ 
with one Lackey a Piece, Two Trumpeters and Two 
PuiCcvants in their Coats, u/Kcring the way* bareheaded r 
Kcxt come the Qommjj^omrs of Shires, Two by Two,

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itnch haying Two Lickcys ; Then follow fucli of the Cfi 
finer s of State as are not Noblemen ; then, the Lords^ all 
of them Two and Two ; Next come Four Trtmpeters 
bare-headed^ Two. and Two, Four Pnrfevants in their 
Coaits, bare-headed. Two and Two, Six Heralds in that 
fand'e Manner, then the Gentlcman-Uibcr bare-headcdf 
LION King at Arms, with his Coat and Robes and 
Foot-Mantle, and his Batton in his Hand, bare»headcd ^ 
The SWORD ofSTA TE, the I^C E P TE R and 
the CROWN carried by Three of the Ancicnteft of 
the Nobility, bate-headed ; on each Side the Hojiburs 
are Three Mace-bearers, bare-headed ; and after them 
comes a Nobleman bare-headed, with aPurfe containing 
the Lord high Commiifioner^s CommiiTion . Lait of all 
comes iheLord Si^b Qommijfiontr^ with the "Dukex audi 
Marquejfes On his rightand left Hand. When the KING 
as preient the Matter of Horfe rides near, but a little afi^e. 
Every Duke hath Eight Lackeys, every JKarque/s Siar, 
every Earl Four, every Vifccunt Three, and tvciy Lord 
Three, and every Nobleman has a Gentleman to hold up 
bis Train, befide his Pages. 

' BEFORE Epifcopacy was abolifhcd the two Arch* 
tifliopshad the Privilcdge of Dukes and the reft of lords* 
The Nobility have fcarlet Robes fac'd with Ermin, with 
Diftin^lions according to their Tfegrcc^ The Noblcmens 
Lackeys have over their Li veri«sfliort Velvet Coats with 
their Badges, Crefts and Motto's either in Plate or Em- 
broidery on their Back and Bread. The great Officers of 
State ride up to the Parliament Houfe half an Hour before 
in their Robes, attended by their Friends on Horfcback^ 
and wait ia the Parliament Houfe. The Guards follow 
the King or CommiiHoner, and on each fide the fttrcet 
the Trained-Bands of the City of Edhihu^gb are drawn 
Up. When the King rides in Perfon, the Marquejfes and 
"Dulles come before him, and th^ Lord Chancellor rides 
bearing the great Seal, but not before the CopimiHioner.- 
The Lord Chancellor receives the King or CommiiBoncr 
when he comes into the Houfe, and uibers him up to the 
jrhrone, which israifcd Hx fteps high* with a Canopy of 
State, and with other Officers of State fits on each Hand 
in a ftep under him : And next under them fit the j\jdc,ts: 
On the right and left Hand of theThrone iit the Nobility,- 
and in the r;ght Side of the Room fit the CopiMiffioners 
ef Shues) and on the othe^ tlt6it for Burroughs. Whe.^i 
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the King is prefent he fpeaks to them in his Roties^ WiA 
the Crow on his Head, all D^anding up bare-headed; 
but th'^ Commi/noner is in an ordinary Suit, and itands 
and fpcaks alfo bare-headed. There is a Committee 
call'd Lords of the Articles, whoconiift of 2.4, viz. Eight 
chofcn out of every 9Utc^ who prepare all things that arc 
to be treated of in Parliament J butfincc K. William^z 
acceiiion to the Throne it is fo ordered, that they are not 
luch a Check on the Freedom of Parliaments as former- 
ly- 
THE Scoti Parliament fits all in one ttoufe, and every 

one anfwersdiftJn61Iy tohisNamc, and gives his Vote, 
which is in thefe Terms, I approve or not approve^ only 
fuch who. are notfatisfied iiy^firfj liquet, NoDiffcnts or 
Protclls arc allowed in publick Adts, thofe being account* 
cd Treafonable ; but in private Afts they are admitted. 
The T^AiViikmcntof Scot/a>7d is ne^er prorogued, but only 
adjourned jand when their Buiinefs is done then they are 
diffblved ; quickly after which their Adtsare proclaimed 
at the publick Ma rkct-Crofs of Edirhurgh hy the Linn 
King at Arms, with a great deal of Stare and Ceremony* 
Sometimes Conventions of States are called, which have 
no Power to enadt Laws, but only to raife Taxes. 

BESIDES the Parliament, which is the fupreme Court, 
therein a fecretCounciJ, of which my Lord Chancellor 
is Prcfident, Thofe Privy Coiinfcllors have for the molt 
Part been chofen bv the Kings, butfom^times the Parli- 
ament have plearfcd a Right in their Choice. Their Ba- 
fincfs'is to treat of the publick Affairs of the ICingdom, 
and prcfcrve the Peace. 

T H E R E is alCo a Colledgc of Juftice called vuljrarly 
the Sellion, inliitufcd by K. James V". in 15*32,' according 
to the Form of tke Parliament of Vans. It confifti of a 
Parliament and 14 Senators, and 4 extraordinary Sena- 
tors, 'Who are all called Lords of the Seflion : Before 
them all Thingsconcerning the Property of the Subie<H: 
are handled. They have tyjro Terms of fitting in the 
Year, viz, from th 2 iirlt of J//«e to the laft of '^2//r, 
anH from the iifit oiNovemher to the laft of Pebruery. 
This Court is divided into an Inner and Outtcr-Houfe. la 
thcOattcr, the Senators fit each their Week by Turns, 
whcicCaufesarcfpcedilydifpatchM , but there lies jfn 
Appeal to the reft of the Judges w ho are the Inner-Houfe 
before whom the Advocates plead ^ which being done^ 

''the 
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the "Parties withdriw, a^d the Lords give Sentence ac- 
cording to tlicMj^tity of Votes, from which there is 
no Appeal bur to the Parliament. 

THERE is alfo s. Criminal Court, which tries Cri- 
minals upon Life. and Death, The Judges are a Lord Ju* 
ilice-General, and a Lord Juftice-Clerk his AiHftant, 
with four of the other Judges. Here Peers arc tried ac 
well as Commons, only with this Difference, that the 
Majority of a Nobleman's Jury arc Peers: The Jury is 
made up of Fifteen, and the Majority carries it. 

I N the Exchequer, the Lord Treafurcr, and the 
Lord Trcafurer Deputy have the Chief Power. 

THE Seat of thcfe Courts arc all at Kdtnhutgh^ 
and on extraordinary Occafions there are Circuits, but it 
is reckoned lefs Charge to the Subjects to bring their 
Caiifes to Edinhurgb. 

BESIDES thsfi?, every Sheriff has a Court for \c(- 
fcr Caufcs and ttying Thieves and Murdcr'^rs, Crc. and 
inoftof thcfe Sheriffs were form*'rly Hereditary, which 
made 'them To Potent, that of late the Kings have agreed 
with many of them for their Rights, 

X HER E are alfo Courts of Regality, where the 
Lord of the Regality has a Royal Jurifdiction and Power 
of Life and Death within )m Bounds; and this was anci- 
ently common to all Barons ( that is, evec}j( one who held 
s IVIannor of the King) but now they can only judge in 
fmaller Matters amongll their o.wa TeaanjtS) and Fine 
and Diftrainzie* 

A S for the Orders and Degrees of Honour in Se^$fand^ 
they are the fame as in E^Und^ but their Knights 0tt 
created with more Solemnity than anyy where in Europe^ 
as having an Oath adminiftred to them, and being pro- 
claimed publickly by an Herauld, for the Knights of St. 
Andrews. 

AS concerning the People in general, whatever may 
have been faid againft them by Tome neighbouring Hifto-* 
f ians, their Valour has been fufficiently knowain the 
World, particularly by the great Honour and Priviledi;c$. 
whitb they acquired by it 'mFrance^ fomc of them ha- 
ving been Coni^able of that Kingdom, which is ncx^t to 
the King in Honour ; othcis Dukes and Peers of France^ 
and for many Years they had the Guard of the King's 
B'erfon. Sam' "Oanitl fays. That never People behaved 
themfelves better in i^ruggliag for thcix Liberties.

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speed fays, That feur great Things have beca 3one \tk 
hurofe^ w^herc they have not been with the £r^ aijd lai 
in the Field : And Cbevenuswnus of them. That they 
are M^rte et Ingtnio Felices. B«it there is no rcafbnable 
SdMs. Man, who will refufc to own. That there Ts in that 
as wc^ll as in other Nations?, a Mixture of Good and Bad; 
and it mult be granted them, that they have had many 
Jam^^s Men fot Arts, Afros and Learning in all Faculties; 

T H K Nobility and Gentry of Scotland are great Lo- 
vers of Learning, on which account they net only frc- 
fl'ie^t their own X/niveriitics, but thofe of England', 
^ra*ice and Germnny^ ^c* They Are alfo much addi(5tcd 
to Travelling, efpecially to France^ where moft of 
their fam'd Lawyers ftudy the civil Law, which is much 
u(cd in that Kingdom; fo that their Gentry generally are 
Men of cxquifitc Breeding. The Univcriities of this 
Country are Four, vtz* St» Andrews^ GlafgoWy Aber-' 
fi^en and Edinlurgb. 

THE principal Risers of Scotland are Forth^ Clyde 
^ndTay, all of them Navigable, befides many Lakes, ^ 
innumerable Creeks and Bays w'hich Indent the King'» 
dom<ind afford many fafe Harbours, with great Cotavcni-? 
pncy for Trade and FiQiiiig. ".-,

THE Rarities of Nature boafted of by thcif Hiftori- 
uns, are the Caledonian white Bulls, with Manes curled 
like Lions, naturally fo Fierce and. Implacable againft^ 
Men, That they abhorred whatever they touched or 
breathM on ; but Time hath deftroyed both them and 
their Wood in which they bred» 2.. ,Thc Barnacles or 
Clecl^^Gcefe bred in Logs of Wood, floating on the Sea, 
according to the common Opinion, though fome Authors 
think that they are bred of Eggs like other Fowls, but 
that the E£»gs arc faftned to the Logs by fome glutinous 
Matter which comes from the Goofe, Thofe who have 
cat of them fay, they tafte perfeftly of Fir, and are cer- 
tainly bred in that Sort of Wood.

FSSS us ift. of the Hame, uni flrft ^nff 
of ScolUfiiiy was Son to Ferchardu!, being- 
the moft emrnent I^m imong the Hcoti, then 
poffcffcd of Irtland, botli for Counfcl »od 
Aftion, he'was feat for bv the Alhien-Xcats, 
who htd feated themfclvcs intheWcftern- 
, Fflifi*, and that Pjrt of Brf"(4/«tlien called ^rtww, now 
BeotUndi oa this OccaCon. The Jcow living; atthst 
Jlae ii^ cectaui Tiibei gi Clui, without uy Soreraisn; 
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and falling into aWar with thcP/Wj,wJth whom they had 
inter-married, and affiftcd them to plant them fe Ives in 
Albion. The Headj of Clans being all of equal Authori- 
ty, and unwilling to fubmit to one another, they had Re- 
courfc to Fergtfs the Son of Fercbard^ King or Chief of 
the IrffO'^cotS't that they might ftrengthen themfclves 
with his Affiftancc and Alliance. Whereupon Fer^uf 
arriving with Forces from Ireland^ he was unanimoufly 
chofcnKiog* by thepublick Confent of the People, and 
ordered fo prepare his Army for Battle, Thiags being 
in this Pofture, the ^cott and P/i?f received Advice,That 
the Britains watched for an Opportunity todeftroy them 
both, whichthey defigjied to^ccamplifli, by joining a- 
gainft whatever Party fhould be Conqueror.

• Peace Abroad, and Love at Pfomc; but his ^m^fi Nc» 
phew F«r/e^»j beinj: ambitious to Rclr/ii ..an;^ having 
Srft communicated his Deiigntothr moft Turbnlent^of 
the Souldiery, and fuch as aflfe6ted In^ ova tionvJtc came 
and demanded the Crown froqi his Uncle, who calkd 
an Affembly of the States^ and declared His WilJingneft 
toRefign, fpcaking at the fame Tim.^ in Coaimendttion 
of His Nephew : But the States diilikin'^ "FerUgusH too 
eager Defire to Reigi, would not Confentto it \ and ha- 
ving difcovered a Defign of F<r/<gi^/ againft his Unclc^ 
Ike Memory of his Father did ^o far prevail, thatthp' 
they judged him worthy of Death, yet they only confmVd 
Initi; but he beiig Impatient to have the Crown, deceiv- 
ed his Keepers and fled to the P/iff. Where finding no 
Encouragement, he went to the BrfM/;/r, amonj? whom 

be livied Wcurcly A^d Fmtbms boing taken off a few- 
Months. 
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Months after ( as it was fuppofcd ) \>y Treachery, in the 
XS- Year of His Reign; the States fufpedting Fer/ecbus^ 
on the account of his former Behavioujr, he was unani- 
moufly Condcmn'd, and his younger Brother Mainut 
fet upon the Throne, who governed 4,9 Years with fo 
niuch Fquity and Juftice, puniftiing Bad, and encourag'r 
ing gooa Men, that Forreigners as well as His own Sub- 
jcfts, cftecm'd Him highly ; fothat his Reign wasPcac*- 
able and Profperous, and when He died, He was lunea- 
ted by all good Men*

MA I N ITS the fa? King of Scotland^ fuccceded 
Fertbarzs, He was Son to Fergus ifi King of. 
Scots^ maftle Peace with his Neighbours, pu- 
niibect Vice, and cultivated the Worfliip of his Time, 
which was 'Pa,^anifm at Home,by which he obtained fuch 
a Reputation of Sandtity, th»t Forreij^fncrs, as well as his 
own Subjects, thought it a great Wickcdnefs %o hurt fuch 
a Perfon. He died in the o^gtb Year of hisReign^ much 
lamented by all good Men? about 2.61 Tears before 
CHRIST.

•KJ r S: A TITS, the s-fit King of Scotland^ placed 
-**^ upon the Throne, by the People after his Brothet 
tyornadilla?s Death, who left a Son but not of Age ta 
govern; Notbatus made the Government Arbitrary, 
which until then was moderate, and govcrn'd by Laws \ 
puniftied High and Low promifcuoafly, with Forfeiture 
of Goods, Baniftiment, 8cc. So that fcarce any thing 
could be added to his Cruelty* Whereupon Jyo* 
valus oi Galloway^, an ambitious Man, looking upon 
that Opportunity as (eafonable for him to advance hrm- 
fclf, by Reafo9 of the Peoples Hatred againft their King, 
and knowing alfo that his own Life was aim'd at ; refol-» 
res to prevent the Danger. Having gathered together a 
great Number of his Vaffals and Friefids, he upbraids the 
King with the Slaughter of the Nobility and Seizure of 
Eftates, and defireshc ftiould reftore the Kingdom, which 
he was not able to manage, to the right Heir. Nothatuf 
thus affronted, contrary to his Expc6Ution, remitted 
nothing of his Stoutn«fs, but anfwered, he would maintain 
w.hat he had done by his Prerogative, and that if he had 
carried it fomewhat defpotically, it was to be imputed to 
the Contumacy of the Snbjcdl, not his own Difpofition* 
Tkefc Taunts encreafcd Animofities , fo that they fell at 
lafttoBlowr; and 27otbatufwas iininhy T> oval u^ and 
his Partifans, after he had Reigned 2.0 Years. 

KEUTHERUS King VI. 

*T^EUT HERUS after the Death of Notbatus^- was 
*-*- proclaimed K\u^hyI>ovalus and his Partv^ with- 
out confc nt of the People; whicfci very much difpleaf'^d' 
the Nobility who did aoc approve the Facl,as being a bad 

Sscampie 
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Example, though they judged Notha*us waf thj^ of thd 
highcftPuniftmcnt. But thc7 were more offended that 
the Right of the Pari wment was taken away^ and the E- 
lettion of a King put into the Hand of one Perfon. Nei- 
ther were they fatislied that a Youth (tho the rightfnl 
Heir) fV.ouId be advanced to the Thtone befote he was 
capable tuGovern* So that it plainly appeared that Do^ 
'Vaius was King in effect, and Reutherus only honoured 
With the Title* Wherefore they declare War againft 
l>(hvalui't and having engaged him, they fought twice ia 
one Day : The DovaliafiSy though Superiour in Number, 
were routed and put to flight, in which more were kill-* 
«d than in the Battle; on the one Side Devalus with the 
Chief Men of his Party were flain, on the ether Getus 
King of thc'P/i^j with a great Number of his Men were 
killed, and Reutberus taken Prifoncr ( but pardoned out 
of tegaid to his tender Age, and the Memory of his Fa- 
ther, and the Royal Blood ) aad aim oft all the Chiefs of 
the Clans with many of their Men were cut off. 

THIS Battle fo weaken'd theSctf^j and Plils that (^ey 
were obliged for their fafety to flee to the Mountains and 
Woods and the neighbouring Iflands, left they (hould be- 
come a Prey to the Britains who were always feeking 
an Occafion of their utter Deftrudlion. In the mean linv^ 
the Br/fa/V^Tpoflcfs themfelves of the Champaign Coun- 
treys in the TSfortb belonging to the P/Wj. The Scots and 
P/c4x having paffed Twelve Years in this miferable Con- 
dition, at length bf ing recruited with a new Generation 
of brave warlike Youths, they refolve to try their For- 
tune. Whereupon they invite their Friends from all Parts* 
«nd recal Reutberus from Ireland whither he had retir- 
ed. Reutberus haying firft arrived at the weftern Iflands, 
from thence he fails to the Main-Land, and lands his 
Forces at Lochhrmwi and having confulted with Gethus 
King of tha P/c^f his Brother m Law, thei^ furprize 
thcfr Knemy, and fought fuch a Bloody Battle that neither 
Side could claim the Victory ; whereupon enfued a Peace 
for fomc Years. Reutberus afterwards retired to his old 
Habitation in Argyle*, and in a Abort Time extended his 
Kini^dom to its ancient Bounds, and dyed the 2.5//b Year 
of his Reign,having left Tbereuf his Son bv the Daughter 
ef Gethus the former King of the P/Wr. He being fcarce 
Ten Years of Age his Uncle Reutb^ fucceeded^

^^EtTTH A ( according to the Laws formcily madd 
•^ and received ancnt the 8u«ceiEon ) was declareq 
King> who(e£rftCare was to reduce the People^ whd 
were very Licentious by the former Wars, to a more ci- 
vilized Way of Living; And for this End, He made many; 
iiCeful Laws, whereof not a few are yet obferyed among^ 
the Highlander y. Having hus governed 17 Ye»rs with 
the great Love and Rcfpccl of the People, He demitted 
in Favours of His Nephew, very much againft their law 
clination ; Either becaufe of His bad State of HcalthJ

But Ev€nus ( tho' His Nephew ) bcinc: commended for 

His good Life, and his Voluntary Bxiie, out of Hatred 

to "Durjtuu was agreed on. He is (aid to be the £ril K^ 

oi Scotland^ who required an Oath of Allegiance frodi 

His Subje6h. That He might reform the Mann<irs of the 

Youth corrupted in the former Reign, he reduced them 

. to the ancient Parfimony in Diet and Apparel, and admi- 

! lullred Juftice over all the Kingdom. He aififted the Piits

This Wickednefs was 
attended with Luxury, Cruelty and Covctoufnefs, which 
made him fo hateful to the Nobles, chat they took Arms 
againft him, defeated his. Army, and condemned him to 
perpetual Prifon; where one who bore him a Grudge 
ftrangled him by Night, and was hangM for his Pains.

(^OTSTARXTS the i4.th King of Scotland^ fucceeded 
^^ His Father Mogaldus^ about the 6th Year of the , 
"Evni^^ot Antoninus Pius \ He was Partner ia the Con- . 
fpiracy againft His own Father, and with the Affiance 
of the ?/'<$/, fought the Romans and Britains^ who paf- 
M Adrian'^s Wall, and had driven away great Booties. 
Ttie Slaughter being near equal on both Sides, a Peace 
followed for one Year, but Lollius ITrhicus being fcnt 
over to re-inforcc the Romans^ overcame the Scats in a 
bloody Battle, drove them again over Adrian'*s Wall, 
which he repaired, and then there was a CefTatlon of 
Arms for many Years ^ duringvhich, Conarus drown'd 
Himfclf in all Manner of Vices, by which He exhaufted 
Sis Treafares J and calling an Aflembly of the States, de^ 
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. inanded Money, under Pretence of maintaining a royal 
Port, which was (o ungrateful, that the Aflembly voted, 
ThatHe/liould be kept PrKoncr as unfit for the Govern* 
meijt, till upon His Abjuration, they fhould Subftitute a- 
nother; and Meeting next Day, they agreed. That the 
Reveiiues were as fuificient for Him, as for His Predecef- 
fofs, who had lived Splendidly at Home, and been For- 
midable Abiroad ; and that thofe Villains upon whom He 
had conferred the publick Patrimony, and for whofe 
SdkesHehadruin'd maay.Perfonsof Qiiality, Ihould not 
only be obliged to rc.found, but be condignly puniftiM.

fo much Grandeur and State, that Aclius Spartianus 
calls it the great Ornament of his Empire. There ar© 
feveral of its Ruines ftijl to be feen, and Monuments fup-» 
pofed to be the Remains of the Temple oiTcrminus^ or 
Claudius Q^far. Donald baving fettled Peace ag^in, 
died in the 2.1ft, Year of hisRcign.

ATH IRGO the apth King of Scotland, making great 
^ (hew of Valour, Ingenuity and Bounry in his Youth, 
fuccecded after his Father's Death, but his Vices increaf- 
ling with his Age, he did fo offend his People by his A- 
varice, Pecvilhniefs, Luxury and Sloath, chat they Con- 
ffiied.againft him with N&tbalncus, a NobJeman, 
whole Daughters he had defloured, ignominioufly beaten 
with Rods, and proftituted to his Ruffianly -Courtiers, 
that finding himfelf defeited of all, he bccaiuehis own 
Executioner in the i2.th Year of his Reign, about the 
Year 24a. 

NATHALOCUS King XXX. 

JJ ATH ALOCUS the 30th King of Scotland^ 
wMsat firft a Nobleman, and Head of the Confpiracy 
againft Atbirco the apth King, who had proftituted hjs 
Daughters, and purfued himfelffo vigoroully, thathc 
putHandtohimfelf; Whereupon Natbahcus having a 
Mind to the Throne, and hearing that Dor us, Atbirco^s 
Brother had fled, with Three of the Princes to the ?/(f?/,' 
hefuborncd Villains to murthcr them, but they kill'd 
fome others by mittake, Katbalocus thinking himfclf 
fid of them, did ambitioufly grafp at the Crown, and 
by Promifes and Bribes, obtain^ the Confent of the Ma- 
jority ; but was as unhappy in hisXrovernment, as he 
was utijuft in acq[uiring it : For obferving the Nobility 
averfe to him m the Parliaments, he governed all by 
mean, indigent and audacious Fellows, Having inter- 
cepted Letters from fome of the Nobility to AtbircoH 
Children, he fentfor the faid Nobles, and others whom 
Jie moft fttfpe^^cd, under Pretence ofadiriilag with them 

about 
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about publick Aifairs, and ftiutting them up in Prifon* 
caufed thcni all to be ftranglcd ; on which the Natioa 
arm'd agairift him, and one of his own Domefticks kilM 
liim, as raifinghis Army in the 12th Year of his Reigiiw 
Fame faid, that this Domeftick being fent to the K. to 
know his Deftiny from a Witch, fte acquainted him that 
he himfelf fhould kill the K. On which he went a^ay curf- 
ing her; bnt confidcring with himfelf. that the Anfwer 
could not be concealed, took the Opportunity to kill the 
King in a private Room, whether he retired to hear his 
An(wcr, andfo delivered both himfelf and his Country 
from Danger. 






FINX>0CHUS King XXXL: 

USrryOcnu S, the 31ft king of Scotland^ fiffc- 
cceded N'atbalocus, he wasof the Royal Family, a 
very comely Perfonage of excellent Endowments, and 
therefore chofen King. He governed with great Juftice, 
and was Faithful to his Proraifcs, In his Reign, Donald 
of the iiles, invaded the Main -Land, but was defeated 
anddrownedi as endeavouring his Efcape. The Iflan^ 
deis, by the afliftance of the Irifo^ renewed the War, 
binder the Conduft of his Son Vonaldy but Find' 
chus forced tlieiii to retire, fubdued their IflanBsi arid 
laid many of them wafte. Whereupon "Donald had re* 
courfe to Fraud, and fubwrning two Aflallinates who pre* 
tended to be Ifl^nders of noble Extract, and much injur'cl 
by Donald^ they made fo much Intereft at Court as.t© 
accompllfb their Deiign of murdering this excellent 
-Prince A* C. a.5^, for which they were executed, hav- 
ing before hand accufed Donald and the King's owa 
Brother Caraniiuf as their Complotters. The latter for

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CiwbricM QberfomJfCft now DenmarJi^ ^weden^ 8cc. be- 
ing every \»:hcre.courccou(ly received and appjaudcrf for 
thoir Valour. The i^wW Iflanders did afterwards makd 
an Attempt upon the Continent, but were all cut ofF^ancI 
their Ships jnd Boats made ufe of againil thofe who were 
left behind^ A little after, the Scots who had fled to Jre- 
iand ftirred up thc.Irifl^ Scots to affift them, an d landing 
in Scotland with loooo Mcnvfpread their Terror far and 
Dear, wafting the Country with Fire and Sword: The 
IrrJb'Scots being elevated with their Succefs, were, for at- 
tempting fomething more, the ^hion^Stots advifed them, 
to retire with their Booty, and not to ftay till th^ Romans, 
fathered the whole ftrength of Britain againit ehem ; 
adding. That the beft way was to weary the Romans out 
with Toil and Labour. The. IriJIo Ssots upbraided thofer 
pf Albion^s having degenerated from the valour of theif 
Anccftors, and would venture a Battel^ wherein , they 
were totally cut ofF: So that the. Alhion'%cots wttt for 
cverexcluded all Hopes of return, . and the Lrijb found 
themfelves obliged to fend. Amba^adorsto of&r Submi/ii- 
oti to thz R^omansy and and beg Pardon, which was ob- 
tained, fo much the more eafily, that Maximus was re-r 
turning to Rome^ having got liimfelf proclaimed 
Emperour ^ by> the Army. Maximus being (lain in I- 
tafy'T'Vt^orinus was fcnt to rule Br //«;>, and forbad 
thjB Pi^s to choofe any Kiag.or other chief Magiftrate but; 
luch as were Cent from iS^^re ; which they looking, upoa 
a^ a Badge of intolerable Slavery, repented of thejrhay-* 
ing betrayed the Sc(;/x« and lookM upon this as a Judge- 
ment for their having u> done ; hereupon they > eledlcd & 
King privately, andat their AirembIy,complainM heavi- 
ly of their Bondage, acknowledging that God did juftly, 
punifh them for perfecuting the Zcots, Kiniiters and not fo 
much as fufferiog them to live ii> the fame Country ; witfai 
themwfo theyrefolved to. reconcile themfelves ;tp. the 
9cots^' and fenta, private Embafly.to young Frrj^i^A?p£ 
the Blood RoyaU who was an Exile in Zcandia to ^inyito 
him home, thinking thatby his Example and ^Authority:

EUGXf S II. the 40th King oi Scotland,, fuccfcdecl 
'Ez^^^eititis^ whowas/l^Jn by t'le Ko^fians-, at (uch 
Time, as they with the Afliftancc of the P/^^r, did quite 
expel the Sc'^ts out of Brj^aifi \ wherrup )n Echadius or 
Efb'>d/us^ Brother to Eu^c9?TUf^ went wi:h his Familjr 
into ^jatidia^ his Son Enbu^^n^ Nephew I^crgufiushc- 
ingof the Number. Tne King of the Country bejft^ 
moved with Companion toward thcfe royal Exiles* 
■ftcwed them great F avour. And as Fer^UK grew up, he 
improved binifelf in military Acquiremerts, and ilgna- 
lized himfclf in many Rencounters, and followed the 
Franks in their F.xpcdition againft the Gauh-, wherein 
he acquired much Glorv. So fhat his Fame reaching the 
Ears of the %cots and Ti^s^ both uf them were lifted up, 
with Hopes of recovering their Liberty under his Con- 
duct. So that the P/i^j being weary of the It^wan ^tX" 
vitudc, font fecrct Mc^^ngers to the Scntf^ m^de up a 
Peace with them, and ioinV m calling Fergus to.'t- 
cept of the Crown jfhis Anceftors, at fuch a Junfturc, 
when the Power and Authority of the Romans was on 
■ the Dccicnfion in Britarn^ which he cafiJy confented to; 
• and having made up a conffderabTe Body of the ^cottijh 
Exiles, bcfidcs Danes^ and others, who followed him, 
he landed in -4rry/e. Thither the red of his Country- 
Men from Ireland and the Tiles flocked to him, and then 
he was created King, according to the Manner of the 
Country, about the 8th Year of the Reign of the Empe- 
rors Honor iuf and ArcaJius^ 2.7 Years after the Death 
of his Grandf^ither Eugenius^ and about the 403 or 404. 
of CHRIST, according to Fundus^ the black Book 
of Pajley and Man'anus Meatus.

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of the Year. The Britains hearing: of his Arrival, were 
divided into two Factions ; lome were for joining him, 
and othcTs fent to the Romans for AflilUnce, and to the 
P/t^i tsi withdraw them frgm Ferguu The Roffuins 
upon the News, fent one Legion from Gau/ toaffiit their 
Provincials, and together they repulCed the Itraggling 
Troops oi Scots with grrat Slaughter, and afterward de- 
feated them in a (ct Battle by the River of Carroft^ near 
Seoeruf'^sWilU but not without great lofs t© the Ro-" 
mfl^s^ who contented themfelves "to repair the Wall, 
garri<on''d the Forts with Britains^ and then jefur ned to 
Gaul. After their Departure, th? Sc.»ts and P/<??J demo- 
liftijd the Wall, under the Conduit of Graham-, Father 
in Law toFcr^^f, and originally a B»-/ftf/« of the No- 
ble Futgtntian Family, and waftrd the Country far and 
near. Whereupon the Briiains ienta lamentable Com- 
plaint to Rufnt^ and obtaiocd another Lrgion under the 
Commsindi oi Max iwi anus t who arriving un'"^pe.^ledly, 
made a great Slaughter afiivjng the %cois and P/cij. How- 
cvei they gathered together a gJ^eat Army, and bcinjr 
encouraged by the Afliftance of bionethus a Britain of 
great Power, they marchM with their Army to prevent 
his being fwiallowed up by the Romans ^ and having: 
joined their Forces, put the Romans to Flight. Where- 
upon the Confederate Kings pwrfuing too ageilyt fell 
in amongft the Refer ves of their Army, and were re- 
pulfed with great Slaughter ; yet the Romans being dif- 
maycd at this Check, and but tew in Number, retired in- 
to the midft of the Province. Hereupon Dionetbus af- 
fumed the Soveraignity of the Britains* The Romans Mti' 
clerftanding that the Confederate Forces were fcparated, 
augmented their. Forces with Britijb Auxiliaries, on de- 
^gn to dcftroy D:onetbus, But the ^cots and P/'^x ha- 
ving joined him again, fooner than the Romans w tie a- 
warc, they prepared for Battle. Maidmianus placed 
the Britains in the Front, who were foon rcpulfed; 
then he advanced his Romans^ who ftopt their Flight, 
and detatching feme Troops of Veteran Soldiers, they^ 
fell upon the Rear of the Sco/x ; fome of whofc Troops 
hcing furrounded, they drew themfelves into a Ring, 
vhere they bravely defended themfejvcs againlJ^ the 
whole Force of the Romans ^till they wcreover-powr'd, 
and every Man flain ; but this gave Opportunity for the 
reft tQ cfcapc, Fergus fell in this Battle,- as did airo 
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Vifrflus King of the Piitsy «nd X)/a«rrib»j hardly cfcapcd, 
feeing alfo grievoufly wounded. This happned in tho 
i5tli Year of Fergus his Reign, An. 4^0. He was a 
PriiKCof an Keroick Spirit, and may well bo reckoned 
the iecond Founder of the Sconijb Kingdom, and all 
Things coniidcrcdi Superior even to Fergus I. Ho 
leftthrce Sons, over wh^na thcjr Grand-father Grabajft 
was chofen Guardian and y ice-Roy of the Kingdom.

J£UGE7Sr lUS IL fiiccecded his Father Fergus JX^ 
his Gr»nd»fAthcr Grabapt being appointed Regenti^ 
during his Minority, who finding that he washotftrong! 
enough to make War upon the Romans^. Yt^t quiet: The 
Roman LegioR which came to affift- their Allies in Fer-» 
^us IVs Time, having dcftroy'd the Country on the Souths 
of Sever us his Walk reltored it to the Briuins, So, 
that the Scots and Fi^s were again (hut up betwixt the 
two Firths of Edinburgh and Dunbrmn. The Romans 
being called Home to defend the Scat of the Empire, did 
acquaint the Britains^ that they were not to e3?pe6t any 
farther Affiftince from them, but mult ftand on their 
own Derence,and thJir they might be the better enabledto

Jon ies to plant the Lands which they had taken from the

3{im^ and other SuajQgers, came and fettled ikemfejves 
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$p that Part of the Countrjr, thinking that Graham would 
never lar down Arms till he had fubdued all 5r ;>«/>{ ; 
but he was willing rather to make Peace with Glory, 
than truft to the Event of War ; fo that a Peace was con- 
cluded with the Britains^i and Gral^am fettled the Boun- 
datyat AdrianHW^Wy nsftLT SLsKew-Cafile^JfonTim;

The Britains being 
harrafTed with all the Calamities of War, were alfo at- 
(ack'd by Famine. hnd^Eugenius King of Scuts^ being 
now of Age, and deli reus of making fome Figure- ia the 
World, fent Ambaffadors to. the Brlains^ to demand the 
Lands beyond -^ic/^/tf-«'s Wall, whith belonged to Or a. 
}>am hiis Gran i-t^th«*r who yr^^K Britain noblv defccnd* 
tdf and fled to Scotland from i\ic Roman St ^vV\A^. 
Conaffus^ one of the Chief Men amoi g ^he B*itahfr^ ad- 
yiled tfiV?iii to comply with his D^n^<ind, rather than Ex- 
Ifperatc liich a formidable Enemy h but he was murdf-r- 
cd by 'the Multitude for his good Advice, %j that EU' 
jrenms^s Amaffadofs were fcnt back with a Denial,whicl^ 
occaiioiied a ^atUe, the flerceft thai; had ever before 
that Time btfcn fought in ' BrhaikJ- The S<:^tf right 
Wing, after a long and icrce' Difpute, w-^re fofced to 

give Ground ; but Kin£; Eug^ti'us bringing up the Squa- 
rons which guarded the B</;gagc, reftorcd them ^ fo- 
that the Vi^torv begun on that Side. ' And the Bt/ aint 
yftxt, routed, with the lo(s oi 14.000 Men on th-^ Field ;

Galloway to 
rfeathfor iideing withDo//tf/fl^,attd fined others for the fame 
Crime, with which he fatisfied thofc whom they had 
plundered \ and having fettled Peace at Home, he xt' 
iicwcd the Lcagttw wick ncighbwrinj Piinccs,, but he 
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WbO had gainM fo much Glory ia War, abandoned him • 
fclf toall manner of Vice in Pc8Cc, and rcfuiing to be 
reclaimed either by the ^dviceof his Ecclefiatticks or 
Noblc?» theyconfpircd to deltrov him* which they effeft- 
cd In a publick Convention in the gd. Year of his Reign^ 
about 764. The Affociates of^is wicked Praftices were 
publickly hangM, all Men rejoicing in their Execution.

«o Alteration, ftraagled him At Night while aflcep, m 
the 3d. Year of his Reign. Several People were tor- 
tured to difcover who put him to Death ^ but the Queen 
being mov'd with the fuflfering of fo many Innocents, ac- 
knowledged the Murder, and to prevent her being 
~ brought to publick Puniftment, ^abbM her fclf about

J^OLVATH IXTS^thti 54tb. King of Scotland, was 
^ntoEuj;enius VIH, and forhisrperfonal Valour 
might have had Place amongKiogs of the firft Rank, if 
it had not bee;i a Gou t»: which he contracted by a Cold, 
in the 3d. Year of his Reign ; yet ncvcrthelcfs he ap- 
freafed all Tumults with great Succcfj and Prudence, by 
his Generals, As firit, the Rebellion headed by Doftald 
Bane^ who feized all the Athuda etWefitrn^lflartds^ 
ftfid railed hjmfelf King of them, and afterwards landing 
OQ the CojQtine&t began to RayagPi bat was forced into 4

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Woo<l by Cullan of Argyle and I>«^ra/ of Atboi, whtr6 
he and his Men were all oftheni put to the Sword. In 
the next place Gilcolumhus invaded Galloway ^t which his 
Father had formerly plundered, but was defeated by the 
fame Generals, and afterwards executed. During this 
Reij^ there was Peacfe with the Er^liff) and Vi^s^ and 
Solvatbius having Sate on the Throne aaYctrs^ died 
much lamented of his Subjcfts, An.

ACHAIVS King LXV. 

ACirAIXTSthe 6^th Kinq: of Scotland^ Son of 
-^^ Er^/f, tc5unhisRei^n^^/787. He made a Peace 
with the En,\^lijh and Pi^s^nnd bcinqf thrcatned by a War 
frorti Iretaudt he fent Amb^/T^dors'to acquaint the Irifi)^ 
that th?v had no juft Caufe of War, feeing their Countrv- 
fnen, whofc Death they pretended to Revenge, had fal- 
len by fhcir own Weapons, while they difagreed about 
the Previn Ctf«f7Vf, fo that the lofs, was, not that io 
many of the Thieves were flain^ but thatany had cfcaped; 
BUtthelrz/Iirejeftcd theEmbafly, and before the De- 
parture of the Ambaffadofs, rigged out their Fleet, 
•which was totally deftroyM byaTempcft, and the Irifo 
forced to beg for the Peace which they formerly difdain- 
^. This Acbaius was thC fitft Kini* df5'co//tf«</ that 
made a League with France ; bccaufe the Saxons of Ger- 
fwany^ and thofe who fettled in Brifain^ infefted the 
French Coaft with continual PfrAcies. i^evcr was League 
better obferved, nor longer continued, than this was on 
Part of the Scms^ who flic wed fo much Readinefs to affift 
Fra^^reon allOccaiions, that it became a Proverb, He 
that xoould France win^ ntuft with Scotland firfl Ugin» 
There was great Amity betwixt this King Acbaius^ and 
Charles the Great of France, Whofe Tutor was the fa- 
mous Jcannes Scoiu^^ of whom the faid Charles bad fo 
great an Opinion, that he fent for othil: learned Men 
{torn Scotland^ toreadGreeJ^ and Latine at Paris^ as 
Clements and others who were of great Fame, there 
tcing at that Time many learned PerfQ»s in ScotlanJ<,th^ 

. , ancient 
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ftiiGifent Dilcipiine being not guitc cxting\iift>cd. This 
Acbaius aiKftcd the TiHs sgainft the Etfzlijto with iqoqo 
Men, and died An^ 8x^, in the 32d. Year pfh^s Reiga* 

CO NG^LLUS sd King LXVI. 

rON'QALLXrS IIL the 55th- Kiijg of Scotland^ 
•^ fuccccdcd -<ic/)tf/«j, and having rci^acd five Year? 
in Peace, he died in 82.^. 




T>0 NGALLVS King LXVII. 

PO'N G ALLV S tht 67th King of Scotland being 
£0 icvcrc in his Govcrnracnt that the Souldiery 
could not endure it ^ gathered themfelves to Alfinus^ 
the Son of AcbaiifSt whom they forced to be theif 
Leader; but having gathered together an Arm 7, and 
pretending tp do as tkcy directed, he difappainted them, 
^nd fled to Vongallus. The Rebels being thereupon 
dirmayed, accufcd him to theX^ing, as the Author of their 
Revolt, but the King being fatisfied of the contrary, fur- 
pris'd and put the Chief of them to Death. "Dongallus 
as he paffed the Spey to make War upon the P;<5x, was 
4rown^d in the 6th of his Reign^ about 8$o.

A LP INUS the eZth King of SmUnd^ Sofi of Kinj 
-^*' Acbaius^ fucceeded "Dofi^allus theSon of Solvatbi^ 

vsn His Reign was Chiefly 'memorable f^r his fatal War 
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with the 'P}Bf% whofc Government Frtderethus had 
fcizj^d upon and nrrogatcd tohimfclf. Alfir^us refolv'd 
totemove this UlUrper, met him with his' Forces at 
j^cfttnot^n. Village of Angus^ where tfit Fi^ht was main- 
tained with grsat Obftinacy, till the PifUJio King hap- 
pened to be flain» whereby the Scots got the Vidlory; 
hyxiBruius one of high Dercentand noble Atchicvements, 
being cIcflcdKing by the P/.fif, turn'd the Scale, and by 
a Scvatagem defeated and took King Alpinns^ An. 834, 
and put him with many of his N^obles cruelly to Death: 
His Head was falVned to a Pole, and carried ^b^vi^ the 
Army, and at laft fci up fora Speftaclein Aberftetby^ 
their chief T(5wn, which was afterwards feverely Re- 
veng'd by the Scots,, who calJl'd the Place where he was 
ilain Bas Alpin.

KENNETHUS 2d. King LXIX- 

KENNETHUS IT. the 6^th King of Scotland^ 
fuccccdcd King Alpifte his Father, when the King- 
dom wAS^t a very low Ebb, by ReaCon of the Vklory 
the P/f^x obtained over hia Father, who fell in the Bat- 
tie. The P/Wf did thereupon endeavour to drive the 
Scots out of Britain^ for which End they hired fomc En* 
^lijh Troops to join their own Forces ; But fuch an out- 
ragious Sedition happened amonglt the Commanders^ 
that Brutus the Fi^ijb King not being able to compofe 
it, disbanded the Army, and died for Grief about threp 
JVIonths after. After which Kennetbus called an AiTemblr 
of the States, to confult of a War with the Pi^s ; and 
though the King himfelf, with the fierceft of his Officers, 
were for a War, yet the Majority were for deferring ^t» 
until they had recovered Strength ; and in the mean time 
refolved, neither to flic w for Peace, nor declare War* 
Which Opinion prevailing, a Peace enCued for tihree 
Years In the 4th. Kennethms^ delirous to renew the 
War, but finding his Nobles averfe, engaged them in 
his Befign by riie following fttsalagcm. ** Having invit- 
*^ cd them all to a Banquet, he continued the Entertain- 
^ meat u^til late dt Kiglit) fo tiiat tiiej; were oec^lTitat- 
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** cd to lodge in that very Room where they carouzed; 
** and each Man according to ancient Cuftom, laid hrm- 
*' felf on the Ground, with nothing under him but Grafs* 
*' Being thus Compofcd, the King fu horned a Kinfmaa 
*' of his own, cocloath him felt with dry Fifh-Skins, en- 
** ter the Hall, and Cpeak through along T'^^f, as if^ he 
*' were fent from Heaven, to exhort them to Waragainft 
^ the tiBs The Nobles being awakened,and not fully rc» 
** covered from their Wine, were altoniflied at the 
** Strangenefs of the Sound, and the Aining of the Fi/h- 
*' Skins; fothat believing it was an Apparition, the}»- 
** were fcized with a religious Fear, whjch w^s confix 
*' derably heightned by the Meifcngers ftripping himfelf 
** of his Habit, and withdrawing by a fecret Paflfage on 
** a fudden. " They attended the JTing early in the Mor^ 
tiing, toac^gjuaint him with what had happened ; and Ui- 
f on hisafluring them that he had feen the like Appariti^ 
on, a War was concluded with univerfal Confcnt, and 
accordingly declared. So that both Nations having ta- 
ken the Field, the Armies fell on at firft View \ the Sol- 
diers being fo eager, that they did not expe<S the comr 
niand of their Officers. It was fiercely fought on both 
^des for a confiderable Time, until a Watch-word being 
given the Scorx, That theyjbnuld temtTpAer King Alpin^. 
they were inspired with new Courage, and with a de- 
ire of Revenge, which made them re-double their Force 
fo that the Enemies were put to Flight. The Englijh who 
earner to aflift the P/iS-J, perceiving their Diforder, retire" 
cd in a Body ; and the %cots were fo intent to revenge 
the Cruelty of the Ti6is towards K. Alpin^ that they 
did not purfue them. The daughter of the Fi^s was io 
very great. That they found themfelvcs obliged to fue 
for Peace : which the %cots would grant upon no other 
Terms but the furrendet of the Kingdom. Next Yeai* 
Kenn^thus {\xhd\xtd all theixDominions beyopd the li'ortb 
and as. he was marchingto this Side, the ViSis rebelled', 
on the other* Whereupon maiehing back, he wafted the 
Country with Fire and Sword, fparing aeither ige nor 
Sex. Hereupon l^rufktfius their Kingr-^ercej/ing that 
it flood them t^ ijght for their Lives, raifcd his whole 
Force, paffed the Jrtr/fc, and encamped at %cone^ on the 
Banks of the Tay^ where he offered to furrcnder the whole 
Country beyond the V'ortb ; but the Scots wouldJiave 
aJllOi ftone, fp they came to a Battle, and after a new^ 

? i Hgpd^ 
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hloo^y Fiqht, the Pi^s were defeated, the King an^ all 
his Nobility killed, as were ipoftof his Army, many ot 
thofe that cfcapcd being alio drowned in the T/z^, and 
thus totally routed, tho* they had renewed the Battle fcvcn 
Times t'lat Day, 

KEN ISr ET U after this pafled the Fortb^ wafted 
the Country; and the Garrifons fuj:reiidciing for fear, he 
put the Pi^f out of Condition to recover thcmfclvcs any 
iDOie, and the Remainder fled into En^Und^ in an iodi'r 
gent Condition. This Kenftetby is reckoned the Third 
Founder of the Scotijh Monarchy^ Fergus I. having laid 
the Foundation, Fergus IL reftored them.aftex they were 
expelled the Continent of Britair^ and Kenneth 1. tn-. 
largcd the Kingdom one half more, when the Scots wcro 
very near being expelled the Second Time. Having thus 
exterminated the Pi^s^ he renewed the old l^ws^ 
and made ne^r ones to prevent Liccnrioufnefs, the Pro- 
duftof War, and Luxury, the Effei^ of Peace ; fo that the 
Government of Scotland^ was for many Years after, a« 
much fupported by his Laws, as by Arms ; and in Com-? 
meaioration of this valiant Prince the Laws were called 
J^UpalfJfie Laws, bccaufe he was the Son of Alpitu 

HAVING thus expelled the P/5?/, he diftributes 
thfiir Lands amongft his Spuldiers, according to their Me- 
iiK, and then begun the changing of Names in Counties 
ind Lordfhip*, the Proprietors naming them after their 
pwi/Chriften'd Names i for at this Time, if they had any 
^irnames at all ia Scotland^ except Patronymicis^ or 
from Complexion, 8cc. they were very rare; Htnct An». 
^us^Mtrn^ Fifc^ and other Coi^nties, were called after 
their Chief Proprietors: Kenneth having eftab^ifticd the 
Kingdom, endeavoured alfo to confirm the Royal Autho- 
lity; and Vccaufe the Fate of the Crown, depended, ac- 
cordini^ to the vulgar Opinion, on the Marble Chair, 
brought from %pain into Ireland^ as fome fay, by Simon 
Breccus^ and thence into Argyle by Fergus^ Kenneth 
tranflated it to Soonest and therein all his SuccciTors were 
crowned, till the Time of Edward I. of England^ who 
took it away. Kenneth d^d i[(o tranflate the Epifcopal 
^ee, which the Pi^s had planted at Ahernethy^ to St. 
Andrew T ; the Scott ijb Bifhops not being Diocefans at that 
Time, but exercifinc their Funftion indifferently where 
they came. Kenneth having overthrown the Pi^s in the 
i^ib of his Reign, lived in gjeat Tran<juility tg the zotb. 
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feeing loved at horaefor hisjiiftice, and d resided abroad 
for the Power of his Arms , (u having enlarged his Domi- 
nions from the Iflands of Orcacks^ to Adrian*^ W«llj UQ 
died. Anno 85^*

J^O^ ALD V. the 7Qrfc King of Scotlan^ was a li-* 
ceotious and diffolute Prince, quite ruinc'd'thc pub** 
lick DifcipJine, negJecled the Advice of his ancient Coun- 
fclJouis, and govcrn'd all by the Advice of his Compani-* 
pns in Riot. Whereof the Pi^s taking advantage, they 
invited the Efsglrjb tojjin with them, and invade the 
Scots'^ and accordingly, they came to a Battle on the Ri- 
ver Jedd, where Donald obtained the Victory ; and 
inarching down the River Tweedy recovered BarwcJty 
which the Englify had taken, and feized their Ships in 
the Mouth of the Rivex. Being flufbc with thofe SuccefT- 
cs,he returned to his former VoIuptuou(nefs. Which the 
Er.gljjb laying hold of, ^ty aflembled their Forces, and 
affdulted the Scots by Night, while heavy with Drink 
and Sleep, and making a great Slaughter, took the King 
Prifoncr ^ and followi;ig the Victory, divided their -Army 
into two Bodies, and took all the Country Snutb oiStirm 
lijiSt from the Pi<fif/, and divided the Piiiijh Lands be- 
twixt themfelves and the Britain s^ and banifli'd and cut 
offthc Remainder of the P/(S/, to prevent their follicit- 
ing of forreign Aid. Donald being reftored after the 
Peace, and continuing his formex Courfe of Life, the 
Mobility doubting that he would alfo lofe the reft of the 
kingdom, threw him into Prifon, where he laid violent 
Hands on himfelf. Others fay, Th^t this Donald was 
Famous fox his Atchievements at Home and Abroad; 
9Qd chdt he died a natural Death at Seonc ; An. Ss^^

CONST A'N TINE II. the 71A King of ScoU 
land-, fucceedcd "DonaWV. He was a Prince of a 
«^fcat Spirit, and ^(^ty valiant ; So that he deiigiicd to 
cnlarffc his Kingdom to the ancient Extent, but the Sol- 
diery being flain, and the Youth corrupted in former 
Reicns, he was advifed by the Nobility Co delift till the 
ancient Difcipline could be reftorcd. He iirft applied 
himfelf to reduce the Prieftsto their ancient Pariimony by 
fcverc Laws, for they had begun to affeft Courtly Pomp 
and Recreation. He luJide his young Souldierg lie on the 
Ground, and eat but once a Day ; puiiftied Drunkards 
withDeatfh and forbad all Excrcifcs but fuch asniighta* 
daptbojtK the Body and Mind for War ^ by which Me* 
thods he brought the Youth to be rcry fit for Military 
XTnd^^rUkings* EvtnHSy whom the King had made Go- 
verflbur of Locbaher^t knowing this Severity to be difre* 
lilMng to the corrupted Youth, did thereupon foment a 
Rebellion, but wasquickly furppreffed, and himfelf tak- 
en and hanged. About this time, the Danes being folli* 
cited by the Pt^s-, invaded Scot/and^ and landed in Fifi^ 
where they cut off all from their inveterate hatred againft 
the Name of Chriftians; Conftantine marched againft 
them,and defeatcdoneof their Armies undcrlfwWtf Brother 
to the Kingof 2>e/ffn«r*-, but attacking the other com-* 
manded by HuffMr in their fortify'dCamp with too much 
Prccipitaiicy, an^ the l^i^s dcfcrting him in the mean 
Time, he was defeated $nd flain near CaraU in Fife ; 
and the "Danes gathering up the Spoil Ihipp^d off. The 
King's Body being found, was bwidil iti IcolmJfUl Anm 

ty^j and i6tb of kis Reign.

J^THEUS^ the 7^Kmg<ifScot/afici^ fuccedccT Iii> 
Brother Coitji^ntine II. and from hi*" S a' if tnefs wis 
furnained 4/<p«x : The principal Motive of hi> being 
chofcn King, was becaufe he collected the Remainders of 
his Brothets 4imy fcattcred by the Vanes, In his Time, 
great Numbers of thofe F ih^s called Aea-Mo^lis appear- 
ed upon the Coall, lyhich was reckoned ominous. This 
Prince abandoning himfelf to all Manner oi Vice, was 
imitated by the Soldiery, but the Nobility combm'd and 
tor k him, and after a long Speech* rrci^inting bis wick- 
ed Life, was forced to abjure the Government in the 2.<i/ 
Year of his Reign. The principal Thing charged upd» 
him» was hisNeglcftto recover the Country from thd 
panes who were then engagM in a bloody War with thq, 
Kn^lijb* And there be fome who write. That he was 
not forced to abjure, but died of a Wound received from 
Gre^ory^ his Rival for the Crowo, whereof he died iQ 
875.

tlREGQRT y^d Ring of Scotland^ Son of Don^allus^ 
was fee in his ftead, having reconciled all thofe to 
him that were againli" his Promotion^ and reftor'd the 
old Laws concerning the Immunity of the Mioiiters of 
the Church, he ma relied againli the Pf.fjT,left by ihePaMci 
in F//e, whilftthemfelves were employing their Arms a- 
gainft the Ett^lrfij^ and drove them thence , as alfo ovtt 
of Lothian and Merch too, and being admitted i« thie 
night time into Berwhh put all the 1>anijh G;itri(on to 
the Sword, marching afterwards into Norfhuff^rUmt^ 
iLc fgught a profperous Battle agaiait UardeatfUy and rc^ 
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covei'*d all that part of the Country from 'cm. Then he 
turned his Arms againlt the Bntains, who had fome of the 
ScoUijb Dominions, biit made Peace with 'cm upon theic 
giving up the Land, and Promife of AiHltance, fhould'Chtf 
Vanes xetiirnf 

BUT repenting this Agfcemcnt, they entered Scofland 
in a HoftiJe Manner; and as they were carrying away a 
great Booty, Gre^or^ met 'cm it Locbmaban^ and aftcf 
a bloody Fight,ovcrthrcw 'em and their King Conjiantine 
a lirm Peace following this Battle, the Scots were left in 
Pofleflion of what they had.got from the Danes. A Jittlc 
after the Irijio making an Irruptjon into Gallaivay ca^rie<J 
off Tome Booty ,on pretence that the Men of Galloway had 
hoftilely fciz'd upcn and plundered iome Galleys driven 
on their Coafts, bolonging to the Inhabitants of Dublin* 
Gregory follow'd 'cm into Ireland with a ftrong Army, 
and having defeated their Forces commanded by Brienus 
and CornelltfSt Two of the PoverfuHell of the Nobility 
( who profiting of the Minority of their King Vunacbus^ 
had divided the whole Land into two Factions ) took 
hundalJit Drogbeda. mdDuhlin ^ where having com- 
mitted the Care of the youn^ King, his Kinfman, to fuch 
of the old Counfelloxs as he judged m oft faithful to him, 
and having exa<fled an Oath from the Nobility, That they 
flbould admit neither ISngliJh-, Danes^ or Britons into the 
Ifland without his Permiilion. He returned home in 
Triumph, carrying along with him 60. Hoitages for the 
Pcrformanccof their Agreement. He died Anno 85a., 
that being the iSth of his Reign.

t\ON' ALJy VI. the 7472> King of Scotland^ w^s a 
*^^ peaceable and yet a warlike Prince ^ took care that 
his Soldiei^ fliould not grow Luxurious, and ai!i|kd K. 
Alured againft the Danes* Ferdon fays, he died at Fer-^ 
re/Je, in the North of Scotland-, as going to fupprcfs fome 
Divifions that were amonft the Islorthern Shires : But 
Boetius fays he died in N^trtlumherland^ as obferving the 
motionoi t\\tDanesy Anno so^* His Memory being pre- 
vious to all Men.

In his Time CumhcrUtid and WeflmnrUnd xcvoltcj 
from the Ef2g/ijby to then old Mailers the <co// ; undBd'* 
mund of F^n^land^ to ftrengthrn himfelf againit the 
Vanesy yielded them to Milcoiu^bus^ on Condition, That 
the Heir app;) rant to the 8c'>r//b Crow 0, fhould take an 
Oath to the King of Knglafidt as Lord Paramoufit of thaC 
Country; after which, Edmund etLii\\ reduced the Danet^ 
but did i^ot outlive this ViAorv long. The Danes 
rebelling againH King Erbrtd», and taking Torh and ma- 
ay other flrong PJaccs from hiir:, were at laft (iibducd by 
the AiTftance of loooo fl'ctf/, under the Cinduft ofMaU 
co/mt who returnini; home, applied himfelf wfioJlv to 
the Ai ts of Peace ;^fid to remedy the Corruptions which 
had crept into the C jurts of T*Jft'c« during the War, did 
vifitthemall in Perf>n once in Two Years and governed 
with great Eqalty ; but while he was bufy in punifbing 
Robberies,^nd reforming of Manners,hc wasflain byfomc 
Confpirators in D^urray'/and^ in the i^tb of his Reign, 
Anno $SO. The VilJainswere carefully purdicd by the 
Nobles, and brought to condign Punjihment.

"* Reign 9s o. The firft Seven Years he had Peace, bue

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that a perpetual League was made by the Two KiOgs a- 
^ainft them, they fent a Navy under Command of JSi^a 
and Helvicus to invade Scotland ; but being rcpulfed fc- 
vera] Times, they hoiftcd SaiU as if they dciigncd to rc^ 
turn home, and coming back in a little Time, landed in 
Boift in the 'bTortb^ whither Indulfnt marched agaifift 
them ; and joining Battel, fought it with great Courage 
and Refolution on both Sides, till Graham and Dunhar 
with the Lotbian*''Hien<, appearing upon the Rear of the 
Danes^ put them into a pannick Fear, and obliged them 
to fly to theii Ships, and elfewhere • Indulfus having 
diiarmed himfelf, that he might be the more nimble to 
jpurfue, was killed by an Arrow from a Ship'* or, as fomo 
Uy^ by a Body of the Enemy, while be purfued them bjf 
a fmall Force, in the xotb of his Reign.

T\UFFXTSy the yStb King of ScotUnd^ having fup- 
*^ preffcd the Depredations committed on the Inhabi* 
tant^s of the Wefiern Iflaods, by their loofe young Gentry, 
he ordain'd the Governors by whofe Negligence they had 
happened, to make Reftltution to the People, and ba- 
fiifti^dmany oftheAdlors. At which their Relations i>e* 
ing offended, they plotted againft the King, as a contem* 
net of the Nobility, and admirer of forry Priefts* And at 
the fame Time, a Club of Witches at Forrejftin Murray^ 
did by wafting his Image in Wax, fo waft and torment 
htm with continual Pain and fweating, that he pin^d daily; 
and no Remedy could be found till the Witchcraft was 
difcovered, the Image broke, and the Witches puiliflied. 
During hi^ Sicknefs, the JEr/|g-/«^</err looking for Impunity^ 
plundered the adjacent Countries ; but upon his Recove- 
ry, he marched againft them, and brought the Chief of 
them to be puni/h'd zfFotiefs* Donald the Governor 
of the Caftle where the King: lodged, having fcveral 
Friends among them, whofe Pardon he could not obtain, 
did thereupon by his WifesCounfel and A£iftance murder 
the King by Ni^^hr. c^AYcy^d jivrayhisCorpSy andbuxM 
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it fo fccrctly, that the Murderers were not difcoveredfj 
•And "Df^nald the better to Conceil it, killed thofc that 
fiad the Charf^e of the King^-s Chamber in a Fury for tliei^ 
Wcgleft ; hut CulenUf being chofen King by the Nobili- 
tv, and corning Northward to enquire into the Murder, 
I>^«^/«/ being con fcious of his Guilt, fled to ^ea, bur be- 
ing driven back bv Temped, he was brought to the King, 
*and together with his Wife and other Accomplicescon- 
digoly punifhed. Dufus was murdered after he had 
jreig&ed four Years and {i% Months, about An. Ghu ^6^4

• t^as not only privy to the Murder,, but had advifed her 
Husband thereto^ Donald having been toflcd at Sea fomc 
bays, was at length dtivcna-riioar, and brought to thcl 
icings and flain with his Accomplices: Hjs Caftle burnt, 
and all that were in it killed.

KB 7!7 ISTE T H: HI. tTie Both King of Scotland^ CucV 
ceeded CuUenus^ and applied himfelf to reform the 
Manners of the People, corrupted by the former Reignv 
beginning with hi? own Family for Example, After thitf 
he travelled all over the Kingdom^ indi^ling Aflemblies 
in each Quarter, for fuppfe/Hng Thift and Robberic?,* 
and having indiftcd one at Xtf«er* in Clyde/dale^ thofe 
who were fummoned did not anfwer, moft of the Nobi- 
lity thereabouts being guilty themfelves, or allied to thcfe 
that were. Whereupon confulting with his.Frierids," 
they advifed him to take no notice of it, bilt diffolvc the 
Affcmbly, and next Yca^ to conveen the whole States at' 
Scone^ where the Chief of the Claris /hight be feiied,- 
^ill'thcii Peifeiidinti ^tti i^Uniflicd \ which,' being tt(oU 
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vcd on, he lodged Soldiers near the place of Keetic^Ti 
aod the States being convecucd, were of a fiidden en- 
vironcd, with Armed-Men. Kcnneib perceiving them 
in a Conftcrnation, fpokc to this EfFca, ** That thofc 
" Arms were provided for theu Defence, and not for 
" their hurt. That he had endeavoured to fupprcfs Rob-* 
** beries and Thifts, but thofe concerned relying on the 
*^ Power of their Kindreds refufed to appear when fum- 
" moned; and feeing the Safety of the whole was com* 
«* mitted to him, he could not be excufed, if he fet them 
« at Liberty, till the Offenders were brought to Punilh* 
*• ment. " The Nobility apfwcrcd. That they had ra- 
ther afTert their Innocency by Deeds than Words, and de« 
iired him to lay afide his Suspicion, and they would fo- 
Icmnly engage to bring thofe to Punifliment, who were 
guilty, which was accordingly performed, and at the 
[ameTime, both the Nobility and Commonality were 
obliged. He faithfully obferved the League, which bis 
^rcdeceffors had made with the Eftglijb \ but his Rcpofe 
was quickly difturbed by the Ddftes^who landing in Aftg' 
us^ deftroyed all before them, fearing neither Man, Wo^* 
man nor Child. The News of which, being brought to the 
King at Stirling^, having fummoned the. neighbouring 
Nobility, he fcnt Expreffcs to the reft, to haften with 
their Forces, and marched againil tht Danes with what 
Strength he had. In a Ibort Time, he had a numerous Ar^ 
my, and being advifed that the £nemy.had befieged Pertb^ 
he made ftraight towards them. The Scots at £rft light 
charged tbem, theDawei withdrew to a Hill where they 
could not be eafily attacked ; but the Archers and Dart-^ 
^VEen having a fair View of them, gdUtd them fo much* 
that they were obliged to come downt and began a cruel 
and bloody Battle, but £nding that they were like to be 
defeated they publiflied a Watch-word, That nohe muft e^ 
ver hope to retura to their Camp, without they obtained 
the Victory. Whereupon they made a great Shout, and af« 
faulted the Scots with fo much Fiercenefs, that they put 
them to Flight. This Day, had certainly been fatal to the 
5cor/,had notHeaven, by extraordinary Providence, turnecl 
the Scale thus. A certain Countryman named Hayi with 
his Two Sons,were at Plo\(^ in a Field through which the 
Scots fled, and being Men of great ftrength. Courage aoci 
JLove to their Country ; the Father took a Yoke, and

flies were come^ they . rallied the broken Troops, antl 
turning back upon the DaHes, gave them a total Over* 
throw near Loftcarty* This Viftcfry was celebrated for 
fome Days after, and ff^ry was all the «ubje6l of Con- 
verlation j for wherever he and his Sons gave the On-fct^ 
there the JDtf^ej were put to Flight, and the Scots re- 
ftored to their Ranks^ fo that every one acknowledged 
that they owed their Lives, Honours and the Vitlory to 
them. Hay^ beiflc brought before the King, fpokeve* 
ty modetfly of himfclf; and refufed the rich and fplendid 
Garments which were offered him, and his Sons; that 
they might be the more taken notice of, at their ente*, 
tance into Perth, only he wiped off the Duft and BIood| 
from his own . Cloaths,' afid carryinig; the Toke onhig 
Shoulder, with which he fought, eriCred the City, thcf 
King commanding fome Troops to march at a pittance 
before him, and others at a Diftance after him; The Re- 
xnainder of the Danes having fled to their Ships, a Par- 
liament \i^as called, and the flrft thing they fell upon 
was, how to reward Say^ and his Sons ; wHefeupon they 
alloted them the fruitfullett Land,aImoft in all Scotland^ 
>nd took them into the Rank of the Nobility, aiHgning 
them, for Bearing Tbe^toody fdke in a Fieldfir, Three 
Sctitcbeons Gules. After this Kenneth fupprefled an Infur-' 
teftionofthe I (landers^ and cKCfuted Julticc upon Gra^

that no Body fufpedled the King,' till he iame to propofe 
ihe abrogating pf tbat old Lawv and enacting s nenf ooe^ 
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'T'hat the Son (hould fiicceed the Father, and be affignccl 
a Guacdian, if under Age and having carried the fame in 
parliament tlie Succeilion in a a diredt Line wascftablifh- 
cd, and the King allowed a Power to Correal and amcncl 
Laws, which were inconvenient fox the Publick, ai^d to 
name a Governor for Cumberland^ which was as muck 
then as Dauphin of France^ or Prince of Wales now, as 
being a Title peculiar to the Heir of the Crown, Hav- 
ing thus, as he thought, cftabliflied the Throne on his Po- 
Iterity, his guilty Confcicnce, or, according to fome» 
a real Voice from Heaven, did faggeft to him by Nighty 
that his Murder fhouldlpfcdijy be rcvcngjzd upon hina, 
and that in (lead of a quiet and iirm eftablifbment, his 
Pofterity (hould find it other wife. Whereupon he had rc- 
courfc to the iJfo«*.f , who being then Ignorant of the 
true Remedy, advifcd him to expiate his Guilt by Lar- 
geffes to themfelves, vifiting Sepulchres, and kiffing Rc- 
liques, 5cc, And as he was going to vi lit the Tomb of 
^TalUdms^ a certain Lady called Fenella-t who then liv- 
ed in a ftatcly Caftle near Fettercarn^ which the King, 
becaufeof its pleafant Situation, went to fee; being offea- 
ded with him becuufe he had excluded her Kinfmen 
Conftantifius and Grimus from the Crown, caufed hiai 
cither to be murthered by an Amhufli ; or, as Major aad 
Boetius fayi by an Arrow ftiot out of a Brazen Statue, by 
an Engine which fhc carried him to fee on purpofe. But 
however that is, he died in the 2.stb of his Reign.^^.pj93.

rOJ^STAU T llSrEJV. the 8ty? K\r\^ of Scotland 
fucceed Kenneth IIL He made a greater Stir about 
.getting PolFcflion of the Crown than ever any had done 
before him, and invcighM againft Kenneths Law about 
making the Succcjflion Hereditary, whichhe faid left th^ 
» > ' ' Go* 
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Government to the Capricio'^s of Fortune, and cxpofcd 
it to the Management of Children who perhaps might 
be ruled bv fome Woman, or have fome Impcrfe<ftion of 
Bodjr or Mind ; adding, what would have become of it, 
ifaWoman, Child, or unqualified Pcrlonhad been entruft- 
cd with the Adminiftration during the Invafion of the Ro^ 
wans^'Brit€LiftSy Pi^f^ Eft^lijh and Dafiesi and that it 
was the greateft J/iadncfs in the World to run into that 
by a Law which God had threatued as tnc greateft of 
Judgements, and which excluded wife and vertuous Men 
from the Government ;• therefore he preff'd the aboliti- 
on of that Law : And having thus drawn over fome of 
the Nobles and a great many of the Commons to his Par- 
ty, he was declai'd King 12. Days after Kennetb^s Death* 
Malcolm^ Kennctl^s Son oppofed him but being inferiour 
in Strength disbanded his Army and rctir'd into Qumher* 
land ; while his Natural Brother Kenneth difputcd Co«- 
ftantine\ Paifage over the F'ortb ; but Qofjflanxint hav- 
ing paffed the River was fought defeated and killed by 
Kenneth at Almon-Water in Lothian^ and he himfelf 
diedof his Wounds* Qonftdntin€ reigned only 18 Months.

QR IMUSy the Son of Mogallui brother to King T^uf* 
us^ after the Death of Coftftantine went to Scntie^ 
and was there created King by the Men of his own Party. 
But finding that Malcolm kepta Correfpondence with the 
Nobility, he apprehends and imprifons fome of the Am- 
baffadors who were fent to them ; but finding himfclf un- 
able to deal with Grimut whofe Army was much more 
numerous, by his Friends Advice, he disbands the great- 
er Part of his Army, and with a few fele61 Troops he rc- 
folves to difpute their Paflage over ' the Forth. In the 
mean Time Bifbop Fortbarus a Man of good Ch;jrai^tei? 
and great Authority,' endeavonrs to compofe their Diffcr- 
cnces,pe rfwades both Parties to fubmit theirCon trove rfics 
t;^ the Qetcrsiiaacjoo of Arbiters to be chofcn by mutual 

F 3 con*» 
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^onfent ^ and procures a, Truce for Three Months, and 
^dviicth Grimus to retire to Angus ^ and Ma/colm 
%o Cumber Undy which bgth "compjy with. The Arbi- 
ters having cooveened together^ d.ecermine that Grimm 
(hould contine to be King during his own Lifetime ; and 
after his I^eath that the Kingdom fliould return to MaU 
col my an^ ^nntthH Law concerning the Hereditary 
SucceiHon ijiould take Place, and continue ijiviolable for 
jthe future ; As alfo. That AdrianH Wall flibuld be thfc 
common Bound of both their Pretenilonsi that what was 
Without the ia me iliould belong to JIftf/c£^/M, and what 
was within the fame (bould pertain 'to Grimus, Upon 
(hefe Terms a Peace was concluded which was faithfully 
obfervcd foj: hear the fpace of Eight Years. After this, 
GrimU^ gave bimfelf wholly to Voluptuoufnfs, whofe 
Huxufy rendered him very Poor and Covetous, as is ufu- 
al. to that i|e became a great Oppreflbr, and perfecutecl 
with Fire and Sword thofe who advifed him to better 
MeaCures: Whereupon 3£^/c0/^ is called Home, and 
Grimuf {although he was defertcd by the moft part of 
the Kobility Y yet he attacked Maholmy but was beaten^ 
knd having received a Wound in the Head, was taken 
^rifoner, and liad his Eyes thruft out. A few Days therc^ 
Bfterhedied, the lori^Year ofhisReiga.

^ALGOLMU, the 2j^d KmgQf Scot /and, fuccccd- 
i ed Grimus^ At his entrance upon the Government, 
he publilhed a general Amnefty ; rooted out the ^eeds of 
Paction and Difcord ; appointed juft Men to govern the 
provinces; reitraincd Plunder and Robbery; and encour- 
aged the Vulgar to follow their Husbandry, by which 
Mea^s l^roviiions bet\yeen Man apd lM[an became cheap, 
and Commerce fafe« During bis Reign, Sueno^ Son td 

StrpLtd King of Venmarky being banijhed his own Coun- 
f I ^ni maf^y Times taken ai)d ranfom^d from the Van- 
■*'^- ^•'~' ' •• '- ■ daU^ 
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dals^ fought heljp in vain from the King of Scandia^i but 
pcofeiiing Chrij^ianity, obtained it in Scotland^ and paff'* 
cd from thence with it into his. own Country. Whence* 
not long after, he invaded £x^//!X^, where he defeated 
the En^lijb i £rft, in a Battle by themfelves, and then a 
fecond Time, when joined by the ^co/x, whom he threats 
lied grievouily, to make them return : But finding they 
would notdefert thtEng^iJb^hc fent a great Army, usdcc 
the Condudt of OIavus of ScandU^ and Enecus^ into 
Scotland^ where they ravaged the County of Murrey^ 
fparing neither Age, fiex, nor Place, and having deftroy* 
cd the open Country, attacked the Fortreffes, Whereu- 
Poa Malcolm advanced againil them with an Army, which 
he had levied from the neighbouring Countries ; but the 
2>tf ff ex being Superiour both in Number, Difcipline and 
Preparations, the Scots were quicltly routed, and fcveral 
Caftles were thereupon furrendered. The 'Danes treated 
the Captives with the greatefl: Barbarity, and fent for 
their Wives and Children to inhabit the Country. MaU 
colm having levied a better Army, encountered them a- 
gain at Mortlicbin ^Ctfrr,and at the fitft Onfct loft Three 
of his greateft Captains and Subjedls, t}\z. Kenftethus^ 
Thane of the JJles^ Grimus^ Thane of Stratbeatr^ and 
"Outfibar^ TiuLTic of Lothian.- The Scots being hereupont 
difcouraged, retired to their Camp, which they fenced 
with a Trench, Ditch and huge Trees, The Vanes bc-i 
licving themfelves to be Conquerors, attacked the Scots 
With too much raflinefs, io that Enecus^ one of their Ge« 
nerals, was killed in the Fight, ^nd the Scots renewing 
the Charge with a great deaf of Valour, put the Danes to 
the Rout, and their furviving General OIavus fled into 
Murray, 

SU EN'O receiving the News of this Defeat in Eng^ 
land^ fent a new Army to Seotland under Canus^ but he 
was routed at jfftf/^/^riV^e in Angus^ where the Monu- 
ments of the Vidtory do ftill remain, and 5*00 of his Men 
who had efcaped on board, being neceffitatcd for Vane 
of Provifions to come aflioar, were every one deftroyed ; 
and to this Day, when the Winds blow up the Sand in 
thofc Places, the Bones of Men of a greater Stature thaa 
thofe of our Age are difcovered. 

Sue NO being nothing difcouraged, fent his Son 
^anutus^ with a new Army into Scotland^ and Malcolm 
Tencountexiog him in Bftcban^ there enfaed a Bloody aod 

dcfpcratc 
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Battle, and tho' the TCame of the VK^Iory fell to the Scoif^ 
yet fo many of the Nobilitv weic flain, and the rert fo 
much wearied qnd wounded, that the lyaves retired with- 
out bcini; purfucd,and thePriefts whom they fent theonext 
Day to interccedi, did eaiily obtain a Peace on Conditi- 
on, That the Prf^^x ftould leave the Country, That 2L3 
long asiTffl/c*o/^anid »y/^e«« reigned, they fliould live in 
mutual Peace, and notalliftone anothers Enemies. After 
this, 7Vf<i/c«/;« calling an A/Tembly of the States at ^c»/fe, 
he divided all the Kings Lands amongft fuch of the Nobi- 
lity, as had deferved well of the Country^ and the Nobi- 
lity in return granted to the King, That when any of them 
djeds their Children ftiould be under the Wardftip and 
Tutelage of the JTing, till thev came to Age, during- 
which Time, the King fhould enjoy all the Revenues., but 
fo much as wasneceflaryfor the Education of their Child- 
ren ^ and he was befides to difpofeof them in Marriage, 
when grownup, and to receive their Dowry; which Cuf- 
tom Buchanan thinks was taken from the Thanes and 
J^orMans. Peace being thus reftored to the Kingdom-, 
Malcolm applied himfelf to the making of wholfome 
LaWs ; and^ according to the Cuftoms of his Neighbours, 
jcrfatod new Titles of Honour, the Scoti having none, 
at that time*, fuperiour to thofe of Knight, and Thane 
who was Governour ox Sheriff of a Province. After 
this, he reigned fome Years in great Fame and Glory, 
which he ftained toward the latter End of his Days, with 
an horrible. Avarice, .infomuch that he endeavoured to re* 
afTume thofe Lands, which he had unadvifedly diftribut- 
pd ; for which End, he put fome of the Nobles to D««th, 
and oppreffed others, whofe Friends being intent oi Re- 
venge corrupted the King's Domefticks, and murdered 
him in his bed at Glames in Angus \ but endeavour ingj 
to efcape, together with his villainous Servants, they loft 
their Way in the Snow, and were all of them drowned 
in the Lake of Forfar^ and their Bodies being found af- 
ter tfie Thaw,they were hung upon Gibbets by the High- 
ways, There are fome who fay, that he was {lain in an 
Arobufb, by the Kindred of Grrmunni Conjfantinusy 
former Kings, who jeckoced thcmfelves injured by the 
S'lcceflion, eftabli/lied by Kenneth^ Malco/ni^s Father, 
And which he himfelf had gotten to be cofirmed by Par- 
liament. This valourous Prinec fell in the QOtb of his 
ikign, about 1034. 
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DOKALiy VH. the R^tb Kinp: of Scot/and, while 
Govcinour of Cuwherland^ did faithfully a/Iift thfc 
E^glffl) aijainft the Da^e/; and when advanc'd to the' 
Crown, did Govern with great Juftice. His iirft Troubles 
were occafioned by M^7>A>?2fl/i/ of the Ifles. who having 
wounded Bavchn^ Thmc of Locbaber^ and killed another 
of the King's Minifters, as adniiniftring Juftice, he broke 
out in Rebellion, and overthrew Malcolm^ with the 
Kind's Array : Whereupon Macbeth and Banco were fent' 
againft him, and defeated him. After this, the Da^w, 
under Condu-!ft of Sucno^ King of War way ^ lands in' 
Scotland^ and defeated the Scots near Culro/s who retir- 
ing to Pertb^ Sutfto^MrUitd^ and received a fatal Over- 
throw by a Stratagem, the Sc/>rx deluding him with Pro-- 
pofalsof Peace ; and mixing the Drink which theyg*ve 
his Army, with T<tigbfjbade^ did fall upon them when in- 
toxicated, and cut moft of them ofF. 5ut this Vijflory • 
was fcarcely obtained when they alarmed afrcft hv a ntw, 
Vanijb Navy, which landed Men in F//e, and plun- 
dered the Country. But Bancbo being fcnt againft theiB»" 
jdcfeated them, and killed their Leaders at the firft Ren-* 
counter* Whereupon the "Danes having made fo many, 
fruitlcfs 'Attempti on Scotland^ Swore folcrnnly. That 
thcv would never return thit'icr in a hoftilc Manner. 
Peace being thus obtained, Macbeth being encouraged by 
a Dream, to afpirc to the Throne, cut off Donald in atn 
Atnbulh) and ufurp'd the Tiiione about 1040. 
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MAC:BETH KinglXXXV. 

Kf AC BETH the 85-^^ King of 9cotUnd^ wai Gen 
^ ^ nerai in the Time of Dofuld Vll, his Kinfmaa, and 
fo fevcre to the Iflanders and Irijbj who infefted tho 
Country with their Robberies, that he quickly fuppreffed 
them. He was alfo employed as General againft the 
Vdnes^ who routed King Donald^ whilft Macbeth was 
levying Forces. 'Donald having thereupon retired to- 
Tertby entered into a Treaty with the Dancs^ whilft Uacn 
hetb came up, and the Danes being unwary, and liberally 
entertained in their Camp, by the King ot Seots^ who fent 
them Drink mixed with Night(lade, they were fo intoxi- 
cated, that they fell afleep,and were furprixed by Macbeth 
30 their Camp,where he found allThingsJin a more negli<s 
gent Pofture than he could have believed, fo that making 
ia great Slaughter amongft them, a Parly who had dranlE 
lefsefcaped, with their King, whom they carried off dead 
Drunk) there being fcarcely fo many Seamen left,as were 
fiifficientto guide his Ship v fo that to thelofsof his Ar* 
^y^ there was added that of his Fleet which being funk 
in the Mouth of T^y, it gaveOccaiion to the gathering 
together of thofe Sands in that Place, which are danger- 
ous for 8a ilcrSf, called by the Vulgar DrufHrnlawSands* 
Macbeth btfll^ puffed up with his good Succefs, and dif* 
ipifted with the fluggifli Temper of the King, afpired to 
the CroWD h\mit\t\ and his Ambition and Hopes were 
hugely increafed by a Dream, That he faw three Women 
of more than humane Form, the£rft of which faluted 
liim. Thane of ^/^arx, the Second, Thane of Murray^ 
and the third King of Scotland ; fo that being impatient 
of the Accomplifliment, he laid an Ambufli for the King, 
ilew him- in the yib Year of his Reign, and ufurped the 
Throne, under the Shelter of popular Favour, whereu- 
pon the King's Children fled for their Lives. Macbeth cn- 
Jcavouted to a/Ture himfcif of the Nobility by grcatGifts, 
ud of the Vulgar^ by Tuiticc and Equity, ia punifhing 
' ' ' th9 
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the thieving Clans^ for which end he fowed DiCcotd ar 
inongft then], and having engaged them to challcngefone 
another, at a certain Day, he rurpxized them in an Am* 
biift), and putting their Chiefs to Death, did terrify the 
fcft. 

AFTER this, he applied bimfelf to the making of 
good Laws, and for xo Years governed fo, that he was 
accounted Inferiour to none of his PredeceiTors ; and 
fiaving thus ei^abliihed himfclf on the Throne, he degen* 
crated Into a treacherous and cruel Tyrant. The firfl: 
fhock of his inhumane Rage, he vented upon MoM/jipi ^i$ 
Companion in the King's Murder, whom he cut oi!', after 
be had entertained him at Supper becaufe of a Prophecy, 
That hisPoftcrity Piould afterward enjoy the Kingdom. 
This alarmed the reft of the Nobility ,ahd made them fre- 
quent the Court but fcldom ; whereupon the King put 
many of the richeft to death, on feigned Caufes, and with 
their Eftate8,maintained a Company of Debauchees aboue 
him for a Guard ; yet not thinking himfelf fecure enough^^ 
be refolved to build a Caftle on DHnfiftftan'HiUy which 
overlooked the Country, commanding all the Thanes of 
the Country to fend their Men, and overfce their Work in 
Perfon. M^duff-, Thane of Fifty being a great Man ii| 
his Country, and unwilling to truft his Life in the King^a 
Hands, fient his Men, but did not go himfelf, and under^ 
itanding that the King had threatned him, £ed to Efi^m 
iandy and ^finding Malcolth Son to Kiim "Donald^ hon* 
ourably entertained at that Court, per(waded him to re« 
yenge his Fathers Murther, and recover his Crown,whicil 
he accordingly performed. King Edward of England^ 
aififtinghim with loooo Men, and tht Scots univcrfally 
deferring MMc^etb^ thereupon fled, and (but himfelf up in 
)iis Caftle, or was, according to fome, ^flain by Malcolm^ 
in ioy7, and the i7/l>of his Reign. This is that Machetb% 
concerning whom there goes fo many fabulous Stories-, 
upon which account, he is Ji^ade the SubjeA of Stage* 
Plays to this Day.

M^ X CCOLM III. the 85ffc King of Scotland^ fuc* 
ceedcdMflcie/ib, He was Son to Kinq- Do^a/^/, but 
. forced to fly from the Tyranny of Macbeth^ who had 
flain his Father; and being attheCouit of England 
ia!'dufT\itknc of F//e, who had alfo fled from Macketb^s 
Tyranny, perfwaded him to attempt the Recovery of his 
Crown. King E<:/wflrfi^ alRfting him with loooo Men, 
lie was quickly joined by his Friends in Scot/and and 
Mach'etb hcmg deferted of all, bccaufeofhis Tyranny, 
Malcolm was declared King at Scone^ April as*. loj?.. 

H E reftored the Eftates which Ma'cbetb had forfeited, 
pnd is faid to be the firft who introduced the new Ti* 
ties of Dukes, Marqui/ics, Earls and Barrens, and created 
M^dufft Thane of F//e, the firft Earl^ of Scotland: Some 
think [ butJ5/^cjbd«tf^ diffents] that it was hi his iJeign, 
that the Nobility of Scotland began to be furnamed from 
their Lands. During the meeting of the States at Forfar^ 
Macbetbh Faftion declared his Son King at Scone j but 
J^alcolm defeated and killed him, about 3 Months after* 
in Strahogie. During his Reign, Patrick Duntbar defeated 
a great Band of Robbers, who taking the Advantage of 
the Dlfordersof the Time,pofted themfelves itCockburns 
fatb^ and infefted the neighbouring Counties, Patrick 
tilled 600 otthcm on the Spot, with the lofs of 40 of his 
own Mcn,and forthis Exploit,was created Earl of March' 
Malcolm being now eftabliftied on the Throne, yet could 
not be quiet from fecret Confpiracies ; whereupon he 
fent for the Head of the Plot, and taking Wm afrdc, up- 
Braided him with his Ingratitude, and told him, " That 
*> now feeing both of them were armed, if he had Cour* 
<tf> age enough, he might tty to obtain that by his Valour, 
« which hedefiftned bvTneachery; *' Whereupon he 
' fell dova »t the Kind's Feet and begged Jiis Pardon, which 
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Was generou/lj granted. After this, Edgar AtheUfig% 
who was Heir to the Crown of England^ as he fled from 
the Tyranny oi William the Norman^ was driven a-lhoar 
in Scotland^ c our tcoufly entertained hy Malcolm^ and 

- married to his Sifter Margaret. William the l<forinan fcnt 
to demand htm, but Malcolm refaled : whereupon it 
came to a War, the Scots dcieitcd Koger^ one of his Ge- 

' nefals, in Nortbumberlaxd^ and ^atricl E. of Marcb^ 
baffled Richard^ E. of Gloceifer,} Then Oio, Brother to 
William tht Cofiqueror^ and U. of Keni^ invaded TSTor- 

*tbumberland^ hut Malcolm dcftBLttdh\m^ and recovered 
the Prey. After this^ William {cm hisSoal?<^erf at the 

•Head of an Army, who encamped at theT/>e, but per- 
formed no Exploits. Whereupon the TSTorman came to 
a Peace on the following Conditions, " Tfiat he fhouia 

•" reft ore .y/^err. Earl of l<rorthumheTland^^'u^ kavt 
** Cumherlakd^ as formerly, to the Scots. That thfc 
" Boundaries of the JTingdoms, ftiquld Be KingVCrofs 
**" in Stanemoore-, between Ricbmondjbire^ atnd Cumhef-^ 
" laftd^ which ftiould Lave the Statues and Arms of the 
« Kings on both Bides, and that iSt/^/r r fhotrld be receive 

-" ed into Favour:'' The Peace being thus fettled a- 
broad, was followed by inteftine RebelI^Dns at Home, 
in the Wefi and the ^ortb^ both of them being fomented 
by the Higblanders^ that in the Weft was quelled hy Wa t- 

' Jgr, Nephew of 'Bancboy for which the King made him 
Steward of Scat land ; which Office gave Surname to his 
Pofterity, the royal Family of Siuarf, The King in Pei». 

' fon compofed the Difturbance in the 2>7orfib, and per- 
ceiving his Standart-bcarer to faint, as entring the Rives 
Spey againft the Rebels, who were very numerous on tbe 
other Side, he took it from him, and gave it to a valiant 
Knight ftrnamed Ctfrro/?, whofe Pofterity did enjoy the 
fame Honour, and on that account vrete called ScrimigeK 
Having thus fettled Peace by his Induftry and Valour, 
he applied himfelf to.Reformation of Manners, being in- 
duced thereunto by the Advict of his Queen a Pious Wo- 
man, who, togctherwithher Mother and Sifter, (hut 

themlelycs up m a Monaftrv of Virgins, Nunneries hav- 
ing a greater Reputation of Piety iii thofc Days, than af- 
terward. 

THE Kingdidalfo reform Abufes, which had crept 
m amongft theClergy, and added the Bifliopricks of Mur- 
ray ani Qgjtbnejs tp the foimei Four. He iiift rcfoint- 

C4 
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ed his own Faiiiil7, and afcerwaids enaf^ed i\xm^tiiit^^ 
X^ws« He is faid \o have aboliflied the villainous Laws of 
Svenus^ and fubftituted that called Marphefa Mulictum 
in its Place. He built at the fame Time the Cathedral of 
l^urbam^ and that of Dumjermlittg^ and made the Ab- 
fcotof the former, Bi/liopof ^t Andrews^ whilft Willi' 
^m IRufus^ of "England^ pulled down Churches to make 
the "Ntw Forrefi. He alfo furprized the Caftle of Aln-^ 
wick in N'orthiiPiherliBifid't and put the Ganifon to the 
igword. Malcolm demanded Reftitution, but in vain, and 
thereupon be/ieged it. The Garrifon being reduced to' 
great Extremitf^ did offer to furrehder, and defired the 
King to come and receive the Keys with his own Hand^ 
which being tendered upon the Point of a Spear, the 
iSouldier thruft him into the Eye, as he was about to take 
them off, and killed him. His Son Edward carried on 
the Siege, but being eager to revenge the Death of his 
Father, and too carelcfs of his own Safety, was alfo (lain 
in an Afsault ; whereupon the Scots were fo much affltft- • 
cd, that they raifed the »tege, and buried their two Kings 
«t Tinmoutb^ whence they were afterwards tranfported 
to Jyuwf&rmliftg, Malcolm reigned 36 Years, and ren- 
dered himfelf famous to all Pofteritj% for his great Vir- 
tues; He had lixSoas, three of wh9m fuccecdedhim in 
the Kingdom^ and two Daughters, one of which watf 
married to llenry^ iimg oi EnglAnd^ andthe ^ther to 
Eufidcei Count of Bohgmi Before his Death, ^an Innun* 
dation of the German Ocean, overthrew Villages, 
Town and Caftles, and more People were killed at that 
Time by Thunderbolts, than ever was known to have 
been in Britain bcfotc.

tarrying it more imperioufly than was meet, did quick- 
ly incurr the Hatred of his ^ubjefts: Which his Rival Don* 
mid improved^ and got him (lain by the Earl of MMtn^ 
1>y Night, in Montictb, after he had reigned a Year and 
an Half, and re-ufurped the Throne^ being rather toler- 
ated than approvM of by the People. In his Time the Iflf^.i'? 
amders and the Englijo did both infeft the Kingdom ; an J 
Magnut of Norway fciz'd on the Weftern liles . Which 
Donald not refenting^ the People were fo incenPd againft 
bim, that they fent for Edgar, Malcolm'*s Bon, fiom 
England: Who boing affifted with fome Forces by 
William RUJus, was quickly joyn'd by a great numbcf 
of People in Scotland* 80 ihM Donald fitd, his Meii 
liavin^ forfaken him ; and being taken, Was committed 
io Prifoa i where he died^ after he had rcignM about 
Three Tears.

TffDG ARt the Sp/i) King oi Scotland was Son to K.- 
"^ Halcolfn III. The Nobility afld People ofScntUfid 
being diitatisfied with their King Duncan'^s Admmii\tsiT 
tion, Donald of the Ifles making u(e of the publk:k 
Dilcontents, caufedHim to be miirchtrcd, arid managed 
the Government i but having betray 'd the Wcftern lil- 
ands to the King of A^orwtf> : The People bei ngpdif- 
ftultedathiiii, lentforEnf^^r from England^ whether 
Se had retired.tahis Vviz\^ Edgar ; he (oon put Do^taWs 
Party to the Rout, and imprifon'd himfelf till he died; 
So that Edgar came to th6 Crown by the unanimous 
Confent of the States, There was Peace with England

iy. He was reverenced by all the Good, andioimidable

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' ALEX Al^'D ER 1> the s>otb King of Scotland^ 
'- ^ firnam'd'^cer, or theFieice, fuccecdedhiSBrothef* 
Sdgar^ who died without Iffue, An. tig/. Hjs fierce- 
jiels/ici^ewed in the very beginning of his Rcjgn upon 
a jlcbellj^ rais'd by fome Youngfters. To m in trou- 
bled Waters, they got over the River Spey^ and the King 
im purluitof thciH> neither the Rafidncfs of the River,; 
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nor coming in of the Tide, being able to i^op himi unti^ 
his own Men drew him back by Force, however he fen 
Part of his Forces over under Alexander Catron* 
whofe marvellous paffiiig the River llruck fuch a Terror 
into the Enemies, that they prefently betook themfelves 
to their Heel:f, but many of their Ringleaders were taken^ 
and hangM. 

ANOTHER Proof of his Fierccnefs he gave u- 
pon this remarkable Occafion : Some of the Heads o£ 
the thieving Clans having corrupted one of his Bed- 
chamber, got private Enterancc whilft he was a-fleep, 
but being awakM with their rufting in, he £rft flew his 
treacherous Servant, and then Six of the Thieves, aadi 
purfued the reft untill moft were kill'd and put to Flight. 
He is no lefs Fanfcous for his Juftice to a poor Woman, * 
who meeting him in his retiirafrom defeating the Rebels, 
complain'd that the Earl of Mer/z's Son had fcourged her 
Husband with a Whip of Thongs, becaufe he fued him 
for ajuft Debt, whereat the King was fo enrag'd that he 
leap'd immediately from his Horfe, and caus'd the young; 
Noble-Man, who was in Company, to be punifh'd c're he 
would ftir farther. 

H E built feveral Churches and MonaftricF, particular- 
ly that of Amona in Honour of St. Qolpt^ endowing them, 
and efpecially that of St. Andrews with large Revenues, 
He died after 17 Years Reign, An. 112.4. having ao 
liTuc by Syhel Daughter of William the Congucrour,

ies^ and added the BiOjopricJcs of Rofft Brechin^ Dun*^ 
tden and Dtemblair^ toche&K that were before, and 
moft impoverifl>*d the fucceeding Kidq: to endow them. 
lie lofs of th« Queen, a very accompHfli'd and beauti- 
l Woman,, who died in the Flower of her Agc^ aU 
5tedhim(o much, that he lived Twenty Years a Wi- 
►wer. Steuben Earl of 'Bnlogng^ having ootwithftand* 
^ the Oath he had taken witfa the rcil of the Nobility

Then fending for his Sons Children he commended 'Mai* 
colm^ the cldeft of the Three, to the Care of the Nobili- 
ty, and particularly of M>duff Earl of F//e, and caused 
hiinto be caiied over all the Land, that fo he might Be 
received as the undoubted Heir of tht ZTingdom, William 
the next Son he made Earl of -N or tbumhcr land ^ and (enc 
him prefently to take PoflcfSon of that County, David 
the ^d Son, he made Earl of Huntington in EfrJ^landf 
and of Gariocb in Scotland^ then devouted himfelfwhol » 
ly to a due Preparation for Death, which lie forefaw 
was near at hand; fo died in liJ3. aftsei a Reign of 
sl^ Xcaxs, 2 Months ^nd 3 Days. 
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\/[ALCO LM I v. the ^zd King of Scotland fuc- 
ceeded David I* in iiJS* In the beginning of his 
Reign the Kingdom was viiited with a great Plague, and 
SumerlafidiThATiQ of Argyle^ afpiiingto tht Crown, be^ 
caufe of the. Kings Nonage^ and the common Calamity^ 
lebelled, bat was defeated bj^ Gilcbriftt V.tiil oi Atigi/f, 
This was fcarcely over, when Hcttry of Eft^land^ ikcfi 
he had (olcmnly Sworn to Vdvid L Kiog of l^cotlandi 
that he wonld never deprive himfelf, or any of hisPolle-

AFTER this, he fent for hin> to London^ that ac- 
cording to the Cuftom of his Anceftors, he flouU in 
Parliament acknowledge himfclf his Feudatory, for* the 
Lands which he held inEngland^ and Matcolm gom^ 
thither upon the publick Faith, was forced againil his 
Will, with his fmall Retinue to accompany him in the 
' War againft Frfl«ce ; Henry deligning hereby, both to 
alienate the French King from the Scots^ and keep them 
in quiet. 

KING Henry having returned, without doing any 
great Matter, fuffered Malcolm to come Home, where 
he had much ado to fatisfy the States who were then af- 
fembled, and reproached him, for joining his Enemies 
againft his Friends. Henry knowing that their Rcfent- 
^ments were rather fufpendcd than extingnifhcd, Summon- 
ed Malcolm to a Convention at Torh, and charging him 
with the Mifcsrriage of his Dcfigns in France^ defpoiled 
'feim of Northumberland by A^ of Parliament. The 
Scnts^ at his return, were fo incenfcd, that they beiicged 
him in Per/ib.l^nd^hadalmoft taken him, but, by the Me- 
diation of the Nobility, the Matter was ad ju ft ed, and ai 
War declared a^ainik En^land^ which it laft ended in a 
Conference near Carlifle^ and Malcolm for Peace's fake 
d\d^viXt}fi\xhlSrorthumherland^ but had his Rights con- 
^rmcdto Huntj^^ton-Shire md Cumberlandy at which 
the itcots Nobility were enraged afxcfh^ denying that 
jie couW alienate ^ny Part of his Dominions, without the 
general ConfeAt of the States^ fo that being univerfally 
Sefpifed by his Subjects, Rebellions were raifed in fcvc- 
ral Parts of the Kingdom ; that in Galloway was fpeedi- 
]y quelled; but the Murray-Mcn obtained a Viftory in the 
jBrft, and were beaten in the 2.d Battle. Sumerland of 
Jtrgyle^ did alfo commence another Infurreftion, but 
was totally routed, and he and his Son both flain. A Par- 
jiament being called, many Things were enacted for the 
good of the Kingdom, and they defired the King to mar- 
ry, as being then a bpve at. Years of Age, but he rcfufed 
it ; and fpcndirig the reft of his Time in building Church- 
<i, and endowing of the Monks^ died V>ecemher p. xi6s'.

jJTi L L Iu4 i>f, commonly called The Lion^ the 93^^, 
King of Scotland^ fuccccdcd his Brother Malcolm 
IV. about the latter end of Drrr;!«^er ii^s*. The firft 
Thing he undertook was to demand Rcftitution of Nor» 
tbumber land from Henry King of England, who Com- 
manded him to come and do Homage for the Counties of 
Cumberland and Huntington that he held in England^ 
according to Cuftom, which was Performed. BvitHenry > 
allcdged, that he could not reitorc Northumberland . 
without Confent of the States; and therefore, that he 
fteuld expeft Juftice in the next Parliament ; and though 
William expefted no Rcftitution,yetto cut cm" all Preten- 
iions from Henry, he refolved to wait for its 'meeting, 
and in the mean Time accompanied Senry^ though a- 
gainft his Will, to the War againft France, where pro- 
fiting nothing by his daily Sollicitations, he obtained a 
Convoy, and returned, and having (etled Things at Home, 
fcnt EmbafTadors to demand Northumberland, and de- 
nounce War in cafe of Refufal. Henry did hereupon rc- 
^ore Part of Northumberland, which William to^)k; 
but entering his CI aim to the reft. King Henry was fo in- 
cenfcd at it, that he ordered his Troops to invade the 
iJcofj-Borders, which began the War; and thcSeets by. 
way of Retaliation, levied an Army, and wafted their. 
Borders with Fire and Sword* 

NEXT Summer he marched into England with a 
great Army again ; whereupon they fcnt Embafisadors 
t:y his Camp, proffering a great Sum for a Trued*, and 
fuggefting that Things fliould be accorded amical>Iy. 
William be'ng a plain-hearted Man, gave Credit to theiir 
Fallacious Promifes ; And in the tnt^n Time they made 
all nece(sarf Preparations for War; and finding the Scots 
negligent on Confidence of the Truce th^y tgok Scots 
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Arms and Enfigns, plac'd the grcatcft Part of theif Army 
JO Ambuiln with 400 nimble Horfc maxch'd about the 
^d Watch of the Night toward the 5'cofj Camp, whcro 
chcy found all things in greater Security than they escpcc* 
tcA^ the raoft of the Horfe a For raging and the King him- 
Ifclf with 60 Hor(e riding about as if it had been in the 
Time of grcatcft Peace j fo that they took and carried 
hifli off, with fomc others who were routed on the AI^ 
arm> and came up to his AiRftance ; and icnt him Prifoncr 
to King Henry then in 'France, The En^lifh being lift- 
ed up with this unexpected Succefs, invaded Oumberlandi 
thinking to carry it alfo ; but being repulfed with great 
L6(s, they came 10 a Truce, contented themfelyes with 
T^ortbut^erland^ and left Cumber land and Huntington 
^ Poflcflion of the Scots ^ In the mean time DtfvrW, Bro- 
ther to King William^ who fcrvcd under the EngliJIo^ 
obtained a Convoy, returned to Scotland^ managed the 
Go^rnmcnt ; and fent to treat about his Brothers Re- 
demption, who was then kept Prifoner stFalife in Notn 
ffiandy ; and giving x% Homages, and the CaftL^of Ber- 
ijoick^ Roxbur^b^ Edinburgh and ^fer//«^, * into the 
Hands of die Jlpit^//]/b for performance of Conditions, he 
was fuffered to return; ahd on the ij^^ of AugHfi foU 
lowing, he* with the Chief of the Nobility, were called 
upon to come to 3rtfr>if,whcre according to the^«i|:///b Au- 
thors, they fworc Obedience, and furrend«r«d the King- 
• leiom into the Guardianikip aJ)d Prote^lion of KingHenry ; 
hnt WaifiniboM fays it was at Goutances in Normandy ; 
But Buchanan^ my Author, fays, that this Interview 
was not for A furrdader^ but to adjuft his Ranfooi, and 
that the Caftles were agreed to be left inthe Hands of the 
Englifo till the l^ney was paid 5 which he founds on the 
League renewed hctw'tx^ King Wi/ 1 /am and Richard q£ 
pngUnd mentioned afterwards. 

A N AflTembly was afterwards invited at Norbant on

IN Jipo- K?<;jbtfr^ of JBw^/fl^fi^havingfucceeded his 
father Henry ^ and being about to go to the Holy-Ltfndy 
te kut back the UjftageS} dellvc; ^d up tbe Caftle's to 
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Wiliiam King of Scotland^ freeing him and his Poten- 
cy from all Agreements whkh the En^lijb hid obtaineii 
hy Force or Fraud, and fuf&rin^ hiffi to ei^oy the King* 
dom of %cotUnd hy the fame Right and withia the fame 
Limits as Mulcolvi or any ochrr former Kin^ had held it. 
King William on the other Hand, to tcftify his .Gratitude, 
fent King Richard i ooo Marks in Silver^ andcommanct- 
cd his Brother David^ Earl of Kuntik^toit^ to follow 
him into Syria^ This Davids in his retturo, had his Fleet 
Scattered by Tempefts, was taken by the. jif;gyftuns^ r&- 
deemM by the Venetians^ and at laft retarne^ as did K. 
Richard aUo after many Misfortunes ; whereupon King 
William aad his^rother came- to coogratulate oim^ ana 
' gave him 2.000 Merk» in-fiflvcr, in Coo£der«iion. of hia 
jormcr Bounty and prefent want: So that there was a 
perfc(^ Amity at that Ti^ie 'twiatt the. (wo Nations*

KING Richard dying that fame Tear, aiid his Bro^ 
ther 'J'obn fuccceding.

England^ Kin^ Alexander ha^ned to his Afliftance, byt 
King Jobnh^vittS made hisPeaee with the Pope by fur- 
tendering his Crown, and making it Feudatory to the See 
oiRome^ the King of Scots andDolphine were bothforccd 
, to return, being excomunicated by the LegtLtGallo, The 
Scots met with fomc Difficulty to get Home, King fobn 
having broken the Bridges, guarded the Pa/Tes, and drove 
(harp Stakcsinto the Fords of the River T're^r, and had 
not be been poifonM by one of the Monks of N'ewarf: u- 
. pon that River, would probably have cut off their Re- 
treat, but Alexander having re-pafs'd it, plundered the 
WbPjiC Country, and carri«4 off a great Booty; At laft

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Jilexander and his Kingdom were abfolv'd from tbcPopes 
CurCe, and Peace made between him and Henry 111, of 
^ftglandy the Scots reftoimg Carlijle and the Englijb 
BerwicJ^y the Boundary of the Kingdoms being made at 
Hccroje in ^tan/noor in QumherUnd* 

AFTER this Alexander and Henry met at Torli^ 
and in prefence of Pandulpbus the Legate, agreed that 
Alexander (bould marry He/fr>'sSiftcr, and Henry (wore 
that he would hz^ovr Alexander's Sifters in Marriage ac- 
cording to their Dignities, which he did not Perform, 
After this Alexander fupprefs'd a Rebellion in Roffs 
and another in Galloway^ where jooo of the Rebels 
were kilPd, having afterwards gdnt to Tor*, with his 
Qjicen, to accomodate Differences between King Henry 
JII. and his Nobility; /he died without Iflue after her 
yeturn from Canterbury^ whether flic had gone in Pilgri- 
mage with the Queen of England. 

A while after he married a French Lady^ by whom 
he hid Alexander Ml, his Succefsor. Alexander di- 
(pd in the yiy? of his Age, and ^stb of his Reign, An*

JlLEXAlSTDER III, Son to Alexander TL fuc- 
ceedcd to the Crown of Scotland^ An, 12.49. During 
his Minority all Things were governed by the Faftion of 
the Cumins^ who fpentthe publick Revenue, and Op- 
prcffcd the Subjects of all Ranks.

profitable Statutes enadl;ed,butthe Fa^ion of the Cumnt^ 
^ad the Highland Clans pretending that this was an £»• 
^tijb Yoke, furprized the young King his^ return, thruft a- 
way his faith^I Counfellors,' and governed as they pleat- 
ed: But this Sedi'^ion was allayed by the Death of Wal» 
ter^ chief of the Cumins^ who was poifoned by his Wife 
mn'En^Ufo Woman, who was thereupon imprifoned, but 
bought her Freedom, and cited the Scots to anfwer her at 
22<?«e before the Popes Legat, which they difdain'd as 
jaever being obliged to anfwer out of their own Kingdom, 
.When the King came of Age, he pardoned the Cumins 
all thtiir Offences, thinking himfclf obliged to it in Po- 
licy. . 
A U GIT S T 12.53 Acbo King of Norway^ with 160

• N-E X T Year Henry of England died, and -4/faf- 
tf>f^«r with his Quecft aflifted at the Coranatfon of hisSpm 
"Bdwatd f. After which the Qiieen of the Scots died fpcc- 
dijy^ and alfo her Daughter the Queen of yiorway. A-; 
IcKMndt^r married a. French Lady Daughter jo the arl of 
Jjreux afterward, by whom he had no IflTue ; Falling 
from his Horfe as a Hunting at Kingbom^ An. laSs*. he 
broke his Neck in the ^';tb of his Age, and 37/6 of his 
Reign. More mifs^d than ever King of Scotland^ becaufc 
of the Troubles which thrcatncd the Kingdom about 4 
lucccffor, his whole Lrnege being cxtiniil.

boliih'd after a Years Continuance,at which aTimc ioch a 
a vaft Qixantity of Forreign Commodities was impotfted 
that they were never known fo cheap ; and to grttifie 
the Merchants, he ordered that none but they ftould buy 
by Wholerfale, and that others fiiould buy from them by 
Retail. 
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JOHN "BALIOL King XCVL 

^OHN BALIOL after the Death of Alexander 
J King of Scotland^ iniQ.8^, withoMt any other Heirs, 
ISive a Grand-Daughter who died before Marriage was 
competitor with Robert Bruce for the Crown of Scot lands 
The Controveri5e betwixt them being intricate, and both 
JFaftions too Powerful to have it decided at Home, the 
States chofe Edward the jfl of England to be Umpire, 
not doubting of his Fidelity, becaufe of his Relation to 
their late King, and the Obligation put upon him by the 
Scots^ in contenting to marry the above-mentioned Heirefs 
to his Son ; Whereupon coming to Berwick he fummon- 
ed the Nobility to appear before him, Protefting, that he 
did not cite them as Sijbjefts before their Soveraign, but 
as before an Arbitrator chofcn by thcmfelves; and hav- 
ing taken the Oaths of all Parties to Hand to his Award,hc 
chofe Twelve Englijh and as manyScofj, of the moft 
prudent of all the States, and oblig'd them by Oath to 
Pctcrmine according to their Confciences, which fair 
Procedure was very taking with the People ; but to car- 
ly on his own Deiigns, he ftirr'd up more Competitors 
privately; and having fcnt for the ableft Lawyers in 
France^ and propounded a falfe State of the Cafe, they 
devolved thefupream Power of judging upon him, which 
lendercd the Matter more Intricate, lb that the meeting 
^djourn'cf until the following Year ; when being cpn- 
veen?d again, the Crown was adjudg'd to B A t lOL^ 
whereupon Edward^ before Sentence was publift'd, fent 
for Bruce, and promised him the Crown if he would Sub- 
jeft himfelf to the King of Vn^land^ which he gener- 
gufly xefufed > Then fendiflgfox BAl^lODit bafrly 
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fubmitted to his Propofsls, and Six Years Nine Months 
after the Death of Alexander^ was crowned at Scone^ 
where all except Bruce^ f wore Fealty to him* Being; 
thus enthroned, he went to Edward who was at N'fiu- 
caftie upon Tine^ and there with fuch of the Nobility asi 
followed him) iwore Fealty to the faid King Edward-^ at 
which the reft of thc« Nobles were cxtreamly enrag'd» 
but i)ad not Force enough to make a Rupture with the 
two Kings. 

BUT not Jong after M^duf Earl of Fz/e, being 
wronged in Judgment by Baliol^ appeaPd to King fii^- 
ward^ fo that the Caufe being removM to Boftdon^ a;]d 
Balioi cafually fitting by Edward in the Parliament 
Houfe when it was mov*d, he was denied the Priviledg^ 
ofanfwering by /a Proftor, and forcM to rife from his 
Seat, and Anfwer at the Bar ; whereat he was fo inccnf- 
ed, that he thenceforth fought how to reconcile himfelf 
with his Subje^9 and break with King Edipard ^ and a 
convenient opportunity happening by a War betwixt 
England and France. AmbafTadors were feQt to 
the Parliament of Scotland from both Nations; .The 
French defir'd a Renovation of the ancient League with 
the new King, and the ISn^lrJh demanded Afliftandc a- 
gainft Frtf//ce according to their new Submiflion, The 
Parliament anfwer'd, that the Requeft of the French was 
juft, as being agreeable to a League made above yoa 
years before, and inviolably kept ^ but that this Sui ren- 
der to the Englrjb was extorted from their Kinq;, and if 
it had been voluntary, was not binding, their Kings hav- 
ing no Power to adt any thing relating to the Pub.lick» 
without the Advice of his States; Whereupon Ambaifa- 
dors were fent to renew the League with France^ and 
demand a Wife of the Royal Blood for the King9 Son, 
and others were fent into England to fignifie. That Ba* 
//fl/ revok'd the Surrender of himfelf and the Kingdom^ 
which had been extorted from him. ^ 

E Jy WARD in the mean Time making a Tru<je with 
the French, fent his Fleet defign'dfor France, againf|f 
Scot/and, ordering them to block up BerwiciS: by Sea^ 
but the Scats fought his Fleet at the Mouth of the , River, 
took i8 Ships, and put the reft to Flight.

vhelher many of the Nobility had fled was furrendered 
ifooiy, after, and the Prisoners cruelly ufed hf Edwards 
Thofe of Edinburgh and Stirling having alfo yielded^ 
ht purfued Balio/as fas as Mffntrti/e^ where by the Per- 
^waiiion ofCumn of Strabogi he tnadc a new Surrender of 
liunrelf and Kingdom^ and was thence fcnt Prifoncr to 
Engkafid by Sea ; and Edward returning to Berwick 
fumii\on'd the Scots Nobility to come thither, where he 
txomplell'd them to fwcar Fealty ; but William Lord 
35o«^i^tf/xrcfulingitftoutly, was caft into Prifon where 
he diei jl.

THE Country being untilPd during theie Confuiion^v 
a Famine and Peftilcncc entued, to prevent the direful £f« 
fe^ets of which, Wallace having gatherM together all that 
were able to bear Arms, and entering 'Englandy liv^d at 
Difc'retion from the latter end of Mobcr to the beginning 
of February, returainff Home with creat Riches and Re^ 
nown, none having dar^d to offer him Battle: Upon 
which, Edward retumM from France^ marched againfl: 
Wallace, -who met him in Stanemaor and obligM him to 
retire without daring to Fight. Wallace'* s 8uc>sefs create

Catlle Wi^ furrendred. Edward having ft%y 'd a few Days 
left Balj'fl to carry on the War, with the Affiftancc of 
lEdvjsirdTallfOtyi noble and gallant Commander. The re- 
mains of Sruct^PAtty retir'^d to Faftncflcs and Garrifons ; 
the next Year Aznbafladours came from the Pope and 
French K, to mediate a Peace, and put an end to thofc 
Controverfics ; but Edward being puffednp-with fucccfa 
fefufed to admitt them, thinking now that the Strength of 
the Scots wa? utterly broke; But not long after Dif- - 
fentionsaiifing among the Englijh themfelves, particular* 
\y the niuhr'Uf^ about Lands in Scotland^ and aJfo be- 
twixt "Balinl and the Nobles of his Faftion, who joyn'*d 
with Andrew Murray^ Regent for Bruce-t they broke out 
into a new War, and were fucccffful in fomc fmall En- 
tcrprixcs. Wpon this the Englijh invaded* them afrclh, 
with a mighty Force both by Sea and Land but their 
Fleet iufferedmucb by a Tempeft. The land Army en- 
trcdas far as Glaf^owt and Br«ci?'s Party not being able 
to m-dkc head againft them returned again to their Faft- 
neflfes; whereupoij Edward affcmbled a Council of kis 
own Faction, took B«//W with him for Sw^/tf;?^/^ and 
left Pavid Cumin Earl of -4r Was Viceroy. A little af- 
ter Rvhert Stuart^ and Ca/en Camfhel Earl of Ar^lty 
furpriz'd the 'Englifi) at Dunoon^ cutt of Tiich Forces as 
cimetooppofe them, and conftitutcjf new Regents for 
JSruce^ and C»W7« the Viceroy being reduced, did alfo 
fwear Fealty to him ; but did trcacherou fly join with King 
Edxvard who in a little time after invaded ScottaHd again. 
Brace's Partv were not ftrong enwigh to givcBattlc to the 
Evig iijb ^nSBalhl's Faaiori, the Regent Stuart bdng fick 
and 'rohn of the Ifles having fet up for himfclf ; fo that 
Randolph the conjunft Regent, bcmg a/Tifted bj^ Voujiaf 
of Ljdde/daie ^nd Ramfay^ marched'toward Edinburgby 
aud near unto it defeated a ftrong Army of Gelder landers 
who were coming to the Affiftancc of the En^lrjh *, Imt; -.

gtnt Murray dying, Stuart was chofcn in his Place, 

M^ho Was very Succesfu! in his Attempts againft the E/;^- 

///]b, and their Adherents; and was fo extrcam diligent, 

thattho'hc had been worHed live Times tn one Day, 

in fmall Parties, by one -^ier;2e^ib;', hepurfucd him tilt 

he flew all his Men, and took himfelf at Night. He • 

failed over to Krance^ to acquaint King David Bruce

At his arrival he found his* Party grievoufly di- 
vided amongft themfclvcs about Meum and Tuum\ but 
having compofed thefe DifFetences, declared Waragainft 
'England'^ which he invaded three Times, without do- 
ing any Thing confidcrable, bciides wafting the Coun- 
trey 

AFTER this, a Truce was concluded for two Years ; 
but the Englijb having defeated the French^ befieged 
Calais^ the French King prevailed with David King of 
Scots t3 invade England-^ contrary to the Mind of the No- 
bility ; and juft as he was levying his Army the Karl of 
Rnjs laid an Ambufli for Kiginald of the Ifles, and flew 
him with feven other Noblemen, which divided the 
Kingdom into new Factions ^ however the Kingpcr- 
iifted in hisDcfign, and entering as far as Durham^ de- 
ftroyed the North ofEptgUnd^ where Part of the Eng' 
/ijb Army being retumed from Calais^ he was defeated, 
jnoft of his Nobility been ilain, and himfelf taken by 
John CofUnd^ two of who(e Teeth he ftruck out with 
hib Fift tho' he was grievoufly wounded by two Arrows, 
and difarm'd ; Upon this abundance of Caftles in the 
South of Scctland were furrcndered to the "Englijb^ with 
the two bordering Counties, and the Scots obliged to 
quit: their Claim to all the Lands which they held in 
Ettgland'^ and at the fame Time jB«//o/ harafs'd thofe 
Countries which oppos'd him, with Fire and Sword: 
And to all thofe Calamities fuccecded a Peftilence, and 
itnitual Wars amongft the Highland Clans, 8cc. which 
together confum'd one third of the People : However 
Douglas took Courage, and with his Friends expelled 
the E?/^/?jI?from his own Po/Tcflions, and reduced great 
Part of the South of Scotland, [n the mean Time "^obn 
King of Franccitnt a Noble EmbafTy to Scotland-, de- 
iiring that they would not make Peace with Eng-- 
I land^ without hi's Confcnt, and for that End, --fjnt them 
fome Money, which the Nobility divided'amongft them, 
and attack'd and carried Bervj/V*^ &c. which obliged 
Edward to ^vx.<tt Scotland SLgSiiii with a powerful Army. 
Baliol his ValTal, met him at Roxburgh^ where he made 
« ncw^wrxcndciof himfelf and the Kingdom, and in an 



,u. 
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tinnatural Manner incens'd him againft his Countrcy, bc- 
caufe they wonld not^wn him as King. Edward^ ac« 
cording to his Dcfifc, intended io to break ihzScots>, that 
they flibuld never more be able to revolt ; but bis Fleet 
being Mattered by a Tempeli, he was forced to return 
for wantof Provifions, after having laid waft fome Part 
of the Country. And Douglas^ &c. upon his DepaMrturci 
drove the En^UJh out of three Counties. About the fame 
Time the French King, being alfo taken by the Mn^ltfi» 
the Scots fent to treat about the Redemption of theirs, 
which was obtained, the Pope granting the Tenths of the 
Benefices for three Years toward it ; after which Baliols 
Claim to the Crown expired, and D^vid returned \ of 
whom in his proper Place.

P BER T TI. the jootb King of ScotUndf anif i>f ^ 

of the Stuarts^ fucceeded David Bruce his UnclCf 
and had fome litlle Wars with EffgUndm the begin- 
ning of his Reign, wherein he was fiiccefsful. In the 
third Year of his Reign, his Qiicen, Daughter to t\\^ Earl 
of R(ifi^ died: and then he married Elizabeth Moore^ 
Daughter rp Sir Adam Moore^a beautiful Lady, by whom> 
he had Children before his Marriage with his fir ft Queen,, 
whom he had a Mind to Legitimate, and prevailed with 
the Parliament to confent to it, and fettled the SucceliioQ* 
upon them. 

A T the Sollicition of Charles V.. of France^ fie in- 
vaded Eff^landj and took Berwick and Pertb^ and dc^ 
faded Jii<:xoaEft^iJl0y Yf ho mvadcd'S^otkmtl under Gt:- 

ia. nertl^ 
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fitisl Tdlhot, The Duke of Ldncafler in revenge Wafted 
the next Counties to E^^/a^^, as far as Edinburgh buc 
loft a great part of his Fleet by a Terapeft. - And his 
Men being forced aboard, many of them were drowned 
in the hafty Flight. A Truce being agreed betwixt the 
Englijb and French foon after ; wherein the Scots were 
comprehended. ThcE«^///]b invaded them before thePub- 
]ication ; walking the Landi of the Douglaffes and Lind- 
Jays'y and they deftroyed NorthumherUfid ^s far as 
Jslewcaftle^ to revenge themfelves on the Lord Vitrcy. 
The Truce being ended the Scots invaded ^tigland ; 
whereupon Richard II. invaded Scotland with 60000. 
Foot and Sooo.'Horfe, carrying Proviiion? in his Navy. 
The Scots-, not having Force enough to Fight him, in- 
vaded England again, to divert him. So both Armies 
havinij destroyed tjieir Enemies Country, returned home. 
"William Douglas did after this invade Ireland^ take 
TfMndalTi*^ and having burn d and Plundered the fame^ 
returned. The •y^orj not thinking thcmfelves fufficiently 
revenged, defigned to invade England again. But know- 
ing the King to be of a peaceable Inclination, and bis cld- 
cft Son unfit for War, they made Application to Robert^ 
Earl oiFrfiy the fecond, and levied 30000 men privately 
for the Expedition, but not fo fecrctly, but the Eftglijb 
had noticd of it by theif Spits, one of whom being taken 
in the Scnt/Jh Camp, difcovered the Defigns of the Engl7jh^ 
and the Scots divided their Army into twoparts,the great- 
eft commanded by the King's two Sons, marched towards 
Cdrlifle And Dnuglar^ with 300 Horfe and 2.000 Foot 
entred Northumberland, The great Army carried >all be- 
fore them without oppofition but Douglas-, having .waft- 
ed the Country as far as Durbam-t came before ^ewcafile 
and threatened them with a Sige. He ftaid before the 
Town two Days, wlwch were {pent in Skirmifties ^ an^ 
at laft the Generals, Douglas and Fiercy agreed, upon 
ra^pcrfonal Rencounter, wherein P/erc^ was difmoun ted 
and disarmed ; but hi"? men coming to his Refcue Duug" 
las carried of his Spear, telling him alourt That he 
would carry it with him to Scotland: and Tiervy anf- 
wer'd. That he /hould not. In the mean time Douglas 
inarch'd off with his men,?notftbinking it fafe to ftay near 
a City well peopled ^nd full of Enemies ; but attacked a 
TirJtrhhmnn^Cadle csiUcd Otterhurn, The other Comr 
mincers were for joynirtg the great Army e'er thev 

fought 
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fought. But T>ou^las refolved to fl^ay there and anfwct 
Pzercy's Challenge; who inarching againft him with 
xoooo Men, had well nigh furpriz'd him at Supper, but 
the Alarm being given, and the S^ots Advantageoufly 
pofted, the Battle began with great Vigour; Viercy fight- 
ing to redeem, and "Douglas tg maintain his Honour: 
So the Fight continued till late at Night,' that the Moon 
being overcludcd they ceafcd a while. At next Onfct th« 
Scots loll ground ; but by the Valour of their Leaders, 
did quickly recover jr. And Douglas falling amongft 
the thick of his Enqmies. with two of his Friends made 
.« terrible flaughtcr. But e'er his men could come up, 
he had received three mortal Wounds, and was laid 
down on the Ground ; a Pricft defending him valiantly 
from any farther Hurt. 

THE Nobles coming up, ask'd him. How he did? 
Ui which he anfwervd, Very well ; That he was dying 
in the Field of Honour, as moft of bis Anceftors had done, 
and had only three Things to defirc of them; . 

Firft^ That they would coaceal his Death till the Bat- 
tle were over. 

Secondly^ That they would not fuffer hrs Standard to 
be taken down. 

And Thirdly^ That they ftiould revenge his. Death. 
Whereupon they covered his Body with a Cloak, difplaycd 
his Banner, and <\ycd, out, A Douglaf, A Douglas , At 
.,w)iich his Friends. malcing a defpcrate Charge, they beat 
^he Enemy baek, took Henry Piercy^ their General, 
-and put the reft to Flight. Henry Piercy janior being 
alfo take/1 and defeikted by the other Wing, The Englijb 
were totally routed, 1840 (lain, loop ^ound«d, and 
1040 taken Prifoners. Of the Scots a 100 fell, and 2.00 
were taken, as purfuing a much greater Number of the 
Englijb. The Bifbop of Durham was on his March with 
ten Thoufand Men to alfift Piercy; but hearing of the 
Defeat, returned to TSfewcaftle^ and advifing with his 
Friends jefolved to attack the ^corj, while weary and 
wounded. The Earl of Murray^ who was General after 
"Douglas Death, having notice of it- called a Counc>4 of 
War. Their greateft Difficulty was, How to difpofe of 
the Prifoners ; to kill them was inhumane ; and to fave 
there, being almoli equal to themfelycs in Number, was 
dangerous; and therefore having fwornthem not toftir, 
they Uit them in the Camp under a fmall Guard, with

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orders to cut them off, if they began to move. ThtStots 
being encouraged by their late Vidtory, potted themlclvcs 
fo as that they could not be attacked but in Front ; and 
ordered every Man to take a Horn and blow on the Ene- 
mies approach, which being refounded by the echoing 
Hillj^made fuCh a terrible Noifc,thatthe Bi/liop believing 
thcaito be reinforced and Jiis Men being Frig htned sc 
the Sight of their own il^in and the bold advanc<: of the 
Scots^ retired without Fighting. This Blaft beingovcr, 
the Scots carried of the Percies^ with 400 Prifoncrs of 
Note i difmiffed the reft ; took 'DouglasH Carps with 
thofc of other great Men, along with them, and buried 
them at Melrdjfe. His Standard is at this day kept in the 
Houfe of Sir William Douglas of Cavers in the County 
oiRoMhurgh.^ that Family being hereditary Sheriffs, of 
that County, and his lineal Defcendants. This Vi<ftory 
was obtamcd 7«/y 21. Anno, 1388. 

BtTT the lofsof Do«^/<zj wasfo laid to Heart, that 
both the Sc§ts Armies returned home as melancholy as 
if they had been conquered. Next Year Archibald Earl 
of Douglas^ made ane Inroad into England^ and returned 
with great Booty* Not long after, by the Pope?s mediatioa 
• Truce was concluded betwixt the Freifffib and Englifl)^ 
wherein the Allies were to be included on both Sides. 
King Robert of Scotland affented to the fame, which 
he had no Power to do without the Gonfent of the States. 
So that the French found, it hard to have it confirmed. 
King i^o^erf died A$ril i^th^, 13^0, in the xs^tb Xtkt 
qI us Reign.

ther, efprtially the Clan Cbait^n and Clan C^«er<,«, that 
the Courtiers, to put an End to the Cruelt.es on both 
iides, pctfwaded them to Fight it out with »» cf »! 
Number, and that the Conquerors ttiould have a Pardon, 
«nd the Conquered the rcfpeft of the King and Nobles } 
wh-reupon 30, lome fay 300 of a Side meet on aa 
rfla'Hd"nthe\iverT«;', before Penfc j »'"%<>•' ^f"*' 
liamber havinff abfconded for Fear, none of the reft 
woiUdnaferhimfelf to fce laid afide on his Account; 
whe eu^n an ordinary Tradd-Man offers himfclf .m 
Place ofhim who had run, for a R'^ard ; and by h.s 
Valour efpecially, the Party that he efpoufed'obtain'd 
the VicW after a bloody and barbarous Fight, Ten 
beine only left of the Conquering Side, and but one of 
the other; fo that both Parties were at Peace for aa- 
iiy Years after.

A War happened afterwards with U^gland^ by an Af- 
front given to George E. of March, whofe Daughter was 
to have been married to the King's Sort, but it was pre. 
vented by Dm^l^s, who obKaed , that tkc Frmcc our^ht 
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DOC to be matched without confent of the States, ana fo 
carried icfor his own Daughter; whereupon the Earl 
of March took Part with the Efiglrjb^ who invaded the 
Kingdom, and beiieged the CsL^lt oi Edinhnrgb with.the 
Heir of the Crown in it,and by his Uncle, theGovernour's 
flow March to relieve it, it appeai'd that he wifh'd Wm 
out of the way, to make Room for htsownlflue; but 
the Eng^rjb returning without cffcdting it, the Scats, in- 
vaded Northumberland^ and were Airprized and defeat- 
ed as returning vith the Spoil ; whereupon --4rcib/i»a/^ 
I>oaf^/«/ gathered loooo Men, but was defeated, him-r 
fclf taken Prifoner, and many of the Nobles flain by 
Henry Piercy of NorthufHherland^ and George Eaxl of 
Marcby -abovementioned, Mayytb 1401. 

I N the mean Time all Things went to wrack in Scnt^ 
land by t^e Tyranny of the Govern our, who ftarv'd h is 
Kephew, the Prince, to Death, fo that the King was o<- 
bligedto fend ^ames^ afterwards James I. his remain- 
•*f** ing Son, into France to preferve him, having wiit a 
\ Lamentable Letter to all the Princes bordering upon the 

Oceanbefecching tffemto treat himGently if he /bould be 
driven upon their Coajts ; but landing at FlamborOugb^ 
in TorJt'jJoire^ he wai detained Prifoner by the 'EngHJb 
contrary to the Truce, which broke his Father's Heart, 
fo that he died April ifi^ 1406, and the Government 
vrasfetcled upon his Brother by the States, during whofc 
Adminiftration the Englijb invaded Scotland^ and waAed 
the Southern Countries. 

IN 1411 Daw/i/of the Ifles rebel I'd and uras fought 
at H«r/tfW inthe North by -<4/eflffli«//cr the Governour's 
Brother, in v^hich Battle there fell more Nobles thane- 
ber there did in any Fight againft a forreign Enemy \ 
and the Succefs was fo dubious, that each Party claimed 
the Vidlory. 

MUCH about diisTiqic the Univcxfity of St.^i?- 
drews was firft erc^ed, and the Sc^its Clergy adhered 
to Martin the ^th according to the Decifion of the 
Council of Qofifta'nce againft Peter de Luna th^ An- 
tipope. 

IN 141^ Auxiliaries were fent to France under the 
£.of 'Bucbaniwho defeated the Duke of Clarence the King 
of EnglandU Brother, for which the Earl of Buchan 
was made Lord high Conftable of Brance^ Rohert the 
Cravernout of Scotland ^c^ in i^S-o^ and his Son Murdo

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fucc ceded during whofc Regency more Auxiliaries weic 
fcnt to France^ and "Dvurlas was created Duke of T»re- 
in in that Kingdom, but they were twice defeated by th^ 
'En^lj^ under the Condudl of 'John Duke of liedfotdy 
who carried James 1. King of Scot lafid with him,, being 
ftill Prifoner iince his arrival at FUmh^rougb as afore- 
•iaid ; who being prevailed upon to forbid his Subje^s to 
fight againift: that Army where he was in Pcifon ; th^y 
anfwercd. That they did' not acknowledge him fof their 
King while h^^ was in the Power of bis Enemy: But not 
long after, iJfi^r^^o the Governour bcixig difp leafed with 
the Infolence of his own Sons, who would not obey 
him, told thcm^ That fe would (end for one whom he 
and rhcy bothfhould be oblig'd to obey; and according- 
ly King '^AMES I. was ranfomed and brought Home 
in 142.3. ^^ 
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^ AMES I. the roirf Kin^ of Scotland^ having 

. J been detained as Prifoner in EngUnd ; as he landed

O N his Arrival, many were the Grievances prcfeoted 
to him which the People hadilain under fince hisFathSjs 
Death, by the iiegle^ or Male-adminiftration of thdi 
Governors ; fo that to pacify the Commons, he com- 
mitted fome of the Nobility accufcd, till the Mectinjr of 
Parliament, which was appointed againft May 2.7#i42.3.

I N the next place, they confultcd how te pay the King'i \

It was piifh"'d on oy the Nobles, whofc 
Sobs yrtrc left for Hpftages : And for that End, a Tax j 
of the Q.otb part, was impofed upon all Moveables, ' 
which the people reckoned intolerable ; both in regard 
of the wantofMoney becaufc of the extraordinary cheap- * 
•cfs of all things ; being alfo unaccuftoraod to Taxes, 
and that it was like to be a Precedent for time to come ; ■ 
fo that the King finding thefirft Payment come in very | 
Jiafdly, he remitted the reft. The Parliament commitcd , 
Murdo^ Duke of Albany^ the late Govcrnour of the ; 
Kingdom, and two of his Sons, the Earl of Leumxy 
with his Son-in-Law, and 24. more of the prime Nobility. ' 
The Govcrnour's youngcft Son Jawes^ enraged at the 
Difaftcr of his Family, burnt Dumbarton'^ and killed i 
John Howard the King's Uncle, with 32. of his Men, and * 
then together with his Counfellor,the Biibop ^ihiJtfior€y j 
fled into Ireland^ where he died. * 

THIS fame Year, in a Parliament at Sterlings Mur- • 
^do above-mentioned wjth his two Sons and Son-in-law, 
were condemned and beheaded, and their Heads fcnt to 
Xfabella^ one of their Wives, to try whether Grief would 
make her reveal her Mind ; vet, (he was focompofed, as 
to anfwer. That if the Crimes obje^ed^ -were true^ the 
King bad done jufily. and accfirding to Law.> And in a 
little Time, fuch Places as held out for the Rebcls,|were

IN 142.5, 'fohn Stuart of Dernfy't. General of the 
Scots Cavalry in France; and the Arch-Bifliop oiRheimSr 
wcrefent Amba/Tadorsto^coj/zi^f/, to renew the anci- 
ent League with Fr^^^e, and to propv>fe a Match be- 
twixt King fames'^s Daughter, and Charles VII. Son, 
bqtk Childicn, which was agreed. Two Years after, he 
if^nt to adminifter Juftice in the High-lands^ and repair- 
ed the Caftle of Innernefs^ to curb the thicvitog Clans» 
who laid the Country under Taxes, committed 40 of the 
. Ringleaders, hanged U'-Rory and Ms Arthurs and perfwa- 
- ded the reft by fair Word?, to behi^ve tlicrafclvcs as thcf 
o«x^ht, threatningthemfeverely, if they djd other wile- 
Ateccander of the Iflcs, the greateft Man of rhc Kingdom, . 
ftext to the Kinghimfclf, being in like Manner gujlty, 

yet 
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yet made his Peace, by the Intcreft of his FrifntJs, and 
was favourably received at Couit ; but returuing Home, 
affembled his Comrades; plundered and burnt the Town 
of inmr^i^s-i and bciieijed the Caftk; but on the Ap- 
proach of the King's Forces, retired to Lochaher^ and 
having loooo Men with him, rcfolved to ftand Battle; 
but the Qattans and Gam^rons^ two of the Clans, defert- 
ing bitii-» he dilmiffed his -Army, retired to the WelMflcs, 
and thought of £ying lolrtlanl but finding that he could 
not be feciire therc,he fubniitted to the Kmg'sMercy, who 
«t the Qiieens Dclire, pardoned, but imprifoned him- 

A littJc after thi.s, the Qattans and CamcroTis fpught 
among themselves, to the mutual Ruine almoft of both 
Clans ; and 'Donald Ba/ocJi^ a Couiln of Alexander's^ 
pretending to revenge him, furprized and defeated the 
. King's Forces in iociba^cr, commanded by Alexander and 
Allan Stuart s\ Earls oC Catthnefs and Mar-, wafting 
• the Country with Fire ajid Sword, but fled with his Plun- 
der to the Ifles on the King's Approach, who refolved to 
purfue him thither ; bu>t that the Clans humbly petitioned 
him, not to mine the Country for the Fault of one : So 
thft, on their delivering up 300 of the chief Robbers, 
whom he hanged tvczy Man, he defiited. Vuffuf and 
AUiT do two of the Captains of the Highlanders^ whom 
the KiAg had releafcd at the Dcfire of his Nobles, falling 
out with one another, and meeting with 1500 on a Side, 
they fought fo eagerly, that 0Jily*^i2. were left of one 
Party, and ^ of the other. . . 

y E T all thofc Calamities, did notreftrainone M^don^ 
Aid oiJR.offe a notable Robber, who with his Gang, plun- 
dered, the neighbouring Country ; and amongft others, 
a Widow-) who told him, flie would complain to the 
King \ whereupon, he caufcd a Smith to nail Horfe-Shoes 
to herFectt telling her, that would enable her the bet- 
ter for the Journey ; The Woman, as foon as recover- 
ed,,. did. awfully go and acquaint the King with it, and 
Mcdonald being then in Cullody, his Majcfty ordered 
him, '^ndi 12. of his Accomplices to be fo fhod, and led 
thro* the City, a Herauld going before, to acquaint the 
People with the Caufe of that unufal PuniHiment ; after 
wWch, the Captain was beheaded, his Aflbciates hanged, 
and their Bodies affixed to Gibbets by the High- Ways. 
His Majcfty's next Care was to find out Donald of the 
hics^ and hearing that be ia/cgoceard in a Noblemans 
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Houfe in Ireland^ he fent to demand him ; the Noble- 
man fearing Icfthfftould cfcapc by the way, and the 
Caufc be imputed to him, cut off his Head and fent it to 
the Kin£T. 

ROBBRT being thus fupprefled; ht^ took Care to 
Jiave Julticc adminilUed through the Kingdom, and 
Weights and Meafurcs adjuftcd ; for which End, many 
whoHomp Laws were ena^^cd. 

CTO BER i^tb^ 1430, the Quccn being deliver- 
ed of Twins public):Rej:>icings were made, and during 
Che UmQ he pardoned Archibald Douglas audjohft Keti" 
nedy who had been committed for fpeakini^ rafhiy con- 
cerning the Government. He admitted Doi/^/tf j, to be 
Godfather to his Children, and knighted his Son. 

AFTER this, the King applied himrdf to reform 
the Ecclciiafticks, and prevent their Tyrannv- Heere6tcd 
publick Schools for Learning, encouraged Learned Mcn^ 
4nd would be picfent at their Difputation ; and give 
Charge to the Rcdtors of t/nirerfitics, to prefcnt none 
but Scholars of Merit to him for Church Prcferments- 
And conlidcring that his Kingdom had been a Schcnc of 
War for 1 5*0 Years together, 'and Trade negleiftcd'; he 
icnt for Artiiicers from abroad, and^ncouragcd'Cbm- 
mejccc, by which Means the Towns were re- peopled. 
Upon the Complaints of the PcopFe that the riotous 
way of Living sls Caroufing, Masking, Dancing, and 
fumptuous Cloaths, brought in Fafbion at Court by thofe 
who followed him from £;?^/««<^, infected the Country, 
he reformed that expensive vfAV of living among his 
Nobles by Reproof, his own Example and wholfom Laws* 
By the Death of the yaliaTit Alexander^ F. of Mar a iwi- 
tural Son^of the toy'il i^^amily, ( who fignaHzcd himfelf 
at Home and Abroad,routed the T>utch FIeet,an.d brought 
them to beg a Truce ) the King was po/feffed of Bucban 
and Mar^ bccaufe this Alexandtr had no IflTue, and hav- 
ing moreover taken abundance of Wards from the i?7obi- 
lity, who held of him, ( i. e. The Profits of their Eftate, 
during their Nonage, after the Death of their Pireiits, 
the Charges of Education excepteel ) which former Kings 
u.fed to remit, or at leaft quit for fome Gratuity; hav- 
ing alfo revoked fom Grants made by the former. Gover- 
nors, particularly of the F*orfeiture of 'G^rg-e Earl of 
March-, and alfo the Eftatc of Melifs Graham Eaxl of 
:itratbernp thca a Hoftagc in England y tiic Eail of

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u4tW laying hold of thefe thiniTs-' ft if red up Difcbntcnts 
againft the King* Which broughC.JHnj to aft untimely Ex- 
it^ as we fhall hear anon. The Reafon qf the Earl's >^- 
ing (o was. That being Lawful 'Son to King RoJt;V_'U- 
byafermcr Marriage, but exclude^ from the CfjS^iyn 
by his Father, who prevailed with the States at AVoo«, to 
Legitimate his Eldeft natural Son, afterward i?o^t?rj 
III. whom he had by Elizabeth Moor his Concubine and 
afterwards his fecond Wife. ThcE. of Athf^l tilinking him- 
felf injured, fought the Deftru^ion of his natural Breth- 
len, and their I/Tuc, thinking thereby, to pave his Way 
to the Throne. 

THIS was the State of Affairs, when Ambaffadors 
arrived from France^ to carry home the King's Daughter 
Margaret^ who was formerly betrothed to the Dau- 
phin. 

A T the fame Time, came Ambafsadors from En^Uifd^ 
to prevent renewing of theLeague withFrtf«ce,and Solli*; 
citatca perpetual League offcniive and defenvo with them- 
. felves, which being referred to theParliamcnt,the Eccleli- 
afticks were divided jnQpinion, but the If obility were al- 
together for Frances alledging, That it was only a 
Trick*^ the S;?,^///fc, to deprive them of the Affiftancc 
of their ancient Allies, and renderthem the more obnox- 
ious to themfelves; fo they carried the Point, and the 
. Princefs was fent to Prance having narrowly efcapcd 
from the Engl/Jh Fleet, who lay in watt for her. King 
Japzes prepared for War with England^ and trying to 
raifea Tax from the People to Rig out his Navy, he found 
them fo averfe, that he reftored what he had levied. 
I N the mean Tim?, Viercy of N'orthumherUnd InvA^c^ 
the Scots Borders and was oppofed -by William "Doug^ 
las Earl of Artgus^ who fought him With an equal 
Number, Defeated and took 15*00 of 'his Men, lofinxr 
. none of Note, • but Alexander ^ohnfon\ a Moble aud 
valiant Perfon. A little after. King '^a we s attacked the 
. Caftlc of Roxburgh held out by "the Ef^g/Jhr and was 
like to have carried it, but wa^ obliged to disband his 
■ Army on notice from the Qiieen, who came Poft to in- 
'fo/mhimbf a Confpiracy againft his Life which the 
Earl of Atbol^ the Chief of the Confpirators, did alfo 
improve againll him, to make him hateful to tbe People; 
as if by the (tory of a Woman, he had be?n friirhtncd 
from the Sjeijc. And in the mean tiac \ by hii> Spies ^^ 
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Court; while the King was inquiring into the Plot, h« 
had Information of everf thing that pa/fcd \ (o ti?at, puft'd 
on by fear of his own Danger, having brib'd feme of the 
King's Servants ; he, with the reft of his Affociatescame 
to the King's very Chamber Door ( in the Convent of 
Dominicans ^t St. ^f>j&;f^o/2) as one of the Servants came 
out, whom they murdered, and burftingopen the Door^ 
which one of the Ladies ftood againft, putting her Arm 
inftead of a Bar, which one of the Tray tors had taken a- 
way, they broke the fame ; and r ufbing in upon the Kingy 
the Qiicen threw her felf upon him, but having forced 
her away, after fcvcral Wounds', they murdered him bar- 
baroufly ; He was prompted to this cxorabJe Villany 
by blind Ambition, lome Witches with whom he con- 
f7» fulted having informed him. thathelhould be crowned 
Kin^ in a great concourfe of People, which happened 
accordingly ; for the Nobility purfued him and his Ac- 
complices with fo much Vigour that they were all takcn^ 
fj tho' they efcaped by the darkncfs of the Night; The 
fl Chief of them were put to peath by cxquifite Torments, 
\ and he himlelf was executed in this Manner^ " The 
I ** firft Day he was put in a Cart, whereon was errefted 
** ** anEngine refcmblinga Stork, which hoifted him up 
;i " by Ropes let through PuJlies, andlet him down agaia. 
■•. *' to the very Ground, which loofned his Joints, and put 
I ; '* him to incredible Pain : Then he was Jet on a Pillory 
*^ with a red hot Iron Crown on his Head, having this 
a ]Vlotto,T//E KING OF ALL TRAITORS^ 
*' The fccond Day he was bound upon a Hurdle, and 
*t dragg'd at a Horfes Tail through the great Street of 
" Edmburgb, The third day he was laid upon a Plank,. 
*^ had his Bowels cut out alive, and thrown into thfe 
*' Fire, as was likewifc his Heart immediately aftcr^ 
" His Head was cut off, and fet on a Pole in the high^ft 
*t Place of tlie (j^'ny-, and his Four Quarters hang'd up m 
*<- the moft noted Cities of the Kingdom. 

AFTER him his Grandfon was executed, but not 
with (ueh Torture bccaufe but young and leduced by the 
Grandfather; fo that he was only hang'd and quartered: 
'B\JitRohirt Graham who adlually committed the Murthcr^ 
was carried in a Cart through the City, with his Right- 
hand nailed to a Gallows which was faftned roit, the 
Executioner running burning Lions, ia the meaa Time in- 
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to his Thighs, Shoulders, and other Places remotfc from 
his V^tzls I and then he was quartered as the former. 

THIS Exit had Jams I. being much lamented by 
the Nobility and People, the former affemblinjT vol- 
untarily purfued the Murderers with utiwoft Diligence, 
to leftify their Love to the Memory of their Prince, whom 
they lamented as cut of in the Flower of his age, and 
mtdftof his Endeavours to fettle good Laws. He was a 
little Man, but very ftrong and Nimble, of aJtquick Wit, 
well learned, a good Politician, and every way well 
accomplifti'd for Government. He was flam Feb: iz 
1437. inthei3fib of his Reign, Aged 44. Succeeded 
by the Youngeft of his Twins, the elder being Dead. 
His Wife was '^oan Daughter to the Hail of Salisbury of 
the royal Bood of E^^la^ J, the moft beautiful Woman 
of her Time, having fallen in Love with her whilft he 
was Prifoner in England. So that the E^^///b Court 
thought, it would prove a happy opportunity of engag- 
ing him to their Intercft. 
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J AWES 2d, King CIII. 

f^AMES II. the 103^ King of Scotland fuccecded 
*^ his Father Jafnts I. at 7 Years of Age which occa- 
fioned a great difpute among the Nobility, who fliould 
be eleftcd Vice-Roy. The Competitors were, Archibald 
Earl of Dou^las^ the greateft Man at thit time in Scot" 
land for Wealth aod Power ; and Alexander Ltvingjion 
and William Creighton^ who were both of good Fa- 
milies, and had obtained great Reputa? and Authority, 
by their prudent Management of affairs under the former 
King. The Nobility were molt for them, and declined 
the Earl of Duuglas^ as being too formidable to the 
King's thcmfelvcs, fo that Alexander Levingjlon 
Was chofen Regent, iindWilliani<^re!f^kton Chancellor; 
the Convention was fcarccly diilbivcd, when the Peace 
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w«s broken by Faftions, fo that the Chancellor kept 
with the King in Edinburgh CaiUe and the Kc^^nt with 
the Qiiccn at Sterling, 

-DOUGLAS being fretted at his DiiTapointment, 
was pleafed to (•c thcfc Diforders, and the Men in -4«- 
^fl«^«/e, who were under his Command, drove Booty 
from the neighbouring Countries in a Hoftile Manner, 
which he was fo far from redreffing on the Regent and 
Chancellor's Letters that he forbid any under hisCommand, 
to antwer, if fummoned to the Courts of Juftice ^ alledg- 
ing. That he alone had the Power of judginjgthem accor- 
ding to Royalties granted his Predeceitors, fo that all on 
this Side Fortb was in a Flame, the Regent and the Chan- 
cellor iffuing Proclamations againft one another. 

I N the mean Time the Queen cunningly got her Son, 
the young King out of the Chancellors Hands, thus: 
t' Coming to EdMurgh Caftle on pretence of giving 
** him a Vifit, fbe inlinuated fo far into the Chancellor, 
*t as to learn all hisDefigns, and have free Converfation 
*t with her Son, whom flie perfwaded to leave the Chan-. 
w ccllor: in order to which pretending (he was going to 
« a Country Church, to perform a Vow, fte delircd 
<* that (he might have leave to go out of the Caftle be-* 
" tiroes: which being f»:ranted, (be carried her Son with 
*t her in a Trunk, an^ before his Servants mifs'd him, 
1* ftipp'd him off at Leitby and ere Night arrived at S.er* 
tc lifjg-, where they were joyfully received, ^thc Qiieens 
tf- Wifdoin commended, and the Chancellors former Re- 
** putation blafted, 

H E was accufed as the Author of all the Diforders ; 
and it was agreed in Council,to beficge him in Edinburgh 
Caftle; wheretipon he craved Aid of I5oftrg/tfj, who re- 
turned him Anfwer, That if both he and the Re jcnt fell 
in the Conteft, the Publick would lofc nothing; by 
which, both Parties being terrified,. they clapt up an 
AiTrecment, and the Chancellor furrendred the Caftle, 
Bat in a litle time after, Vnuglaf died opportunely for 
them all , tho' his* Son William gave them no little Dif- 
turbance. At the f*me time, the Ijlanders invaded the 
Continc^nt, deftroying all before them, in a moft bar- 
barous Manner : To. all thefe Miferies, there was an 
Acceffion of Famine and Pcftilence^ fo violent, it killed 
♦hofe whom it feizcd, one in a Days timCj and continue<J 
I /J Years.

So that anAnny being raifed under the con«c 
dudt of Eaxl the of NorthtitfAetland$ and one Jirtf7>r,who 
had gainM much Reputation for Coaduft and Valour a« 
gainft the French fiitf pafsed the River Solvmy and AH'^ 
nan^ And encamped by the River Sars in Scotland^ fendr 
ing out Parties to plunder Che Country. The Day of 
Battle being come, the Earl oiNortbaffAerland com^ 
manded the main Body of the En&lffi)^ 2liain commanded 
the left, and Penninpon the Weljb^ who made the Rights 
VotfgUsEatlofOrfftond commanded the main Body of 
the Scots. Wallttct of Craigy encountered MaiH^ and 
JKtf9ctVe/and Jobnfion attack^ Penninpon.

^AMES III. the 104th ICingof Scotland^ who began 
^ his Reign about 7 Tears of Age, the Kobles Rear- 
ing Fealty, to him in Kel/9. After which he was carried 
to Zdinhurgb Caftle, under the "tutelage of his Mother, 
till thcMeeting of the States. But the firft Thing that the 
Nobles did was, to invade il«^/tf;«j, which they ravaged 
as far as they could, in that Seafon of the Year* and re« 
turned with great Booty, having demolifhed many Cailles, 
That fame Tear, King Rtfity of England being ovcr- 
cpme by the Duke of Tor*, fled into Scotland^ and fought 
Afliftance ; delivering up Berwick to the Scots at the 
fame Time* the better to engajge them ; and treated of a 
Marriage betwixt the Prince of Wales and King '^ames^ 
Sifter, which took no EfFe6t. 

The States oi Scotland being met,tbefe was a great Dif« 
pute, who fhould be Regent during the iUng^j Minority; 
The Qiieen claimed it as her Due; but 'jatnss Kennedy 
Biihop of St Andrews^ a Popular Man and Perfon of 
great Gravity, together with bouglas Earl of Angus^ 
thought it flt, that the States fhould chufe one,and of this 
Opinion, were molt of the Nobility. The Matter was like 
to have liTued in a War, the People difdainingic asa 
thing unp re fidented, to be under the Government of a. 
Woman ; But it wa^ at laft takjsn up, thus. The Parlia- 
ment chofe a certain Number for Regents, of which one 
half were the Queen's Friends, and the other KennedyH

fofc that he alone ought to have the Power of punifliingj 
rar<^oning and Regarding" \ whereupon he nominate^ 
^ifiiops and Abbots^ which were formerly chofen by 
)^eii Canons and Societies, hut patrid Graham having 
jpb^ained the PopeTs Bull to be Le^aius a Latere and Pri- 
vate of all Slcotland^ the Kinc fent an Order of Council 
o hinder the Execution of hi^ Office, and <t laft, outed 
^im of hisBiOioprick, and kept hiip PrKonei: to his Dneach* 
Ip liLpCJohn (if the Ides took Arms, apd leized foipe 
provinces, butfubmitted atlaft. 
AFTER this a War was like to happen betwixt the Scots 
and Eifi;lfjbt who had rifled a Ship belonging to Jamet 
^fiptedy^ the biggeft which ever had beep fean upon the 
pceaii, but upon iZeflitutioQ, the Matte^ was made up'. 
The Kiiiij after this, liftning to Wizards, who told hiip, 
that he (hould fall by his own^ubje^hjhe reje^ed theCoun- 
cil of his Nobles, ;ind governed all by the Advice of ineaii 
Perfons particularly one Robert Cochran^ i^ho for his great 
f tiength of Body, and audacity of Mind, was of an prdir 
nary Tradefman made a great Courtier- The Kobilitf 
ponfultin^ how to lid the Court of fuch Cattel were dif- 
'covcred, and fohn the King's Youngcfl Brother, rpeakin|« 
too boldly of the ftate of Affairs, was feizM by the King's 
j>wj^ Domeftkk Council, and ordered tQ bled to be Deaths 
Alexander -f his Brother, was alCo imprifoned, butefcap? 
cd to France. 

' A little after, an Agreement was made. That CecUiif 
p AKighi^t to Edward of Eftglandy fbouJd be married t0 
jKing "^fimesH Son, and accordingly Hoftages were ex? 
^hanged ;' but a War quickly followed, the Scots being 
ftirred up to it by the Fremhy and t^tE^gliJh by Dot^glas 
itnd Ale^andex^ the Kings's Brother, both then io Efi^^ 
land ': ^ So that King Jawer levied an Aimy, and marchr 
^d as far as Lawder^ to invade En^land^ much again;^ 
|he Mind of the Nobrlity, highly dif&tisfied with his Go- 
yernmeftt and Miniops ; whereupon Arcbihald "Douglas 
i|. «F-<4gff»r having affem bled the Nobles in the Church, 
ifeout Midnight, ' made a long jSpcech to them, complainr 
f ftg of the Counfellors and the State of Aifairs,, and adr 
yifed them tp ^riyc thofc Felloes from about the King, 

Wbicl^ 
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Wbicb was aigreed on ; an4iU the Chief of the KobiliCf^ 
withltheir Friends, weie marcjiing towards the Riog^s Pa* 
viIioD,to feize his evil Councillors and judge them before 
the Army. Tiic K» upon Kotice of their Mccting^fentCoc*. 
rain to know what was the Matter, but in his way,Di)iK?. 
Us taking him by his Gold-Chain delivered him to the 
MarflialU and going forward to the King's BediChamber* 
where his Autboritf met with no Oppoiition, he took the 
reft of the Councilloirs, carried them out, and tried themi 
before the Army ; where the Soldiers were fo eager foe 
their £Kecution> that they offered their Bridle Reins to 
hang them. The principal Thing iaid to their Charge, 
were. That they advifed the King to coin bafb Money, 
to cut off his Kindred, and confult Wizards* 
THE Execution being done, the Army was Difbanded, 
the King having no Confidence in them nor they in him« 
Alexander the King's Brother, perfwaded the King of 
ingUncHo invade the Scots during thefc their Diflcntiona 
and he withRicbard Duke of Glocefter the ITing's Brother 
came with an Army as far as Editiburgb', Berwick hav« 
ing furrendered to them in their March. The King ftut 
hiwfcif up in the Caftle, but the Nobility concerned for 
the publick Safety, raifed an Army, and begun a Twatv 
with the Ens^iyb Genera], whom a great many Scats had 
joined out of Love to the King's Brother ; and de^rcS^ 
That the Marrige fo long promifed, betwixt King Ed* 
'Wiirii's Daughter and King ^a^us^s Son^ might be con* 
fummated : To which, the Duke of Gloeefier Mnfwer" 
ed. That his Commiffioh was to have the Dowry repaid, 
andtheCaftleofBerii^/c^^reftor^d, which was agreed to 
and the Caftle accordingly furrend ered A^g z$th^ HSa, 
and Alexander the Kinffs Brother^ was, by Intercefiion df 
the Nobilit)', reconciled and made Regent. ButthcCour* 
tiers accufing him of too much Populairity, he was fore, 
cd to retiie again and was condemned in his Abfencn. 
A little after, he and fames "Douglas invaded Scotland 
with 5:00 Horfc, but were defeated;* 

A feven Years Truce being concluded betwixt the Enjt* 
lijh and Scots^ and James llh having buried his Virtuous 
Queen, and loft his Brother Alexander the fame Year : 
he returned to his former Courfes, excluding the No- 
llity, and advancing Upftarts, The Chief of the Court' 
Paftion, was 'John Ram/ay, who had efcaped the Pate 
pf his QQmme$ at latfdfr becaufc of his Toutfj^ and wa / 
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became To istollerabirpioud, tbit tbe NobilJtr^coUl j not 
Cndiue hitn. Tbe King eodeavouted to cijole fome 
of the Nobles, ihn he might Terze and cut them off one 
byorlc, and difcoveied his DeJtgn to Georjc Dcir^^ai E. 
of A«ga!, Ihiaitiog to engage biio in it. The Esrl ,dif- 
ls(>aded him fiom fo trescbcrom and bafe an Attempt, 
and pretending to put him in a Method of revenging him- 
■felf JegaliTi he acquaioted the reft of the Nobility wilh 
theit Da^cr. 

THE KinitfindiDghimrelf difcovered, prefently wok 
Anns, and the Nobles did the like, chufmg the King's 
Son the i I General, whowaaeafily pcifwaded, left the 
Kingdom might be given up te the Sugiijb. The Krng 
by (hisTimc hadre-palTed the ForfJi, and encamped at 
BUckfitJi, baving wiit to the French King and Pope for 
Atnftancc ; But the Nobility ptcft'd on to Battel, where 
they bad the I>iradvantage at Jirft, but at length gainM 
the Viciory, the King himfelf being flain in the Flight; 
tfter which, the Nobility afMmbled> ud created hU

njfo' fubmitted ; and witiihisTwo Ships broutrht into 
tiiib s Snglifi Men-of-War, fenc by King Edward 'o 
plunder "the Cutftj ; and foon after engaged Sir Stephen 
Bail, fcBt by the fame King to repair theforffler Afl'roDt; 
KDd after an obflinatcFisht, the Srgl'Jb Ships diswing 
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more Water than his, ftranding at the Mouth of the Ri* 
ver Tay^ ht madebimfelf Mafier of theiHy and towed 
them to Dundee^ Au^uH 10 1^90* 

THE People of the North ol Scotland^ upon ' the 
Kevrs of this fecond Vi^ory) returned to their Homes* 
Whereupon the young King called a Parliament, wherein 
he fbe wed Co much Moderation, that the difseating Par- 
ties ftrove to fliew him their llove and Duty:; who^to 
(hew his Grief fori his Father^s Dsath^ wore an Iroa 
Chain round his W;ifie, to which he added a Link every. 
Year. 

ABOUT this Time Veter Warieck arrives in Scotland 
|ind cajoiPd the Council, with a cunning Harrangue, into 
a Belief that he was the Prince he pretended, lawful Heir 
to the Crown of England z Whereupon he was honour- 
ably treated, and King 'fames gave him his Kinfwomanv 
Daughter to the l^-oi Huntley^ in Marriage, andaftfted 
.him with an Army to invade ^figUnd^ wherewith he 
plundered j^erthumBerland ; but King 'fames perceiv- 
ing that the EngHJb did not join him b^gan to fmell the . 
Cheat. King Henry of England prepared to revenge this 
Injury, but was prevented by an Infurre6lion at Home. 
King *}ames invaded England again, but to little Purpofe: 
and a little after, Hialas^ a Spanijh Ambafsador. who 
came to treat of a Marriage with Prince Arthur of 
England was de^red to mediatea Peace : About which 
.they had a Meeting at fedhurgh in Scotland where the 
Knglijh demanded the .Surrender of Peter Warieck^yrhich 
King Jantes refuled ; fo that it ended in a Truce foe 
fome Months, during which Warhecl^ was fent fent out 
of Scotland : A little after, a Peace was made, and. 
An. lyoo, Margaret 'Di\3Lghtet to SenryVltof England 
was betrothed to King James. 

AFTER the Marriage the King fpent his Tnnein 
Tournaments, to which rcfort^d many Foreigners ; an J 
then applied himfelf to building of Ships,3 of which wctc^ 
of an extraordinary Bulk, be/ides mafty of a middle Rate; 
One of the great ones was the biggeft thaN until thenl, 
ever appeared in the Ocean ; whereupon the Kings 6i 
England and France driving to outvie him, built each 
of them one fo great, that they were perfectly ufelefs, _ 
KING fames having thus exhauiled his Trcafurest, 
. he revived the old Cuftom of Wardftip, which was, to 
have theDifpofill of Miooxs Eft^tcs until they were of Ap:e ^ 

whick 
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which, though a gtt^t Grievance to the Country, yet 
io great was their Love to this Prince, that thef did not 
take Arms. The King, that he might honourably lay by 
this Exaction, and abridge his Expences, refolved on 4 
Voyage to 'jirujalem^ to atone fof having carried Arms 
»gainft his Father ; but was hindered on this Following 
Occafion.

KING James refolved to Side with neither, yet was 
tnore inclined to the French, and fent hi' Fleet a Pre* 
fent, to Ann Queen of France that it might feera rathec 
'9. Mark of Friendftip, than a deiigned real Afliftance. 
"Alt the Scotch Clergy, bribed with French Gold, en* 
deavoured to alie&ate his Mind altogether from thefi^-^ 
$ifi), An^Fornuin'Bifkioif of Murray was fept iatoEiv^ 
fdnd to pick a Qparrel m demanding a Legacy of great 
Value, left by Prince Arthur to his Sifter the Queen of 
IScots^ but this Pe£gn mifcairied by IFe^ry VIU^ milcl 
Anfwer. . 

I N the mean Time fames Earl of Arran, being fent 
Admiral of the Flee^fprFrrfuce,. did purpofely linger till 
the French laid a^de tlteir Naval Preparations ; but at 
length arriving at Breji the great Ship above-mentioned 
was unrigged, and left there to rot. 

I N the mean Time, the Murther of Robert Kerr, Lord 
Warden of the HiddU'-Marches of Scotland, by the 
Englijb'% at a folemn Border-meeiing ; and the AiEiir <k 
Andrew Barton, a Famous Scotch Sea-Captain, who 
was killed and his Shijp taken by ISov^ard, Admjral of 
England in a Time of Peace, occa£oned a perfc6t| Rup- 
ture. So that the Earl Kum€ invaded the Borders of 
^ngland^^tid brought thence a rich Booty^butj loft a great 
Number of Ills Men in an Ambu(h : And I^JIfofrethe 
French Ambalfadof, with the AiRftance of the Clergyt 
prevailed with the King to declare a War with England 
by Sea and Land^ upon the Accounts above-mentioned, 
iiUenry VIII. did not defift from his War againft France 
and the Duke of Guelderland* To which that Prince 
returned a fierce Anfwer. 

WHEREUPON King James raifcd an Army ; 
bu( as he yf9s at Y^tr^^ al JW/^/jri'j^w-Cbttrch, an 
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SiQicieAt Man, his Hair of the colour of Amber, ^ith a 
very venerable Afpeit, cloathe.d in a country Habit, 
with a Linnea Girdle round his U^aftc, preifed through 
^he Crowd ; and coming to the King told him» that he 
was fent to to warn him not to (>rocecd, and to abfhim 
from the^familiarity and Council of Women : pther* 
wife, that he and his Followers /hould not Profper. 
Having Cpokcn thus he difappeared, , no ^ody kne^ how, 
^ays Buchafuiftt who had the Relation fropi 'David Lindr 
Jay of. the Muunti an fiye- Witncfs. The King potwith- 
ftandioj marched on ; thaugh, according to others he 
had a (e/cond Warping at '^dhurgbj frojn a Sfeihum i. 
which encrij}gthe Hall where he and his Nobles were 
jcarrouiing, wrote thus upon the MLantle-Piece ;

glebed his Aflairs ; fo that his Army wanting Proviiioos, 
ideflBrted arpace, i^o&e but a few of the Nobility with 
their Friends and Vaffals, and thofe alfo difgufted, ftay* 
k ing in the Camp* The grcateft Part « dvifed him not to 
fpendhis Time fo difgracefullv, but to attack BerwzV*, 
which he might eaUly take^ but he was deaf to their 
Counfel. 

W Hjt LS T Matters were thus, the EftgUJio challcngea 
?hem to fight ; and they calling a Council of War, the 
M^r Part were for his returning Home, and not ven- 
turing: a Battle with fo fmall a Force ; alledging that he 
had done enoujgh already to oblige Wrance : But tbe 
French Ambafladorsand the bribed Courtiers prevailed 
lirithhimtoftay. 
• T H is £^//jZ> not coming on the Day appointed, the 

Scots Npbili ty deiired the King again to return Hom*^ ^ 
feeing now he might dp it with Honour : ttlWi^g him that 
the EnglJjb delayed on purpofe, becauife they knew his 
\ Army woUld moulder away through Difcontcnt : Or, i% 
* ke would flot take that Advice' they prcfs^d him to fcizc f 
/jcigjhbouxing Bridge, wJiich might cuiiiy be ficfcndcd by 
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his tgre«t Gun;, and would prevent the Englrjh patfioff 
the. River Til. 
TO all which ht anfwcrcd furioufly, that he would iS^ht 
the Knglijby were thfefXooooo ftrong. Whereat the 
Kobili^ being offended, Vou^las Eaii of Angui fupc- 
jTiour^o the reft in Age and Authority, endeavoured 
S to perfwade him, but in vain, the King in great Anger 
* biddinghimgo Home if he was afraid. Upon which the 
«nti^nt Nobleman wept; an^ having acquainted him 
that his former Behaviour hade vfdenced to the World 
he \^as no Coward, forewarn^ him of the Hazard 
^"^ he ra^, and took his Leave leaving his Sons and Valvals 
^ i»lcdgfes of his Fidelity to his King and Country. The 
* >* reft of the Nobility finding themfelvesinferiour in Knm- 
bcr, prevailed at laft with the King to encamp his Army 
tdvantageoufly ; which the Eftglifo perceiving, marched 
as if they intended to invade Scot Una j and fo drew King 
< *jfaf»es from that Poft, and at laft they met at Floddcn" 
HiU. The E^lijb divided into two Armies, cither almoft 
equal to the Scots : One of the Bodies wiiS commanded 
. by Admiral Thomas Howard., Edward Howard^ and 
jkarmaduH Confiailt^ the other by the Earl of Surrey 
the General, "Edward Stanely^ and the Lord Datres. 
Kinc James led on the main Body of the Scots^ the Earls 
of Huntly^ and Bume commanded the Right Wing, the 
Earls of Lennox and Ar^yle the Left, Hephurn^ with 
the Nobility of J>fibrtf«, being left Rcfervcs. The Ger- 
' dons foon rbuted the left Wing of the EnzHJh^^nA Lennox 
and Ar^le^ encouraged by their Succcfs, broke their 
Kanks, and fell on in great Diforder ^ which occaiioned 
not oQly their own, but the Ruin of the whole Army, 
"though the King's Body and Hefhurns Brigade fought 
ftoutly. The Battle continued till Night, that both Ar- 
mies withdrew, neither knowing who had the "Vifto- 
ly ; Co that the Lord Hume and his Men remained en- 
tire, gathering the Spoil at leifure. 

B tr T next morning the Lord Dacres being fent out 
with a Party, to get Tidings of the Enemy, finding ttic 
Scots Cannon left, publiflied the Viftory with great

C ON C K R N I N G the Wng of Scotland^ the E^^- 

lifi) (ay he was kiljedinv Battle ; but the Scots and parti- 
cularly one of^is Servants, from whom Buchanan had

The Scots loft j-oop 
Men, as appeared hy the Parifli-Regifters ; the Eftglijb 
an equal Number* but moft Common Soldiers ; whereas 
abundance of the Scotch Nobility fell, having followed 
Aljixanckr l^lfbinfiofty who in Countenance Stature and 
Habit was very like the^King. and fell with Jiim ; whofe 
Body being found, was given out to be the King's, The 
Scots wcxc more fenilble of this Lofs for the Quality than 
Kumber of the Slain, fcarce any left to govern their 
Couatj-y io their t(icQ Diftrcfst 
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^ AME S V. the io6tb King of Scotland^ was pro- 
^ claimed by the Parliament's Order, after ihis Father's 
Death, when he was but 2. Years of Age, The Regency 
was nominally in the Queen, according to her Husband^s 
Dcfirc in his Will, ^efore he went to the Battle, fo long 
as ftie lived unmarried ; which tho* contrary to Law, was * 
fubmittcdunto foi: Peace fake in thatjunftiirc. She wr^ to 
her Brother, K. Henry VIII of Eftj^land^ defiring that he ' 
would rather Proteft her and her Son, than invade their 
Country j which he granted. Bat Ihe f*on loft her Re- 
gency, by her Marriage with Arcbihmld "Bougtas Earl of 
Ang^s^ and the Nobility were divided about chufinij 
another in her Room ; but at length pitched upon John 
Duke oi Albany n then in France being Son to AUitander 
\. Bf other to King^tf^re/'llf. and accordingly he was tent

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Ffdncir ifty King Of Francei and in a full AffcmMy dt 
the Nobiliij^ wis conftitutcd Regent; The Kingdom Was 
Quickly diftraftcd into Factions ; Archibald Douglas E. 
of Angus being reckoned dangerous, becaufe populai^ 
and ailhed with Effgland: The Lord Hj^^e. called ia 
Queffion for his Bchaviouf at Flodden • So that they,- 
togetlier with the Qticen, £ed into Sft^Undi w&ich o- 
hWgtd tfec Recent tacxcufc himfcJf to King Henry VIII* 
Wheredfpon the Queen and her Hufband went back again. 
JSume raifing an Infurredlion, did afterwards fubmit; 
but breaking Che Peace again^ be and his Brother were 
taken and executed. 

THE Recent, after this,- deiired Le^ve tof pafs inW 
Fraftcci lti\rtn^ y Deputies to govern m his Abfeoce \ 
and carried the l^ons of the principal Nobility with him^^ 
as Hoftagfes. Thefe Deputies fell out among themfelvesi 
and the Nobility of the Weft confpired againft ArchiUU 
'Dou^las^ but were wof fted. 

THE Rei^ent returned after Five Years Abfen^e, and, 
raifed an Aimy a^jLinftl^^land^ but wasoppofedby the 
Nobility, and obliged to a Truce. Wheifeapon he wcnf 
for France^ and during hiJ Abfence, and the Inteftine 
Divifionsvthe fiarlof AVrreyV with iaooo Men, befldcs . 
a great N'umber of Volunteers, over- ran the South of 
Scot/and; whence he returned with a great Booty. The 
Scots plundered thcN'ortbern Counties by way of I^eprife 
and the Earl of Siirrty invaded them again. But 500 of 
£is Horfe, frightned in the Night, no Body knows how^ 
ran through and difordered his Camp fo* that lie retiredP 
without any further Attempt. 

THE Regent arrived from France with' 5:0 Ship?, 
3000 Foot, and 100 Curafiiets, having narrowly efcap- 
tdtht Efislifio Fleet, which lay in waid ioi him. The 

fcots were divided, the Q^een and her Fa6Hon perfwa- 
ed to a Breach with France ; but the French Fac- 
tion prev^ailed, by infilling oii this ; That tlie En^ItJh de- 
iigned to make a Con^udlf of the Scots as Edward I« Had 
done when fworn to decide the Controverfie betwixt 
the Bri^ce and Balio/y according to Lav/ and Equity. So 
that the Regent marched with another Army againft Eng" 
land^ but the Soldiers xefufed to enter it ; fo that he was 
forced to content himfelf with the taking of one Caftle, • 
andpItmdcjdiiDStheBQrdeaf.- After wtu^hybe usdeirtpolc 
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fbird Voyige iRtoFranea Puriog his Abfeoce the Toung 
King took the Government upon himfelf* 

A P T £ R this, . Arcbihuld Dougids Earl of Angus^ 
tetuxned from IPrance^ through Englandi with Htnry . 
Villus Leave^ who was weli pleafed that the Duke of -^. 
Albafiy was degraded, becaufe an aftive Perfonw But the 
EarlinalittleTimofeizedthe Young King, and by the 
AiRftanceof two more^ whom he quickly outed^ ma- 
naged the Government : At which the Nobility being 
diuontented, they endeavoured to deliver the King out 
of his Hands ; but fome of them were defeated in the 
Attempt, Jufy aa, 15:2.1. ^ ^ ^ 

A P T £ R this fBbn Stuart Eirl of Lenmx rehsired 
the Deiign^ with the King^ Confent $ but his Party was 
woffted, and he himfelf ilain^ But at glenth the King 
efcaped from the "Dottglaffes by Night aAd hy Proclama** 
tion forbad them the Adminlftration of the Government^ 
or to coine within ta. Miles of the Court, u|»on Pain of 
Death. After whichf Calling a'Parllament, he out-laW* 
ed the Earl, and others of the DoUgUffes ; who there- 
upon took^4rms, bitt not able to make Head agarnft bim, 
retired to EtigUnd^ whence thejr procured Ambafladort 
to mediate an A^recment.r Afril 24 2^32,. the King 
appointed i^ Judges for deciding Law^iuifs ; which' 
was looked upon as Arbitrary and TyfannicaL that the 
Eftates of the 8ubje6b ibould be committed to thePleafure 
of I5r Men. However, thefe judges, to gratifies the 
Pqpe, were fevere againft the Lutherans : And the Pope, 
to gratific the King, gave him a Years Tithes of all 
Parfonages. 

THIS fame Year the Englijb Invaded Scofland^hz^ing 
made a Peace with France^ whexein the [Scots were not 
included. The main Caufe pretended for the War was^ 
to have the Doug/affcs reftored. Kin^ ^amfs^ that he 
might prepare againft thi^ Storm, divided his Kingdome 
into Pour Parts , ordering them to relieve each other, 
and manage the War by Turns .Whereupon y King U€nry 
fading himfelf disappointed, dealt with the French to 
mediate a Peace ; which was eiFe6led.r After which. 
King Jdfnes traafadted with the Emperour and French 
Kin^abouta Match, which the Hamiltons cndeavourecl 
t5 hinder^ becaufe they were next Hexrs to the Crown* 
The King of Frdfice^s eldeft Daughter being dead a Httle 
before^ wh^m he w« oblisp^ la havo martied to King 
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James^ by theLeigne he refufed him the Second, under 
pretence of Infrm it jr. The Eznperour Char Us made him 
an Offer of Mary Queen Do laager oi Hungary ^ Mar^ of 
Fartugal^ ox Mary of England ^ his Niece by his Sifter 
Catharine* King James aofwered) Though the laft was 
moft Advantageous, it would be incumbered with fo ma- 
ay Delays, that it was not for him, beiag the laQ of his 
Family, to live fq long unmarried : and therefore de- 
manded another of his Kieces, the Daughter of CbriJUan 
King of Denmark % but fhe was J^romifed to. another. In 
the mean Time the French King offered him Mary of 
Bourhon^ but King fi'e^ry, toput^ftop to that Match^ 
font him xo Books of Controverfie in Divioity, and hj his. 
AmbafTador^ deilred an Interview ; prorniilng to make 
him Duke of Tar^, to £:ivc him bis Daughter in Marriage, 
and to Declare him Vice-Roy of Eiar^/a/i^. 

9 E I K Q allujrcd with fuch fair Promifcs> he appoin- 
ted * Day for the Interview; but the H^w?7/oi^^, for 
the Caufe abovementioned, and the Priefts for Fear of 
Cheir Religion ( then on the declining Hand in Scotland ) 
prevailed with him to break the Appointment; frighting 
him with the Carriage of the EngJiJb to King James I* 
whom they kept Priforicr i8 Tears, though he landed in 
their Country in a Time of Pe«ce ; And their having en-. 
ticed William King of Scotland to London<, an^l then car- 
ried him over to France-, as if he had come to affift them 
againft his ancient Ally the French King; H^nry VllX.^ 
took the Di^apointment in great DiCd^in, as ji^ftly he 
might. 

I N the mean Time, K. J^mes weary of a.lingle Life,* 
failed on a fudden into France^ and having feen Mary 
of Bourbon in a Difguife^did not like her,fo made ftraight 
for the French Court, ( which tho' {urprizcd at his com- 
ings entertained him honourably, ) and on the '2.6tb of 
November^ amtiicd Magdalen Daughter of Francis I, al-. 
moft againft that Princes Wijl ; but they had contraftcd 
fuch Friendftiip by ^eflengers that when they had feen 
one another, there was no diverting them. Bwigmarfiec? 
he arrived in Sect land on the 7:S^b of May 15: 37^ where 
the Queen died of a Heftick Fever in July after 5 at 
which, all but the Priefts, who dreaded her, as being 
brought up by the Qj of N'avarre^ wcte fo exceedingly 
grieved, that they went in Mourning, not i^fcd until thci\ 
itiScGtl^ndf 

THE 
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THE King- whi 1ft in France^ prcfaging the Lofs of 
his Wffc^ had caft his Eye on Mary of Guife^ for whom, 
he fcnt Ambaffadors, and on the iztb oijune the enfuing 
Year, (he arrived fn Scotland^ and was publickly Kir- 
ried. 

I N i^^9t foin6 were burned, fome banifhcd^ and o* 
thers irnprifoned for Lutberanijm ; amongft the latter 
wis Georp;e Buchdnan^' who when his Keepers, were a- 
flecp^ made his Efcape out at a Window 2 theMufcs ac- 
cording to a certain Author, letting him down by a Cord. 
In two Years Time> the Queen was Mother of Two Sons^ 
add the King finding theSacce^on eftabliflied, began to 
flight the Nobility, applying his Mind to fumptuous and 
unneceffary Buildings, for which* i^anding in need of , 
Money, ^he Nobles and Clergy both afraid of him, endea^ 
voUred to ward oflfthe Tempeft, each complaining of 
their Poverty, and magnifying the other's Riches ; the K* 
liftned to both, and fo kept them in Sufpence betwixc^ 
Hope and ^cgir4 

1 N the mean Time^ King Henry VlII. deiired another 
Interview at Torli^ wbicB the Priefts were mortally afraid! 
of, and prevented, hy promifiuc him^ 300Q0 Ducats iii 
Gold annually, and their whole Eftatcs, if need required | 
adding moreover, that he ihight quickly fill bis Trea-- 
furc, by profecutifig the Lmhcrans according to Law,ro 
that he conftituted "Jamts Stiwdlien Baftard Son to the 
Earl of Arran Judge over the LutberAns\ but he bting 
accufcd of a Defign on the King^s Life, was foon aftcf 
executed. From that Time forward the King, being: 
fufpicious of the Nobility, was much ttowhltd With 
f.ightful Dreams, one of them very remarkable, viz* 
That he Ctw Ja?ftes Hamilton above-mentioned, run at 
him with his Sword, and fir ft cut off his Right, then his 
Left Arm, threatning alfo to take away his Life in a little 
Timt. Being awakened hy the Fright, and J^ondcrin^ 
on his Dream, News was brought him that his Two Sons 
were dead j one at St Andrews^ and the other at Sttr^ 
lifjg- 

A T the fame Time Uenry VIIL being affronted at the* 
Diffappoinfments above tnentidned, feat to invade the 
Borders of Scotland without denouncing War, and Re- 
paratioHr though demanded, was not made. Hcrelipen 
King '^anttf prepared for W«r, and yet fent to tttAt^ 
aboutaPeac^> but without Effcft* The S;v^//^ received 
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a fncill Defeat on the Borders, and King JaiHeswsit very 
eager to give their Aim>' Battle, but the Nobles were 
againft it,wheieat thsKing was fo incenfed,that he called 
them Cowards ; adding That they were unworthy of 
their Anceftors, and had betrayed him. He was alfo 
highly enraged againit George Gordon Earl of Ky^ntly^ 
whom he had fcnt with loooo Men to obfeive the Ene- 
my"^ Motions, becaufe when the Englijbt on his Ap- 
proach, had repaffM the Twede in Difordcr, leaving 
(eveial of their Colours behind them he did not purfjue 
th^m; Maxwell to appeafc the King's Anger, ofFerM, if 
he might have loooo Men, to invade the weftern Bor- 
ders of Efi^land\ he would do- coniiderable Service ; 
which ^■'oubtlefs he had effetled, if the King, incenfed 
againlfethe Nobility,, had not given a fecret Commiffion 
to Oliver Sinclaref a private Gentleman, to be General 
when be came into the lilneicics Couatry ; dciigning 
thereby to deprive the Nobles of the Glory of the Vic- 
tory. . 

AND accordingly, when the Army had entcr'd Eng" 
land J and voo Etfgl/Jb }loiic appeared on the neigh- 
bouring Hill?, Oliver was proclaimed General by his 
Party V ap which the Army, cfpecialy Maxwell^ was fo 
inuch difgufled, that they broke their Ranks, and fell 
together by the Ears. The Epglijb pe/ceiving their Dif- 
ordcr, attacked them with a Shout, and drove Hoifc, 
Foot and Baggage into the next Mari/hes, where they 
were taken Pr Hone rs by the Eftg//Jh^ but more by the 
Scotch Moff- Troopers, who fold thenj to the Enemy* 
This News bejng brought to the King, his Mind was 
diftra^lcd between Anger and Grief; and complaining 
of theperfidioufncfs of hi^ People, died in a manner of 
a Phrenzy,' having a little before his Death, which was 
T>eccmUr i^tb^ ?S'42.v had the News of the Birth of his^ 
Daughter MART^ who fucccededhim*

MART (STU ART) Queen xjf Seotiand.'^As

'tames. Eari of Arraft^ was chofen Regent* , ^ , 

■N O T loDff after. Sir Ratpb Sadler came m an Em- 
baffy from King Henry VIII. of E^rlan3 to treat of a 
Match bet\veen the young Queen of Scdtj, jnd his 8aft, 
which was anreed on in Parliament, an* Holtages pro- 
mifed for Ratification, (o that a very advantageous Pd ace 
feeraed to be fettled betw-xt the Kingdoffl^; but the Car-, 
dinaland Bilbops, dreading a Change <:)fRel{gioni did* v.< v. 
i ' bv prefliug the ancient League with Fr4me, the old En- 

mity with K;^^/««^. and the Decree of the Council of 
CoJiaance, That Faith was not to be kept with Here- 
It ticks, of which Number tfeey reckoned U^r y \IIU 
i prevail d with the Popifb Faftion, at that Time m oft 
' Powerful, to break the Agreement ; and not only fo* 
r but influenced thofe of Quality, who bad been taken at- 
Solan^Mofe^ and fuffcred to come Home : on their Parole 
9 of Honour, either to efFeftudtc the Match, orretitrn to 
r PriCon, to violate their Faith,, and abandon the Hoftage^ 
' whici they had given for tlieir Fidelity, the CardinaU

lick League. King He#;r;,VIU. being thus Jiiftly en rag^ 
ed affainft the Scots^ yet to evidence what eftecm he had 
for Vertue did not only fet at Liberty, but honourably fc4 
W^tdedthc Earl of C#/x. whoco.ntrary to ^^l^^f^^ 
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ci*^ations, kept his Promife, and return^ fo PriTon. la 
the mean TimCy all the Scots^ki^s in B^jglijb ^oits were 
arreiled, and War denounced againlt the Nation, whrch, 
tho^ in hazard of a forreign Enemy, was broken in 
Piec-s by intcftine Difcords, betwixt the Hamilton"*! and 
Qf.een Vowager^, and therefore they wrote to the French 
Court, to fend Home Matthew Stuart^ Earl of Lennox^ 
to ballaoce the Rdmiltons^ whofc Enemy he was, which 
- was accordingly done : But Hamilton^ the Regent, hav- 
ing renounced his Religion, an Aggreemenc was patched 
up, and Lennox bafilcd. 

THE Nation being thus io a Ferment, and one Half 
in Oppofition to the other, the Eng/ijh invade them, 
both' by Sea and Land a and after publishing the juft Cauf- 
es of the War, burnt LeitbaLndEdinburgbj and embark* 
cd again for Ensland without Rei»ftance. 

THE Earl oi Lennopc^ after diverfe unfuccesful Ren. 
counters with the Regent, and Queen Dowaj;er'*s Party, 

. then his Enemies, xctixed into En^/andy where he was 
honourably. received, and matched with Henry VllVs 
^KC^MdrgaretDou^las^DiughtcTto hisSiftervK.^tf: IV's 
Widow, by the Earl of An^tis ; and of this Marriage was 

. born HenryStuart^ married afterwards to Mary Queta 

. of Scots i by whom he had ^awi/f VL 

THE JSngljJb invaded Sent/and again, and obliged 
the Regent to a cowardly Retreat^ whilft Archibald 
JOou^ias Earl of Angus^ did gallantly bring off the Can- 
non. This Succefs did fo encourace the ^Englfjb', that 
they talkM of bringing all on this Side F*Brtby under their 
I>oraihion, but were defeated in Teviotdale^ by Nor man 
Lefly^ Son to the ¥.SLrl of Rotheff^ and ^Valter Scot^ un- 
der the Coudu^^of the Dou^lajfes. The French fent 
(ome Ailiftance after this, and an Army was levied againft 
England^ but retired without doing any Thing« 

NEXT followed a cruel Perfecution againft the LU' 
tberans, for reading the N E W-T EST AMENT^ 
which the ignorant Priefts faid, was writt by Martin Im* 
tbtr ; and during this Perfecution, the^ Famous Mr. 

- George Wifiiart fu/Feced, which, amongft other things, 
did fo incenfe the Nation againft the Cardinal, that he 
was furprized, and cut off in his Caflle of St. Andrew Sy 

■ \y Norman Lejly above mentioned, and fome others, 

. who held out the Foi^trefs, till the Regent had the Aifift- 
•nce ef Frc«fi> Gallies, aad then they furrendrcd on 

Tcims, 
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Trrms, Au^ufl Vs'47- About that fame Time the Er^- 
lijb invaded ScotUnd again, but fcnt Letters to pcifwade 
a Pcatc,and the renewing of the Marriage Treaty which 
the Regent and Popifl) Fadlion fuppreffcd, as knowing 
that they would be taking amongft the People^ and the 
bcftof the Nobility, and fo he .advanced agaiuft them 
with 30000 Men, the Earl oi Affgus leading the Van, 
th: iRegent the main Battle, and the Earl of UuntUy 
the Rear. The Earl of An^us marched toward the 
Enemy at the Regent's Orderr, and my Lord Gray with 
the Englifo Horfe, was fentout againft him, but repulfed, 
whereupon they talked of Ret/eating, and leaving the 
Foot, had not their Commanders prevailed with them, in 
point of Honour to iiay.. The Earl oi Angus wheeling 
about ia the mean Time, to receive 'Jumbo with a Bat- 
talion of ^^tfmar^^r^ who was coming to attack him on 
the Flank, the Main Body commanded by the Regent, 
thinking that the Earl of An^us'^s Men had been running, 
fled in good earneft j whereupon the Engliftj perceiving 
it from the Height-, fent out their CavaJry, who made 
great Slaughter among them, and t/ieir prdnance from 
the Ships did gall the Wings of the Scoti Army execd- 
lagly, there fell abundance of Perfons of Quality, and 
ofthe Chief Nobility ; ,but the greatcfl* Slaughter was 
amongjl the Prieilsand Shavelings, who had taken Arms 
for the Catholik Caufe, as thev calpd it. 

THE ErgbUnders went off in Order, nor did the 
Earl of ^;;^5 receive much Damage, but thus the 
Englrjb obtained a wonderful and juft Vidlory, Septew, 
10 1 5:47* near Mujfelhurgb^ after which they deilroycd 
the adjacent Country fortified Tome Places, and re- 
tired, 

T H E T invaded Scotland again, and .fome more 
Adtftancc was fent from France to the Qjiccn I>ow 
ager'^i Party, who fcnt her Daughter thither to be mar- 
ried to the Dauphin. 
SEVERAL Rencounters bappi^ned in the mean Time 
betwixt the .ycoir and ff«^///Jf, with various Succcfs the 
latter had feized Haddmgtony which the Scots bcfieg- 
cd, and the Englijb relieved. The French attempted to 
furprize HaJdingto/t-, but were diifapointed, and repiiK- 
edwith great lofs, nor could they and the Scots agree, 
•but the EnglJfi) retired a little Time ; and afterwards

King, H'lfband to ^far>i Qiiccn of A'car /a?; i/, fi-.c dcli-.Micd 
to return Home, with the advice of hsr Uncles the iiuke 
ofG»//>, aud Cardinal oiLorraiit^ her Natural Brother 
^amesy mentioned in the Life of Mary of Gui/e hex Mo- 
ther, and Famous for his Exploits, did aJ(o go from 
^c<itUudy to invite her Home, and brought a Com. 
jniflionforholding a parliament, toenail: Laws for the 
Good of the Pubiick» 

'rniCH being aflembled, an Amba/Tador arrived 
from France^ demanding that the ancient League might 
be renewed, that with England broke, and the Priella 
icttored to their Prieft-hoods and Dignities; to which 
it wasanfvvcred. That the French had broke the League 
jmd not they \ That as for the ^.eague with Englandx 
they would not break it: And. as lor the Priefts there 
was HO ufc for them in their Ghurcl|:_^ after which, they 
niadc an Aft to demoji/b all the Monafteries. 

THE Qiicen arrived in the mean Time from France^ 
having narrowly efcaped the Englijb Fleet, which, it's 
luppofed, hard a 6ci\i^n to intercept her. 

NOT long after her Arrival, (be fcnt William Matf-* 
land Amh'd{{3Lcior to England^ defiriug that Queen E/za:- 
iibttb Would, by Aft of Parliament, declare her next 
Heireis, after her feif, and Children, if (he hid any, for 
which (l:e ufed many Arguments; to which Qiicen E//- 
zabttbAniwcicdt Tiiat /be expected another kind of Em* 
bifly, and the Confirmation of rhe League at ie/r£), aci- 
cording to her Promife before fbe came from France^ 
That fhe did not take the Defires of the Kobility ami^s, 
who concurred with thofe of their Qiieen, but fhe hcp» 
cd fbo would not take away her Crown, whilft fhe was 
alive, nor ffom her Children, iffbc had any ; but if flie 
hapported to die without IfTiie fbefliould never do any 
thiLg to prejudice her Right, knowing none that flhe 
would prefer before her ; butlbe took if not well, that 
Ireing flic had juft caufe of OfTence, by her having afl- 
rcady ufud the Arms of )Lngland^ Uc. That before any 
Satisfai*lio!i given; flie (bou Id demand to be gratiiicd in 
fo weighty a matter ; adding. That Oie W2& refolvcd to 
be Qiieen of Ej^gland-, as long as fhe lived ; and, if after 
her Death, -any other Perfon had a better Right to it than 
t!ic Qiieen ol Sats it- were imjufl, in her to put an ob- 
It^cicin^heir w^yi and if'thsrc w"e any Law againlt 
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the QufceD of Scots^ it wa&unknown to her ; but fhc yfjis 
(worn at her Coronation, not to change her Subjc^'s 
Laws; however the Queen qfScUf Demand was with- 
out Precedent, and that fhe was not willing to have her . 
Grave Cloaths always before her Eyes ; it being natuwil ' 
for all Men to worfbipthe riling, and not the fettingSun $ 
and fo gave the Scotch Amba/Tador a flat Denial. ^ 

MAT r E R S being thus abroad, Diforders begun 
to rife at Homt^ the Lord Mayor of Edi^hur^h, at his 
being chofen having according to Cuftom,. iflued an Or- 
der, That DO Atiultercr, Fornicator, Maflfemonger, 
Drunkard, or obftinate PapilV, fhould ftay in the Town 
after fuch a Day ; The Qiieen committed the Magiftrats 
to Prifon without Hearing, and ordered others to be chof- 
en, and finding this better digefted than flic imagined, 
(be had her Ma(s publickly folemnized, with all the 
ufual Pomp of the Church oiRome ; whereas, hy Agre- 
ement, it was only to ha^^e been private. To this, flic 
added Guards for her Body, A la Mode de F^rance^ and 
the Court was drowned io Luxury and Vice. Her Nat- 
ural Brother ^<i«fe.r aforefaid, being a great Enemy to 
thbie Praftifes, was fent tompprefs the Thieves on the 
Borders, but really, with a dciign-^ that he fhould fall 
by their Hands, for all the Popjfli Nobility, andi the 
Guijlan Faaion ha^ed him, as the great Patron of Re- 
formation 1 

' GORTJOJSr Earl of Kuntly^ the Chief of the Va* 
fifis^ had a Defigrt to have fciz'd the Queen and mar- 
ried her to one pf his 60ns, as flic was in a Progrcfii 
thraugh the North, with the privity of her IJncIcs the 
Cardinal, and Duke of G2<f//e, as was thought; but he 
was diffappointcd and defeated by lier natural Brother 
Javiest Earl of Murray. 

1 N I s'64., the Earl of Lennox above mentioned, xcS 
turning from Fr4^6e, was'reftorcd to his Eftate, ancl 
his Son If e^ry coming from E^g-Ztf^fi^, became the Queen 
of Scots her Favourite, as being the cor/ielieft Perfoa 
of hif Age.; fo that a Match was talk'd of betwixt them^ 
if Queen E//2^6f//)>s ^confent could be obtained, which 
the Nobility did not much doubt of, bccaufe He and She 
both were equally related to ihc faid Queen, who they.^^ 
thought, would be content to fee her Kinfwoman hum-"" 
bled by fnch a condefcending Match, which would keep 
hej from oyer toppipg her Neight^ours ; "But the un-

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happy Bufincfs of ^/z7> fpoiiccfiU, who being adrancc^i 
from an Italian Mufi;i«n to be fccrctary of State, and 
the Queens Favour^ took upon him to carry on the Match 
•gainft the Minds of the 2S:/f^///b, and without thei^ood 
liking ©f the Scots^ becaufc, he knew, that if the Match 
were made with publick Confeat, he fliould be outcd of 
his Places^ and the Reformation fecured, contrary to the 
Intercft of the Qutfes: And thus perfuading Henry 
Stu*rt^ then created I- Varnly^ a^d D. of Rotbf ay ^ihsx he 
was the caufe of the Queen's cafting herfye upon him ^ 
jgotalfbinto his Favour, and made hisn Knemy to the 
fi^rl oi Murray^ who x^tLlly was the firft that advifcd to 
bring tt€7iry Stuart^ horn Er^Uttdy and was clear for 
the Match, if Queen E/izaietb'^s Confent could have beea 
had) and Religion fecured; but Rrzh prevailed fo far, 
IIS to make the Qiieen, aad Hettry ttuart both think othe-> 
wife, and that Murray de/igned to fcize them. So they 
were married July 28, and the Day after proclaimed 
King and Queen at Edinburgh ; which exceedingly 
difgufted the Nobility and Commons, who complained 
of it AS manifeft Tyranny, to make a King without their 
Confent^ fo that the Chief of the Nobility abfcnted, 
and being commanded to Cou^-t, refufed, whereupon 
both Parties took Arms: But the JErtf/»/V/<'/2''s designing 
tpfettheir Chief on the Throne, and cut off the King 
' and Queen, the reft of the Nobility abhorred it, and in 
their Confereace infiftcd on that Maximof their Anceft* 
ors. That the biddenVices ofVrinces m^bt to he concealed 
the doubtful ones taken ift the heft Senfe^ and tbeir fuh^ 
ItQk Faults fo far horn witb^ as tbey did not endanger 
the RuinofthePuhlJch 

BEING thus divided they were eafily quelled, and 
Rlzio moved that they fiiould be confifcated, that the 
Q. fliould cut off fome of the Chief of the Nobiliy^and en* 
tcrtain Forreign Giinrds i fo Rizio^s Authority daily in- 
creafing, the Queen became alienated from her Husband, 

Snd by Rizioh Advice, he was plaulibly difmifs^d from 
;ourt,her Name fet before his in all publick Writings, and 
Jtiziny with an Iron Seal, was to Inprefs the King's Name 
on Proclamations, whilft he was fcnf with a very fmall 
Retinue, in the height of Winter, to a remote Place : the 
Queen in the mean Time allowing Rizw fuch Marks of 
her Favour, that at laft the King being made fenfible of 
tbcir r<paadaiou5 FamlUuity^ refolved on Ms Dea^h^ ^nand j 

for* 
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for that End reconciled himfelf to the Nobility, whom 
the Q«ecn, by Rizw'*s Advice, defigncd to have conliU 
catcd in the approachjfig Convention, tho' the Frejicb 
and Efiglrjb Ainbaffadors did both plead to the contrary, 
as dreading the Conrcquence ; but Rizio was (o iufolcnti. 
Chat when the Queen of Scots was reading a Letter from 
Queen Elizabeth^ with wholfome and moderate Advice, 
as to th;it Affair, that he interrupted hex, faying, read no 
more^ (he had read enough. 

THE King, and the difcon tented Nobility, having 
figned Articles for Rizio^s Death, of which he fubfcribed 
hioafelf the. Author, they entred the Qiicen's Chamber, 
whilft he with the Countcfsof .4r^/e, her natural Silici, 
were at Supper with her, and. haling Rfzio out, he was 
put to Death by their Attendants, with many Wounds 
^gainft their own Minds, who de/igned to have hanged 
him publickly. 

A Tumult hereupon enfuiig, the Citizens not knowing 
the Caufe^ flock'^d to the Palace, when the iC'wg fpokc 
- to them out at a Window, teJIing them that he and the 
Qtieen were fafe,and that Rizio was cut off by his Order, 
whereupon they departed. The Queen raiPd Aipon Pte- 
frick Rutbven^ who entered her Chamber next the King ; 
but he told her roundly. That (he ought to confuJt the. 
Nobility in publick Affairs, and not vagrant Rafca^ ; 
That the Scots were not to be governed by the Will of 
one Man, but by their Laws, and the Confeut of the No« 
bility. 

SHE feigned Compliance t\\\ the Guards were flack- 
ned, and then, by the Affiftance of fomeof the Popi(h No- 
bility, efcaped, carying.the King with her per-force, 
making him difown he had any Hand in Riziefs Murder, 
and iflue out a Proclation againft thofe concerned in it; 
whereupon fome of the meaner Sort were punifhcd, 
whilfV the great ones retired. She ordered Rizio to be 
interred in the Royal Sepulchre, whereas fhe not only 
fcoffed, but threatned her H«isband But this Commoti- 
on being a littlefetled, the Earls of ArgyU and Murray 
were received again into Favour, and on the ip/6 of 
^uncyitic was brought to Bed of a Son afterwards JatVl^ 
Being recovered (he (lighted the King more than ever,' 
and denied him all conjugal Society, whHfl in the ^ipifiii'^ 

TimiR,.5«/;l»fff/^iw^J^.-r*w^^ 
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anfithcKinq", in ililcontcpr, retired to Sterlift : Then 
ftic laboured to obtain a Divorce, but finding that could 
not be effected, the King'i Murder was contrived, where- 
in J?»ri?;7i;e/ was the principal Agent; but, by the Con- 
trivance of the Court, the Odiunj was caft upon the 
Earl ol Morton^ and the Earl of Murray^ and the 
Peftrudlion of the latter was reloJv'd on by Botbwei^ 
who, not efcapin?: the Accufation of the Earl of L€«- 
f#ox, the King's Father, and the Publick, underwent a 
Mock- Trial for his Vindication. 

AFTER which he haltned to marry the Qiiecn, and 
having counterfeited a Suprizalof her, carried her off, u- 
pon which the Nobility fent to acquaint her. That they 
would come to her Rcfcuc, but ihc refufed it; and fo 
Btithv^el had a Pardon for the Surprize of her Majefty, 
and All other wicked Fa^s^ wherein the King's Mur- 
der was included, tho they dutft not Exprefs it. But 
Bitbwel^ had Difficulty to obtain a Divorce from his 
iirft Lady, who was compelled tofuc him for Adultery, 
before a Court pack'd on Purpofc. 

THIS Marriage was fo much abhorred that no For- 
icign Ambaffador ,would Grace it with their Pircfence. 
The Nobility confidering the Danger of the Younij 
King afTociatcd for his Defence, fo that it ^nae to an 
open Rupture, wherein B:nbwel was worilcd, and the 
Queen was taken. Bothivelf in this Condition, confider- 
inf^chc Queens Levity, (enta Confident of his to the 
CalHoof-Eiif/V^/^r^/?foraCabinct whirh contained all the 
Jntiigues of th-ir Amour, and the King's Murder, in the 
Qiiccn'sown Hand, which One had ordered him to burn 
affoonasrcad, bathe thought fit to Prefervc them for 
♦his own Safety, as thinking he ftiould never be called in 
CMeilion, whilH he could prove her a Partner; But 
the Governour of the Caltic having difcov-rcd it to the 
Nobility, they fcizcd both it and the Meffengcr, which 
made an open Di(covery. 

A F T K R this, the JMobles dealt with her, to Separ- 
ate her C.^ufi from B7thwel% her ilusband's Murderer, 
promifing to-icontinuc in their Allegiance on- that Con- 
dition.) which llic refufed, andwasatlaft conftrained to 
rcftgn the Government to her young Son, over whom 
flie 'appointed the Chief of the Nobility Governours, 
Anfio rs'67, and her Natural Brother the Earl of Af»r- 
rtfv, after his return ftomFraficey was chofcnJRc cent.' 

IN 
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IN the toUowing Parliament, the Qiieen's Affairs v/crc 
debated, and the Murder of her Husband being proved 
to b^hct Contrivance, by the intercepted Letters, lenie 
' were for having her (ufFer the utmoft extremity of the 
l 1-aw ; but it \Sis agreed, that (he fhould only he imprif- 
oned, and having cfcaped from Cuftody, her Party aftej:- . 
wards took Arms, but '\ycre miraculoully defeat* -^ and 
flie fled for En^landt whence Qiiccn Elizabeth feot to 
have Information of her Ca(e, acd was fatisiied, as to the 
Procedure of the States, (a) Thi^ unfortunate PririCe(s f^ll- 
ingafter wards inio a Coriefpondence with the D. of jy^or-. 
fiilk^ who deligncd to Marry her, cut of Queen Kl'iza* 
kctb, apd (et the Crown on his own Head, it harten'd her 
known and deplorable K^it at Fotberiffgay-CsHViC i 
where (he was Beheaded for the faJd Confpiracy, Feb : 
j8 iS*?5s:, She was doubtlefs the handfomeft Princefsof 
her Age, and very learned in the Latin Tongue, in whicfi 
(tic pronounced fcveral Orations, and was^ great admir- 
er, and no fmall proficient in Poclic j but her whole 
» Condu61, procured her Ruin, 

'T I S true, that her Criminal Amours and Concern in 
her Hufbands Murder, are ftronglie denycd by the learn* 
ed Cdrntdeft', who accn{es Bucbana^t from whom this^ 
Account is extradted, as Partial ; but the Famous Thu- 
anus^ tho' Ja Papift Hiftorin, and other foreign Protc- 
ftants, Knoic^and other his Contempcraries, and Country- 
men, do follow h'li Relations, and the. learned Dr. 
Burnet fays on his Rcflc<fhons on Mofifieur VatiUs that 
Tbua/iUf hiving complained of Ctfw^^e^f's Writing other- 
wi.c concerning her than he had informed him,? that 
learned Author had excufed himfelf thus, thathedurlt 
do no other becauf'^ her Son King *}a^es did not only 
perufcwhat he wrofe himfelf, but gave it to the Earl of 
T^ortbanifton Brother to the Duke of Nortbfo/Ii that 
was beheaded on her Account.who altered itashe pfesf- 
ed ; but to prevent the like in Tjfrni coming he, font his 
Memoirs to Tbuatiuu whofe Soaw^s rouphlie treated 
here inE^^/^7?fi^ by King "Barnes oh that Account, who 
told him that his Father had copied Bucbanan^s Calum- 
nies againit his Mother.

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'^ AMES VT. was pUred on the Throoe, after his Mo^ 
•^ tlicrs Rell^nation, '^uiy 2.5", 15:67. being little above 
a Year Old. Whereupon the Earl of Mort§n and Lord 
Kupft took the Oaths in his Name, that he Ihould go- 
vern according to the LiwF, and the then Settlement in 
Church and State. His Uncle the Earl of ^i/rra^', natu- 
ral Son to King fame^ V. Was uoanimoufly chofen Re- 
gent. His Mother efcaped out of Prifon, raifcd an Array 
againft the Regent, then ttGlafgow with a fmall Force ; 
by whoBifbe wasdcfcatcd, and with the Freftcb Amba'- 
fador, ficdfor Eti^land ; whence Queen Elizabeth fent to 
demand aa Account of the Whole Affair, faying, /he 
could not bear with the Injuries done her neighbouring 
Queen and Kinfwoman.' Whereupon the Regent, with 
fevcral other Perfons of Quality and Buchi^ftan^ our 
Author, one of the Commiffioners, went for London^ 
hiving narrowly efcaped aa Ambufli laid for them by 
the Duke of Norfolk* They made her Chatgc fo plain 
to Qiiecn Elizdbetb^ by Letters under her own Hand to 
Earl Boibwel^ that her Majefiy declared die had been 
proceeded againi^, according to Law and Juftice. 

A F TE R this Duke llamilton dealt with Queen ff//« 
zahetb^ that he might be made R^egent of Scotland 
by her Means. But the other Parfy made the Danger (o

F IRST^ Either to reftoit the Queen to her former 
Dignity: Or, Secondly to Rei^n joyntly witlh her Son; Or, 
Thirdly that (he might live j^rivateljr at Home^ in Ho- 
nour next to the K'wr, Which UA was ealily granted, 
and an Ambaflador ient With Rcafons why the reft were 
ref ufed. The Duke of Narfoll'^s Plot ro marry the Q. of 
Scois^ undLCMtoEQuttnEltzabetb^ breakinif out in the 
mean Time flic de%ned to have fent Home the Scots 
^nccn. 

T H F Regent being gone to fupprcfs the Mofs-Tfoop- 
crs on the Borders, fcizcd the Earl of Nortbutnhctland^ 
one of the E»j^///]b Cpnfpirators, and purfued others, of- 
fering atthe fame Time to ailift the Govcrnour of Ber- 
ivjck upon all Occaiions ; which i>, Elizabeth took (o 
kindly, that flic promifed to defend him with her whole 
Force. 

BUT the Scots Confpirators being big with Hopes 
that their Plot would fuccced in Efigland^ contrived the 

food Regent's. Death ;' and as he was riding through 
fithgow^ he was ftiot out at a Window by Yiamiltoft Ab- 
bjtof Aherhrotbock'^ ^an^ 23 1571. 

THE Nobles affembled to chufe anew Regent, but 
the Hamilton f^ jind Mai t land of Letbift^tofi^ with o« 
thersof the Queens Faftipn prevented it; fo ihat the 
Face of Affairs looked very cloudy, and might have 
proved Fatal to the young Prince, had not ^. Elizabeth 
fent two Armies iiito Scotland^ againft his Mother's Fac- 
tion, under the Command of the Earl of Suffer and Lord 
Scroope-y who wafted the Lands of thofe concerned in 
the Regent's Muither, or that entertained the Englijb 
Rebels. And at laft Matthew Stuart Earl of Lenn§xi 
the King's Grandfather, was cholcn Regent. 

THE Marquis oi Huntley rebelled in the l^t^rtb^ and 
and garrifoncd Brechin^ which the Regent took after- 
wards. The Rebels follicitated the French znd Spaini- 
ard for Aftiftance to rcftofe the ^. and were continually 
plotting ; butfeveral of the great Ones fubmittcd to the 
Regent* who in a little Time after furprized X)unbar» 
ton-CM-e^ and caufed the Hi (bop of St. Andrews to be 
executed for being a^ive in theMurther of King Henry 
and the late Regent j Which was difcovere'd hv'^ohn

tN the me«n Time the Earl of Morton and others^ 
who had been icnt Ambaffadors into Englafid^ to jufti- 
iic the proceeding againft ^ueen Mary returned^ and 
' their Tranfartions were approved by the States* 

A Parliament being (ummoned,the jQucens Fa6Honga- 
rifoned Edinhur^b<i to prevent its fitting, which occa- 
Honed diverfe Skirmiflies. attended with various Succcis; 
"but the Rebels received a confiderable Overthrow be* ' 

*' twcen Edinhurgb and Ltith ^uecn Elizahetb and the 
French K\ng were blamed bv both their Parties^ for not i 
being quick enough in their Supplies. The former was ,

• outSuccefs; and t/ie King's Party being worked by the 
Rebels in the North, fcveral Attempts were made by 
tb&fc of the South, wherein they ftill came off with Lofs. . 
Hereupon the Regent itraitned the Rebels in Edinburgh

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HE prcfsed alfo for a Conformity with the Church of 
E^^/«»</, thereby to advance the King's Intercft in that 
Kation, but could never effeft his Deiigns-s and the No- 
bility being diffatisfied with him, he wasobliged'to de- 
mit the Regency, and the King entered upon the Go- • 
vernment, March 12., 15*78^ After which the iirft Af- . 
fembly of the Church declared againft Bi/hups. 

I N 1^79' M[r. D' Ai^hi^ny^oi the Family of Ltftftox 
arrived from France^, fent as it was ^thought, by the 
Gz£ifes<i to endeavour an Alteration in Religion, and to 
procure an Aflbciation in the Gov^ejnment between the 
Yvjung King and his ilfother. And being his Majcfty^s 
Kinfman, he was in a little Time created Earl ol Lennox. 
A Parliament being called the fame Year, the Confeflion 
of Faith was eftabliflied. 

ll^'Pectmbery is'So. the Earl of Morton-, formerly 
Regent, was committed to the Caftlc for concealing the 
Dciign againft the King's Father's Life ; ' for which* he 
was beheaded, 'J^une i Ij8i, declaring upon the Sea* ' 
ffold, that he concealed i^becaufc of the Danger of re-, 
vealing it. The Eail of %€nnoM got the beftPartof 
his Eftate, and the Guifes /were fuppofed to be the 
Chief Promoters of his Fall, beeaufe he was a Principal 
Inftrument in dethroning the Queen Mary. The Earl of 
Lennox W'ds in a little Time made Duke ; and in May^ . 
1782.^ one Scgmot Paul^ an Italian concerned in the 
MalTacre at Varis^ came from the Duke cf Ctiife with a : 
Prefent of ^Horfes. to the JTing, wit& . whom he had 
obtained great Ct-cdit by the Duke of Lcnmx'^s Mean^. 

The Guifes at the fame Time were raifiRg Forces 
on pretence of affifting the Duke of Anjou in the Lo^> 
Cbuntries, but really to deliver Queen Mary out of Pri- > 
fon, i^y the help of the En^l/fa Roman Catholick's. The \ 
Duke of Lennox in the mean Time endeavoured tQ raife ' 
new Troubles in,the Church, by me^ns of JVIr. "Robert 
Montgomery Titular Arch Bifbop cf Glafrow^ wh6 was 
excommunicated for going withfoiae of the Guard*, ancl/ 
fullin^aMinifter out of the Pulpit at Glafgoi6\ for ' 
WhiiA and offering to plead at the Bar, contrary to the * 
Laws, the Magifkates of Edinhurgb came to put him 
oiitof clie Town, being Scarce 3 ble to fecure him from 
the incenfcd Rabble; Upon which, the D.uke of ie- , 
nnox ^<bbtained a fpecial Commi/fion from tfie King, to 
m<J»^purt* .andPwnifh tic Aftors in this Aliair ; but ^

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it being difcovcred that hcDcilgned to bnng in rhunf 
of the Popifli Nobility, and others of the Queen's Fac- 
tion to poflTefsthemfclvcs of the City by Fierce, whila he 
fbould fummon and Punifb by Death or otherwife fuch 
as he plcafcd. 

THE Earl of iJftfr^ and Gowry^ with others of the 
Kobilitt^, met the King as returning from hunting, and 
conveying him to Rutbveft'Cst&^lc, acquainted him 
with the imminent Danger both to Church and itmc 
from the Duke of Lettnox and Etrl of Arratiy who had 
baniftied fuch as had been moft lyerviccable to him in hid 
Infancy, rettoredfome of tbofe concerned in the Murthcr 
of his Father, ejfcludcd the Nobility from his Councilr 
aiid governed all by the Advice of the Bi/bops oiGlafrow 
and Ko/V, declared Rebels, with the Alliftance of the 
Pope's Nuntio^ Span/Jb AmbafladorS, and Wrench Papifts# 
Whereupon they obtained a Charge ifor the Duke to de- 
pa rt the Country, andxhatthe Earl of ^rrtf« fliould be 
confined. 

S'EPTKMUV.R 10.. ij82. Proclamations were i/Tucd 
bv the King difcharging the Commiiiions which he had 
'formerly given to the Duke, and Earl of Arran ; and dc- 
claVing that he did not A(fl thus by, Compulfion. The 
Nobility publifted a Declaration ^t the fame Time» 
Charging the faid Duke and Earl of Arran^ that by the 
Influence of France and Spain they dcHgutd to overturnr 
Church and State, and di/ToIve the Amity bctweeen hisr 
Miijcftyand the jQuecn of England. 

THEDuke left the Country December qli t^Bz, 
and the Entcrprizc of the Nobility was approved by a 
fulcmn Convention ; but in yanxary, 15:83 La Motte 
the French Ambaflador arrived, to promote Q* Mary''s 
Inflereft, and interceed for the Duke of Lennooc, On 
the 2.ofb of that fame Month Mannfn^vile^ another 
Fre^cib Am ba/Tador, one of the Chief Leaguers againft 
the Proteftants, arrived alfoatLe/Vfc, \tt Aprils 1^83 • 
the King made a very great Change at Court turning out , 
thofe who had been Enemies to the Duke of Lennox^ and 
rcttored the Earl of -^rrtf/f, and Charged all thofe con- 
cerned in conveying him to Ruthven-CnAlc to cravePar- 
don, on pain of Rigorous Profecutionr On the oJ of 
3farcb fpllowing they were all comftianded to leave the 
Kingdom, and forbidden to go either Co England or Ire-- 
land^ After this, the Earl of Rlarr^ andothcrsf of the 
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Nobility conceined, feizcd the Caftic of Surhtigy, ^n^ 
iHucd a Declaration, April 2.2. is'84* charging the Earl 
of At ran and the Courtiers with ixnpofing upon the King* 
crcatiflgDivifions betwixt him and his bcft Subje(ft$, bring- 
ing to Court known Papifts, and favourers of tkc Council 
ofTrentt inverting the Laws, and opprcfliog the Sub- 
jc^; but the Earl of Gowry being feized, and the 
Forces of the Lords being but fmall, they were forced to 
abandon the Ei>tcrprize, and retire to 'Kft^land, Gowry 
Wfis brojight upon his Trial, and being likely to be 
aciquitted, the Ear] oi Arran produced a Letter under his 
Hand, intiinatiag that he had been engaged in a Con- 
fpiracy againft the King ; Whereupon he was coademn- 
ediind executed, iJfa>'Z IS" 84. declaring at his Death, 
that he was innocent, and trapann'd by the Earl of Ar^ 
ran and 5ir 'Rifhcrt Melville to write the above mentioned 
Letter to ^hcKing, which they told him was the only 
way to have Accefs 16 him to Vindicate hirofelf ; and if 
he did not, that his Death was determined. May 2.0. 
- IJ84. Francj 5 Tbrogworton was condemned at Londox^ 
having confeffed a Plot in England and France^ manag- 
ed hy the Duke of G«(A, for reftoring the Queen of Scots^ 
and dethroning Queen El/zabttb ; and to engage the 
King of Scots in it, by pretending that they only deligned 
his Mother's Liberty. Upon which, many of the good 
Subjcfts in England cntcr'd into an Affociation to defend 
.gucen Elizahetb. 

IN 1^85. the ban ifbed Lords returned, and feized 
^y^/VZ/Vf^-Caftle, publifhing ^Declaration, that their only 
Dpfign was againft the evil Councellors, and to conferve 
the Amity with England, And having got together a- 
bou.t 1 2.000 Men, the King fent to Parly with them : 
"U^hereupon an Agreement was made and they prcfcntcd 
th'emfelves to the King^ who received thejn chearfully 
and the Earl of Art an and othefs of the Councellors 
fled. 

IN 15:88. the Spanijb Dtfigns taking Air,..ji Bond 
was fubfcribed by the States for the Defence ofhisMa- 
jefty. Country and Religion, againft the pretended Ho- 
ly League; andfcvcral Popifti Noble -Men were impri 
foncd* In Fehru^ry, the fame Year, a Confpiracy wa? 
difcovcrcd,by a Packet of Letters intercepted inE;/^/a«</, 
and fent to the King by ^ucen Elizaletb^ with Inftruc- 
tipns tQjicrRcfidcnt in Scotland^ to give the Kipg hct 
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Advice concerning the Came. Among the Papers was an 
Invltaticn bv the Eatl of Huntley and others, in Name 
cf all the Fopifb Nobility' of Scotland^ to the Kin^? of 
Sfain and Prince of Patfna to invade the Nation. About 
this Time the Earl of Huntley's Friends began to rife in 
the North, but could eiTe^luate nothing. On the King's 
Marriage the Popifli Nobility were fet at Liberty, to wait 
on the .^ueen at her Arrival ; but while he went to 
"Norway fot her Majefty, fte being driven thither byftrefs 
of Weather , the Dciigns of theCosfpirators 5rere fruftrated 
by the caie of the Nobility and Minifters,for which the K. 
particularly thanked the Latter when he arrived onMay i 
ifpo. and declared his particirlar Satisfaction in his 
Church of Scotland^ as the beft reformed Church in the 
World and gave Orders to proceed againft fluntley'^s 
Friends, who had rebelled in the North. Decemier 2,7. 
1991. the Earl of Botbwell^ with his Accomplices^ 
affaulted Holyrood'HoufCy threatncd to burn the King'»s 
Doors, and break open the Qiieen^s wi^h a Deiign to feixe 
the King and Chancellor, Who had made the K\ng his En- . 
cmy; but the City rifing in Arms, he was forced to 
fly ; and fome of his Company being tsken^ were hang* 
cd* 

IN May^ ly^^- Presbytery was eftabliflied by A61 
of Parliament. On June 2.7. Butbtuell made a fecond 
Attempt upon the Palace of Falkland'^ but was rcpulfed. 
jy ecemher ,17* anew Plot was diicovcicd betwixt the 
Popifh Nobility and King of Spain ; whereupon fcveral 
•were imprifoned, but flowly profccuted. Chancellor 
Maitland being a Friend to the Queen's Faction, Info- 
much thit on March 18 folloM^mg, an Ambaifador arrived 
from England^ to demand that a War Oiould be de- 
nounced a^ainft Sfain that the Confpiratprs might be pro- 
fccuted with all ^Rigour, that the League betwixt the 
two Nations iliould be renewed and that the King would 
ch\^fenone but Protefl;ants for his Council : To moil: 
of which the King affented. On the 2.^tb* of July Earl 
B©ri)we// came on a fudden to the Palace, caft himfclfat 
the King's Feet, and obtained his Promise to be rcftorcd 
tohis Honour and Eftate. A Commiflion was given to 
try the plotting Lords, but afterwards put off; fo that 
fah, 13 lyps. an Amiaffaddr was (cnt from EngUnd* 
to^lf^^J^y might be more vigorouily profccuted 
which KTmajefly referred to the Parliament that was to 
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meet in April foUawing. On February r,9 tS9^ Prince 
Kenry was born at Sterling. The 3 of April following 
Earl Botbwel^ with a Body of Korfe, came to Lcitb ; at 
Which the King being alarmed, ve^dc a PubJik Harangup 
to the Citizens* promiiing to purOic the Popifb Lprds if 
they would aifift him againft Botbwel^ who decljMre^ 
thattheCaufeofhis Infurrcaion was, to haiPQ Jiiftice 
againlt thofe Counccllors who endangered a Rujpturc 
with Efi^land^^ad favoured the Deligns of the Spaniards^ 
Upon this a fmall Encounter happned between BotbwU 
and the King^s Guards, the Latter being worfted. 

IN -4i^^»^ the Prince was baptized, there beinfgjpte4 
Cent at th^: Solemnity the Ambafadors ofKngU^df venl 
marjt^ KolUndt BrunfwicJi and Mecklenhirg, The E, 
of 4r^>/ekaving Commiiilonto im tide Hunt ley y whqr 
li^admurtheredtheEarlof iKi^rr^jf, after a fiiarp Fight 
in the North, by the Treachery of fome whohadjoiaecl 
Argyle^ the Expedition was more fatal to Huntley'*^ 
Baity, than honourable to his Loidfhip. 

AFTER this the Kinff majfche4 with aa Ari»y to 
the North, agatinft the Rebels^ who abfcoaded on his 
Approach. The Pofifli Lords continued ftill in thets 
Country, though Proclamations were i^ued Qiit «gainf| 
them which were vtty acceptable to Q* Elizabeths 4^d 
Queen Ann beij^g brought to Bed of a Frincefe, ih^ Mra» 
turned siftcs hex Majt&yx^ England* 

AFTER this there l^ppenM maay C^nteis heVirttM 
the King and th^ Minifters, about the Powwf of Church- 
Judieaturc, and the Fa^outs iliowo to the F^pifb LQjda» 
yho were rcfto^ed to their Eftttcsaai Honour*, De^^^ 

,IN July is^r 'l^u'Bethune arrived from l^rance^ 
to renew the aocient League ytWn Se§»Uknd\ tkWkJ 
Means of Beaton his Wajefty'a Amhaffadoif ia FrtfiiaB, tl^i 
Bifliop oiVaizon was conftituted a kind of Agent uJlaiM% 
to mitigate Pope Qlemenf^s hatred againft the King, anci 
to withdraw him from affifling the King ofSpain^ tci ad- ^ 
v^nce the Infanta's Title to the Crown of England ; la 
order to which his Majcfly wrote a Letter to the Pope« 
dated Septewher 2^1S99'> and fent it by %ir Edward 
'Drummondy who had alio Com milHons to the great I>« 
of Ttrfcunyy and other Princes of Italy* 
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AUGV ST stb^ i5oo, the Earl of Gdwry an^ one 
of his Brethren were flain in the EirPs Lodgings at 
Pertb^ being charged with a Confpiracy agtinft the King 
in the fame Houie ; which by Reafon of Intricacies in the 
AfTriT, feme too^Occafion to call in Doubt; However, 
there were univcrfal Rejoicings for his Majefty's Deliver- 
si/^c ; and fomc of GowryH Attendants were afterwards 
hanged.* but confe/Ted nothing of the Plot. 
• TH E laft of I^arcb i5o3, ^^ Notice of Qgecn E/zz- 
abeth^ Death, his Ma jefty was proclaimed zCkctinhurgb 
King of ScotUfid^ England France and Ireland- On 
the ^d of Afril afterwards he made an Harangue in the 
great Church at Edinhur^b^ proniifing his Endeav- 
ours to eilablifh Religion, and to vifiChi$ ancient Kingdom 
once in 3 Years for dnc Adminillration of Juftice ; tell- 
ing them, that he had fettled both Church and State fo, 
that he never intended to alter them." 

H E fct forward for EngUtid Afril t;tb 1503, accom- 
jpanied hj many of the Nobility of both Nations, and be- 
ing received with extraordinary Rcfpeft and Joy every 
where oh the Road, he arrived at Lo^a^fljf Ac ytboi 
May following, and thus became the fixft Monarch of 
GreatrBritain and Ireland, 

'T I B fit to acquaint the Reader. That his Title to the 
Crown of England w is by Margareu Henry VW^ el- 
dcft Daughter ; who being married to James IV. of 
Scotland^ had by him Kmg'Jfames V. who was fucceed- 
cd by his Daughter iJfary, Mother to K. JaffiesVl. of 
Scotland^ Bnd J, of England,, by Henry Lot i Darnley^ 
Son to Mattbew 'R,' of Lennox., hy Margaret "Douglas^ 
Daughter to King 'S^apies I V's Widow ,^ the abovcmenti- 
pntAl^zdy Margaret of England-, by tfic Earl of Af^usy 
her fccond HuAand. So that he wasof the R oval Fami- 
lies of England and Scotland too, both by Father and 
Mother. 

S T. ;^tf«fer'sDay was appointed for his Coronttiiin at 
Weftminfter-i but a grievous Peftilencc happening in the 
inean Time, did very much diminifb the Glory of the So- 
lemnity. 

SOME Weeks before his Coronation, a Plot wasdif- 
covcred, to have feized him andPrinccffe^ry; for which 
.Waf/b« and ClarJi two Priefts, the Lord Qohbam Lord 
Grey of Wilt for., Sir Walter Rawleigh-, with fcver- 
al others of Quality, were apprchcaded and indi:5ted . 
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^ I N January^ 1604. a Conference was appointed tt 
llaptpon^Qourt^ about reforming fomc Things, in the 
Church ; which ended without any Alteration therein. 
There are different Relations of the Conference ; That 
prii^ted by Barle at London^ fa/Sv it concluded in the 
King's Vindica^tion of the Church oi England* That 
printed in ^co^/tf^fi^T and faid to be fcnt thithef by the ^ 
King, iniinuates. That the Bifliopsdid folicite hisMajefty ^ 
not to alter any Thing, left the Popi/h Recufants and 
Piiritan^r fhould infuit. 

'November 5* 1504, was'difcovcred the Powder plot, 
Carrie Ax)n by the Papifts, to have blown up his Ma- 
jctty, with. the Prince and Parliament, though in his 
Speech to both Houfes, March 19 that fame Year, he * 
had fpokcn very Aarply of the Puritans, and moderately 
of the Church oiRowe-^ and ia a Proclamation in Feb, * 
before, againft Priefts and Jefuites, he owned, that the 
then Pope had done him many private good Offices, 
which he ftould be ready to requite as a Temporal 
Prince. 

THE other rooft remarkable Occurrence in his Reign, 
as CO Church affairs, was his fettling of Bifhops in /S'^flr- 
landt by a Parliament at Perth An: i€o6, which 
occafioned many Contefts with the oppoilte Party. The 
iiiOlt obfervable of what happened afterwards were, the 
Peace with Spain 5 the Infurreftions in fome Counties 
about throwing down Incloiiires ; Two Royal Vifits 
from his Broth^r-in -Law QhrifiicrnlV • ^ King of "Den* 
marJi^ the Death of Prince ffe«ry, his elde^ Son, and 
the People's Darling, Nove^b: 6 1612.- the Marriage 
of his Daughter the Lady Elizabeth^ with Frederick V^ 
Eledt. 'Palatine-, afterwards King of Bohema^ but out- 
cd of both|by the Emp: Ferdinand : The Voyage of 
Prince Charles to marry the Infanta of Sfain^ but With- 
out effc<^l, the Inftitution of Knights Baronets ; and quit- 
ting forJMoncyithc Cautionary Towns we had in Holland^ 
,viz. Brills Flujhir^t Sec, the Rife of his Two greac 
Favourites, Sir. Robert Carr^ afterwards Duke of Sc^^u 
nterfet^ and Sir George Vellers^ created Duke of Buck^ 
inghant^ who raifed and pulled down the learned Sir 
Francis Bacon^ Vi(count of St. AlbonSj and Lord High 
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TO which may be added tht Fall of 8ir Wslter ^R4- 
vxleigb who though he had livbd 15: Years aftct ftcu- 
Ceace of Condemnation, for (he Confpiracy above-menti- 
oQed) and fer^^d the King at Sea in that Time; was at' 
laft esfictited upon that ISentence, by the Influence of" 
Gtfindamire the Sfanifi) AmbafTador, then \rery Potent at 
Court. The King died M Theobalds^ in the a^d of his 
:Reiga ^nd S3^b of his Age and was interred at WefiMJn-' 

BY hfs^ueen -4«« Daughter oS. Frederick IF. King^ 
ofVenntariahd .fifter to Chrifiern IV. he had Two 
60ns and Three Daughters, of all which, none futvived 
him, but Gbsrles bis BuccefTor, and E/izabetb married 
to the Elcftor Palatine: 

*»T I g agreed by all that this Prince was of a Peaceable 
Temper, and in regard of his Carriage to the Houfe of 
Jtufirid^ fome blamed him, as being fo to Excefs ; but 
liie coveted to anfwer his beloved Motto Beati faciUch 
He is no lefs noted for his Learning, the Proteftant No* 
l^ility having had fpecial care of his Education, anci 
appointed the famous Buchanan for his Tutor ; his Ba- 
filicon 'Ooron^ Commentary en the Revelation and Writ« 
ij^ againft Bell^rmtne^ are fufiiciently known. He 
was, without all Queftion, the Icarnedeft Prince of his 
Time, ahd perhaps, that ever fat upon the Eng/ijb 
Throne.

I N i503 ^" Father Tuccecded Queen Elizabeth in the 
Crown of En^land^ and this Prince, with the reft of 
the Royal Family, was brought thither;, he was com- 
mitted to the Tutorage of Mr. Thomas Murray^ and ad- 
vanced exceedingly in Learning : Whereupon his Brother 
Prince Utnry^ put Arch biftiop -^i^o/'s fguarcCap onhig 
Hcadin Jcft, and told him that if he followed his Book, 
he woula niakc him on Day Archbiftiop of Qanterlury^ 
which he t<^ok in fo much Difdain that be trampled it un- 
der his Ffcet ; but his Brother Prince Henry d^ng at 
Twelve Years old, he fucceeded him as Prince of Waies^ 
andDukeofC'jr^wa/; and perceiving thit his Brother 
Prince ffenry's Popularity was difpleafing to his Father, 
he kept himfclf more referv'd, and Care was taken to 
prevent the Care which his Scots Tutors might have on 
him, as to the Government and Cejfemouies of the Church 
of England.

THIS Adventure was look'd upon to be fo dangfcr- 
ous, that noLe durlt take upon tbein to acquaint his Ma- 
jcfty with it, tut Archee a Scots^JAAn the King'* Jeftcr^ 
who coming boldly CO his Majcfty, told him. That ho 
was coroe to change Caps with him; the King asking 
why ? He anfwercd, becaufe thou ha^ fcnt the Prince in- 
to Sfain^ from Krhtnceheis never like to Return ; but 
the King replying, What wilt thou fay when thou fccft 
him come backaijain ? He anfwercd. Then 1 will take 
the FoolsCap off . from thy Head; ar^d put it upon the 
King of Spainh^ which j'cndexcd his Majefty more appre- 
hen.five than he had been at any Time before However, 
the Prince was at iirft treated with aU Royal Magnifi- 
cence^ and allowed the Precedency of the King oi Spar ft 
himfelf. 

G R K A T Endeavours were ufed to make him change 
his Religion, but in vain. Pope Gregory XV. wrote to 
him, ana the Duke of Buckingham on that Head, to which 
the Prince returned an Abfwer, giving him his ufual Title 
of Kolinefsy a^Tiiring him that both his Father and he 
were Zealous for promoting an Union amongft Chrifti* 
ans ; and that he would never defirc fo Vehemently to 
be jojnetj in a ftridt and indi/ToIuble Bond with any Mor- 
tal whofe Religion he hated ; but would always ^bftaia 
from what might teftifie his Hatred againll the Roman 
Catbolick Religion, and rather embrace all Occaiionsby 
which finiftex Sufpicions might be taken away,adding that 
he little valued his Life it (elf, fo that he might bring^ it 
about ; that as we all confcfs one Trinity and one Chrift, 
fo we might nnanimou/ly grow up into one Faith, 
and concluded that he .efteemed the Pope's Letter a 
lingular Prcfent ; Dated at Madridn June 2.0. i^as. 
this is the fabftancc of that Letter, which that Prince's 
Enemies made ufe of again^ him afterwards. 

B Y his Procurement after this, the Englijh Liturgy 
was tranilatcd into Spanijh^ that they might fee that it 
was not much abhorrent from the Forms then ufed in 
the Church of Ropte^ which gave great Satisfaction to 
the Spanijb Court and Clergy.

Hereupon the /rchbiOiop of UanrtrSwry l^id 
the Matter Home to the King io a Serious Letter, in* 
finuittDg the dilpleafUre of the Nation at hii [ending the 
Princero Sptm, without theii Appiobation; and what 
ill Conf-qiiences might attend his giving a ToJeiatjon to 
Popery by Proclamation, which he could not do without 
a Parliament, adding how ill it look'd in him, who had 
writ fo learnedly affainft PoptTv, .now to countenance it; 
but Che King would go on, and 24 Articles were agreed 
on, andfwornio by the King, Prince and Privy Council, 
allowing the Infantanot only a ChappsI in'her Palace, 
but a large and capacious Church near whatever Place 
flic Aiould rcjide in, forihe Adminiftralion of WoiO-ip, 
according to the Cuflom of ihsifo// Roman Church, and

that Time ; in both which ths Kini^ fielded, and all this 
while ma<fe no Mention of the falatinalt; and the SfS' 
ame over to exeicife Eccleuaf- 
Pafifit in Rti^Und. 
oned as good at accotnpliOte^, 
d Princeft of EngUtid ; butthe 
igher Terms, and the King did 
othe F*pifii, yet at Jaft, when 
il, aodqll Tmngs weic leadf 
the Piincefs, the Match was in- 
tirclr ctufhed by Orders froni EfigUtidiwheie the Piince 
was happily airivcd, having behaved himfelf fui tabic 
to bis Dignity in trcij refpcjt when in iSpain. And not 
long: after hit Arrival a Match waspiopoted and accept- 
ed with FraMcei but King famei dying, March a.7 
162.S, Prince Charles was pioclaJnied King, Sucking* 
fciM continued his Favourite, aadBiShop Laud gave in a 
Lift of thofe Eccleiiafticics which he reckoned Orthodox, 
and Puritan; Levies for tne Palatiaatt went on, and 
the Aitidesof Marriage between tbe King snd Henri- 
elt-Maria of France, were lign'd by tbe King, as alfo 
private Articles in favour of Catholicks, by which tbeic 
leized Good5 were rcftored, and 10 Rnmijb Priells weie 
pardoned. Buckirtgbem with a Ro}'aI Navy was lent 
tobtingover the Queen, and the Marriage wasconfum- 
mtedat Canterbury, a Cbappel was built for het at So- 
pttr/et-llnu/e., her Capuchins fufTcrcd to #alk abroad in 
their Habits, and Priefts aud Jefuits iacieafed in tbe 
Kingdom. 

ON the i8t6of?awi Parliament met at Wejimm- 
fier ; the King delited to change his Style and ufc that 
of Grca'.-Brittin^al tbe Parliament were againft it; the 
K, demanded f'lpplies for carryinf on the War to regain 
tbe TaUiinait ; and the Commons infifted to have an 
Account of the Difburfemcnt of what had been already 
given; tbair Grievances redreflcd, the Laws put ia Exe- 
cution againft Papiffs, and Mr. Montage cenfured foi 
bis Book Apello Oi^arem, contrived tj foment JeaJou. 
fies, and encourage Popery j but the Arminian Party fell 
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in with Mofita^ue and the King owned him as his Chap- 
lain ; at which the Commons were difpleafcd, yet voted 
the King two Subfidics, and he delircd more, lending 
them an Anfwer to their Petition about Religion. 
-THE Plague raging in London^^ht Parliament was 
adjourned to Oxford- The V^nguHd and Seven other 
E^///ij Ships were (cnt to the French JCing, and emplof* 
cd againft i?<>cl>e/. The Pxotcftants of France Pctition'd 
againft it, but in Vain; and the E^glijb abhorriiuf the 
Dcfign, came h^ck into the Dow^ies^ but were forced 
hy the Kin^ to return on Pain of being funk, which 
eKafperatcd many of the Commoners againft tjie Duke 
of Buckingham » And the King perceiving that" they 
would grant no mote Supplies without Redrcfs of Grie- 
vances, di/Tolved them, and then iffwed Letters to the 
Lord Lieutenants for the Lean of Money upon Privy- 
{Seals. 

. AFTER this an unfuccefsful Attempt was made 
upon the iS>fli/7^ Fleet in Cadiz Bay, for which the 
General and his Officers did mutually accufe one another ^ 
thofe who had appeared againfl the Duke of Buds 
vrere Difgraced. 

A N O T H £ R Parliament was called Fehr, 6tb% « 
Proclamation was iffued againft Papijs^ and the King 
determined to leave Montague to the Parliament, to the 
great regret of Laud. The Coronation was appoint- 
ed, and a Proclamation iiTUed for all who had 40 &; 
Fr: Annumt to come in and receive the Order of 
Knight-Hoed. This ¥eac 35:417 Perfoas died of the 
Plague in London. 

THE Parliament being met, they fell upon the 
Publick Grievances, the Mifcarriage of the late Voyage 
to Qadiz^ favouring of Pfl^/^^j, Loans, Taxes, &c. The 
King preff'd for Supplies, but they infiftcd upon their 
Grievance*. The King fent a fmart Letter to tljt 
ifipeaker, andpromifed aRedre(sof Grievances, if pr^' 
cntpd in a dutiful Manner. Adding, that he would not 
fuffcr any of his flciviots to be queftioned amongft 
them, efpecially the Duke. This was look'd upon 
to be the effe^ of Popifh Councils, to procure a Rup- 
ture. The King infixed for Juftice againft Mr.CooJe, and 
.Dt.Turner for fpeaking againft the Duke$ left he 
ftould.be conftrained to ufe^ his regal Power againft 
jhofc two Perfeas, 

IJf 
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IN the mean Time the ParJiament granted Supplies* 
which the King told rhcm wis not fufficicnt, and re- 
-^ui red a further Supply fpecdily, elfc he would not ex- 
peift a Supply this Way. The Commons prefentcd a Re- 
moaftrance to the King, denying thc^ Words charged u- 
pon Mr. Cooli and Dr. Turner^ avowing their Proceed- 
ings againft the Duke, or any other Subject. 

THEN followed the mutual Impeachments betwixt 
the Duke and Earl of ^nftol^ wherein the Latter inlinu- 
ated the former's Accellion toRing 7<^«zef's Death, be- 
caufe he hadpromifcd to bear Btrihol againft him. 

AFTER this the Commons impcach'd the Duke, and 
Concroverfies happened betwixt the King and Parliament , 
about committing fome Members of both Houfcs during 
the St flion, which they faid was not pradlicable, except 
for Trcafon, Felony or Breach of the Peace, The Uni- 
verfity of Cawhfidge chofe the Duke for theirChanccJlor, 
which pleafed the King, and difpleafed the Parliament. 
The D. made an Ingenious Defence for himfclf before the 
Parliament, and con'cluded with begging the Bcnejit of K. 
*jfamc5''s General Pardon, and Kins O bar Us"^ Coronation 
jpardon. The Commons petitioned the King againft Re< 
cufants, in Places of Power and Truft, and dcllred that 
he would notfufterthe Duke to have any more Accefs 
to him. Whereupon the King di/Tolved the Parlia- 

'inent. 

THE Privy-Council did after this advife the King to 
take Tunnage and Poundage, and he required the Loan 
of Money, and fent to London and other Ports to furni/h 
Ships. The Lfl;?<:/o ^f ♦'J defired an Abatement, andthofc 
of Dorfefjhire cxcufed thcmfelvcs from thcfc Things as 
beinp without Precedent. 

A Benevolence was alfo required by the Court ; and 
Commiftions were ifllied out for-Mufters, and Power 
of Martial Law was given. To the impoling of Loans, 

• Billeting of Soldiers was added ; and Sir Randal Crtw^ 
Chief juftice, was put out of his Place for oppoiing the 
Loan ; and the Bifliop of Lincoln was informed a- 

^ «ainft, for favouring Nonconformifts, and not proceeding 

• againft the Puritans, who obfervcd Fafts and collcfted 
Money for the Valatinate, Some of thofe who tefufed 
to lend Money, were forced to fervc in the King's Ships; 
and thc-oieaner Sort of Refuicrs.ia the Couatry were 
p^fffcdfoxSouldiers, 

A T 
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A T the fame Time the Drs. Sihtharp and Manwarin^ 
Preach'd, that the King might make Laws,* and do- 
vhatfocverplea(edhim. The Papiftswere forward in 
the Loan, but the Puritans backward. The Earl of 
Jpenbfgb had 100 Ships in outSeas, but having no Com- 
miilion to Fight, (uffcred divcrfc Ships to be taken in his 
View, without endeavouring to rcfcue. them. And fe- 
v<eral of the Enemies Ships being taken, he adjudged 
them to be no Prize. About^this Time a War happen- 
ed with France^ fomented by a difcon tented Abbot here, 
but the pretence .was to ailift the Proteltants, and the-. 
D. of B»<7,^x was appointed General, but was beaten atr 
the Iflc of Rbe^ and his Condad^ and Fidelity both blamed. 
Thofc who refu(ed the Loan were imprifontd, and there 
were general Difcontcnts. The Rocbe Hers and tho(e of 
Roan declared for the Engljjh^ and petition'd 'K,Cbar/es 
for his'TVIediation in Behalf of the Frencb Protcftants. 
A Parliament was quickly after called ; and thofc impri- 
foned about the Loan Money received. Archbifiiop Albot 
wasfutpended foirefuling to licenfe Dr.Sib^borp^s^tt' 
xnons for absolute Power ; and the Bjfliop of Lincoln 
and others in Disfavour had their Writs to fit in Parlia- 
ment. At the fame Time a Commillion of Ex^fc 
was granted, and Money disbarfcd to raife. Gervtahr 
Horfe. 

THE Parliament being met March 17. i5?7, the 
King demanded Supplies, telling them, Tbat,if they did 
not their Duty, he m*it ufe ofher Means to prevent Ru- 
ine. The Parliament petitioned for a publick Faft, and 
then Debated of their Grievancesf, as to the Billeting, 
Loans, &c. abovementioned; and refolved againft Tm- 
prifonment without Caufe (hewed ; and impoiing of Tax- 
es without Affent of Parliament ; then they petitioned for 
putting the Laws in Execution againft Papirfs^ which was ' 
granted. The CommoiJ^s voteda Subfidy to tiie King, and 
then the Houfc fell upon a Petition of Right and the Li- 
berty of the Subje^h Dr. Manwari^ was alfo queltion- 
cd for his Sermon- The Earl of Denbigh was complain- 
ed of fornot relieving 22<7^i&c/.- The Petition of Right^ 
was anfwered at£rft not to thelSatisfadlion of the Com^ 
raons, but atlaftthe King gave this fatisfying An(Ver, 
Suit Droit fait comme il e(f Htfire. The Commons pray^ 
cd, that the Commiffion of Excifc might be damned, 
W-hich was accocdingly canceird, aridia their Remon* 

ftranc^ 
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ftxancc) thtf conrpIainM of the Growth of Pnperft '^t'* 
fliop Neal, Laudy and the Duke of Bucks\ and the fox-^ 

mer Grievances. 

NOT long after, the Duke was itabbM by Felton at 
"Bottjmoutb while pt'eparing to relieve Rachel', which 
Felton owned Boldly ; but at length confeifed hisr Re- 
notfe for the Fa6t, alledging however, that the Parlia- 
ments Remonftrances did occalxon it : He was executed^ 
and hung in Chains. 

SOME Time after,divetfc Merchants were imprifon- 
ed for refuiing Tunnage and Poundage^ as an ImpofitioQ 
Without affent of Parliament. The Duke being killed^ 
BiOtop Laud became the King's Favourite. The Par- 
liament which had been Prorogued, meeting again^ 
complained ftill of their Grievances, aod the Danger of 
Religion, for Maintenance of which a Covenant was 
mov'd by Mr. Py«r. Mr. Oliver Cromwell complained 
of Popcry>s being countenanced by the Bifbop oi\Vmton''s . 
Means, and Books againft popery being denied a Licenfc. 
Then they protefted againft Innovation of Religion, Tun- 
oage, and Poundage, not granted by Parliament, &c. 
Hereupon Mr. Selden and other Members were commit- 
ted to the Tower for fomcthingt(»ey had faid in Parlia-. 
ment, and then the Parliament was difiblved, which ia- 
cieafed the Peoples Difcontents. 

AFTER this the King proceeded in the Star^bam* 
bcr againft- the Members formerly mentioned. In the 
mean Time the Jr(/I> Papifts grew Infolcnt, and built 
Moniftries, &c. 

L AVT> proceeded againft Nonconformtfts, prevail- 
ed to have the Book of Sports publiflied, and Come Jud- 
ges CheckM for making nn Order to forprefs Walks, and 
Alc-mcetings on Sabbath-Days. 

AFTER this the King goes into Scotland to be 
crowned there, being denied to have the Crown fent 
thither. About this Time Vryttne^ Safiwici^ and BurtoM 
were brought upontheii Tryal for writing againft Pope- 
ry, Stage-Plays, &c. while Cibow;>rey, who wrote in De- 
fence of the Church of Rome^ was patxooiz^d by the Aich- 
biftiop* Then the King was put upoff levying of Ship- 
Moncy, which was complained of by Mr. JETtf/ff^^c^e/f, &c. 
as Illegal, bccaufe without Confent of Parliament; but 
xnott of the Judges gave their Opinion for the Kingr 
AxchbiikQ^^Laud begamiow to ex»tit » fir idt Cpnformi- 
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tf , to the placing of tkc CaEfimunion-iTaMe in iht Chan- 
ce 1 altar wife, ind railed in^. and by his Procurement a 
Service Book, againft which the Puritans had more Ex- 
ceptions, thanagainft thit of Eff^iand was preffed upoff 
Scotland, which.together with the Ceremonies of the 
Church of England being impofed on that Nation, it oc- 
cafioned a Tumult in the King's Chappel at JS:^/>^»r^ib^ 
which neither the Magiftrates, nor Privy CouncelJors 
had fuiEcient Authority to furprcfs ^ at laft it iffucd in a 
Petition of the States of that Kingdom againft the Litur- 
gy" and Cannons ; and came to an open Rupture, bufvra^- 
at laft compromifed. by referring the Matters of State to 
afiee Parliament,and ChurchMatters to aGeneral Afscm-^ 
bly: but the Latter not proceeding according to the M\nd 
of the Court, they intended to diflolve them^ but the E. of 
-Argy/c and others oppofing it, they came to a Protcftati* 
on, cntrcd into a Covenant to defend themfelves in their 
Religion and Liberties, and abolilbed Epil'copacy. Rere« 
upon Prepaiations were made for War on both Sides; 
and the King having raifed i gallant Army, marched to 
the Borders of Scat /and, but the Scots having affembled 
another under General Lefly oppofed him, fo that it en* 
ded in a Treaty after fonie fmall Skirmilhes, wherein the 
King was worfted, and he returned to London- 

AFTER this he fell at Variance with the Parliament 
of Scotland, who difputed his Right of Proroguing them 
without their Confent, and fcnt their Deputies toXo^- 
don with their Reafons, but they were imprifoned in 
the Tower, and the Treaty with the Scots was Burnt 
by the Hand of the Hangman. TJpon which the Scots 
came as far as Newhurn in 'England with their Army 
and obliged the King's Party to retire with coniiderable 
Lofs. The King being at Tork, a Petition was prefentcd 
to him from fcveral of the Nobility of 'England for cal- 
ling a Parliament, and the fame was back'd by the Lon* 
doners and others ; and in the meaa Time having fum- 
moned a great Council at Tork, a Treaty was agreed on 
with the Scots at JJ^/oj», which Stafford tn^Laud'^s ^Axtj 
inveighed againft. 

A N O T H E R Parliament was called in England to 
mtct Kovent&tr % i^/yo, they inlifted upon their Old 
Grievances, and impeached tht Archbiftop Ztfi^^, the 
Earl oiStaffjrd^ and Lord Keepir Fincb, and took Judge 
Serktly from off ?he Bcncb> yfko gave his Oginion for 

Ship- 
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Ship-Mony ana coinmitted him. Aftci this the KUio cave 
the Royal Affentro the Triennial Parliament. March lo 
that Year, the Commons voted, that noBiflioP ihaJl have 
any Vote m Parliament. Then came on the Trial of 
the Earl oi Stafford for Hifrh-Treafon, being charged 
among othrr things with a DsJSgn to bring the Army ia 
Ireland over into Scotland^ and fo to "England^ to re- 
duce the fame; of which he was found Guilty; and 
the King with Difficulty ^k^^ prevailed upon to pafs both 
the Bill for the Triennial Parliament, and Staford'^s At- 
Uinder. The Latter was faid to have been deiired by the 
Blarl him(elf, but he was much furprizM when the Kinc 
confcntcd; and was executed iJfa;/ ii. The ParJiamcirt 
voted 300000L. to t\ic Sc6ts Army, and after feveral 
Debates about Bifhops, the Commons agreed^on Presby- 
terian Government in the Church ; about which Time 
Archbifhop Vfioer propofed a Conjunction of the two 
governments. They granted Tunnage and Poundage to 
the King, as alfo a Poll, and At the fame Time prefented 
Bills agamft the High-CommifKon and Itar Chamber, his 
Jiii]t\\y &^nc^ the Money-BiJls, but demurred upon the 
icft till hearing that the Commons murmured he paffed 
them too., Thtn they agreed to the King's Journey 
into ^cotlafidy and that both the Efigltjb and %cots Armies^ 
ftould be disbanded a t the fame Ti^nc. The Latter had 
been tempted, with great Offers to (ctvc the King againft 
t^c Parliament, but rejcdcd them. The Parliament 
of £/?«§•/«»</ adjourned and appointed a Committee to fit . 
during their Recefs. While the King was in Bcot/and en- 
deavouring to make a Party there, the /r//b. Re be 11 ion 
broke out by the Inftigation of their Priefts, the Army 
^ whichfliould have fupprefled them being disbanded before, 
Kotice thereof being fent to the King, he referred the 
Management of the Affair to the Parliament of England^ 
and in the vneKn Time the Rebels adlcd with the greateft ^ 
of Barbarity and Cruelty, molt of the popdfl) Nobility and 
Gentry having joined them. 

ABOl?"T the Endof A^ox;e/«?^r, the King returned 
from Scotlflfid-, made a Speech Co the P^liament oiEng' 
land-, prefTed for Relief for Ireland^ and offered to pafs a 
Bill for prcfling Soldiers, and to wave the Debate ,con* 

^ cerning the Bounds of his own Prerogative herein, .Vpon 
this the Parliament pctititioncd the King touching their 

^Priviledges, which they faid he had broke in his Speech 
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bf the I4.f£>, and dcfired to know who had advifcd his 
Majefty thereunto. They were alfo jealous of the Ir//Jj 
Rebellion's being favoured by fome abowt the King; 
and refolved not to proceed intheir Affairs till they had 
aSatisfadloty Anfwer. Hereupon the King withdrew to 
Hampton-Court^ whither they appointed a Committee 
to follow, and tell him that the whole Frame of the 
Government was out of Order; and afterwards agreed on 
a Rembnft ranee, which was carried by a very few Vote? ; 
then followed (omc Tumults jibout Wbite-Hatl 8c Wefl- 
tnirfitr. In the mean Time the hiSio Rebellion went on; 
and the Scots propofed to fend A/fiitance to the Proteft- 
ants there, butmct with little Encouragement, While 
the Hjufe was upon propofalsfor the Relief of Ireland^ ' 
the King ordered the Lord Hamhin^tont Mr, JPyw, Mr, 
Kambden^ Mr Hollis^ Sir Arthur HafUrigg and Mr. 
Strowdf to be apprehended, and their Papcr«! feizcd, 
charging them with Plotting with the Scot s^ and favour- , 
ing the late Tumults, but the Houfe voted agai nil- the 
Arreft of their Perfons or Papers. Whereupon the King 
having preferred Articles againft thofe Members, he 
went w ith an armed Force to have taken them out of the 
Hou(c, but having notice of th« fame, they with- 
drew. 

THIS fudden Adlion, in wh'ch his Majefly did after- 
wards acknowledge, that he ha dbeen too paffionate,; 
was very prejudicial to his Affaiis-t made the Houfe refent 
it highly, and yfotcd-i That the coming of Papiits and 
Soldiers, to the Number of joo armed Men, to the Houfe^ 
Was aTraiterous Deiign againft the King and Parliament^ 
ind they appointed a Committee to fit ntGui/dball in 
J^nndnn-t tq^confider of a Guard for the Houfc^ and Re- 
lief for Ireland. • 
HENCE enfued diverfe Tumults, and the Bifliops 
having protcftcd againft all Adtsin theirAbfenqeas null. 
Were accufed of High-Treafon, and committed. As the 
King went through London^ the Citizen^' flock'd about 
his Coach^ befoughthim to agree with his Parliament^ 
and not to violate their Priviledged. Then the Common- 
Council petitioned for the Chaagc of the Conftable of 
the Tower, KzViti oi Ire land ^&c<. and the Buckingham^ 
Shire ^en petitioned for Mr. Kamhden who was Knight 
for that County, fo that Multitudes gathered together a- 
bottt Whitehall and W0minfiet^ the King rOTOved to

'^g ParJtament being informed thdt the Lord D;^- 



j^Wf Colonel Lunsford were railing Troopj ait Kin^^

Colonel was taken, but my Lord cfcaped. 

T H F Attiir^ey General being fummoned to the Lord's 
Bar about the Articles againft the Five Members, the 
King iignififd' that he had ordered him to dcM. Then 
the King and Parliament, accepted of the Affiftince of 
the i^c^^^ for Ireland'^ and the Commi/fioners o^^haC 
Nation offered their Mediation betwixt th^m, for which 
the Commons thanked them. The PHiIiajncnt defnedthe 
Militia and the Tower to be put into their Hands, as 
the only Means to remove Jeaioufies, which the King re- 
fufed 

THEN divcrfe Petitions of the Tenure aforefaid 
were fent from feveral Counties ; and the Bifhops were 
declared uncapablc of Vote in Parliament, or temporal 
Jurifdidlion. The King fentfor the Earls of Eiffcx ^i\^Uol^ 
land^ to attend him as his Houfhold Servants, but they 
declined becaufc of their being needed in Parliament, Jbr 
which Ejftx loft his Places. Letters were intercepted 
from D/^^;' to the Qiieen, advifingthe King to with- 
draw to (ome Place of Safety, where he and others might 
re fort to him ; And the Houfe dciired that his Majelty 
would difc ha rgc iK\c\\ Gorrefpondsnce. The Quecnf 
wept over t» Holland with her Daughter, who was €• 
fpoufed to the Prince of Ora^^e, and carried, not only the' 
Rings, but the Jewels of the Crown along with her to 
rai(e Men, . 

"B X M at a Conference with the Lords affirm'd. That 
many of the chief Con. mandc.'s of the Rebels in IrelanJ 
had been licenfcd to pafs thither by the King, after the' 
Lord Lieutenants had put a Stop to it at the Ports, at 
which his Majcfty was to much offended, that he rcq^^ir- 
cd the Declaration of che Commons for his Vindica:iun, 
but could not 'obtain it. The King offered a Proclamati- 
on to put the Laws to Execution ^igainft Papjfts,- to refcrr 
the Governn^ent ^nj Liturgy of the Church wholly to the 
two Houfes, and to goin Perfon againft tht Irifh. The 
Commons pctirio/i'd to know the Informers and Su^gefti- 
onsagaintt the Five Member:^, and that he would fettle 
the Milirki on ruchast:icy had nstm'zdy which he refnfed

TheKinff 

adjourned the Tefm from London to tnrJi^ which the 

Parliament declared Illegal ; then they publiflicd at 

large Declaration, mentioning, that the Rebellion of 

Jre/^/«^ was countenanced by fomc about the Kino- and 

the Proclaiming of thofe Rebch to be Tray tors deferr'^d 

• itomO^ober to January aUci-, whereas the Proceed- 

. ings againft the Scots were more /harp and fpcedy. Th« 

King having acquainted his Council oi Scotland with his 

Affairs, they offered thieir Mediation ; and^that Nation 

in General prayed him not to go for Ireland^ but to a- 

gree with his Parliament. 

THE Earl of triflol moved for an Accomodation, 
tut the Houfcs voted, that,^ That which was done at 
■ Tor^ for a Guard for the King, was a Preparation for 
War againft the Parliament ^ and oidc^xcd^ that rll 
Sheriffs, Juftices of the Peace; 8cc, flioiild ftay the Arms 
which were carrying to Tcrj!^. and furprefs all For- 
ces which were coming together by his Commillijn, The 
.King on the other Hand forbad all Obedience to the Pat-^ 
liaments Orders, and required all the People of TorJk" 
Shire to meet at fuch a Day and Place. 

THE Parliament fent i^ Propoiitions to the Kin^ 
for Peace whith he rejedled^ as inconfiftent with there- 
gal Rights, Then the Parliament ordered Money for Le- 
vies fo? the Deferice of the King themfclves,- and the pttt- 
lick FczcGi . / 

THE King and thofe with hiai,made a Proteftation 
at torli^ and from thence he went to T^Btbw^bdm^ wh^ie 
he fct up his Standard, and fent to the Parliament, that 
he would reduce Hull d it were not furi^ridercd xa 

Ni AFTER 
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AFTER whicl? the Parliament }^tgtin to raife an At^- 
my for their own Defence, appointing the Ear) of Effe$€ 
Captain-General, and the Earl of Bedford General of the 
Horfc: Then they fenta Petition to the King to dif- 
band his Forces, 8cc. and return to his Parliament^ 
which he refu(ed ; and then they proclaimed one another s 
Armies and Adlfeicnts Traitors. The King finding, that 
laot fo many refortcd to his Standard as he expe^cd, fent 
Propofitionsto the Parliament, and they fent others to 
him, but all in Vain; then they took (bme endeavouring 
to put the Commi/iion of Ajrray in Execution in Oxford- 
JbirC'i but the iirft Blood was ftcd before Hull^ the GarrJ- 
foH falling upon the King^s Forces who approached 

it. 

AF TER this the King marched from Nottiftgbam 
to Shrewsbury^ and the Parliaments Army Rendexvoiif- 
ing at St. Albans had Orders to march and fight the 
King^s Army; and finding that he had Supplies from 
HoiUfid^ complained of it to the States. Portfmoutbm 
a little Time furrendercd to the Parliament, aod they 
poifcffed themfe Ives a Ifo of OAr/ora^. 

NEXT followed the Fight at Worcefier^ where a 
Patty of the Parliaments Army was routed by Prince 
KuperU and then the Battle at Ed^ebill^ where both 
Sides reckoned thcmfclves V'iftors ; about 6000 Men 
were ilain on both Sides, but the Earl of Ejfex kept the 
Field; 

THE King came with his Army toOxfurd^ and Prince 
"Rupert made Excurfions near London^ whereupoh the 
Parliament ordered Eff'ex to draw nearer with his Army, 
gave him a Gratuity of s"ooo L. and publifhed a Declar* 
ationofhis valiant and acceptable Service at EdgebiU, 
The King alloaRred thz Lancajhire Papifts to take Arms, 
and the P^iai'ment invited the Scots to their Affiftance,' 
which th^^pig endeavoured to prevent by great Profeis^ 
but in Yixiii'' 

THE Parliament gave Freedom to fuch Apprentices 
tswouM lift the mfe Ives in their Service; and Prince 
Rf^cri^s Party committed ftrange InfolencicS upon the 
Countrv, 

T H E King advanced near LonJom and the Parlia- 
ment voted an Addrefs for Pcacc^ and defired fafe Con- 
duft for foific of their jjiimber to attend him with Pro- 
^dfltions^ahctUpon his excepting agatnft Sir '^<^bn Evelyn 
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as a Tray tor, they voted it a refufal of a Treaty; Howr 
«ver a Petition wasfent to the King at Colebrook^ and he 
appointed his Caftle of YTtndfor for a Treaty \ but hear- 
ing that J^er* had drawn forth his Cannon and Forces 
out of London, he advanced to Brandford^ and took' 
it in that N^ffht. Whereupon the Earl ofEfex with his 
Army and the City Trainbands advanced againft him; 
fo that his Vajcity retired ; and though the Parliament 
were incenfed at this Aftion during the Time of a Treaty 
yet they Petitioned him again to return to them, and dif- 
iBifs his Army 

THE E. of NewcafiU overpowered the Lord 'FairfaK 
in the North ; aud Supplies landed from the Queen from 
beyond Sea to join the Earl ; but the Parliament's 
Force defeated 5oo of the Royalifts at Gishorou^b^ and 
%iz Thomas Fairfax took Leeds^ with joo Prifoners, 
and much Arms and Ammunition. Then a Treaty was 
(ct on Foot, but had no Effect. 

A Plot was afterward difcovcred in London to betray 
the Parliament, Prince Rupert took Cirencefier, put 
the Barl of Stamford^s Regiment with many others to 
the Sword, took 11 00 Prifoners, and 3000 Arms, 
andufed'the Prifonersfeverely. The l^eZ/b Army under 
the Earl of Worcefler was defeated by the Parliament's 
Forces. About this Time the the Scots pa/Ted the River 
Tyne with zoooo Men well equipped under General Lef- 
ly to affilt the Parliament. 

I N i<^43. a Treaty was renewed with the King, 
wherein the Parliaments CommiHioners had a fufficienc 
difcovery of the grcatnefs of his Parts ; as Strength of 
Reafon and quicknefs of Apprehenfion, but found that he 
relied more on the Judgment of other?, which was lef# 
Valuable, fo that having (atis£ed him in one of the Chief 
Points, and obtained a Promife of a Satisfactory Anfwer, 
fome of his Bed-Cham bermen and others p revailed with 
him to change his Mind, and though the Commiffioners 
didExpoftulat^humbly with his Majefty as to this Mat- 
. ter, they could work no Change upon hiih, fo that the 
. Treaty was broken off. 

TH K N a Fight happened between my Lord Brnnl'^s 
"Men and the King's near LicbflelU^ wherein the Latter 
was worlledand the Earl of Cbe/ierfie/d with k}l his 
Men and Ordinance taken. The Earl of I7orrbaf/mon 
4efcat|ed a Paify of the f^arliament's Forces there jfe'eeBily 
' ' • N 3 ' ^ After 
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after. And Prince Rupert obJiged Colonel Ruffcl to fur 
render the CIolc. 

AP H I L 17. eT.'x was twice rspulfed from before 
Reaa^h?^, The Kin^ m fched to relieve it, but wasworf- 
tcd by the Parliaments Fores sit Cavejhanty wliereupoi 
the Town furrcndred. There came an Ambafladorfrom 
Frfl/7Cff to mediate an Accomodation but without Effedt. 
Then the King drew in the Ir/Jb to his A/Hftance^ and the 
Parliament entred into a folemn League and Covenant 
with the Scotf^ whch was ordei ed to be taken throughout 
the Kingdom. The King had fome Advantages over the 
Parliament's Partv in Cornwall; but May the 2.7th the 
Parliament gained a Vidtorr at WakcjUU agaiuft the 
King's Forces, And a Plot yff^is iftcr this difcoveted to 
deliver up Brjfinl to the King, for which fomc were 
hanged. In ^utte follcwir.g Walltr^ Tojftkirs^ and Cbal' 
oner vir crt tried, for a PI )t to Jet in the King's Forces 
into the City, and to DiifoJve the Pailiamcnt, for which 
the two Latter wcie banged, and the former iined. 

AFTER this Prince Rupert defeated pait of the Parli-? 
a ment's Forces in Obalgt a ve Fields where Squire if <m«^- 
den the great Compioner received a Mortal Wound. In 
the Weft the Parliament took Taunton and Bridgwater \ 
and S. William Waller one of their Generals, was defeat- 
ed at R^undway Downs near the Vevifes in Wihjbirey 
his Horfc having fled, and left the Foot to the Mercy of 
their Enemies. Prince Rup^ert did akcr this take Br ij^o/^ 
in which he had niany Correfpondents, after 3 Days Siege 
The Lord Willoughhy of Tarham took Gainsburrougb 
for the Parliament, with the Lord Kifigfton and other 
Pxifoncrs, but the faid Lord was unfortunately flain by 
his own Friends, who jbotat the Boat as going down the 
River to Hull., bec^ufe they would notltay. 

ABOUT this Time Qromwel began to appear, and 
did great fervice to the Parliament againft the Earl of 
j<f€wcaftle. The King fat down before Gloucefler which 
;JCa/ffly defended with great Bravery, and rcpulfed his 
Ma jetties Forces in divcr(c Affaults with much Lo{s ; 
and fome Plotters being drfcovered within the Town, 
they were hanged. The Earl of EJfese came up to the Relief 
of the City, upon which the King drew off, 

NOT long after this Exeter being in want of Am- 
munition, furrendered to the King after three Months 
SiegC) but the Capitulation, fays Wbitelock<, vrzs broken

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there as well as at Br idol. The Earl of E^ex took C/r fi 
e«c^^er from the Royal ifts; as the Earl of Mancbefier 
d\d Lyn, ^f tcr this folio wed the defeat to the King's 
l^orces near N'ewherry^ there being flain on his Side 2000 
^ M'^n, befidcs the Lords Carttarvenr Sunderland^ and 
^ FauliUnd, The Parliament Loft foo. . 

AFTER which the Earl of Efftx came to Reading, 
Sept: sLj. both Hv)ufes witl\ the Aflfcmbly of Divines 
took the Covenant in 8r. Margarets Wiflminiter. Then 
the General received the Compliments of rhe Houfes ind 
the Cit for his^ Conduft. The Parliament dec^ared 
againft the Ceflation 01 Arms concluded betwixt the King 
and the Irifly Rebels ; but it was concluded, and ^many 
of the /r (4? came into the Kin5:^s Service. The Parlia- 
ment fcqueft'ted the Eftates of fuch as were in Arms 
againft them^ and turn'd out many of the Clerg)Lfor 
' 6cand>ils in Life and Do<ftrine, as Preaching, that the 
King's Verbal Command ought to be obeyed in 
all Things, thougk never fo oppofitc to Law and 
Juitice. 

A K T ER this the Parliament's Forces under Ma^r 
cbefttr^ WUou^bhy^ and Oromwell^ defea ed part of' 
the Marquifs of NewcaJiUH killed, yoo, and took IJ^Q 
Hprle, with 800 Prifoncrs. The Kings's Forces took 
VartMoutby whereupon the Parliament ordered Forces 
to the Iflc of ]Vigbt. , ' 

. M AS S EX defeated a Party of the King's near 
Teai&/^;^ry, killing 300, and taking .j 00 Arms; and 
the Governour of WarwicJ^ defeated the Lord Mo/- 
//>e«^xef Regiment. Colonel Urrey and Sir Lewes "Dives 
jrevoltcd fi^m the Parliament, took S. Jo: N orris in Bed' 
ford routed 300 Horfe and plundcrcdthe Town. The L. 
Fii^Vjflx routed part of the King's Forces about Uutl, 
and took 9 of their Cannon; and Qromviell routed 7 
Troops of Rovilifts in Lincolnfmre, The St ,tes of Scot- 
land declared againft the Ce/Tation with the Irijb Rebels 
Lincoln was furrendred to the Earl of Mancbefier ; and 
Qraft *n'boufe and Newport-pannel were delivered up 
to others of their Officers. The Cavaliers plundered 
Tuy ford and Ockin^bam-tSLnd burnt many Houfes. Pare 
of the Earl of iN/eiwcfl/^/c's Army laid down their Arms 
on the News of the Ceffation with the Irifo Rebels, 
and Che Earl of Holland left the Kiog at Ox/#r J up ^n

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the fame Account, faying his Confcicncc would not 
fufFcr him to ftay any longer. .^ 

COLLONKL Rishy defeated a Party of the Reyalifts in 
Lancajhire^ and took 400 of them. Flirt C»j^\c with 
Mufiyn Houfcand Town, were furrendred to the Parlia- 
ment. And yetfc-y was delivered up to the King. The 
iJ^rj informed the Parliament that » French Agent had 
been with tbsm to prevent their giving any farther Afjft- 
ance to the Parliament, but that they had rejeded them ; 
jkud iom'i of tneir great Men were foifaited for refufing 
the Covenant. Many of the Irz/Jb Proteftants rcfiifcd to 
^ tubmit to the Ceiifttion with the Rebels, and joined the 
ifc'ts Forces there. Bartofi Foyt with 5oo Prifoncr? 
was about thjs Time taken by Sir '^obn Mtldrum for 
the Parliament. Duke Kafnilton being profcribed in 
Scntlajid came to Oxfjrd^ and was there Committed by 
the King, who fct up a Counter Parliament of fuch 
Wembcrs as had defertcd, or beendifabled bv the Parlia- 
ment, and adjourned thither all the Courts of Juftice, and 
the next Term from London^ which he called the Rebel- 
lious City, but the Parliament forbad it. 

ANOTHER Plot was difcovercd to raife a Dif- 
ference betwixt the Parliament and the City, Arundel 
Caftle was furrendred to §ir William Waller^ wherein 
were Several Pcrfons ofQiiality, with 1200 Prifoncrs, 
Arms, Money, &c. 

THE Ail ti -Parliament met at Oxford^ but did not 
affume the ;Namc and Power of a Parliament, and when 
that at Weftmlnjier aflcmbled, it appeared that they had 
ft ill 380 .of their Members, and they expcird about 
40 who had defer ted them. 

COLLONEL Mutton routed a Pajty.qf the King's, 
convoying Arms, 8cc, to the Beiiegcrs of l^axtwicb^ 
and tOv^k and kill'd many of them. The Lord Ogle wrot 
to Mr. Qoodwin and Mr. Nye-^ the Chief of the Inde- 
pendcQts making them great Promifes to obftruft the fet- 
rlemcnt of Presbytery, but gained no ground upon them. 

SIR Thomds Fairfax znd&ii Willi aw Breretofi re- 
lieved Nan*.wicb-> and defeated the King's Forces, tak- 
ing abundance of Officers, and ijoo Common Soldiers, 
with their Ammunition, &c. iJfaj/cy defeated Sir Henry 
Talbot s^oiiig With Aims arnd Ammunition to Worcefier, 
The Commons ordered pablick Thankfgiving for thofc 
y ivories, and for the AOi^ance given by the Scots. Sir

T7TE Marquif^' of Or«n«^, for promoting the Cc(- 
fation with the Irrjb Rebels, and forbidding the taking 
of the Covenant in that Kingdom, was ordered to be im- 
peich'd as a Traytor 

' AN Oveitureof Peace was fcnt from the King, but 
becaufc the Parliament was not acknowledged in it, 
they would not read it. Twenty thoufandJE^^/T/b and 
JScotf in the North of Ireland vowed to live and die 
together in Oppofition to the Ccffation, Sir Wilham 
ConJlabU had fomeAdvantage over the Royalifts in X^^^' 
font. . 

^ THE Scots beiieged Newcafiley took a mam Out- 
work, and repulfed the Enemy in a Sally. The Matquils 
of Ncwcafllt being in the Town, burnt iqo Houses m 
the Suburbs which the Inhabitants Clamour'd againlt; 
and he defign'd to have fctfireto the Coal Mines, but 
was prevented by General Lefly, Great Numbers of I- 
r//b Rebels came ovci to the King, and behaved them- 
.rhemfclves barbaroufly^ wherever thev went, but they 
did him n) great Service, moft of them being cut oft 
Trom Time to time, and 1700 of them were calt av/ay 
as coming, over Sea at one Time. The Prince EIe6lor 
teftificd his i^pprobation'of the Solemn League and Cove- 
nant in a I etter to both Hjiifcs. The Divines of the N'e- 
therla-nds did the fame and approved of the Parliaments 
proceedings.

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fon. Prince \ufert defeated the Parliaments Forces be- 
fore TSFewarh The Scots took a Fojrt over aijajnir T/>- 
moittb^ whict commanded t^t Paffage to Nawcaitle. 
MARC /£2p, 1644,. ^^c Parliaments Army under 
fiir WiUam Wd/er^ Sir Arthur Hafieri^g^ and Belfore^ 
routed the Kinfs Forces under the Earl of Forth ne^t 
Wtncbefier^ takiig their Cannon and Baggage, and killmg 
Soo on the Pl^e : The Duke ol Lennox's B/other 
and many of the Kings Officers were flaio here. 

THE Prince Zleaor wrote to the Pailiament» be-" 
inoaningthat hisBrother fought agamft them, and re- 
jfoycingat the Cute nant. Soutb-WaUs was reduc'd to 
th& Parliament, arid^they had feveral other fmaJlAd-* 
vantages about thisi Time both by Sea and Land. The 
Kmg fet up h\ii Stajjdat^ again at Marlborough^ but find- 
ing that fcvr reforted to it he took it down again. Arch- 
bifhop Laud was brought upon his Tryal, and it was 
proved a^ainit him that he had afTumcd tht Title uf 
Pope : And in Letters from the Univeifity oi Oxford he 
was HylQd^ Optimus Maximus O* San^ltasVtfira^ Atter-, 
fium Reverendifime Cancellarie <y Maximus PontifeM. 

NOT long after my Lord Fairfax an^ Sir Thomas . 
took ^e%forthc Parliament, with 4 Colonels, 4 Majors, 
2.0 Captains, 15-0 Subalterns, 1600 Common Soldiers, 
4 Pieces of Ordnance, 2.000 Arms 5: 00 Horfe, &c# 
The King ordered the Counties ofOxon^ Berks^aud BucJiS 
to bring Proviiion into Oxford on pain ot Fire and Sword 
Whereupon thty aff.ciatcd for their Defence. The" 
Earl of Argyle fupprc/Ted the Marquiis of Huntley iQ 
Scotland^ Who began to move for the Kmg there; and the, . 
States of that Kingdom rejedlcd the Propofals of the 
Anti- Parliament at Oxford^ the Houfes fent Letters of 
Thanks to the Scots Army and General Fairfax for their 
Service. Captain Swanley took Carnarvon for the Part 
liament, with 400 Pri (oners, and drove many of the Xr 
r//b into the Sea, 

T\iK'&Kt\Qi MancbejitT took Lincoln By Storm, 
with the Governor, 3 Colonels, many Inferio'u Offi- 
cers, 800 Soldiers 1000 Arms,' 8 Guns, and kili'd 
about 80 Men. The Royalifts were iepulfed from 
before Lyune with great Lofs, and Prince Maurice*^ 
own Colours taken. The Commotions in Scotland 
were appealed, Huntley chafed to the Hills and Huntley 
tndCrafz^rd purfucd by the ^dqiValknd^ to JSTew-

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^afiU* Arcnbifliop LausPs Trial went on, ijid Wit- 
ncffes were produced agdinit him for endcav . uring to fet 
up Popery< changing the Cummufiion Tables into Altars, 
and placing a Popifti Cruciiix over the Altar in the 
King's Chappel ; hisovn Diary was produced againft 
him, t'j prove that he had altered that part vf the Coron- 
ation Oath which oblii^ed the King to pafs fuch Laws a$ 
the People fi^ould chufe ^ and added a Salvo for the 
fierogative. . " 

• T H K Scnts in the mean Tirae took in one of the 
Royalilts Works before T^ri^ by Aflault, putting all to 
the Sword, becaufe Forrcigners and Papilh. The Gariifon 
oi Plymouth (allied^ and took p ^;reat Guns from the 
King's Party ^ and Coionel Majfey took al(o Malms^ 
hffry, with 300 Men 7, Guns, and the Earl of BtT^JJj/ re's 
two Sons, with all their Arms, Ordnance, gee Th« 
Royalifts were alfo repulf d with Lofs from befoic Lypfscm 
Plince Rupert took Bolton in Lancajbne by .ytorin, 
after 3 Repulfes, fp that his Soldiers put many to Death 
after they had laid down Arms, and amongft others 3 
Miniftcrs, which incenled the People mightily, that aFor- 
leign Prince (hould exercife fo much Cruelty, upon 
Englijjpmen, The Scots took Morfeth for the Parlia- 
ment. The Earl of £/r^x repuUcd the R ova lilts at -4/f- 
fiow Bridge with the lofs 'of above e.000 Men, and bat 
40 of his own ; It toeing observed oiCunnirgham one 
of his Colonels a i$'c#jr/>«fl;?, that one of his Armsbci;ij» 
fliot off by a great Gun, -he held up his othcx and 
faid, I have yet another Arm to fight for the Varliam 
menty It was further urged againit Laud-^ that he had fo 
furniftied the Kings Chappel that Popilh Priefts came 
thithc^fot Adoration and Devotion. Prince Maurice 
wasrcpulfed in two Storms at Lyme with great Lofs, 
though the Town was- not Itronr. 

THE Scots took and fortiiied'a Wind-Mil] near Tor^^ 
tho' the Royalifts made 2.00 nreatShot at them. Mafey 
took in Teuxsbury for the Parliament. The Scots annoyr 
ed XorJi from their Battery, and 40O0 of them under the 
Earl of Egljnton entered (omc of thc,G:ites as far as th« 
Mannor-Houfe, tookaJFort, and repulfed the Enemy ip 
a Sally. 

ARCHBISHOP i/z/^^ was further accufed fox his 
Popi/h Confejc rations of Churches, and Book of Sporti 
for the Sabbath-Day' The Eail of ^aacbe^er tqok the 
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great Fort at Tori with the lofs of lo or 12 Sc9is ©oly* 
The Earl of Denbigh defeated 5000 of the livings Hoife 
font to relieve Dub/yCa{\le» Prince Rupert took ie- 
verponl for the King, and Taunton-Jyean wasfurrcndcr- 
cd to the Parliament. The Archbifliop was further urg- 
ed with introducing Popery and Arminianlfm, and for 
proof, the Romonftrancc of the Combons in i5z8 was 
broui^ht againft bim. 

A T Weymouth General Efft:x took io*> great Gunns, 
2.000 Mufquets, and 1000 of other Arms. The K ng 
marched from Oxford towards Bedjord^ his Parties fpoil- 
ing the Country, and fhooting at the Minifter in the 
yalpitatDii/i/fab/e. The Earl of C«/e«^er with loooo 
more ^cots entrcd k^gUnd to fcrve the Parliament. 

A Fight happened in the Weft at Copredy Bridge betwixt 
Sir William Waller and the King's Forces, both Parties 
' pretended to the Victory, but Sir William Wallet kept 
the Field. Letters were intercepted from the King to 
the Queen, acquainting her with the Parliament^ Deiign 
toprefent himwith Propofitions of Peace, which if Sic 
pleas'd he thought would be f beft way for Settlement as 
Xhings then ftood. Prince Rupert marched to the Relief 
6f Torli^ and the Parliaments Forces drawingofFto Mar- 
fiofi'Moor^ a Battle enfued, wherein the Virtory fell to 
the parliament, though the Prince had routed the right 
Wing: He had 3000 Men killed, gooo taken, with aj" 
Cannon, 47 Colours, 10000 Arms, and all their Bag«^ 
gage. 

P R I N C F. Rupert after this Defeat joined the Kingi . 
Forces in Cumber land and WeftmerUnd* And the Par- 
liaments Army fat down again before T^r*, which was 
fhortly after furrendercd. The Weftern Counties offer* 
cd to raife Men for the Parliaments Service ; and Barn* 
fiable-i Faunton and Tiverton furrendered to them It 
was further urged againft the Archbifbop, that he deni- 
ed the Pope to be Antlchrift, and chid Dr.K/j/Zforcal^ 
inqhim To; that beheld him to be the Metropolitan 
B^ftiop of the World," and that there could be no true 
Chuich without Billiops. 

THE Xrijb by the King^s Allowance, as was inform- 
ed iHadc a Vow to afTift him againft the Puritan Parfia- 
xr\tT\U, tb^dcfcnd Epikopacv and the Papifts of England^

doheto hIs'Perfoi ; that there be no change of Govcr- 
ment other than hath been for three Years palt ; and 
that his Puilerity be ao wa3r prejudged in their Lawful 
Succeiiion. 

T H E N his Majeftf inras brought to Rolmby^t General 
FaiVfiT^ meeting him by the way, and kiiltng his Hand. 
He deiired to h«ve fome of his Chaplaini to attend him 
IRrho had not taKcn theCovenar.t, butthe Parliament refuf^ 
tU The King wrote to the Parliament, confenting that 
Presbyterian Govermeot be cftablifliM for Three Tears* 
and thjit the Parliament ihould have the Militia for 
Ten 8cc. 

THE J.tmy .and City began to be troublefome toi 
the Parliament, and the Latter did at laft begin Co fur* 
render their Power into the Hands of the Army, and 
Kazed their Declaration againft them, out of their 
Journal • 

O N the ^tb of 'fune 1^47, a part of the Army carried- 
the King from Kolmby and when^he Commiffioners 
demanded their Warrant, they would give no other A- 
count, but t^at it was the pleafure of the Army, and 
Maving promifed .Security ro his Perfon they carried him 
and the Commiflioaers both to the Army. The Scots 
acquainted the Parliament o) it, that he yvta taken away by 
a Party of the Army ajsrainA his Will, that he de fired both 
Houfesto maintain the Laws ofthe Land^ and that tho> 
he might iiga many Things in that Condition, yet he 
would not have them beliey^d till further Notice froai 
ihem% 

THE Gfcneral profefl^d, that the removal of the King 
Was without the Privity, or Defire ofthe Army; and 
that the Sofdiers pretended for their Rearon,that they had 
Intimation/ of a I^fign, which they were able to make 
good, of fbme tofurprifehim. The General proleited 
that he «m the Army were for fettling Peace, and the 
Liberties tof the People, and aot for oppoiing Pseshj'^ 
tety and Ifetting up £ndependeacy:

A Committee of Hafetjr was revived ; and Lettevt 
fent to the General, that the Army might not come with- 
in i; Miles of the City the General acquainted the Ar-> 
my with it ; and Ski f fan prefsM a Compliance, but thcf 
were mutinous and ordered an Anfwer to be drawn up 
by their own Agitator?:. Petitions were fent to the Ge« 
neral from EijkM^ N9*folk^ MudSufoIky againll disband- 
ing, till Grievances were redrefTed. 

O N News of the Armies Approach, The London* 
crs a rmM their Train-bands, and (hut their Shops. The 
Army being at St. Ailrnns, the Parliament fent to know 
their Demands, and to defire that the King might be 
placed at Richmond; where the Propofitions from both 
Nations, for fettling a Peace, might be prefented to him 
The Army fent a Charge againft i z of of the Commons 
es their Enemies whom they defired to befufpended: 
demanded a Months Pay, that no new Forces might be 
xaiPd, nor any brought in frum another Kiflgdom ; an J 
that they would come to a fpeedy Difpatch^ as to the 
prcfent Condition of the Kingdom, Army, and the Kinqr. 
They deilred further, that the Houfes might be purg^i 
of thofe chat ought not to £t there' ^ that a Time might 
lie fet for the Continuance of this and other Parliament^ 
«nd new Elediions made according Co the Bill of Trien- 
nial Parliaments ; Th^t future Parliaments xaay not be 
cUflblvM at the Kings Pleafure, ire, 

I RE TO N'^ Or9mweUy and LamUru^ were the 
chief Managers of thefe Tilings ; And Petitions wctfi 
prefented from feveral Ceunties to the fame Effect ; and 
flow all Addreffes were made to the Anny and the 
Parliament Oighted and cenfured for their want of Cour* 
age, in not profecuting their Votes for dif banding the 
Army* The Koufe would notfufpend the^ ix Members, 
till the Charge were proved againft them. The Army 
feat s Remoaftjrance to the H )u(e,againft the King's oom- 
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ing any neutct Lettdon thin they $ tho' the General hacl 
confented to his going toRicbmonJ, 
' THE City, in purfuancc of the Remonftrance, deiireil 
that the Forces lifted by the CoiTimittee of Safety ,and the 
'IKIilitia, might be difcharg'd, which was hardly granted, 
trpon the^Armies inlifting againft the Eleven Members 
and drawing nearer Lc^idoxy the faid Members were 
iViipendcd; and they with drew^fojac of them intoFra^ir^, 
and others to the Countrey. The Londoners petitioned 
the Parliament for afpeedy Settlement of Religion, re- 
ftoring his Majefty to his jull: Authority, and keeping 
Corrcfpondence with Scotland^ according to the Cove- 
aant. The Kisg went to Windfor to fee his Children, 

T HE Members of the Houfc of Commons did not at- 
tend him fo frequently as before, becawfe of the Ta- 
maltuous Petitions from the Army aid City ; and thefe 
who had ailifted the King in England or Ireland, ox 
faad been fequcftred for Delinquency, were iexcluded the 
Bottfe. General Pflzr/«ar fent a Letter to tl^e Houfe full of 
Refpe^ to the King. The Parliament were pcfter'd with 
Petitions and Counter-petitions from the different Parties 
of the City, and forced to vote as they would have them. 

O NNews of the Armies Approach fomc of the El- 
even . Members, and their Friends prevailed with the 
Militia to Arm, and the City fo p^t themfelves in a pof^* 
ture of Defence, and declare againft the Surprizing of 
the King at Holmhyi and the Proceedings againft the 
Eleven Members; and defircd afpeedy Settlement of 
Religion, and his Majefties Re^eftabliOiment. 

THE Earls of Warwick^ Mancbefter, Lord Say, and 
feveral Members ef the Commons, left the Houfe, and 
put themfelves under ths General's Protection. The 
Army was at OoUhroJ^e, znd the King at Stoke Alhey. The 
General advanced with theArmy to HounJlow^Hcith^znd 
the Londoners petitioned him for a Compofure, which 
was effe^ed ; and the Lords and Commons who bad left 
the City,tcturned with a Guard, having declared againft 
the Proceeding of the Parliament iince the 2.5th of July 
laft. The King wrote to the General, clearing himfclf 
from any Handin the Tumults. In SeotUnd they were 
much offended at the Hindrance of the Reformation by 
the Seftaries in England and declared that they would 
maintain the Covenant. Qollonel Jones gave a very 
great Defeat to the Irijb Rebels near Trim* The Scots 

Com* 
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Commiifiouers complained of a Breach of the Union bf 
detaining Mr. Cbeejlyy their Mcflciiger, at NcwcafiU^ 
and the General ordered him to be leleafed. ^ 

THE King dined with his Chiidren at Stan. Private 
Treaties were faid to have been with the King, and that 
Cromwell Sec. made Propofal^to him lower than thofe 
of the parliament, offering to ^einthrone hini if he would 
^ Affctkt: but the Bi (hops difwaded him, though he was 
inclined to It himfelf . He alfo rejei^ed the Piopoiltions 
fr©m the Parliament. 

THE Scots having Ldvicd Forces, ordered them to be 
disbanded', if th? Committee of States did not think the 
Kingdom or King^s Perion in Danger ; and finding by 
their Commiilioners at London that they were in Danger 
they ordered the Army to be kept up till March, the 
Scots Commiilioners, in the Nam^ of the Kingdotoif 
complained of the King's being taken from Holmhyt de- 
clared that they would continue Loyal, dcfired a Perfonal 
Treaty with hisMajefly, and that he might be invited to 
London with Honour, Safety, and Freedom. Novr, ii. 
]C547, the King efcaped from Hampton Court, leaving 
Letters of his own writing to be communicated to the Par- 
liament, importing, that Liberty was as necefsary for Ks, 
. «$ others, that he had endured a Captivity, hoping it 
-" night tend to a Peace, but Ending the contrary, the uniix- 
ednefsof the Army,and new Guards fet upon him, h^ had 
withdrawn but if he might be heard with Honour, ^Free- 
dom, and Safety ,he Would inftantly break thro' his Cloud 
of Retirement and fliew himfelf ready to be Pater Pa^ 
/r/rf. Orders were iffued to fearch for,and ftop his Perfon, 
and his Attendants ^ and that it Hiould be lofs of Life,and 
Eftate for any to detain the Kings Perfon^ and not to 
difcover it to the Houfes. 

ON the istb they had Letters from CoUontl Hammond 
Govcrnour of the Ifle of Wight, that the King was come 
thither from Hampton-court, upon Information that there 
was a Defign to deftroy his Pcrfon ; and his Majeftjr 
wrote to them, offerings that Presbytry fliould be 
fettled for three Years, provided he and his Party might 
not be forced to comply, with it ^ that he will confcnt 
to a Confultation of Settling Church Government, by 
the Affembly of Divines, if he may name Twenty to be 
midtd to them ; being content that BpsJ ftiou Id perform 
their CaUJQgs by f eifoaal Reftdenceaad frc9ttciit Preach- 
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*iig, Exercife no Jiirifdidion without Confent of their 
Prosbytcrs, and be fo limited that they mtf not be griev- 
ca> CO render Confciencec \ That he was content codi- 
¥cfthfmfclf of the Militia, provided ift ihould return to 
the Crown after his Death; and he made the Jike Conccf* 
^on as to tJie naming of Officers of State, an^ Privy Coun- 
fellors ; And offered an Ad of Oblivion, but dciired he 
might hare a Pcrfonal Treaty with the Parliament aC 
Juflndon^ in Honour Freedom, and Safety. 

T H £ Houfes agreed to a Treaty upon the Kinc^ 
figning the Propoiitions following, viz. That a Bill be 
pait fjr fettling: th!? Militia ; That the Declaration, &c. 
againft the Parliaments berecalled ; That the Lordg 
made at Oxford^ after carrying the great Zcitl thither, be 
made uncapable of fitting in Parliament; and that the 
Houfe have Power to adjourn as they think jfit. The Ar- 
itiy Petition the General that the Parliament may be dif- 
fblvrd. The Lord Incbquin obtained a Viftory orcr the 
JReb^Isin Ireland, 

THE Scots Comroiflioners claim a joint Intcrcft witli 
the Parliament in fetiing of Peace in both Kingdoms, 
protefted againft the four Propolitiony, preffe^ for a Per- 
gonal Treaty with the King, and put them in Mind of 
their profeffed' Loyalty : To which an Anfwer was re- 
turned in high Terms. However, the Propofitio|]s were 
fent to the Kin;;, and the Scots Commimonert entered 
their Diflcnt with him againft them, as Prejudicial to Re- 
ligion, the Crown, and'tJnion of the Kingdoms* A Muti* 
ny being made in the Ifleof Wight with aDciign to carry 
off the King, ftridlcr Guards were fct upon him ; AntI 
. upon debate of his laft MeflTage, and his refuiing the four 
Bills, they voted to addrcfs him no more, n^r to receive 
any ifSj^U^gc from him ; and making it Treafon in any to 
do it without their Confent.^ The Army addreflcd tjbe 
Koufe, promifingto ftand by them in this Reforutioa, 
The Scots Cort-miiKoners defired an Anfwer to their 
papers, and a€<|uainted the Ptrliament that they muft re. 
turn. 

THE Parliament ordered a Declaration to be pub*

charging him with preventing the Relief of tiocbti

IN 15489 the Parliament of England and Scotland 
fcegaa to difagree, and jrefie^ upon each other fot breach 
•f Covenant \ and the ParUameAt of Scotland and Gea- 
eral Aflembly difagreed, the Latter being againftreftor- 
isg the King till h<c fign the Covenaat, and againlt a Wbt 
with England y till theLawfulnefs of it were irft ttgtt^A 
Apofi) and Reparation for the Breaches by Enztand de» 
. tnandedt but the other Party prevailed ; and imiPd^aa 
Army. JHoif^ with his Jr//]? Forces prof&ring to jc^s 
them. 

T HE P^rjtameat of Jfftotland^ Demands were, that 
the King night come to (ome of his Courts, neat 
LondonnWith Safety, Honour, and Freedom, in Order 
to a perfoiial Treaty ; That the iade pendent Schifma* 
tick Army anight be difbanded : That the Covenant 
Aould be impoted upon all, and Pxeabyterran Govern^* 
meat, efe^ually iettled. 

A little d^er, the Royalifts l»y rncouragement of the 
Scotr^ feized Berwick and Carlile, CoUonel Sorton 
with gooo, obtaiaed a Vi^ory ovei^ the RoyaliRs ia 
Wmlesy bein^ 8qoo, under Major General Langbom^ 
The Church of Scotland^ admoniffaed their People not to 
Ingageinthe iftfended War againft England^ but the 
Eng»s Party went on with their Levies, Duke Hamil^ 
ton^ Wng declared General and Leven^ having laid 
down his Commiffion. London^ was about this Time 
very tumuTtttoui, and part of the Fleet revolted, from 
the Parliament ; and there was an Infurre^ion ia Kent,^ 
which General Fairfani quelled, killing 2.60, and tak- 
ing above 1 400, Th e Royalifts in Scotlandy foand great 
Difficulty, to raife their Army. 

LAN^Giy ALEn had raifed 8000 Ken, for the Kin$ 
in the North, the Royajifts furprized Pomfret Caftle« 
the Earle of Arfile Lord Warriftony, and others op- 
pofed Duke Bamrlton in Scotland. 

THE Londoners petitioned the Parliament for a Per- 
fooal Treaty with the King, and inviting the Scots to 
it. The Lords declared the T«tes of Kon*Addrcflest 
to thjc King null. 

T R S Londoners petitioned again much to the former 
Effed, to which the Lords afented, in Confidence that 

the City would ieccuc^vtke %xskg and FaiJianent from 
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Tumulty The Earl of Holland^ Duke of Buc^f, «n^ 
Earl of^»PeterboroHgb^ raifed Forces to releafc the King, 
and bmg him to his Parliaincnt. 

THIKT Lords preffed the Commons, for a perfonal' 
Treaty, Irith the King, Lambert defeated a part of Laf/g-* 
*^tf/e's. Forers in the Worth, and a little after Duke 
Mamltqn^s Army came into Eng/a^d^ and joined Ldff^- 
daU\ and he entered Garlijle in a princely Manner, fend* 
ing a Declarition to Lambert^ that he cahie to profe« 
cute the 8e(5taries, deliver the King frooi his Bafe Im- 
prifonmcnt, and the Parliament from Conftraint. 
. LAMBERT^ anfw^eted in D6;fencc of the Parlia- 
ment arid General F/r/r/ajc, as having noDefign upoa 
Scotland^ but only againft Sir Marmsiduke Langdale^ 
«nd his Adherents, many of them Papifts ire 

THE Parliament declaredall thofe who had invited 
the Scots into Eftgland Traitors. The Duke's Atmf 
met with Oppoiition at Apfkhyi Commiffioncrs from 
both Houfes were appointed to treat with the K: at the 
l{\coi Wight. 

THE Prince and Duke of Torl^ cameto Tarmoutb 
with 15 Ships, having about 2.000 Men on Board, and 
fome of them landing were repulfcd. 

THE Prince did aJfo publiftia Declaration of his Dc-i 
figns. 

THE 1-ords and the Londoners feemed favourable, 
to the Kings Defigns. Both Hou((?s concurred for a 
Treatywith the King, iathe Ifleof Wight^ with Hon* 
our Freedom and Safety, to his Majcfty^ Pcrfon. 

A Letter came from the Prince in the Downs^ that 
he would difcharge the London Merchants, whom he 
had detained, if theCity fliould felid him 2.000 L, and 
at the fame time he fcnt a Declaration of his Defign, 
to lefcue his Father from Imprifionment, and reftore the 
Rights of the City. 

UPON which the Commons voted that all fliouli 
be proceeded againft as Traitors who affiftcd the Prince 
the Londoners petitioned that the King might be freed 
. from hisReftiaint, the Church fettled according loth© 
Covenant, and Armies difbanded, 
* MAJOR Kuntington prcfentcd a paper to the Lords 
«f the Rcafons why he left the Army, with an Account 
4Pf ifce Behaviow of Qrvnwcll and Irtton, fiiec the Par^ 
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liamehts going to ijisband the Army, and making. Over* 
turcsto-'his Majefty. 

vT H E Prince Janded 800 Men about Dealy but thef 
were quickly rqpulfed with great Lofs. 

'THE ^cots fent a Letter ,to the Prince, bewail- 
ing his Father's Rcftraint, inviting- him to come to 
them or their Army in England^ the Commons refufed 
to concurr with the Lords, to invite the Scots to 4 Treatjr 
but if the King would fend, for any of them, promifed 
them fafe Conduft. 

:Ci2GiJfTrfii defeated Duke Hamilton'^s Armv» 
which, together with thofe under LangdaU^ made-

THE Marq«uirs oi ArgiU raifed 'an Army, againft 
tnt Lord Lanerk^i Duke if «w//ft)«V Brother, and with' 
jynvidUfiy^ and -the Lord Geiicnrl Ltvtn^ hadontKe 
Head of Roop Men, forced the Comittee of Eftates to^ 
rife and fly frote Edinburgh. 

C RO MWELL^ marched thither with Part of his ' 
A^my, arfd was kindljr entertained, after a lone Treaty, 
with^ the King, at'thelfle of Wfgbt; wherein he hid 
concluded, that fhc Parliament ftouJd have the Miljtia br 
Sd^t^nd Land for ten Years, that be would confirm 
the Governmemt of the Church, and DireT^ory of Wor- 
iWp for three y<*ars; that Archbifhops fbould be abolifc- - 
ed, Epifcopacy reduced to the primitive tTfage, the

Of excute the King till the Advice of that Nation be 
had thereto. That the P<irliamcnt of ScotUfiddiSttitc^. 
from their proceedings Nemine Oontrddicent^' The 
King ijiras brought to the Bar of the High Court of Juftice^ 
which was ercdted for that cnd^ where BradJhaWt the 
Preiident, acquainted him with the Caufe of his bein^ 
brought thither : The King declined the -Authoiity of the. 
Court, and refusing to anfwer, was zejooanded to Sir Ra^. 
hert Ootton'^s. 

THE Scots CommifKoners prefcnfed Pap crsbotb hy thfi 
Houfe and Lord General, declaring that iS'c^t/^z;?^/ had 
an undoubted Intereft in the Perfon of the King : That '' 
they did not deliver him to the Eft^lfjb BtNewcafi/e 
for the Ruine ^f his Perfon, but for, a Speedier Stztlemcnt 
of the Peace of the Kingdom : and that they declared 
agaiflft the Txyal of him, and deflred Accefs to his Pex-i 
fon. 

THE Houfe xeferr'd it to a Committee to draw up 
anAnfwer to the Pit^iumcnt of Scotland* However, 
the Tryal of the King went on. The Ladies and parti- 
ciliary the Lady Fairfiioe^ the General's Wife, who fat^ 
on one of the Scaffolds over the Court, excUimed againft. 
the irreverent Carriage of the Court to the King (o\ 
that they met with latexruption, and had much ado to- 
fiJcncc the Ladies. . 

T H E King dcfired, that in regard he had fomcthin^: 
to fay for the Peace of the Kingdom, and Liberty of 
theSubje^, that he might be heard before the Lords 
and Commons in the painted Chairber *, but it was 
dcny'd, though many of the Commiflioners themfelves 
were for it, fo that they left the Court in Djfconteat, 
Then Sentence was pronounced on. the ±7tb oijti^udry 
1648, thatshe (bould be beheaded ; and is he pa^ed 
-tl^rettfh the Hail fomc ef the Rabble calied far Tuftice 
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and Execution ; and fome of the very famje Perfons 
were afterwards as Clamorous for Jultice againft thofe 
who were the King^s Judges. 

THE Minifters in Scotland preachM againft all thofe 
. proceedings, telling the People that they were bound by 
theix Covenant to preferve Monarchy, and that in the 
jRacc of their prefcnt King. 

AFTER Sentence, his Majcfty deiired that he might 
have Liberty to fee his Children, and that Dr. ^uxQtt 
ihight be with him in his Chamber, and adminifter the 
Sacrament to him. ^ 

HIS Children came from Si^n Houfe to fee him at St. 
Ja^ff'^s he took the Priiicefs in his Arms, and kiffed her, 
gave her two Seals with' Diamonds, and pray'd for s 
BleHing upon her and the reft of his Children, and there 
WIS great Weeping, 

O N the so/i his Majefty was brought from St. '^amef 
through the Park, guarded with a Regiment of Foot, to 
the Banqueting-houfc of Whitehall^ and having retired 
to the Cabinet-Chamber to his Devotion, he was brought 
to the Scaffold through the Banqueting-houfe, and made 
a Speech in his own Vindication, charging the Parlia- 
ment as the firft Beginners of the War, in endeavouring 
to take the Militia from htm, clearing himfelf from 
'thole enormous Crimes he was charged with, declaring 
that he forgave bis Enemies, referring them to the 
Laws of the Lands for the King's Right and to a National 
Synod to (cttle the Church ; faying, that if he. would- 
have given way to have had all the Laws changed ac- 
cording to the Power of the Sword, he needed not have 
Come thither.: And being put in mind to fay fomething 
of his Religion, he declared that he died of the Church 
of Efi^Und as he found, it left by his Father ; and after 
fbme fhort Pra/ers, he gave the Sign, and his Head was 
ftruck off, two Men' being in YKots upon the Scaffold as 
£xecutioaer$. E$cciddt ilia dies 4tvo. >

I NtbcmeanTime hjsFathcr being cut off, as afore- 
faid, though General Fairfax was faid to have rfc- 
iigned hitRcfcMc, be was interred »KWindfnr, without 
the Common-Ptayer ; and the E«^///b Parliamf^t then 
fitting, voted down both Kingl)" GovetBineiit and !Ioule 
of Lords, and appointed a Council of State i And Duke 
Hamilton^ the Lor^Cbtpel, and others, were brought 
to itieir Tifalf. The Coamittee of EftaCes being order. 
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ed to iign their Approbation of the King^s Execution t^ 
oftbeihdidit and 2.Z refufed. 

THE fame Thing being demanded of the Council of 
State, as alfo to approve of taking away the Houfe of 
Lords, and declare againft the Scet'^s InvalJon ; The Ge- 
neral Vith all the Cords, and divcrfe others of the 
Council refufed it. 

' THE Scots Commifnoners fent a Paper to the Speak* 
cr, inveighing a^ainft the late proceedings of the Parli- 
ament, in Relation to the Ring, the Houfe of Lords, 
and fecluded Members *, whereupon they were appre« 
hended at Gravejend^ as going home. 

THE Earl of Hulland^ was alfo brought to his Try- 
4il, aS^'Huke Hamilton anii he executed it the Palace- 
yard, Weifwnftery where they died with great Cour- 
age both of them, having Minifters with them. Then 
the Lord'^af^l was executed, who behaved himfelf 
With^rea^ Boldnefs and Refolution. 

I IT ' the, mean Tiihc four Thoufand Cavaliers 
under Monroe^ had got together in the North of ijcof- 
ignd and declared for Charles n. But the Parliament 
fent Forces agaipft them, being then near an Agree- 
ment with the King, and jiiftified the Paper, fent to the 
IBpeaker by their Commi^oners, and complained of their 
Reftraint as contrary to the Law of Nations. The Duke 
of Ormonde having made Peace with the Irrflj Rebels, 
"invited the King thither, offering to join with him ag^ainft 
England. The Terms which he granted the ir(/b Re- 
bels were very advantageous to them. Tfie Parliament 
'of Scotland gave Inftrudlions to their Committee, that 
the King fbonld take the Covenant, and put Montrofe 
and all thofe who had a/liited his Father, from him, or 
»clfe not to treat. 

MUCH about this Time the Marquefs of Hantley 
'Was executed in Scotland^ for his having taken Arms for 
icing Charles L The Scots in Ulfier^ declared for the 
Covenant, land againflvthe Murther of the Kmc, and the 
Parliament of Scotland were raifing an Army for Charles 
\[, The Levellers began to appear about this Time in 
Kem^ and about Briflol^ &c. propofmg ftrange Schemes 
«f Government. King Charles II. lent the Marquefs of 
Montrofe Ambaffador to Spain^ to demand AiHI^ance* 
^e rcfttfcd the Scots Propofals as too high. The Leva-I- 
dlers W^ei:c^Ot^ly routed near Burfordi, in Qxfardjbrre. 
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Dr: jyoriOaui^ ooc of Kiag Cjyir/w the firft^ Jud^fs* 
and a Mcflcngcr for the Parliament at the H^gu^^yr9» 
muxthcrcd in his Houfc. at Supfcn by iz C^vaiicxs. 
. Wbeicupon the States promiCed i«oo Gildcrv to any 
who would difcover the Murthcrers and made jt Death 
for any to entertain them. , ;

known Proteftants ; and that he would appoint fome 
Place in Holland for a Treaty, whexe they would Pro- 
vide him a royal Maintainanee. 

THESE Propoiltions were much debated, and the 
(Cing would do nothfng without his Mother^s Con- 
fenf, and refufed Co abandon Montroje ; but^^uecn 
Dowager fent Letters, urging him that if the Propofals 
feemM at prefi^nt too fevere, tbcfre might be hereafter 
an Opportunity, asfoon as he had obtained the King- 
dom, to free himfelf at leaft in fome Meafure from tke 
Inconveniencies of them. 

INthcri^ean Time the King thought £t to leave 
ytr/ey both to fatisfie the Scots and to avoid the Parlia-* 
mental Fleet, for the Parliament^ by their Money, of 
which fome about the King were very needy, h|id notice 
of all his Tranfaftions, and prepared againft the Scots* 
And Qromivell at the fame Time was fuccesful afifainft 
the Srijb Rebels, having taken Fafai^Ci and Sir CharM 
Coot defeated 4000 Irifih killed 1400, and took all their 
Axms and Baggage. 

THE General AfTembly of the Church of %cotUndi 
fent a Declaration to the King,' reproving him for ad- 
Heriiig tp Montroje^ m^ adviiing him to fettle Presbytery 
and f^re Worfliip in all his Dominions.. The Parlk- 
caent of E^^/«^<J finding General Fait fax to be alto' 
gether againft a War with Scotland^, which they defam- 
ed to invade^ to divert the War from England^ (cnt 
fot Cromwell from Ireland^ to command their Army* 
The Prefbyterians in itaany Places of Es^land^ did pray 
for the King's Rcftitution. 

MONTROSE in 155:0 invaded the North of Scofiand, 
whereupon Lieutenant General Li fly Was ordered againft 
kim, and to acquaint him thatther^^ was Probability .i>f 
an AgreeiielDt httwixt them and the King iii a little 
Time, and to dif^ade him from troubling the Peace ^f 
the Couatrft but upon his Refufal Collonel Strau^bt^ 
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and Colloflel Ker defeated hini, in Ro/s ^po^and took 
,500 Pxifoncrf, amongft yrhom >rcrc Surrey^ Naftr^ 
and Frennerhk. Matftrofe' himfelf trnxxqwly efcaping 
but WAS taken not long after, and jcondemned and exe« 
jCuted at Edinhurgb^ iultifving what he had done by par- 
ticular Orders from the Kiog:) ^d <j[>e<l with ipuch Re- 
Xolution. 

THE Commiilionets fent from ZcotUndy to treat with 
the King, were iccuied of having gone beyond their 
Co;nratffi3n; againft which the Miniftcrs inveighed, That 
it being voted in their Parliament, whether or not there 
fliould be anymore Addreifes tothelTing, it wascarriedl 
in ^he Affirmative, to fend once more to him, and they 
l^romifed to pafschofe Things which were found contrary 
to his Agreement in. the Letters to Mo^troje. Then the 
Junto in England hiving agreed on an Invafion of %C9U 
7dnd^ they argued the Point with General F$irfiix^ who 
was againft it and thereupon laid down his Commif- 
fioD!. 

ThK King having ajjreed with the tents Prapofals a- 
t>ove mentioned, landed in ieotUndy ^nd Cromwell pre* 
pared to march N ^rthwards with his Army, acainft which 
jthc tcots remonA^rared as being contrary to the Covenant 
and Articles of Pacification by which neither were to 
invade one another without three Months Warning. 
ABOUT this Ttmfe the Lord WHlougbby proclaiinr 
' ed the King in' Bar hadoes. And Lumhert detained the 
Mciffenger from the Parliament of %cotland^ who was 
fent to know the Reafons of their Armies iqarch J^'orth* 
wards. 

A B O IT T this Time Sir Charles Coot obtained a Vic- 
tory over the Bifhopof Clougber and loooo ir//b, kill- 
ing the Bifliop and Lieutenant General O^e^/, with 3000 
Souldiers. The Levies went on apace in Scotland^ andl . 
the T^ing having figned all the %cots Propofals, he ^as 
fol^mnly proclaimed ^t Edinburgh. Cromwel iWadedL 
tcotlapd^ while the King and his Army were nc^tSdJft' 
hurj^b : The Ettglrjb advanced, and defeated a Party of 
thf %cnts near MUfxihorough , killing about 2.09, zn'i. tak- 
ing P*Q, the %oots having purfued the Re^e-guard^ of 
CrO;wt«^//'s Army, as retiring towards Mu/elbQrotfgbi 
to J far. Trade was prohibited between England andl 
fLcotfand^ indtcotfmen ordered to depart the Country* 
Croi^rwf/ retxeatcd towards T)uMiar^ denning to Aco 
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for ItniUni% but the PaiTcs tt Cochbmrnffdthy being 
fiopt An«l guarded by Ridpatb oiFulfordlets and others, 
he could not, fo that he returned again towards Edin* 
kur^b^Atkd t«ok in a Gentleman^s Houfe, called KedcafiU^ 
iniight of thc5f<»#x Army, from which fome OfKcers be- 
ing.fent to treat, they declared their Difsatisfaftion with 
the King, that they had been cheated by his Party, 
&c- but the Treaty canoe to Nothing. The Kings Army 
drew out to a 2^arch and Cromwell made towards Hinp' 
fclborougb, 

H E was purfued by fome of the Sc/)fT, who diftrcfscd 
him, and if their Ammunition had not failed^might prob- 
ably have routed him \ but their Army being too fecure, 
as more numerous, and havini; him pent up that he could 
not efcape, they were Icfs Vigilant than was needful, fo 
that heiurprifed them at a Place called Downbtll ntzt 
Pumbar^ where he gave them a total Rout, and with his 
Army of 12000 defeated theirs of near 2.0000, killing 
about 4000, and taking near 10000, with 2. Lords, 3 
Oiolloncis, IX. Lieutenant Collonels, 6 Majors, 37 Cap- 
tains, 77 Lieutenants, 17 Cornets, 2. Quarter -Matters, 
xio Enfigns, s:oo Colours and Standards, 8z Cannon* 
with all their Baggage. 

T H O 8 E of the neighbo»iring Country, do to this ve- 
ry Day afcribe the Defeat to Treachery, tho' moft think 
that it waf rather for want of good Discipline : ^000 of 
the Prifoners were fent toEnfUnd, and many of them 
tranfported toforreign Plantations. 

THE Remainder of the King's Army went toward 
Uterlift^y and he himfelf to St. jSbnJsuft^ having let Ex- 
preiiions. fal} from him, iignifying that he was not much 
concerned at this Defeat, because the Presbyterians were 
not wilfing that his own and his Fathers Friends, thea 
called Maljffnants fliould be admitted to Places of Pow- 
er and TtulR, whence fprung that famous and fatal Divi- 
£on in the Church and State of Scot/and, which render- 
ed them an eafie Conoueft afterwards: The Protefters 
or Rcmonftrators being againft receiving offuchas were 
Enemjesto the Church Government into Places of Pow- 
er," and Truft. 

And the other Party called publick Refolutioners, be- 
ing for taking in all againft the common Enemy j and 
thus, TL^umfin^nii {ugnant univtrfi vincuntur. 
k CROM« 
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CROMWE L after this Viftory advancc^to Leitb^ 
and Edinburgh, Difcontcnts and Divifionsiimongft the 
%cots increaCcd, and the Royalifts and Ctur?^ Party 
were »dually In^aged in War, againft one^ftopther^ 
though the Englrjh were in the Bowels of the Kingdom ; 
The Church Party complaining of their having beca ] 
cheated in their Treaty with the King, and declaring that 
they would not efpoufe his Intel eft. 
^ I N a little Time after, the Caftle of Mdi'nlurgb fur- 
rendered, being in Wunt of Water, and fomcwhat da- 
maged by the fi^^/Z/b Batteries: In it was taken j^ 
Cannon, many of them Brafs. After this the ^ng was 
crowned at Scoon near St. *}obnfloun in ScofUnd^ 'J-dfi" 
uary i^ji, with great Solemnity, after a-Setmoa by 
Mr. Robert Vcu^la/s^ in which he was very plain 
with his Majefty, the King having Jfigned the Coronati- 
on Oath, the National Qovenant, and folemi^ League 
and Covenant, with the grcatcft Proteftations of Sin- 
cerity, was crowned by the Marquifs of Argile^ the 
whole Ceremony being performed with extraordinary 
Pomp and Magnificence, and then the publiek Refoluti* 
oners, having the Court on their Side, carried all before 
them, excommunicating Collonel Sttaughan'^ and his 
Party, who difown'd the Kings Intereft upon the Ac- 
counts abovementioncd. 

IN the mean Tim^ Kum and Tantallon Caftless, 
were taken by Crow'we/; aad Hit, Love the Miniftcr 
was beheaded in England for favouring the King and 
the Scof J. THE Kings Army not coming to Engage- 
ment with Cromivelty he landed his Forces in Pife^ 
and defeated a Party of the King's under Sir John Br§un 
near Inner keitbing^ killing about 2.000 and taking I400 
amongft whom wasSir^oi)^ Brown. After this Iftcb' 
£arvy and Burnt- Ijlana wtte furrendered to the £«§■- 
/ijb \ as alfo St. '^ehnfinun* 

W H 1 L E Cromwell was thus taken up beyond the 
Fortby the King marched with his Army into England 
CropiWell took in Sterling Caftle, hj Compoiition,an(} 
the King advanced to Worcefter^ but was joined by few 
in his March, 

COLLONEL Lilhurn defeated the Earl ofDer^ 
^y, who had raifed ijoo Men for the King; 80 Oifi» 
ceriand Perfons of Quality being flain, and 400 Prifon- 
c« taken. A Thankfgiving was ordered for thofe Sue - 
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cefTes in Jjundon, But the Pf esbyterians did not obferve * 
it. Cromwtll and the otheif Forces being advanced 
near Worcefttr^ play'd upon the Town with their Can- 
non ; aad September 3, ;69i. foqjght that famous 
Battel, wt^ere the Kings Army, being about i^ooo, >ras 
defeated; above 2.000 Aain, and looootajpcn, aroong^ 
whom were 3 ^»^///b Earls, 7 %cotsi Lords, 4 KnTghCs, 
Field-Officers and Captains, about 640, the ICing^s 
Standart, and 1(8 Colours ^ with his Coucfa^ rich Goods^ 
and all nis Arms land {baggage. Of the t^arliaments Side, 
100 were.flain, and 300, wounded, 

NOT long after. Lieutenant Geiaer^l Mofti^ took 
Dundee in Scotland., by Storm, and m^de a barbarous 
Hiffacre of the Inhabitants a()d G^rrifoip, taking great 
Store of rich Plunder, 40 pieces of Cannon, and 60 
Ships, in the Harbour^ fo that feveral private Sentinel^ 
got to the Value of s'^^Q t, for tl^eif own Shares., The. 
Countrcy rofe apd cut off the Patties uf the Kings routed * 
Army. 

AFTER this ViftorytheParlianientfenttctcongrar 
^tulate Crfimtoelly and he was conducted to Londoft^ 
with mighty Pomp. The ScMj Prifoners were brought 
to London afjd lyoo, of then) given to the G^inea,^ 
Wterchants, to' be fcnt to their iwincs, iix that Country, 
The Earl of Derhyy being taken Pr if opcr ^t Worcefier. • 
Fight, was beheaded thqugh he pleaded Qiiarter. The 
King having cfcaped from T^flr(re/?er Fight, went with 
a Party of Horfe towards LaHcaJtotrey but afraid of be- 
ing purfued, he ordered the Horfe to march on, and he 
and my Lord Wilmot betook themfclves in the id days 
March from Worceder to a Tree, where they rcn^aincd 
till Night ; the 3d Day they got into a Woo^, and being 
cntcftaned anddifguifed'by a L^idy, he rode before her 
to Ikrifioii ni7 Lord Wilmot riding by as another Ser- 
vant ; but finding ftrift Enquiry there, they came to 
Londofiy where the King was three Weeks, and went 
up and doMrn in Womans Habit, he faw Weflminfter' 
Hall, with his Standards, and the Arnjs of the Common- 
wealth, but the Lord Wilmot having hired a Ship of 
4Q Tuns, for tio L. they failed for France^ and land- 
ed at Havre deGrace^ and went thence to Varis, Af- 
ter this 'J-erJey. was taken by CromTVell-t and the Mat- 
quifs of Argyle^ and the Lor^ Wctcrifi<in began to cnter-r. 
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ttin Motions of a better Correfpondence with E^- 
land» 

THE Parliament's Forces hadlalfo Succefs in IrtUnd^ 
The AVo^j, particularly the Lord Warifton^ rcmonr 
ftratcd againittbe Inv^iion made upon their Country 
by Cmmwe/ly that his Souldicrs were fufFered to preach 
andhisimpofmg upon the Church, abridging herTrivi- 
IcfilgeSf Sec But offer Compliance in any Thing, that 
was not agaiinift the Liberties of the Church. The Scots 
Miniilers prayM ftill for the King, and thcf Prifoners in 
England^ and jp reached ^gainit the Union with tke 
fame ; fo that the Union went on but Howly, and at 
latt the Cavaliers wttt inoft forward to comply while 
the Eavloi ArgyUy and the Minifters of the Weft, were 
oppofin.Q the Union, 

AT this Time the Parliament had War with ffo/* 
hfid by Sea, about the I)utcb% refufing to ftrike Sail. 
, The Vutcb had a great Fleet at Sea, and BUie^ the 
Mn^lijb Admiral, took loo of their Buffes in the Scotf 
$cw, lyoaMen, haying funk three of the Mc^i of War, 
which cohvoy'd them, and taken Nine. The Army 
begai^ their Trade of petitioning the Parliament again 
. fof new modeling the Government, which CromiutU 
wis ^efircd to prevent, but did not. Thofe Jcof / Coujji^ 
fies, who had fubmitted to the ITnion, feat Commim* 
oners to attend the4>arliameflt of England, 

I N OHober i^ja, there was another Sea-Fight be- 
twixt the S«^/r/b and D«fcibj wherein "the Latter were 
beat ; their Rear* Admiral, with feveral otherShips being 
taken, and diverfe funk. 

IN F^hrnary j6^ 3, the En^lifiy had another Viflory 
over the Dutch hear the Ifk of Wight ; and now Cr^m-: 
iveU began to afpireopenfy to the Soveraignity, and re- 
proach the Parliament as unjufl, in feeking to prolong 
, their Power; and therefore he fought by all Means to put 
an l^nd to that Parliament, and gave our that if the Par- 
liament would qot do it themfelves, then the Soldiers muft 
doit; ^and accordingly he went himfelf with a Party of 
Souidiers, and placed fome of them at the Door of the 
Hoiife, and carrying in a File of ilfufquetiers with 
him, did in a furio'is Manner bid the Speaker lave 
hisuhaJr, ^d told them.

THE Miniftcfs in Scotland pcrfifted to diffwadc the 
Counties from agreeing to the Union with England, The 
Army did every Day make Add rcflcs to Qromwell^ pro- 
mifing to ftand by him^ and commending his Diflblucion 
of the Parliament. 

THE Knflijb Fleet purfucd the Vufcb^ and took 40 
©r JO of their Dogger Boats. Cromwell governed all 
now by a Council of Officers, and dcfiQnti. to nominate 
iiich Pexfons as they thought ^t in each County, to be as 
a Rcprefentative of th^ whole Nation. 

I N JuMc i5j3, the Englijb obtained another Viftorjr, 
over the Dutch at Sea, having blown up one of their Acf- 
nuralS) funk three or four Ships and taken many ; having 
only loft 12.0 Men but none of Note, fave General Dean: 
i^T>utcb Men of Wat taken in the late Fight, witk. 
135-0 Prifoners were brought in. 
IN "July K^jg* Lieutenant Collonel OotterelraiM the 
General AfTembly of the Church oi' Scotland^ declaring 
that no Judicatory ought to ilt, that had notAuthorlt/ 
from the Parliament of Ef^land. 

SOME Forces were raifed in the Highlands oiScotm 
land for the King under the Earl of Glencarnas Ge- 
acral* 

^U" Lr ap i^sBt General Monk obtained another 
great Viftory over the Dutch at Sea, having taken and dc- 
ftxoyed 30 ojr 40 of t^icir Men of War, and loiing but 
few him(elf*- He took Vice-Admiral Everiton^ with 
looo Prifoners and had on his Side only 2.5-0 M«i flain, 
and 7®o wounded.- G/c»ctf/r^, Middleton^ and the E. 
of ArgiWs Son were about this Time at the Head of thx)fe . 
who had taken Arms for the King in the Highlands^ 
but the Earl of Argylc oppofed them. They difperfed 
on Collonel MorganH Approach. 

THE Scots Miniltcrs publiflied their Reafoasfor Pray - 
jng for ttie King againft the Declaration of the Englipi 
CommiiRoners ; for which diverfe of the Minifters were, 
committed. Captain llayton in the Sapbire^ defeated 8 
French Ships of War, takiiig their Admiral, Rear- 
Admiral, and feveral others. 

THE H7^ib/<i;«<^erjgrew troublefome again, and the 
Englifh and the Earl oiArgyle could not do much againft 
them, becaufe his don, the Lord L$rn was amongft them. 
^ . T ¥,B. 
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THE States cave Leave to MiddUton to tranfport 
"what Arms ana Ammunition he needed, from Hoi /and 
to Scotland'^ and the Emperor declared for the Kin jr. 

• Differences happening among the King's Party, which 
of them fl)ouIdhave the chief Command of tii^e Hi^ih' 
itnderu and many of the Eail of AtboPs Men dpfcrting, 
inoft of the H/^i»/tf^a^ Gentlemen fignedan Engagement 
to be Faithful to the Common-wealth of EngUnd. 

• I N Vecemler^ i^JS* the Parliament being told that .: 
It was not for the Good of the Common-wealth' that they 
' Hiould fit any longer, ano that it would be fit for them 
to reiign up their Powers to the Lord General, it was 
accordingly done, by a Writing under the Hands of Mr. 
Bpeak'rr and many of the Members ; and then he wa« 
inftalled Protc^or, with little lefs Power than that of 
former Kings 4 being to have a Council that fhould not 
exceed 2.1, and not to be lels than 13 ; and Scotland and 
Ireland were not to fend above 30 Members each to 
Parliament. 

TK^'Scots Highlanders continncd their Hoftiljties; 
but Collonel Morgan routed Glincarn's Army, and pur- ■■ 
fued them to the Hills. 

T N September 1674, the Earl of Argyle having joined 
the EngltJIo^ Middleton'^s Army was routed, his own 
Cbarging-Horfe, with rich, Furniture and Sumpter-horfe 
with his Commi^ons, 6cc. taken. 

AFTER this, the Earl of Atbol^ with two Regi- 
ments, fubmitted to MonJt, Cro^rwe// growing jealous 
of the Parliament, that they would retrench hisPower» 
or overthrow it, made a Speech to them about theNa- 

• tureofhis Government, and appointed a Recognition, 
whereby all the Members ihould Promife to be true to 
the Government, as then eftabliflied. 

SIR Arthur Forhes and the Earl of Montrqfe were 
defated by his Troops in Scotland. The Minifters in 
Scotland xcfaicd to obferve the Faft appointed by the 
Proteftor. 

'^ANXTARTt.z. i6su be diffolvcd his Parli?- 
inent with a Speech refledling npon them, which 
created Heats, and ftrengthcned the King['s Party, for 
whofe Refiitution, a general Plot was laid, and fcveral 
fmall Parties began to gather, and Major '^obn Wild" 
fMn was taken at Mar thorough ^ writing a Dcclaratiov 
0/ the free and well affedlcd People ^f^figland^ now in 
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Arms aijainft the Tyrant Oltoer Qmrnwell^ Efq ; but 
the D'tfign of this Infurrcilion was nipt in the Bud- 
However, Sir George B^o/£? gathered together fome For- 
ces in the Time ofRubard^ for the Kin jj, but was de- 
feated by Lambert after a fmart Contcft ; and Sir Ge^^r^c 
bixnfelf wa^ taken in Womans Apparel, riding behind 
one of his Servants. 

AF T R R this the Arm? and the Parliaaicnt fell outj 
and Lamhert and others being voted out of tkeir Military 
Employments, they interiuped the meeting of the Par- 
liament; fo that the Committee of Safety were broucht 
to their Wits end what to do ibpuf "it, and appointed « 
Committee to coniider of a Form of Gove/nment for the 
three Nations as a Common-wealth. 

IN the njeao Time 7Mto«* with his Army in Scotland 
lEIecIared againft the Proceeding of the Army in Eft^land 
and feiied on Berwick for himfclf and then his Defign of 
bringing in the King began to appear. He called a Con- 
vention in Scotland^ who granted him Money, and then 
miu-chcd (ox England^ declaring that he wpuld^reftorc 
the Parliament. Sir George BaorS and and n^any other of 
the Royal ilts y^eie re leafed,. 

THE General Council of the Officers of the Armies, 
and of the Fleet of the three Nations fat davlv, and voted 
for the Calling of a Parliaments Manv Dciigns were 
then difcovered by thp King's Party to make Infurrc<^Hons 
but were prevented, then all being in Confufion, F/ee.*» 
ivood'^s as well as ^onk^s Party, were about fending to 
the King, and offering him their Service, but the former 
were dilfuaded from it ; but Monk having carried on his 
Defign, in which the Presbyterians concurred May ; i . 
X666, Sir ^obn Greenville^ one of the Bed-Chamber to 
the King, came from Bre^a, with his Majertv's Decla- 
ration, granting a free Pardon to all who ifhould lay hold 
on it within 40 Days^ except fuch as th^ Parliament 
fhould except ; granting alfo-Lrberty to tender Confci- 
ences, and that none fboul^ be (|ueftioneci for difference 
m Oppinion in Matters 'of Religfion,' which d ^ not dif- 
turb the Peace of the Kingdom : ^o that both Houfes a- 
|[reed to defire the King to return to his Parliament, 
and to the Exercife of his Kinj»ly Office; and then he was 
proclaimed folemnly in London.:, and the Commons 
VQted ?oooo L. to the King, cooo L* to the Duke of 
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Torl^i md jooo'^. to the Duke m Glocefier, mm Prcfcnti 
from them. 

Mr. OltfHcnt one of the late Kin§s Judg«9i wt» com- 
mittcd^ jnd Ordcts were iffuedout to feizc the Goods 
of all thofe who fat as Judges upon him. His Majefty 
and his two Brotheis landingnear lyover^ were met by 
General i)fo/rJ^, Mfidi on May 2.91, x660y he entered in^o 
London in a moft fplendid and magnificent Manner. 
Kext Morning he came to the Houfe, and paiTed an kd: 
Co prevent all Difputes about the fitting of that Parlia^ 
ment. 

THEN ao A£t of Oblivion was pafled, whence 
the late King^s Judges were excepted, and during the 
Interval of Parliament, brought to their Tryal m the 
Old'Baily and executed at CbarinZ'Orofs^ juftifying 
what they had done. The Princefs oiOrafSgt^ and Duk» 
of Gloceflcr died both of the 8iuall-PoX) this fame 
Year 

THE King was proclaimed in Scotland in the fame 
iCanner as at London ; and the Scots f^arliamen't coii-^^ 
veened Jan; i, 166 1, refcinded the folemn League 
and Covenant, and attainted the Matqdifs of Argile^ 
who coming to London^ with full Hopes of Pardon* 
was never admitted to fee the King, but committed 
and-ient to Bldmburgb^ where he was beheaded. On 
the 6th, of 'Januarys about ^o Fifth-MonaMehy-Men 
made their Infurredion, but were difperred> and 2x> 
of them ttken, and as many killed. Vtnner their Lead- 
er who po/feiled them with the Delufion, that they 
ought to declare for King Jtjus-^ and againft all tK6 
lowers of the Earth, died in his Infatuation, being exe- 
cuted in Cole-Man^Sttett^ MS were 11 more in and a* 
bout the City. 

THIS Tumult though happily fupprcffed and ab- 
horred by Diffenters of all Sorts, yet it was irn{>roveid[ 
to render the whole odious ; though the King in x66t4 
publiflied a Declaration as to Ecclelffiaftical Affairs giv- 
ing Liberry as to indifferent Things for which tht Pret- 
.byterian Minifters, and the Hou^of Commons return-^ 
>a him Thanks; but this Meeting with Oppofitioa' by 
thofe of a diftinA Intereft, this Parliament wasdifToIved 
and another called, to meet the ^th uf May^ which 
. coniitfiBg moftly of thofe, whofe Spirits were imbittercd 
by their Suiferiags during the late TTars; due Meafur^s 
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were not tikea to heal our Breaches^ nor prevent Divi*. 
£ons. 

APRIL 2.9 1661. the King was crowned, with 
l^ieat Magnificence at WeJ-Minfter^Abhey . 

THE Parliament meeting, the King acquainted them 
With his marrying the Infanta of Portugal^ by the 
Articles of whofe Marriage, Liberty of Religion being: 
granted her, i^vraims of Pricfts and Jcfuitcs flocked o- 
ver under Prrtence of belonging to her Majefty. The 
Parliament repealed the Aft of 17. Car, i. againft Bif- 
hof s iDeddlin£[ in Civil Jndicature; by Vertue of which 
they took their Places in Parliament again. The Com- 
mons would alfo have repealed the AA of Indemnity, 
But the King would not affent to it. i^n Aft was paiTed 
to difplace all fuch as fliould refufe the Oaths of Supre- 
macy and Allegiance, or to abjure the folema League 
«nd Covenant. 

IN ilftfr that fame Year, Mr. '^ames Gutbrie a Prcf- 
byterian Minifter, was executed in Scotland^ for op« 
^oixn^ the King's Ecclefiaftical Supremacy ; and Epif- 
copacy yrht re-eftabliihed in that Kingdom, though the 
Presbyterian Minifters fent to put his Majefty in mind 
of his being obliged by the Solemn League and Cove- 
nant, which he took at his Coronation, to eilablifli Pref- 
bytery^ 

S O jt E more of the Regicides bein^ brought to 
Trial, they pleaded the Proclamation, on the Faith 
whereof they cameio: Whereupon they were recomend- 
ed and Proceedingsagainft them delayed. 

THE King recommended to the Parliament, that 
tbey fliould turn his Declaration, as to Ecclefuftical Af- 
. fairs, into a Law, but hy the Noife of a feigned Preshytt- 
rian Plot, a ftrift Aft of Uniformity was procured, and 
the old Biibops and Doftor)^ notwithftanding the King's 
Declaration, would fuffer no Alteration in their Liturgy 
or Ceremonies; fothat the Commons would abate no- 
thing of the Rigour of tbe Penal Statutes; and hencethe 
TreshyferiafiS^ thongh chiefly inftrumental in the King^ 
Reftoration, were feverely treated, and about itooo of 
/heir Minifters turned out . Then fome more of the Re- 
gicides were executed, ATidiit Twenty Vane particularly, 
.though the ITiug had afTented tp pardon him, as jto 
his Life, becaufe not aftually concerned in the Regi- 
,cidc. 

AT 
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' A T the latter End of 1^62., a Compreheniion of tbe 
Presbyterians, and Tolleratioa of others was much 
talked of, but came to nothing, being violently op- 
pofcd by the zealous- Church-Men, as abovefaid ; and 
thofe whodeiigneda Tolleration for the Pafijtu who 
could have no Benefit of a ComprehenlloA. 

M IT C H about this Time all the Officers in the late 
Army were commanded by Proclamation to depart 20 
Miles from London^ and prefcntly after another Pl^t 
againft the King, Duke of Tor*, Duke of Albemarlej 
and Majpr General Brown &c. was pretended tol>e 
difcovered, and iome Perfons, of fmall Note thereupon 
executed; but Hi/l and Rr^gft who were thought to 
have been imployM on purpofe to talk of treafonable 
Pefigns before them, to bring them into the Snare, did 
not long furvive, the one dying of the Poap, and the o- 
ther being kilPd by a Caanon Ballet. 

THEN fcveral of thofe Towns which had held out 
againft King Charles I. as Taunton^ Coventry^ Bcq 
were difmantled : And "Dufikiri^ which had been gam- ' 
cd by Crvmweil^ and kept by the Etfglijb ever iince, 
was fold to the French King for jooooo L. which laid 
the Foundation of that fatalFriendfliip betwixt the tw.o 
Crowns. 

ABOUT this Time Mr. CaUmy^ Who liad bcca 
the King^ Chaplain, being come to hear at Alitrman^ 
hury^ formerly his own Church, ftep't up and Preached, 
becaufe the Parifh was di/Tappoin ted, for which he was 
committed to Newgate without Bail o« main Prize ; but 
beJrtg vifited by many Perfons of Quality, the Kin% 
thought fit to releafe him ; yet fuffered Mr. Baxter^ 
who had preached before him atWhitehailt to be pulled 
out of his Pulpit in his Prcfence, for offering to pray Ex- * 
tempore after Sermon. » 

AFTER this a Proclamation was fpubliflied againfl * 
th«fe who Diould affirm the King to be a Papift, or that 
he intended to introduce Popery : but the Commons, 
next Year being fenfible of the Growth of Popery and 
thelncoutagemcnt which Papifts took from the Declarr 
ation oiiyecepiher i652, they petitioned the King againft 
it : And thoygh in his Anfwer|he did fomewhat ia£jt 
upon his difpenfing Power, yet he commanded the Laws 
to be put in Execution againft the Priefts, and ,tbereupo« 
t lu^^t Tax was granted,

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; I N June 1563, a . Plot was faid to be difcoverecf 
in Irtland againft the Duke of OrfM^nd^ .by fbmc who 
were diffati^fied about the Settlement of EttgHJh Sflbatea, 
for which (evcral weirc executed. 

SOON aftej'* another I*lot liras faid to be difcovercd 
in the North of E«f/<i«fl^, forrcftoring the long Parlia- 
fDcnt, under the Conduct of Lamhert and Ludhio ; 
for which 2.1 Perfons were condemned, ahd feveral 
executed. 

I N i66y^ the Parliament of ifcof/tfxiti; condemned the 
Lord Wan^on^ who was Executed the 22^ of July at 
Edinburgh ; and that fame Parliament pafTed an A6t for 
raifing 2.0000 Foot, and t.000 Horfe, with 40 t)a]ML 
t'rovifions, to be ready to march to any of the Kisgb 
Dominions, for any Service which; they fliouid be covlit 
manded to perform, which mightily alarmed EnglanUtm 
a^nd at the fame Time fevere Laws were enacted in Scot* 
land againft the Presbyter ians, . i 

I N 16^4, The , Parliament of England being met, 
the Court made Complaints againft the Dulch^ pretend* 
ing that they had oftered divcrfe Affronts to the Nation, 
Whereupon a War was refolved on againft them, indtea 
Bill was pafled to repeal the Aj^ fox a Triennial Par- 
liament. • * 

IN a little iiitet%nJohnLaufon diftreffed the ^Z- 
.gerinet and Frought them to Conditions of Peace. 

May the 17th the Parlfamcnt was prorogued till :^7'o* 
vewber following the King having iirft ligned feveral 
A&h and among others, ajkvere one againft the meet- 
ings of diifenting Protectants, whereas the Papifts were 
not molefted. , 

THE King was very zealous to forward the Fleet 
againft the Vutcb^ and tho^ offered Terms of Accomoda- 
tion, and that Sir George Downing, our Envoy told 
them, that if their Eaft-lndia Fleet, met any of our 
Men of War* they ftiould receive no Damage ; yet their 
Bur deaux Fleet of 13 5: Sail, were ftopt in our Channel 
Without Declaration of War, and p onjfifcated ^ and a- 
bout the fame Time Captain Allen fell npon their 
Stftyrfia Fleet before Cadiz, Whereupon our Envoy 
i^ir George Downing^ retired in Haft from Holland^ And 
the Parliament meeting in t^ovember 1^4, the King

ABOUT the Latter end of May this Tear, and 
alfo in July^ we had another Sea-F/^fc/ with the Dutch 
under the Conduft of Prince Rupert and the Duke of 
Albemarle. 

O N the id of Sepfemher that fame Year, the dread- 
ful Fire of London began which was proved to have bcea 
carried on by the Papifts ; In three Days Time it burnt 
down 132.00 Houfes, 8p par i/b Churches, the Cathedral 
ofSt.Pfl;^/, the Royal Exchange^ Guild-bally and many 
Other publick Edifices, with 15-0000 L, Worth of 
Books V the whole Lofs being computed to p Millions 
and nine Thoufand Pound ; yet not above 7 or 8 Perfons 
gcrifted in this dreadfull Conflagration. 

A F T E R the Diftraftion occafioncd by this dreadfull 
Fire, the Parliament met at Weftminfler^ and the King 
demanded a further Supply for carrying on the War ; 
whereupon the Commons, of which the Court Party 
made up the Majority, voted, 1800000 L. By Poll and 
otherwifc ; in that fame Se/Hon. 12.J00000 L.-more- 
The Vafifis growing bold hereupon, their Priefts and 
Jefuites increafcd about London^ and the Houfe addreffed " 
the King about it and he commanded them by Proclama- 
tion to depart the Kingdom; HowevfT none of them 
were profecuted* 

AT the fame Time the King declared War againft

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Preshyurians had Soldiers laid upon them at free Quar- 
ter^ bccAUfe of thfii?.

- IN i65^, A fcvcre Proclamation was iflfued againft 
Di/TeQtcrs; and that fame Year, the Qiicen Mother, Avith 
the Duke and Dutchefs of Albem. died. The Parliament 
met again on the z^tb oiOSi^oher^ but upon their be- 
giQing to enquire into the State of the Nation, they were" 
prorogued. Then followed the triple League with th6 
:^W6des and D^;cib, which forced the Tcaty of A^x-la--^ 
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Cbafpeliif both upon the French^ and the Spaniard^ 
wbereia the Court bragged mightily of King Charles'*^ 
Condu^ \ but the Frtficb King being refolv'd to break 
this Treaty^ whatever it might cpfthimj Therefore 
according> to the French Memorial, did fend over the 
King^s Sifter, the Dutchefs of Qrleansy to propofe, a» 
M-eafures for fettling the Crown, and reftoring the Brit^ 
tip) Monafchy Co its ancient Bplendor, to ^flatter the 
Church of EngUndy pcriecute Di/Tenters, and intro- 
duce Pofcry^ by all wife and politick Methods; And 
in the next Place, toconcurr with the French King to 
^cltroy the Common- wealth of Uolland^ after which 
Ibey ntight (hare the Country and Trade betwixt theniy 
and io lay the Foundation of a lailing Happineis of 
both the Royal Families. 

THE King returned the French King's Comple- 
ments, affuring him of his good Affe6lion ^ but at the 
lame Time, tbou^t the Propofals impradticable* 
The, Duke of T^riyg^ve a more favourable Arfifwcr; 
and then they feij^^rom ' State AfFairs to more familiat 
Difcourie and Entertainment, but were obliged to break 
o^much fooner than they would have done, becaufe 
her Time was limited, that it might appear only a Vi- 
f\t\ and fo having recommended the Affair of Religion 
cfpecially^ to her two Brothers, flie deparj^dj^ from 



0^i;er, where ftc arrived on the 1 5th of <^J5^ 1^70^ 
and on the 2.0th of ^«>;f, after fee died atj^^^Q/oj^ 
not without fu(picion of Poyfon* 

HOWEVER ihc left one of her Maids of 
Honour, afterwards Dutchefs of Pnrt/ntoutbt to manage 
the Intrigue; anc| what. Influence fhe had over King 
Charles II* is fufficicntly known, j 

lU March following, the ' Parliament granted the 
the King an additional Kxcj(e upon Beer,^d Ale ^ but 
were fo fenfible of the Growth of Popery, that they 
addreffcd the King about it: llVhereupon a Procla- 
mation was publifhed againft Pricfts. 

I N April 1671, happened that ftrangc Attempt 
of Lieutenant Collonel Bloody and three more ; to 
fteal the Crown, which having defired to (ce, < they 
gagg'd the Keeper an Old Man, and carried it off; but 
his Son-in-Law palling by cafually, occaHoned their 
being feized) though they* had almoft paft all the Sen- 
tinels. 

THE 
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THE King rcfolving on a fccond War agatnft Ho/- 
iund^ broke the triple League, and difcharged the 
Duke of Ormonde Piincc Rupert^ and Secretary TrC'^ 
vor outof the Committee of forreign' Affairs, becaufe 
they refufed to comply with the Intrigues of the Court« 
but Money being granting for this Dcfign, the King 
ptiblifh^d a Declaration that feeing all the neighbourly 
ing Princes and States were preparing for Wax by 
Sea and Land, he thought himicif obliged to pro-* 
vide for the Safety of his Government and People; 
for which End he had ordered a coniiderable Navy 
to be riggM out againft nent Springs but wanting Mo« 
ney, and all his Revenues being anticipated and deep-* 
ly cngMg^^j he was nectilltatea to put a ftop upon 
any Money thert brought, 'or to be brought into the 
Exchequer^ during one whole Year : Which was a fe^ 
vere Blow upon wealthy Gold-fmith?, and other mo* 
ney^i People, who had fent vaft Sums into the Ex- 
chequer, and were thereby ruined. 

A NDconJGdering the nunjerous and great Supplies 
• which had been granted by the Parliament, the ,Na» 
tion was altonifhed to hear that the ^ing was inPcbtp 
The new Lord Clrfordy the Author of this'Projeft, 
was rewarded with the t^reafurers Place, and the Cour£ . 
got a Fund of about 1400000, L. by it. 

THE next Thing to, be done was the difpenfing 
with the Penal Laws, in Matters of Religion to engage 
the DiiTenters ; but this was oppofed by the Pai]ia«' 
Oient. 

TO find a plaufible pretence for a War with the Uutcb^ 
one of our Tachts called the Faufau^ was ordered, as 
commingfrom Holiand^ to iteer through the Di^/cl) Fleet 
then riding at Sea that if all of them did not Itrike to 
our Boat, it miglit be conftru5ted a Breach of the Treaty ; 
but de Rteyter not thinking himfelf obliged by theArticles 
to do it, this, and the coining of fome Medals, though 
the States, When they underltood that they gave Offence, 
bad ordered the Stamps to be broken, was made the Caufe 
of the Quarrel ; and without any Declaration, 5: of ih? \

T H EFrencb King declared War againft thcpi at t.h^,.r 
fa mo Time, invaded their Country w.ith jijs Army^ and 
a Squadron to join our Fleet at St. HcUns^ where, 
altogether they made i6o ^ail, and the tong went joy-' 
fuiJy to fee them \ however, they gave qs little AiHftancc . 
and rather behaved the ii^elves like Spies than Allies.

I K this A6lion we loft the Earl of Seindwich^ Cap» .

THE Dutch loft an Admiral and a Captaini and had 
feveral funk. 

THE French King in the mean Time had well nigh 
over-run the "Dutch by Land. Whereupon they had 
?recourfc to our late King,, then Prince of Oran^Ci who 
delivered them in a Wonderful manner- King Charles 
Jf . at the fame Time invited fuch of thr Low-Contrep 
Subjects as were opprcflcd by their own ^overnouirs, to 
come with their Ship's, &c. into "Engtandy promifing that 
they ftiould be Naturalised, and becaufe People began 
to talk hard Things ©f this War againft a Pr Qteftant State, 
9 Proclamation was publiftied, to forbid all writing, 
fpeakings or latermedling with Matters of Government,

THE King fent pver Plenipotentiaries, ^ad at the fame 
Time Offers pf Pcacp were made them, both from him 
and the French King but fuch, as they preferred a War 
before them, February the j^th the Parliament met, and 
the King, in his Speech to them, excufed his Dcclarati- 
%>n Qf Indulgence, cfpccially that Part of it coiiccrniDg 
the fa/>/ftj;bnc declared his Refglution to ^and by it. 
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He alfo took notice of the Infinuations, that his Army wa* 
deiigncd igainft the Subjcft's Property : But the ParJia- 
ment being fen fible of the Growth of Popery, and of the 
Advance of the Prerogative by the djfpeniive Power, anc^ 
rafmg s ftanding Army, they addreflcd him to rccal 
his Declaration of Indulgence, and regulate fome other 
Arbitrary Proceedings. Whereupon the King promifed, 
that wliat had been done in thit Particular, of fufpend-

A N D in 1^3 there were fever al Sca-Fights betwix t 
us and the Dutch : particularly. May the 2.8th, when" 
both claimed the Vi^ory, and '^u^e the 4th, when nei- 
ther loft a Ship, and Auguif the lofh, when Sir SJwara 
^t^^SS ^*8 kilPd, and we retired to our oHcn Coa lis ; 
At laft a Treaty followed, at Cologne ; but the EftgUfif 
Propoftis were fo high, that the Dutcb^ who were fen- 
fible of the Parliaments difguft at the War, Cent a large 
Letter Wtfed^King, dated OBoher the %s^h, complaining 
hatth^ttondUionspropofed tended* to the total Ruif^ 
of their 8*itc, the Proteitant Rcli|*d%' and the Spamfif^ 
'Netbtr lands, ^ '.' 

THE Duke oiTorh being in a Treaty of IVtarriage with? 
the Princefs ofModena^ the Parliament petitioned againfl: 
it, as dangerous to our Religion ; but^the King being ^ 
inRcKibiikifii that Head, they were Prorogued to the 7t1i 
olJe^nH'i^f^ ind in the ijiean Time Proclamations were 
iCsMcd'Ag^i^ Roman'Cathol'icks that^no Priefts, Jefwtes, 
&c. fboiild come in the Duke's Pr^fence, and yet the 
very Day after, the Princefs of Mod'ena ( being a Match 
of the Frctfrij King^ • procuring:, who prom jfed her a 
Dowry.) arrived at'I>cfver with her Retinue, where 
the Ceremony of thfel\l!krteate:e was performed by tha 
Bidiopof Oxford. ' '^J -.^^^ 

THE War with SHUW* continuing and the King 
wanting Money, he cal^crfthe Parliament of Scotland 
the 2.2.d of November i6p^. Duke Lauderdale bcin^ 
Commifli&ner^ and demanded Money of them, but 
they iniifted upon a Redrefs of their Grievances, which' 
.were very many, by reafon of the PrefTures which a 
great .Number of the Subjc6ls lay \\nder^^ for their 
Nonconformity, againlV which t^ere had: been vetyy 
fevere Laws made in 1670, even to the declaring of 
IlII iuch to be no Miniftcrs, who were not ordained

by Blfhops, tni otliging cKe*5*%o^y to aftCwcr, De/J/p«^ 
inquirendist concerning fuch Meetings, imd Pcrfons 
Vho were at thcin> &c. So that the Parlianjei^t was ad-p 
journcd till the 7^^ of February., and Duke kamilt^n 
and others deputed from them to wait upon the King ; 
who being di/Tappotnted of Money, and the Parliament of 
"EftgUnd falling foul upon fome of the King's Favourites, 
as the Duke of BucftinTbam^ LauderdMie^ and Earl of 
Arlifigton ; he agreed to a Peace yith Holland^ witk 
confent of the Parliament ; who being ftill difquieted at 
the keeping up of the Land Forces, and being baiie in 
framing aTeft to diftinguifh betwixt Protefttnts and 
Fopifh Members, 6cc. they >rere prorogued to the 10 of 
IHavemberf 

THE Parliament being gone, and the Papifit find- 
ing that want of Money would ncceffittroa. their being frc- 
qtiently called , applied themfelves to^ifcck ^Frr«cfc King 
for Relief, and took care to augment the* Number of the 
King's gubjefts in his iService to loooo, who by thdr 
Valour frequently turned the Fortune of War on thte 
French Side* and being exaftly trained up in French Dif- 
cipline, this, together with the 20000 Men which the 
i>arliamcnt •f Scottknd had enacted to march into any 
>art of the King's Dominions, did fo alarm the Houfe of 
Commons, that they kept out the Teft, which was defign- 
cd, and brought into the Lords Houfe, to beimpofcdu- 

fon all in Places EcclcfUftf^al, Civil, or Military, Mcnir 
crs of Parliament, &c. by which ;they ^ttt to have been 
obliged to declare that it wasnot lawful upon any Pre- 
tence whatfoever, to take up Armsagainft the Kinp, or a- 
ny commiiRonatcd by him, ih Purfuancc of that Cominif« 
iion, and that they fliould not at any Time endeavour 
th!t Alteration of the Government, cither in Church or 
gtate i and a g'cat Heat happening betwixt the two Heuf- 
cs, they were prorogued to the x^tb of October ; then 
thofc who had ftickled in Parliament, wercgiv^n out to 
^c Presbyterians and Commonwealth-Men, and ^ deiiga 
t Rebellion, as in 1541, 

THE i3t/bof 0(?f#*«r they met again, and the King 
demanded a Supply, not only for building Ships, but to 
take off the Anticipation of his Revenue. The Commons 
revived former Bills, and fet others on Foot ^o prevent 
future Mifchiefs ; ^stht(cfot a Habeas Corpus^ againft 
fending MeQ ?rifoncrs bcyondSca? raifing Moocy without

Confent of Parlifmcnt, agajnft Pdpijlf fitting io eicbet 
Hou(e, and for recalling the King's SuBjedls out of the 
P'rencb Service ; and then the old Quarrel i^^twixt the 
Lords and CoimnoDs being^rcnewed^ the Parliament was 
prorogued from KovemSer the Q.2d 167^* to Fehuaty 
tihe istb 1677, which was 15: Months, contrary to what* 
ever was known to have been done before. 
■ DURING this Time, a Proclamation was pub* 
IHlted againft CofFee^-Houres^ becaufe of the Freedom 
of Difcourfe in fome of them ; but was recalled. The 
Vrtncb for two Years exerciled Piracv upon us, and 
BO Reddiefs could be had, though all this while thef 
were fupplied from hence with Stores,ori pretence of 
their being fent to ^erfey^ 8cc, The Parliament being 
-met, the £rft Thing which they fell upon, was, whether 
4*t&T^tnpreiidentcd Prorogative did" not diffjlve them •? 
The Commons did not iniift long upon it, but appoint* 
ed their Grand Committees ; but the Lords debated 
it Ifpnj^er, and the Duke of BuckiKgbdfn^ Earl of Salis'^i 
lury^ Sbdftshury, and Lord Wbarton offered to main^ 
tain before all the Judges, that the Prorogatioa haa dif'» 
folved the Parliament, for which thefe four Lords were 
next Morning fent to the Tower, for rcfufing to recant 
their Opinions, and afk Pardon of the King and Houfe 
ofliords. 

SEVER A L Members of the Lower Houfe did in 
the Face of the reft averr, that about 5-0 of them were 
eutlawM, diverfe of them Papifts, and many of them 
Penfioners, but bU was hnflr't up, and the Parliament 
continued, though the Nation would have been conteQt 
of another Choice. 

1' K £ N to prevent 1 Dlflblutlon, they granted a Bill 
^ef 600000 Ih for building of Ships, and another for 
continuing the Additional Excife upon Beer and Ale fox^ 
Years; and amom^ft all their own Demands, obtafn'd 
only a Habeas Oorpuf, Then they add re ff'd the I^ngto 
enter intofiich Alliances as might prevent the growing 
Greatnels of France, and the Ruin of the SfaHifb K€» 
tber lands ; to which they received no fatisfa^ory Anf* 
wcr, and were prorogued again to May jli. 

AFTER which the Duke of Crequi A/tchbiftpp of 
RbeimSi and 3 or 400 Frcftcb of all Quj^lities, arrived 
from France^ and met the King at J^ew^wir^ef , whence 
they were diflmifed with all i^ns of mutual Medtion ; 
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Juft as the Parliai^enl met again and voted an Addrcfif 
to the King for a League O/Fcnfivc and Defen five with 
Rolland^ which the King reflctled Upon as m Invafioa 
of his Prerogative of making Peace and IVar, and proro- 
gued them till iht i6tb of Jul)^, The four Lords a- • 
bovcmcntioned petiton'd the King for their Enlargement, 
which was granted to alJ but Sbaftshury^ who was alfo 
dfcnied to be bail'd by the Judges. 

THE ParJiamcnt were adjourned from 'July to Decern" 
her 3, and 4gain to the i^tb of f actuary following i^nd 
in the mean Time the French King hatjl the Opportuni- 
ty to enlarge his Conquelt in Flanders. 

I }^ November z677^thc Prince of Orange^ our lattc 
King arrived at Whitehall^ and foon after married the 
Lady Mary^ eldcft Daughter to the Duke of Torli^ and ^ 
afterwards eur Qjieen ; for which Alliance the Pa^a.- 
ment prcfcnte<l the King with an Addrcfs of Thanks;' ^mI 
befought him not to enter inioany Treaty by whicjl fee 
French King fliouid be left in Foficffion of any larger JR*' 
iTiintons than what he had attained by the Byfiman 
Treaty v&c. 

AN Attempt was made in this *Parl lament to alloMr 
tlie King Power to raife Money upon extraordinary Occa- 
fions ; and a Bill for that End was read once, but qua(ht, 
and dwindled only into a Bill of 75-000 L^ the Court 
being disappointed of Money, began to talk of War a- 
gaintt France \ and that King was threatried with the 
fame if he did notfupply ours with Money ;' And at the 
fame Time a Million was demanded from the Commons 
to enable the Kmg to fpeak and adt Whereupon a Sup- 
ply was granted, but the Bill foi; the fame tacked to ano« 
tfaer forbidding all Frf>?ci?Comidodities. 

THE Court raifmg Forces on pretence pf War with 
France^ a great Part of them wetrc Papfis^ and all Of- 
liccrs Eccleiiaftick, Civil, and Military, were, for the 
moft Part of the Duke of Tork'*s Promotion, Add 
Duke Lauderdale going to SOOiTLAND at the fame . 
Time, pro<;ur'd the Council there to difarm the wcftcrn 
Shires and others which w etc the Prime of the King- 
dom, and beft affe(Sed to the Protcftant Intcir^, ^nd 
then brought an Hojft of favage Highlanders upon them 
who liv''d at Ficc-Qiiartcr<i for feveral Months togc* 
therupon the Account of their Nonconformity, and to 
procure a ^ebcllioj], which Height countenance the 
* '• kccjpiag 
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k^pilig^ytp of '4 ft»n^JnS Army. Nor was Ireland 'm ^J 
ari\ better Coii'^ition. ^■ 

THE Court having now both an -Atmy and Mouef * 
cndcaxfourcd a Peace betwixt the Confederates and 
France; but the P<jriiament being informed of certain V 
fecret Intrigues y^'ithFra^cc^ oncof the Members hav- 
ing gottnc uo^y'of the private League, they addreflcd 
the King p declare War againft France^ immediatiy^ 
proraiiingtoftand by him init. 

THEN the Poll-Bill which had^ been ready a long 
Time, was paft, with the Claufc prohibiting French 
Goods. 

JJd'!A T 4, 1578. they voted that the Kiqgbe dc fired 
toenter into prcfcnt Alliances againiV France, to which 
the King rcrurncd a Reproof. In the mean Time the 
'~ uke of Tori pif cl the Nuncio at tJimeguen to engage 

c ^'^f^fl> VmQci,tp accept of the French Kifig'»s^Termi'. 

nd fetgre?^ cojitinued to be fent hence for France. Then 
the Common's addrcff^d again, declaring the imminent 
Dangers Which the Kingdom lay under, by the Clandef- 
tinc Pradtictfs of ill Men, and moved that the D. of 
Xauderdale might be removed ./rom his Prcfence anc| 
Council. 

AFTER which they voted that no Money fl^ouia 
be raifedi till they were (ecurcd from Popery and Ar^ 
bilwy Government, whci[cdj^on they were prorogued 
till May 2.8, and then it ^as jyn^d that a C'efl^rion with 
France was concluded ; that King having promifcd ours 
gooooo L Fer Annutny but made Ie?s fervc, the 
'French Ambafsador threatning the Court with a iDifco- 
very of the fecret Treaties if they did not anfwer his 
jMaftcrs Deiirc. 

THE Dutch in the mean Time flighted our Plenipo-i 
'tcntjaries at J^interuen fot propofing the; free Excrcife 
of the Popifli Religion throughout their Territories, and 
m^dc up the Peace. 

THE Parliament finding that notwithflandiog of all 
the Pretences of a War with Frarcet there was no fuch 
Thing intended, they pafsed a Bill for disbanding of 
the Army, much againft the Kings Mind. And 
the Prench Cpurt complain'*d that the Duke of Mofi" 
mouth and our Forces appeared fo aftive agaiHft them 
at railing the Sicgc of MonSy which our Court cxcuf-

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ed, and promif'd that the Duke (hould h«ve little Thinks 
for his Pains- 
BUT a Peace being quicklf after concluded, our Forces 
were recalled, and quartered about the Country, to the 
ijreat Difquictof the People. Then in Au^. i^75, fol- 
low ed the Difcovery of the Fopifti Plot, byHt. Oates^ 
which broke all the Mea(ures of thc|P«^7^/ for a Time, 
tbQ^ they be^an to turn it off upon Dissenters \ but Di« 
OMtes having made clear Proof of it before the Coun- 
*ciU Ca/e«a« the Duke of Tori's Secretary was feized 
V upon it, and many Papers founds which flrengthned 
O^ref^s Evidence, %'n Ed Mundbury Godfrey ^ who took 
dates his Depoiition, was murdered by the "Bapfis at 
Summer feuUvufe to quaflithe fame. 

THE Parliament meeting Od^o^r '2 c the King told 
them that he had been obliged to keep up his Army for 
the Prefervation of FUndtrsy and was informed of j' 
Ddfigna^amfthis Perfon by the Jefuits^ and thatw^ 
were all in fUzard if the Parliament did not ftaad up and 
f efcue his M^jefty from them. 

T H E Parliament, though angry at the Violation of the 
difbanding Adl, yet fell firft upon the Plot, and Sir £i^- 
mundhury Godfrey'** Murder, and voted it to be a Damn- 
able and hellifh Plot todeitroy our Religion, and com* 
mittcd the Earl of Powisj Lord Siafftrd^ Lord Arundel 
of Warder^ Lord Pe/rr/, and Lord BelUfis to the Tower ; 
and both Houfes pa/Ted a Bill for railing the Militia to 
prevent our Throats being cut, but the King rcfufed it, 
which occailoned much Difcontent. Bedloe^t the fame 
Time corroborated Dr. Oates his Evidence, and difcov- 
,cred how Sir Kdmundhury Godfrey was murthered ; then 
fcveral more Papifts were committed and Staley^ a 
Popifti Goldfniith, was executed for trcafonable Words ; 
«s was kKoColeman abovementioied for trcafonable Let- 
ter?. An A^ waspaflcd that no Paprfi ftould lit in Par- 
Lament, but the D. of Torlt was excepted. Whilft the Par- 
liament was bufie in profecutiag thcPopiJb Plotthey were 
fuddcnly diflblved, 'J-anuary 2.5", after they had continu- 
ed 17 Years and 8 Months ; and another was fummoned 
to meet March 6tb^ and in the Interval Greeti^ Berry ^ an<} 
Kill were executed for Sir KdfHundbury Godfrey^s Mur- 
der; and the King defired the Duke of Tor k to withdraw, 
aiTuringhim ncvertbele/s of l)is Love, Co that the Duke 
^ent to Bruffels. 

' THe 
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T HE Parliiment being met^the Kingr told them what 

he had done in profecuting of the Pofrjh Plot^ and that he 

ihould be ready to join with them in making good Laws 

againfb Popejry, and concludes with a Demand of Sup- 

. piics. 

T H £ N he publifhed a Declaration^ that for the Time 
to come he would be ruied by his Parliaments and Pi ivv« 
Council ; and for that End intirely di^olved the latter, 
and chofe another, into which he took (cvctMl popular 
Peers and Commons who finding themfelves ufelefs, and 
judjjn^ that they might bear the Blame of feme iinil^er 
Proceedings, they defted to be difrai/Ted. Then the Com-* 
mons impcach'^d the Popiih Lords in the Tower, and a^ 
greed upon a Bill t« difable Jamei Duke of Torlt from 
inheriting the Crown, the Hopes of his Succeffion having 
been the chief Caufe of his Confpicacy. 

THE "French Kin^ in the mean Time incroached upon 
the Emperor and King of Spat ft.

of Exc]ufion> but he woitld be ready to agree to fomc 07 
ther Ejipedicnts to fecure the Nation againft Popery, 
Whereupon the Peers thought of banifhing the Duke at 
500 Milwdiftance during the King's Life. 5 and the Com- 
jnons refolved upon a Bill of Afsociation, but would by

1 N the mean Time Edward PitZ'Karris was fcizcd 
for contirivinga fediiious X-ibel againft the Gorernnjcnt., 
which was to be fathered upon the Prcfbyterians, and 
fcnt by Pcnny-Poil to fcvcral Peers and Leading-Com- 
mons who were to be feized while they had them 
about them- Firz-'IIarrrs being impeached for this by the 
Commons, the Lords reje6led the Impeachment, atid fo 
he was tried at the King's Bench, where he acetified th^ 
Dutchefs oiVortf mouth andother great Pcrfonsashis corn- 
plotters, but at laft he .was executed tOjgether with 
Oliver Vlunket Titular A^chbiihop of Duhlm for High- 
Treafon. 

THEK the Parliament met at OxfprJ^ but in fitting 
on the fame Things that former Parli^^nts had done, 
they were difeqlVtCd after.

*}ANU AR-T 12. id83. ^ollonel Rdrnfey and 
ibme others pretended to difcover a Confpiracy to affaf-r 
fmate the King and the Duke oVTotl at the Rye-Hou/e^ 
but by the concurring Tefti monies of thofe that fufFered 
on this Account, it appeared that Ram/ay and Two o-* 
thers were iniployed to raife treafonable Difcourfes a- 
mongft them 4 and all of them except one Hont^ wha 
talked like a Madman* denied their giving Coofcot to the 
killing of the King and the Duke, and RumMd tad Nei- 
ther p who were accufed as the principal M.ak^ denied it 
to their Death in ^685".

IN i<55o, He returned with his Brother CbarUs II. 
and was made Lord High- Admiral of England. In 1667 
He obtained a Vidtory over the "Dutch Fleet, command- 
ed by Admiral Opdam, whoperilhed in the Action witk 
1$ Men of War. 

I N 1^72., He commanded the Fleets ©f England^ 
and France^ and fought twice againft the Dutci^ but 
not with she like Saccefs. In the firlt Battel he changM 
his Shrps. thrTce, the V^effcls lie lliifted being pierced 
and diiibkd.. 

O N the breaking out of th« Popifli Plot in 1^78^ of 
which the'^Dukc was accufed as the Head, by jyi, Oates^ 
and others \ it was fo much refcntcd by the Parliament-, 
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that the D. was pbliged to retire beyond Sea, and« 
Bill of Exclufion was pfdmoted, to prevent his Sucr 
ccffion to the Gro^n, which paft the Hoiife of Comr 
mans, and was caffied up to the Lords by my Lord 
K*?/fe/,. but thrown out by the Intcrcft of the Bt/hops^ 
and Court -party, the King declaring himfcif altogether 
againft it. 

THE Nation being a little fetled, the D. returned 
and was fcnt to Scotland to lit at the Kelm^ having nar« 
Towly cfcaped drowni^ig in his Voyage thither. I N 
the Bcijinning of 1682, a Parliament yts heM 2LtOs<ford 
which mtiftiiigagftinil the D.. difpleafed the King fo that 
ie dif(olved them. 

THE E. of Sbdftshury a great Eneijiy to the O. wa« 
committed and tried for high Trcafon, but the Jury 
giving no Credit, to the Evidence againft him, he was 
acquitted, and then retired to Holland* In i68g, one 
Keeling accufed the Diffenters and others, of a Plot a- 
gainft the Kingi and Duke, which changed the Face o£ 
Affairs. 

MY hc^d Rujfel abov^meRtioncd, Collonel Sidney^ 
and others were thereupon executed ; The Earl of EfcM 
fentto the Tower, where his Throat was. cut, and a 

• Coroners Inqutft briJught him in Felo de/e^ which hath 
been iinice controveitcdi but not a» yet juridically de* 
tcrinined/ ' • - '. 

THE D. ofMonmmttb^ Lord Gray, and Sir Tbo» 
mas Arwfif^figt were included in the fame Accufatibn, 
forced to fly, and hid Proclamations iiTued againja- them, 

• but the J3. returned to Cowrt in a little TJme, tho' he 16ft 

• hislntereft there ever after. This Oppofition' to the D* 
' of Turk^s Succeffion, occalioned mighty Heats in the 

Nation, the Uriiveriities and Clergy were generally for 
' him, and Addrcffes from moft Patts of the Kingom were 
fenttocarcft him. 

THE Difsenfersw^rc kept under, as Enemies to him 
and the Charters of -fuch Corporations feized, as were 
hot cordial for him. He- was conftitut;ed Lord high 
Coramifltoitcr of Scotland*, where he feprefenteri the K. 
in Parliament, and procured an Adt to fecure his Suc- 
Ccflion. 

THE Earl of Argile was con^cmmd for High- 
Trcafon, becaufe of his explaining a Tcit^na<fledinthat 

• PailiaisBwit) btttefcaping fled into fioUand-y 'fo that 
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the Duke having furmouiiCed all Oppofitloo* returned 
and lived in mighty Splendor at Court, and fucceedcd 
to his Brother Qbarles l\, who died Fe^. 5. i€8v. 
and was together with his Queen Mary of JHodttiay 
Crowned at Wt&mifffler April 2.3d following. Im- 
mcdiatly upon his Acceilion to the Throne, he publi- 
ibed a Proclaination, that Things fliould continue it the/ 
were, and made fole'mn l^roteftacions, that he would 
protect the Church of En^/andy becaufe of her unfhaken 
Loyalty ; which was fo much relied upon, that the 
greateft Part of the Clcigy feeaed to be intirely fatis* 
iied therewith. 

THE JlUx following the* Earl of Ar^ile landed 
with a Party in %cotUndy and declared againft his Go* 
vernment, but never getting above 2000 Men together, 
he was defeated by the Earl of DumhMrton^ taken, and 
executed at Edinbur^b^ on the abovementtoned Sen-.

ON the nth of the fame Month, the Duke of J^on' 
fHouth landed at L/'^f , and having got together a con- 
siderable Body of Men, was by them procliimed ICing, 
worfied K. JamtsH Forces in fome fmall Skirmilhes, but 
^f^.^^toi^\\yQtit^tt^L at S^dgC'Hoor nai Bridge-Watery 
taken afterwards in Dlfguife, and executed on TowcT' 

A Difcord happening afterwards between the. King 
and Parliament, about promoting Popilh Officers in the 
Army, and he having brought in Father I^€ters and 
(ome other Rontan'Catbolicks into Council, and put 
others into Places of Truft, without taking the Oaths 
and Teft appointed by the Lords; Difcontentsdid there- 
upon incrcafe, but that which incenfed the Clergy, who 
had been formerly his Friends, was the placin5 of Po- 
piQi Fellows in the Univerfities, and commanding them 
to read the Declaration for Liberty df Confciencc, and 
feitding the Bi/hops to the Tower who petitioned againft 
it, which, together with his -aiferting bis difpenfing^ 
. ^oWtT^ and endeavouring to ^et a Parliament for his 
" Dtfftgns ; and the ftroag Sufpicions Conceived of impo- 
fins upon the Nation, by the Birth of a fuppofitious ?• 
^ ' dfif accelerate his Misfortunes : For bis.Suhje6h, being 
' iVnivcrfally j?aIous that the Ruine of their Religion and 
- Liberties W4S approaching, the Evidence brought to 

prove 
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pfdvc that the Child wis really born \)j the Queen did 
not fatiifv. 

MANY of the Lords Spiritual, and Teporal, with 
others of Quality, fentan Inritarion to the Prince of 
Orangty as next Heir in right of his Princefs, wherein 
they exhibited the Caufes of their Jealoufies, and defir- 
ed him to take fome efFe^ual Courfe to fecure his own 
Right,., and theirs. W^hereupon, he, with the AHiftance 
of the States, and Concurrence of the Emperor, and 
other Potentates incenfed a gainft King ^a^xrfJ, for being 
in the Intereiis of Fr^^re.; fetout from Holland with 
a Fleet of 600 Ships, great. and fmall, with 14000 
Land-men aboard ; and paiRng by the Knglip Fleet in 
the Downst without any Oppofition, occaiioned partly 
by the Diifatisf action of the ^'eamen, and partly by a con- 
trary Wind, he landed at Forhdy November s^b^, 1688, 
being accompained with many of the Etfglrfi) and ^'cots- 
Kobility, isnd marched for Exeter ; where his Declara- 
tions being pubiiflied, many more of the Nobility, with 
Multitudes of the Country flocked to him a-pace. 

KING jMffies having a Powerful and well-appointed 
Army of Englijb ttnd Sc»ts^ belides fome Regiments of 
Irrjh^ which he had fent for on purpofe, becaufe of his 
fpecial Confidence in them. He marchM with a great 
Train of Artillery, and encamped at ^«/rx^a^r^, but fome 
Regiments deferting, and the Lord Pefapter^ and Earl 
eiDanby (to whome repaired the Princefs Ann and 
Vifk^o^ oi London ) being at the Head of confiderabic 
Bodies in the North, King^««rw receiving a fall'^ 
Alarm of the Princess march towards him, and finding 
that Prince Gfor^e i with the Duke of Grafton and Qr^ 
nufndy and Lord Churchill had alfo left him, he retreat-^ 
cdto London* The Prince marching on, there was a 
Skirmifli betwixt his and the Kinc^^ Troops at Readifr^.'^ 
where the Latter being worftcci, the Prince advanced, 
and the Ring fent the Earl of Feverfi^m^ to invite him 
to St. '^4mes% having firft difbanded his Army; 

THE Earl was com mi ted, by the Prince's Order, 
and the King thereupon retired to withdraw f^r Frnticcy 
whither the Queen and the Child were fent b fore : But. 
being taken in aDifguife on theCoall, and rougl^[ff|:!rV^t. 
ed by the Seamen, he was brought a-flioar n((t|;}^i^cr« 
Jbam-^ and as foon as known, was curteouily rre jilted by 
tlic nc iahbouiing Nobility. ^ 

; ^ % DURINCt 
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D U R I N G the King's abfcDce, fevcral of the Lorcfa 
Spiritual and Temporal meeting at Guild-ball^ with 
whom was the Archbifhop of Qanterbury^ they ap- 
plied ihemfclvesto the Prince oi Orange^ declaring they 
would aifift him in his Endeavours, to fecure the Pro- 
teitant Religion, their Laws and Liberties; and fent 
the Earl of PeifihroJie^ my Lord W€ym(tutb^ Bilhop of 
Kly^ and my Lord Qulptfer^ to wait on him with their 
Kefolutions, who together with 4 Aldermen^ and 8 Com- 
moners of the City of London^ delivered their Addrefs 
to the Prince;, and in the mean Time, the (aid Lords 
who were aflembled at Londof!^ fent to the King at Fe- 
iserjjoam^ intreating him to return, fo that on the i ^tb of 
Deer; he came to Rocbefier^ and next Djiy to London ; 
but quickly withdrew bimfelf a fecond Time, and return* 
ed to Korifj^er, attended by the Earls of "Dumharion^ 
uirran^ and others. Whence on the 2.^d of Dece^er^ 
he retired privately by 4 in the Morning, and embarked 
for France^ having before his Departure, ordered all 
Writs for calling a Parliament to be burnt, and a Cave<* 
~ia[tto be entered againft fuch as were a6iually fent out-^ 
and left a Letter writ with his own Hand, importing, that 
he withdrew becaufe the Princes Guards had taken their 
Poll at Wbiiebdll at Eleven a Cloc^ the Night before ; 
and that he received a kind of Order by g Lords;!t One a 
Clock next Morning to be gone from his Palace before 
Twelve. 

DURING thefe publick Diftraiftions, the London^ 
Rabble pulled down the new eredtcd Mafs-Houfes, with 
phofeof the ly^tf^z/b and F/or««ce Ambafladors ; the L, 
Chancellor Jefferies and others accounted Obnoxious, 
were feized, and not long after died in the Tower." 

A general Alarm of a Maflacre by the Jr//]b, &c. beifig 
diffuf'd efpecially at London^ the People rofe up like 
ofle"1\tan ; w hereupon, the Lord Mayor, Aldermen, and 
Commons-of the City, fent their Addrefs to the Prince of 
Qrangt^ befeeching them to repair thither, where he 
Aould be received, with aniverfal Joy and Satisfacti- 
on. ' 

. ONth« i2.d?Dfre«iJcr, after the Princes Arrival, the 
Lords Spiritua^l and Temporal met in the Houfc of Lor^s 
(.having fome few Days before fubfcribed an Aflbciation.) 
They addreffed the Prince to take upon him the Admi- 
siftl^tioQ of the Qoy:ei;ament| and csH 4 Convention to 

.' meet 
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ineet on the 2.zd of the folloviag 'January^ wherein fach 
Parliament-Men, who had ferved in King Gbar/es IVs 
Time, as wcrcaSoutTown, together with abundance 
of the Gentry, and the Magiftrates of London concurr- 
cd. The Convention being Aflcmblcd on the 2.2^ of 5<««. 
thcjr prefentcd the Prince with an Addrefs of Thanks, for 
what he had done, and recommended Ireland to his 
Care . 

' A B O U" T eight Days after ( not without Oppbfition 
in thc-Houfc of Lords) the Convention came to a Refolve, 
in thofe Words, •* That King J^A litES^ II. having 
** endeavoured to fubvrt the Conftitution of thisKing- 
** dom by breaking the Original COntraft' betwixt King 
♦' and People* and by the Advice of Jefuits, and d- 
" ther wick^ Perfons, having violated the fuuda- 
" mental Lj|ws, and having withdrawn himfclf out of 
" this Kingdom, hath abdicated the Government, and 
*' that the Throne was thereby Vacant^ " after which, 
the Convention having drawn up a. Declaration, in order 
to a firm EAablifhniient for the Future, and made a Claim 
of what they thought to be the Ancient Kights and Li- 
berties of the People, with the Grievances which they 
deilred to be redrcfled, they declared the Prince and 
Princefs of Orange King and Queen, the Adminiftratioa 
to be in both their Names, but the Exercife of the Pow- 
er only in his Majefty, fettling the Succeflion on the Heirs 
of the B^dy of the Princefs, now Queen •< and in Default 
of hers, on the Ifcirs of Princefs Ann'^s \ and in Default 
of hers, on the Heirs of the Prince, now King, and a lit- 
tle after, their Majcfties were both proclaimed. 
. R U" C H or the Nobility and Gentry of Scotland^ as 
were at London^ petitioned his Maje^y to take the Ad- 
in in ift rati on of their .Government upon him, and to csll 
a Convention there, which he accepted, and during the 
Stting of the Convention, they receiv'd a Letter from 
K. 'James^t and another from the King oiKns^^nd ^ biit 
})efore they opened the Hrft, they part an Aft, declar- 
ing themfelves a free and lawful Meeting, and on the 
J2.th of Afril i.58j>, for a numerous Train of Rcafons 
declared in thefe W"ords, That whereas K. 'J^amesViX. 
heing a frofejfed Papijfy did affume the Rnyal Power ire* 
(as may be fecn in the Declaration it felf) be bad far^ 
feitedbrs Rtg;bg to tbe Crown^ and tbe Tbrone was he" 
con^ vacant* 
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AFTER which they drew up a Claim of Right, ^ni, 
ileclarecl the Prince and Princefs of Orsngt King and 
Qiieen, in the fame Manner, as the Englijb Convention 
had done. The late King^^Mfx finding that the Con- 
vention of Scot/and took no Notice of his Letter, ap^ 
pointed the Vifcount of Vundecy who had wichdrawii 
himfelf from the faid Convention, to call another with 
the AiiifVailce of the Bifhops, but it took no ERcA-y and 
Z>i«ffd^fe being afterwads /lain in Battel, the late K^s. In- 
tereit declined their A-pace. 

H £ enibarqued at BreH March lo New-Utiiei and 
landing in Ireland^ did quickly reduce all that Kingdom 
but Londoft'iyerfy^ after a Siege from the latter End of 
^fril t0 the nth of yune\ in which, < the* bedcged 
fuifercd very much, and behaved themfelves with extra- 
ordinary Gallantry, his Army was repulfed with confider- 
able LoCs, leaving their Bagj^sge, Cannon Ammunition, 
Bcc. behind them, and Mpnfeurde Momont^ the French 
General of Horfe, was killed by Collonel Murray in a 
Salley. 

THE King^s Forces had no better Bnccefs againft 
the Insltilling'Mtn^ Duke Scopiberg being fent ovtr 
by King William^ landed on the o^th of Augufl 1585-^ 
not far from Baftgor^ and took CarncTtfer^s after fome 
Days Siege, upon which. King 'J^amts commanded all 
the Irijh from 16 to 60 to t^ake Arms. In OHoher follow- 
ing, the Duke took Charlemont^ and forced the IriJh 
from Newry pafe, within a few Miles of King James^ 
Army, which was 30000 ilrong. 

IN i^'j'uc/w^^r following, the French Papifts in the 
X>uke^ Iftny^ having prom ifed to betray it to King 
^«rerhe prepared to advance towards the Englijh Camp, 
but was prevented by his Difcovery; at the fame Time 
the Inskillinfrs defeated 5:000 of the IriJh fent a- 
gainftthera. 

THE moft confider^lr Thing afterward?, was his 
Defeat at the Z?^«e, after which, he retired again into 
Wrame^ while Ireland was intircly reduced by King 
William^s Forces, and his lad Appearance in the Field 
was at La Ho^e-t where he commanded Part of the 
Trtnch Army, and was Eye-witncfs to the Burning of 
fe^ralofthe bcftShipsofthe French Fleet by the £«- 
glijhj undef Admiral Kujfcl. . 

THE 
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THE late King fames VII. was twice roarricci ; his 
iirtt Wife was Ann, eldeft Daughter oi Edward Earl 
of Clarendon^ by whom he had our late Queens Mary 
and Ann : His fecond, was^ Jqfepba Maria W* Kftt 
Daughter to the late Duke of Modena^ to whom he was 
married Novemher 1573. ^^^ ^*'c Queen Mary^t was 
born -4^r/7 2.0, i652, and married to the Prince of 0- 
tange in i<577.

of all Officers and Magiftrates (hoiJld be»-in the Powcridf 
the Cifes, and that all Soldiers, the Princess .^UaiUi

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H E bore all with incredible Patience, till thc'Frencb 
^. having almoit dcitrovcd that iiauriibing Republick 
Contributed to the Princess being reftorcd tojhoft publick 
^'mplovments and Dignities, as if HcAVcn, fays my Author, 
had deiigncd to convince the World, that the Family 
who foundedthat Republick, was only capable of rcftor- 
ingit. 

fjB S Calamities of that Time, and tke Refentments of 
the Peopie being improved againft the De WJtts by the 
Princcjs Dowa^er^ Grand-mother to his Highnefs, anct 
thofe ot her Partji, fhe accomplifli'd hef Defigns with 
great Dexterity. 

TKE Prince, after having vi/ited fome Fortifications, 
1572. was unanimoufly chofen Gfeneral by the States, 
and February 2.4. took the Oaths, and entred on his Of- 
ijce. It bcin.^ remarkable, that the Peafants of Wtft-Fritz* 
land who mike excellent Soldiers, would not take httx^t 
till thty wert admitted to f wear to he true to the Reftib^ 
IhJt^ and to obey the States^ and his Higbnefs the Prince 
of Orange ; who immedtatJy repaired to the Atmy it 
i^ieit Ruff-, where all he could do in his prefent Circum- 
lifances againft chj^ French commanded by ^ewis XlVth 
in Perfon, was,' to keep his Poft, which he performed 
^ith fo much Condudt, th^t Lewis could find no Advaa- * 
i^ge, but was forced to retire with Lofs, and abandon 
his Works, when he thought to have forced the Prince 
outof hi5 Trenches ; But in the mean Time the Frontier 
Towns and<?arrifons of Holland fell daily into the Hajods 
of the French^ which occaiionM the Peoples Sufpicion of 
Treachery; Tht Injjabitants of Dort were the fir ft who 
too^ Arms, and fent to know of their Ma^iftfats, whether 
they rcfolved to defend the City, or Ht ftill •? They anf- 
weicd, th^t they were ready to do all that could be cx- 
pe»51:ed from them . The People denntanded at the fame 
Titnc to fee the Magazines \ but the Keys being a-mif* 
fmg, they cried out of Treachery, aud that t^iey would 
have the PriaccofOrii^^etobe their Head and Governor^ 
thrCatning Death to the Magiftratesif they did not com- 
jplv. Hereupon the Prince was^ent for, and though hq 
told them the p^nger.of his leaving the Army, -they ^ 
would not^ be disnied. ^ ' 

'THE Higfftratci ^coodudted him with Solemnity to 
tho Town-hall, and ijfetjucftcd that for i\{t Sacisfadlion of 

thp 
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the People he would vifit their Fortifications aTid Stores ; 
which he did accordingly : B^'it the. People, at his 
Return, fa,rpe<aing that the Magiltrates had deceived them 
J and him both, went boldly to his C^ach, and aolc^d 
C bim, but With much relpeH, Whether the Magiiliat^is 
[ had made him their Governour or not? Upon ijij 
I' models Anfwer, That he had as much as he could de- 
^' lire, and was content with the Honour they had €i<>n€ 
'j bim already, they unanimoufly declared, thaxthey would 
not lay down their Arms till they had chofen him Stad* 
i . tholder, which the Magi Urates were at lalV^conft rained to 
accomplifti, and declared him S tad tholder. Captain^ and 
Admiral, General by Sea and Land, M'i^h *all tne Powei 
arid Authority which his Anceltors had enjoyed ^ which 
. the Prince refuf'd till they abfolvehim of theOath w-iWcii 
they obliged him to take when he was only made Cap- 
tain Gfeneral. i 

UPON this the City rang with Joy, and the Priacc^i 
Arms were immediately iix'd on the Towers andHmiH 
Parts ; Cornel fus de Witt^ a Burgei-Mafter, being the 
only Man who refufed to afTcnt. 

THE Example of T>ort was followed by moft of o- 
ther Cities, which was comfirmed alfo by the States-Ge- 
neral, who abfolv'd him from his firft Oath, createdhiai 
Stadtholder, &c. and \i\^t^td him with all the Digoities 
which had been enjoyed by his Prcdcceflbrs. From thia 
Moment the People were infpired with new Couratgfi 
repulfed jooo French from before Ardcmburgb^ killed 
a great Number, and took ^00, amongltwhom weft 
j feveral Oflicei'sand Perfbns of Quality. And all this, ^ 
the perpetual Infamy of Frtf^cff, wa«cffeHed ty zq$ 
\ Burghers, with the AJJiftance of the Women and Boy.4U 
j Tho(e of Gronin^ejt did at the fame Time oblige tlii 
[ Bifhop of Tdufifitr^ who had befieged them wi« 
2.0000 Men, to letire, with the lofs of near half his Soij^ 
diers, after a prodi>;ious Expence of Arms and Kmxai^ 
nition for the^ Undertaking. 

I7J the midft of this Zeal which the People £hewed ^ 
very where for the Prince, it happened that a Chyrurg^ 
on aci:ufed Corntlius de Witt^ Bailiff of Putten^ for haw^ 
' ing pr^mtfed him 300000 Franks, and given bim 6 Ducjjji 
toons in Haad, to kill or Poyfon the Prince', Whercup< 
D« Witt being brought to his Trial, the Court of He 
.land divciled him of all his Employ mentsf. and banif 
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him their Territories: but the People thinking that he 
baddefervM* greater Punifliment, took Arms and ran 
to the Prifon, at the fame Time that 'fobn dt Witt^ his L 
Brother, came in his Coach to have taken him out-; 1 
whereupon one of the Burghers dropping thcfe Words, i 

JtToV) the Trdptors are together and iPs our Faults if . 
tbey efcafc us^ the rncenfedMuItitudc broke up the P/ifoo ' 
draicq:^d out the two Brothers, murdered and cut them 
to pieces, crfingout, Behold the Tray tors that havehe-- 
trafd their Country. 

THUS fell the Ve Witts^ fvorn Enemies to the 
Hoofe of Oratt^e^ 'jfobn faid to be the Author of exclud- 
ing his Highnets from all his Offices Sec. Miin Heer 
Tra^il fucceedcd that Pcnfioncr in his Place. The Elec- 
tor of BrandeffAurgh writ a Letter to the States at the 
fame Time, in Favour of the Prince, whom he com- 
mended as inheriting all the Vertues of his i^lorious Pre- 
deceflbrs, protecting, that he thought hiipielf obltdged 
toaififthimin recovering what his Anceflors had pur- , 

chafed with their Blood ; but fince he heard of his Re- ' \ 
eftablifhment, he doubted not but Heaven would prof- 
per a Refolution fo advantageous to the Publick. 

THE Prince about this Time, chafed the French ad- 
^anc'd-Guards, as far as their T|:enches before Utrecht^ 
\etng difliearcned with the Lofs of their Men before 
Croptenhurg. Sufpefted Magi(trates being changed in 
moft of the Cities, the Prince applyed himtclf to reform 
mjljtarr Difcipline, puni&'d fever al Officers for Cow- 
ar^fifc and Treachery, laid t\tge to Naerden^ rcpulfed 
the Duke of Luxemburg who came to relieve it with 
9000 Men, as he did alToa fecond Time, killing 2.000, 
with above i^o Officers, though in the mean Time the 
puke, by the Treachery of fome Peafants who jconduft- 
ed him by Ways full of "Water, threw 3000 Men into 
ithe Town, and kilPd about 700 Dutcb^ with CoUoncl 
'Zuleftein and a Lieutenant Collonel ; but the French 
'were fo much di^eartned with this A^ion, that the Of- 1 
ficers would always caft Lots when they were to go out i 
in Parties againft the Prince ofOra^e i who perceiving 
that the City had received a Confidcrable Relief, retired 
to his Qiurtcrs with the Honour of a complcat Victory, 
'having defeated near ^ entire Regiments, killed or ■ 
wounded moft of their Officers, and repulfed an old Oe- | 
teral thence*

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AFTER this the Prince march'd with £40<»o 
HQiie and Foot to the Country of Lie^t^ and at his Agp* 
f rdach the Count Ve pur as retired higher with hisArmf 
towards the Roer^ and avoided all OccaiioDs of c6fm*' 
y ming toa Battel, though the Prince invcftcd Tongi^f^ 
[' took the Cattle of Valcberont with Abundance of iffo- 
k vifions, and \nvcticd Charier oy to bring him to it; but; 
the Weather being violently cold, the Prince ceuld notj 
Open his Trencher but took Sr^ix with 3 Captainfiand 

* 900 Soldicif, ^illag^d and demolifliM the Town^ and 
put his Ajmy into Winter Qiiarters: Which wns alii 
performed in^ Days Time, with the Lofs of ver)' few' 
Men* ' 

D UR I K G this Expedition fhe Dukei of Luxem^ 
lurgy haVingfifot together Fourty Thoufand Horfe and 
Foot, rcfolved to conquer the Province of UodUndh 
and cnrjCh himfelf and his Men, with the Plufider of 
Lcydpnand the Hague ; for which End, he deiic^ned tJp 
nvatch upon the Ice,with the Flower of the Fre jrc/b Army ; 
t»ut was prevented by the Waters which were rifen high ^ 
fo that only 3^00 Foot could pafs, and the reft weret 
obliged to retire to Uaerden, 

Till 8 Party was repulfed by the Peafants of I?^m«» 
€rof ; but the Soldiers at Swammerdam havinc abfindOfi*» 
edit, the French committed all manner of Bartantiesl 
there, as in all other Places which fell into their HandsA 
i ravilhing the Women, ftripping and wounding Yoan^j 
^ • kiidOld, throwing Children into the Fire. f 

I THIS defperate and unexpected March of the Ip'renelf 

put the Country into a mighty Coni^emation ; but Dothinr 
was more Vexatious to them than CoUonel Fainvin^ 
abandoning his Poll at JSfiewerburg by which the £n^ 
emy had a free Paffage to go Home ; whereas the States 
endeavoured to cut off their j^etreat, and fo they rauft 
either have periflied in the Water, or furrenderM at 
Difcrction. 
I THE Prince returning with incredible Diligence fo 

Alfen^ re-cftablifh'd all Things as before. And (oLum^ 
tmburg tinifhed this bold and dangerous Hnterprife<hav- 
. inq: loit 600 of his bed Soldiers, and efcaping narrowly 
with his own Life, having fallen from bis Hode into thO: 

* . Water \ whence bis People fav'd him, but not without 
great Difficulty. Thctakinijof Cort^oerd^c^, which ha4 
been left fo inglorioiifly to the Bifhop oi Hunfi^ irkX67'Ly

AFi T ER this he compofed the Differences between 
the ne':w and old Magirtratcs of Friejland and Zeland^ 
vilitctl ths FroQtier-Garrifons, and at ArdenBur^e tho 
Keys ( of the City were delivered him in a Silver Bafon by 
the y«mng Maids of the City all dreft up in Flowers. The 
Sprin|i^ being well advanced, the Hollanders were at- 
tack^cjt on one Ude by the French King in Peifon at the 
Head of ^i Powerful Army, and the Duke of Luxemburg 
and PJrince of Conde were at the Head of another at tfJ- 
T€cbr., and by Sea they were vigoroufly attack'd by the 
ISnghJbAHd French Fleets I Co that the Prince could 
not Itiir abroad, but kept his Pof!', having an Eye to pre- 
vent ebe Defcent of the EngUJb from Sea, and to obfer\^c 
the Motions of the French by Land. 

^ITjN^iS 10, 1673, the French Kin^ with 42.000 Hbrftf 
and Foot, fat down before Maifricbt^ which was Gari- 
fon'd. with 400 o ^oot and 8 or ^00 Hprfe, and under * 
the Command of their brave Governour Farjaux held 
outacar three W^ceks, nor had he furrender'd then ni^i- 
ther, though his Men were fatjgued, and that he was biic 
ill provided with Ammunition,hadit n.ot been for the Re- 
peated Inftances of the Magiftrates,- and the Treachery 
jof fome Roptijh Ecclefiafticks : However, it coft the 
JSfrencb King ^000 of his befl Mefj, . all his Mufketc<^rs 
txccpt Seven, and a great Number of gallant Officers ; 
and the Prince w&s fo well plcafed with the Gavernour's 
Conduct? tliat he m^d^ him Major-Gcneial of his Ai- 
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THE ToWn biting taken, tfic French King fcnt Pa it 
of his Army to }oyn Turenne^ who ravaged the Coun- 
try of Triers -f and the reft to reinforce his Army in UoU 
land. 

THE French Army being thus difperfcd, and the 
En^lijb Fleet after the Engagement, having left the Coalis 
oi Ho Handy the Prince found faimfelf more at Liberty, 
jpincd the Troops in Zeland to the reit of tlje Army, and 
beiicgcd Naerden of a fuddcn with afooo Men; and tho» 
LuxemBur^b Advanced within fight of his Trenches With 
10000 Men and 4000 MunHer Horfe, he took the Coun- 
tcricarp by AfTault, and forced the Town next Day to 
Capitulatci 

T HE;Governour, as he paffcd by faluted his High ncfs 
wicha profound Reverence, acrd is faid to have told him. 
That he doubted not but fo juftifie Inch a fptedy Surrcri- 
dcr to hislVIaitcr; however he was d^raded at Utrecbt^ 
and condemned to perpetual Imprifonment : And thus 
the Prince', in 4 Days Time cafried the Town, tho' tery 
well fortified, and fu^icntly provided, the Garrifon be*, 
ing 2.^30, with the Lofsof 100 Men and 2.00 Wounded, 
whereas the Enemy lolt abundance more, contrary to 
whatJiappcnsmmoft Sieges; but the Princc% cxpofmg 
him(elf both on the Batteries and Trenches, did fo ani-» 
matethcSoidiers, that nothing was too hard for them. 

THE States having- entered into a ftrj^Tcr Alliance 
with the Emperor and iS'^fl^wris^r, the Prince march'd 
his Army to Ro/endael in Brabanu where he joyned the 
^'ourt i^tf Mijastirey^ who immediately yielded him the 
Prc-cmincacc : But finding that the Prince ofCo^de had 
cntfench'd himfelf f o as ic was impofiblc to attack him^ 
he jo^cditbe imperial Army commanded by Montecucu* 
//.between Andernack and Bontie taking ,RbiriehecJi'm 
hfSjMariph by Storm, and hanging the burgher who advif* 
cd them.tis make Oppofition. 'J 

A;F lEEiR-they wercjoyned iic attacked Bntt^e^ a City 
n^nthfiRbhte 4. Leagues' above Colngfie^ which had 
51000 McaJtt Ctarrifon well provided and 2.4 Cannoflt 
mo^linted janthc Raoiparti« The Prince of Qunde fcnt 
SOQQ Horie to op p of© thcm^ mdcr IIuMkrs^ 100 of 
Whici\ cntted the Town on pretence that they belonged 
lo thfrPpkC/of Lnrraiity oinather 100 attempting the like 
were .idli/4overcd and cut off, which obliged 500 who 
had hid thcmfclvcs iu a JieigbJbomiiig W viud on- .the fame 
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DeilgQ, to retire with Precipitation ; and General Sporlt 
hc'mg detach't with 7000 Herfe againft Sumers^ oblig* 
cd him to retire to Utrecht. The Beilgers having £nifli- 
ed their Bacteries, made their Approaches, and made 3 
Jff jncs which wcxc ready to fpring. 

T H F Y prepared for the generalAflault ; bat being; 
vrilling to fpare their own Men, and to reduce the Place 
by gentler Methods, they fummon^dthe Governor a frefli^ 
demed him to fend fome of his own Men to fee what 
xeadinefs they were in, and threatned to put all to the 
Sword in cafe of farther Reiiftance ; which did (o effec- 
tually frighten the befieged, that they furrender'd 00 the 
ordinary Terms, and marchM out is'oo Men the reft 
being either ilain or wounded; and fuch as were Ger- 
ptans deferted immediatly, and liiled themfelves under 
the Etnperox 

. T H £ Prince commanding both his own and the Im- 
perial Camp a^er the Duke of MontecuculPs Depar- 
ture to Vienna^ till the Duke BournofivilUH Arrival^ 
• inarched lower, and took the Caftles of BreviiU and Ifec^ 
buieb^thc latter of which, in 1642., had been befieged 
for iix Weeks by the D\ikc of Weimar and Landgrave 
of Hejfe^s whole Army with extraordinary Vigour, but 
in Vain. 

THE Garrifon confifted of Q.00 French commanded 
by a German^ who finding that they deigned to hold ic 
out to the laft, commanded them down to defend the 
lower Court, and then drew the draw Bridge upon 
them, which obliged them to furrender. Turrene^ 
though he would fain have raifed the Siege of Bontie^ 
durft not move, becaufe the Duke of Lorraw obferved 
him on the Banks of the Moffellt. The mighty Multi- 
tudes of French being by this Time reduced by their 
Prodigal Ef!ufion of Blood, they could not keep the 
Field without draining their Garrifons, and abandoning 
their Conqaefts in the low Countries, rather than fufFer 
the Confederatsto take the Towns on the Rhine, Meu/e 
and Mojfelley (o that they quitted Warden, UarJerivick, 
the Fort of Cr^tvceaur, Bommel, Utrecht, 8cc* tit their 
Confederats the Munjterians did Elhur^, Camftn, 
Hattem, Sec. difmantling fome, plundering others, and 
exacting great Sums«from all, on Condition to preferve 
their Fortifications &c. fome of which they did nevei- 
thclefs undermine in a treacherous Atannex* 

IN 
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IN" Confide ration of this unexpefted Change, which was ' 
entirely owing to the Prince's Condutb and Courage the 
States inGratitttde,confirm'dhimStadtholder. and entail'd * 
that Dignity ti^on the Heirs of his Body lawfully begot- ' 
ten, by an tnitrument dated Feb, 2. 1574. '^^^ State* 
of Zealand did the famCf and declared him chief Noble* 
man of their Proyincc. This being efFefled, the P. went 
to ifrrecibf, fettled the Government there upon \Xs ancient 
Foundation, and received the fame Honour from that 
Province which he had done from the o^her. At the 
fame Time General Raheftbaupt^ with* the Militia of 
Priejlafid and Gronirgen^ tooln' and garrifcn'd Ntr-*' 
ibem-, repulfingthe Munfieri am ^ yrho attack't him in 
it, with coniiderable Lofs \ after which he cook Nien-^ 
hays by Capitulation ; and then the Bifhop of Munfter^ 
though his Troops had re*taken the Town, made Peace 
with the Emperor ; which did fo mightily alarm the 
Wrench that they abandoned all the Toti^ns in Overy[fel^ 
after extorting Money from them in the ufual Manner i 
So that, that Province was alfo fettled on its ancient 
Foundations by the Prince ; and the French King, to 
cover his Weaknefs, baniflicd the Marefchal de Belle-* 
fond from Court, though he had Order for what he 
did. 

AND thus the Prince like another Sc'tfh^ by carrying 
the War into his Enemies Country, did in Icfs than two 
Years force all the French Hannibals, I had almoft faid 
Canibals to quit his own. 

THE French King endeavouring in the mean Time* 
to gain in one Place, what he hadlofl in another, entred 
Franche Comte with a prodigious Army, and joining 
the other under the Prince of Oonde^ took Bejancony 
Vole^ 8cc. thefe Armies being joined^ the Prince of O- ' 
range marched with his to Malines^ and kept pn hiss 
Guard in Brahant^ while the French King ivas in the 
Neighbourhood, and till he returned to Paris^ having 
lolt abundance of brave Officers and Soldiers inhisKew" 
Coaqueft. ' 

THE Imperial rfif took Ufafhur and the CafHe, with 
Vwant-j opened the Paffage o{ the Meu/e^ and joined thct 
Confederates by the End of 'July^who being then ^oood 
Men, prepared to attack the Prince of Conde that watf 
on the other Side of Pieton wi^h 50000 Men, and 
»)arched ftraifiht towards him ; but he woulA by no 
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an^ the Duke de Noalles the Lcft,fo that Honour, Hatred* 
Revenge, Hope and Dcfpair, animating the Courage of 
both Parties, they rcfolved to conquer or die. ' 

T HE Prince oi Orange fliew'd himfelf every where, 
fometimes throwing himfeJf into the midft of hisEnemies, 
to the apparent Hazard of his Life ; and the Soldiers en- 
couraged by hisExample itrove to outdo another. So tiiat 
the Prince of Qonde being' fruft rated of his Hopes« woulcl 
frave whccPd about to the Left, b'lt was obliged to retire 
by the Dutch Major-Gcneral Fairfaux and Count dt 
Cbava^nacy who commanded a Squadron of Imperial 
. Horfc. Count Soucbes^ with his Forlorn Hope, broke 
into the Enemies Itrong Qiiartcr, and the Prince of Lor* 
rain^ Prince P/o, the Marquis dt Grojta^ and Count Star-^ 
,em&crg^ with Count Soucb'*s Sons, behaved themfclvtfs 
with io much Gallantry, that the French Surfer jf were not 
a ble to gain any Ground upon them. The Prince of O^H" 
i/e, in the me^n Time, charged the Confederates on the 
Right; but without Succefs, being bravely repulfedby P. 
Maurice and the Rhinerrave the Latter having no (mall 
ibare in the Viiljtory. Thus the Armies fought till Night, 
fomecimesBattallionson the one Side ^nd (ometimes Bat- 
tallionsof the other Side, giving Ground, and rallying: 
again by the noble Conduct of their Commanderv,amongft 
whom the Prince of Orange was Chief, being along in the 
Heat of the Battel, encouraging his Men by his own Ex- 
ample, and was all the whOe accompanied by the Young 
Pz'mcc of Friejlaxd. 

THE Prince of Conde having lo^ moft of his Infantry, 
^nd not bsing able to- perluadc the reft to another En- 
gfagement, he retreated, leaving the VidlDry and the- 
FicJd to' the Prince of Or^^/^e. The Fre^cibhad 7000 
killed on the Spot, and left above 15:00 wounded, in 
the neighbouring Villages; the Lofsof the Confederates, 
including wounded, Prifoneisand Dcferters, were not 
above 5s*oo. 

THE Prince of Conde was fo broken, that he duift 
]io(^ venture a fecond Battel ^ 

A N infinite Number of Officers of Note were flainr a- 
mongft whom werc4. Marquiffesg Counts,and 447 others 
without including Subalterns. Among fcveral other Stand- 
ards taken by theConfcdcrates, there was an white one, 
carried to Sriyik//,and hung up in thcC«r«re//>e/Church, 
being embroidcied with Gold and Silver, and bearing a

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Sun in the ^oi^ntc*, with thefc proud Words, H^ihil 
ohfiahit eunii 

THE D^j after this Battel of Scffeff^ the Prince of 
J)raf7ge put his Amy into Quarters ; and rn the mean 
Time Gtnttii Rabencbauft htixQg^i Grave^ which bc- 
iidcsits ftrong Situation, had a Garrifon of 4000 Foot, 
and p Troops of Horfe, with 45' o ^annon, 100 of 'em 
mounted on the Ramparts, bciidcs a vaft Quantity of Am- 
munition and Provifion, which. they had brought thi- 
ther from all the Places which they had abandoned- The 
Siege was pudiM on with great Vigour, and the Town 
defended with as great Gallantry. 

TllE Prince of Or flif^e in the mean Time attacked 
Oudtfiard^ and carried the Counterfcarp, when the Prince 
of CJ$nde advanced with 40000 Men to raife the Siege; 
The Prince of Oratige was of Opinion to march and 
give him Battle while fatigued with his March,' but was 
prevented by General Souvbes being out of the 'Wti^^ 
and obliged to raife the Siege by the faid General's quit- 
ting his Poft ; fo that he drew off, left the Command of 
the Army to count Waldecl^ and came to the Siege of 
Gravty where his Prefence was fo ncceffary, and receiv- 
ed it on honourable Conditions Of?, if, 1674. 

THE Year 167^ began with the Addreffesof the Bur- 
ghers, thanking his Highnefs for delivering them from un- 
der the Tyranny of a forrcign Enemy ; in Confideration 
whereof, they offered him the Soveraigntv of th^ Dwtchy 
of Guilders and Earldom of Zetpben: but to convince 
the World of the Sincerity of his Intention, and that he 
did not aim at his own Grandeur by this War, he refuf- 
cd It, contenting himfelf with being Hereditary ^Governot 
of this Province. - 

THE Frtf^cfc King having given out that he would 
Open the next Campaign in Pcrfon, the Prince, made all 
ncceffary Preparations to eppofe him, and a/?ifted at all 
Confercnccsabout Military Affairs \ he went to Cievc 
to confer with the EIe(5lor of "Brandeniur^^ who treat- 
ed him with extraordinary Magnificence; at his Return he 
fellillof theSmall-Pox, which mightily alarmed the 
States and all the Confederates, becaufe that Diftemper 
had been fatal to his Family ; but by the Care of an able 
Hyfician, and the Help of forae Remedies by the Elec- 
tor oi Brttnd€jihurz he recovered. 

AF- 
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AFTER which he went to the General Rendevouz^ 
and march'd to relieve Limburg ; but the French King; 
covering the Siege, it could not be eflefted : However,* 
he prevented his becoming Matter of L$uvain» So that 
he returned to Par/x, leaving the Prince ofConde to com- 
mand the Army, till Turrene*s Death obliged him to go 
to Mface-^ and then the Duke of Luxemburg fuccccded, 
whom the Prince did hinder to ravage Triers.^ and took 
Bins before his Face with 3^0 Men in Garrifon, and a- 
bufldance of Provifions, the Duke not daring to of^r him 
Battle ; after which the Prince dcmoliflied it, put his Ar- 
my into Winter-Quarters, and returned to the Hague^ 
The Calamities of War having rendred Si^ro^e mifcrable, 
fevcral Princes being moved with CompaiHon endeav- 
•ourcd a Peace; but this Deiign advanced flowly, till 
Km^Qbarles 11. of Great "Britain made Peace with ffnl^ 
land and offered bis Mediation for one amongft all Chr[^^ 
aan Princes : fo that in the beginning of 167^ the Pleni- 
potentariei. met at Nimeguenfor a Treaty. However© 
both Parties continued their Preparations for War ; and 
before Mid' April tht French put part of the Spanijb Ncr 
tberlands under Contribution, and had t.^ken Qonde be* 
fore the Prince-could coriieupto i:s Relief, though he 
had abvancedas far as Granville^ as they did alfo j?,')«c- 
hafH', a little Time after ; but the Prince put a Stop to 
their ravaging of the Country^ and had certainly attacked 
th^m if the Town had held out one Day longer. 

I N the Beginning oi'fune the Prince fat down before 
Maeftricht ; and Humiers to diveit hirn, befieged Air;% 
a place of very great Strength with 15:000 Men, and 
carried it, the Burghers having offered to capitulate 
without the Governours Privity. 

THE Prince continued the Siege of Maejricbt^ and 
the Englijb under the Coll one I's Fenwicky Widdring- 
ton^ and Ajbly^ having petition'd for a particular Poil, 
iignaliz'd themfelvcs by their extraordinary Valour: 
• But the River being low, th^t the Cannon could not 
come up in Time, the Lunenbiirgers nnd Munjierians 
not coming to his AK\i\2inct^Scbo?f:hergy being advanc'^d as 
far tisTongres to itsRelief, the Prince drew ofTby the aSt 
- vice of a Counfel of War, and at his Return gave the States 
an account of the Campaign ^ with which they were fo 
well faiis^ed, that they congratulated his happy Return, 
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and tfasnlccd him for the cxtraordinaiy PainB and Fatigues 
which he had undergone for their Safetjr. 

THE Preliniinaries for the Ttz^ty of Nimtgutn not 
being agreed upon that Winter, the French^ in the Depth 
of if, being the Beginning of 1^77, had in a manner 
block'd up Valenciennes^ CamJ^ay^ and S. Omers^ and 
befieging the firft with,5oooo Men, under the puke of 
JLuxentbur^ and the Count 4e Mtntal^ they carried it, 
the G^rriion being 2.000 Foot and looo Horfe. 

A litle after, the French King carried Qamhray^ which 
had 140G Horfe and 4. Regiments, and 2l Companies of 
Foot in it, but the Governor taking Advantage of the 
Ceffation of Arms, had provided the Caitle, which Jield 
outftill. 

THIS Succcfs of the French King^s alarmed the Stkcs 
fp, that the Prince of Orange took the FieJd before the 
reft of the Confederates could joyn him, and marched a> 
gainft the Duke oi Orleans^ who then befieged S. Oniers\ 
but bein^ deceived by his Guides as to the Ground, he was 
„ at a Difadvantage; However,after agallant Fight,wherein 
the French were fufficiently galled, he retired in good 
Order, Prince WaldecJt^ who commanded the right Wing, 
having galled the French fo, that they did not care to 
purfue him : And this was the IflTue of the Battel of Mont- 
Cajfel ; after which the Caftic of Camhray an4 Town of 
S. 0;«erj were both furrendred to the French^ having 
loft Abundance of their beft Officers before the Latter. 
They afted Defenfivcly all the reft of the Sumirer, and 
declined Battel, though it was offered unto them very 
often. 

THE Confederates were alfo unfuccesful in the Siege 
olQbarleroy^ and the Prince thinking iit to raife it, re- 
turnM to the Hague^ and fatisfied the States as to the Pro- 
. cedure of the Campaign, for which they thank'd him, 
9Qd defired he w^ould continue his Zeal for their lute- 
ceft. ^ 

A litle after his Rrturn, his XJncle King Charles 11. 
"" de fired his Prefence in England^ as that which would 
contribute to the Peace, ( yet Sir William Temple in his 
JVlemiwrs, fays that he wasapprehenfive of his Arrival : ) 
And having taken leave of the States on the 17th of O^r. 
ht {ttOMl lot England \Tiont of his Majelty's Yachts; 
and landinif at Harwich on the i^tb, the Duke of Albe- 
^ fT'He and the Maftcr of the Ceremonies atteaded him to 
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the Kins and Duke oiXork at Ipfwicby who rcceiv'd 
him with all the Teftimonics of a particular Kindacis and 
Affection, and on the 23d he came with them to IVbite^ 
ham a'ndonthe ii\.oi November }^mg Char Us acqwaint" 
ed the Council that he defigned to marry the Prince of 
Qrafige to the Duke of, Tpr}C% eldeft Daughter 5 where- ^ 
upon both of them were complemented by the Council 
and Nobility. The Prince acquainted the States with it, 
who were highly fatisiicd,andimmediatly gave their Con- 
fcnt, which they telliiied by a publickEdi^, in Termsfull 

of Joy- 

THEIR Anfwer arriving at London November 4 1577. 
His Highneff's Birth-Day, the Marriage wa5 celebrat- 
ed at 1 1 a Clock that Night ; at which the People gave 
all publick Demonitrations of Joy next Day. But the 
JPri^ce knowing how ncccffaiy his Prefcnce was in Hol-^ 
landt left London on the 2:9tb, and arriving with hif 
Princefs at Terbeyde was received at the Hagtie witk ex- 
traordinary Magnificence. ? , 

I N the beginning of 1578 the Fre^cfi King's Preparati- 
CDS for 'War.alarm'd all xhe Confederates; whereupon the 
King of GreauBritain fent the Eail of Feverjbam with 
^ropofals of Peace, which he would not hearken tor 
Whereupon King CbaYles II. ordered his Embaflador at 
Nimeguen^ to make a ftri6t Alliance with the States^ 
{cnt my l-otdi Montague mio France to pr'efs that King 
to accept his Terms, and gave CommiiHons for railing 

an Army. 

THE Frencb King continu-d obftinatc ; upon which 
King Charles recalled his Troops in the Frencb Service, 
who be fides other ill Treatment, were feat home with- 
out their Pay. 

H E held firm to his Refolution, called a Parliamenf,. 
and demanded Money for carrying on the War. protcft- 
ing, that he was rcfolved to bring the Frencb King to a 
Peace : and accordingly Money was granted for the 
Fleet and Array. In the mean Time the Frencb King 
fat down before GbenU which had not above 5*00 in 
Garrifon, with above Soooo Men, and carried it by 
JSurrcndcrv after ^ Days: Then he attacked Ipres but 
drew off again with a . considerable Lofs of Officers, put 
his Army into Garrifon, and returned to Pans. Much 
about this Time when the Duke of Monmouth arrived 
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3t Biruges witk 3000 Horfc and Foot to reinforce the 
Viincc of Oraftge. 

THE Parliament of "EngUtid pctition''d for an open 
War againft France^ and gave the King a Poll to cartv 
it on : And as he was about entring a League with the 
Empire, Spain^ and the united Provinces, the Wrencb 
King fcnta Pioj^dt of Peace to his Embaflador at T^imt^ 
gu^n^ which was debated a long Time, the Dutch and 
^•4 SftglJjb conlented to it, and the Spaniards^ by t^le Kc^ 
ccffity of their J^f[AiTs^ were obliged €9 do the like ► 
But the Frc^cf) having dcccitfullf. come on with new 
Propofals, the Di^fc£) complained of it, and mtbe Prince 
of OratJgt'^ Prefcnce rcfolv'd to f ontinuc the War, and 
cntred into a League with the King of Gredt-Brhaiffj 
who fcndinc part of his Aimy over into ¥* Under s^znd 
giving the .^rf«cfc Kini^a fhort Time, either to fign the 
Treaty or declare his farther Pretenfions, Monlieur con- 
fented to the former, and the Treaty was figned on Au^, 
II. at Midnight; But the French K's Delay, and re- 
fining on his Politicks^ had )ir ell-nigh coft him the Lofs 
of his Army uiuier the Duke of LuaevAurg^ who had 
reduced Mons to the lalt Extremity by marching near 
it with his Army to prevent its having any Relief; 
"Whereupon the Prince of Orange having marched with 
his Army in the Beginning of Aug, purfued Luxenthurg^ 
obliged him to rife from Dinner, and retire in fome Dif- 
drdcr, though he had reckoned hi mfclf very fccure, be- 
taufe his Camp wajJ in a Manner inacceiHble. But the 
prince, and Duke of ^f^J/^/^fl^^i^ who fought all Day b^ 
his Side, furmounting all Difficulties, and the Generals 
Collier and 'Delvick mounting the horrible, Precipices 
with invincible Courage, routed the Enamy on the fide 
©fthe Cloifter^ and Count 7/ or « approaching with the 
Cannon, made a terrib-le Slaughter amongft the French 
B*tt;ilions in thcValley. 

T H E N C E the Prince advanced to Ca^raUy and 
forced the Enemy to quit the Place ; his own Regiment 
of Foot-Guards led the Van, and were feconded by the 
Englfjb<, and the Duke of Holftein'^s Regiment; they 
continued in Aftiqn with the French about five Hours, 
and purfued them a Quarter of a League through Fields 
and Precipices; fo as it is hardly to be credited that 
Men could make fuch braveElForts in Places fo extreme- 
ly difadvantagcous, there being few ia the World which 
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jirc Naturally. more ftrong. The Karl of 0/ory with the 
E^i^lijb, did Won^icrsin this A6i^ion. Eifit the Prince of 
Vrarge^ in til c heat of the Battle adva seed fo far, that 
he was in great Danger of being^bft, had not Monfieur 
Over JihJi killed an adveiitious Captain juft as he was about 
to let fly a Piftol Bullet at him. 

THE uncvcnefs of the Ground rendered the Cavalry' 
ufekfs> fo that the whole lay upon the Foot and Dra- 
jgoons. 

NIGHT put an End to the Battle, and Luxepih^rg 
retired towards Mvn-f without Noife, leaving the Field 
with the greateft Part wounded, and a vaft Quantity 
of .Ammunition, and Bagj^age. 

ON the News of this Vi6^ory the S5t«tes fent to con- 
gratulate the Prince ; and to teftify how much they va- 
lued his Prefervation, they prefcnted Monfjcur Overhir^^ 
who had fo generouflv rcfcued him, with a Swoid whofc 
Handle was of Ma/Ty Gold, a Pair of Piftols fet with Gold, 
and a whole Horfe Furniture of the fame Metal. The P, 
had doubtlefly relieved Mons^ biit Word was brought him, 
as confulting it, that the Peace was concluded betwixt 
Ihe French and the States 

THIS Viftory haftacd the Trcat^ beCwixl-Fw^cc 
andiyf«/>, which was concluded on the 17/ib oi Septem^ 

AFTER this the Prince had fomjc Liberty to Breath, 
and the People to enjoy the Peace which he had hewen 
put by hisSword. But Matters were not fo entirely ad- 
jafted betwixt France and Spaifi ; the former^s demand- 
ing whole Provinces under the Name of Dependencies, 
was like to have renewed the War ; but by the unweari- 
ed Mediation of the States, a Treaty was jigncd at the 
Hague Juxe 2.9 1684, and a 1,0 Years Truce agreed be- 
twixt the Emperor, France and Spain. 

I N the midft of all thr.fe Negvniations, when everyone 
minded his own particular Intercfts, the Prince preferred 
the Welfare of the Couutry to his, though he might juft- 
]y have exf ccled Reparation for the great Loifes he (uf- 
ta/ned in his own J>cmains in Brabant^ and the Sale of 
his Lands> Furniture, and Goods in FrancheGompe^ by 
the Prince oi Ifengnyn^who being fupportcd by the Au- 
thority of France^ cxpofcd them by found of Trumpet : 
and though the Provinces of Guelder/and^ Zealand and 
Vtrechty made great. Complaints in his Highncfs's Name, 
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yet they obtained no Satisfa(flion, nor did he AiiFcf lefs 
Injuftice Iq the Principality of Orattge^ where the French 
didnaHtlcd his capital City, disfranchized the Univeriity, 
plundered the Inhabitants, all contrary to the. Faith of 
the Treaty i which' being rep refen ted by the States^ the 
Fre^cib anfwercd, That they had good Reafon for what 
they did. 

T HJE Truce being: confirmed, the States were of 
Opinion, that. they might Difband their fuperaumerary 
Forces, but were foon perfuaded to the contrary by his 
Highnefs, to keep their Troops on Foot as long as the 
Neccflity of their Affairs required it. go that from the 
Conclufion of the Peace till 1688, we have nothing re- 
markable in the Prince's Hi ftoiy. But many of the No- 
bility, Gentry and Clergy of S«f^/tf^^, having in the be- 
jjinning of that Year importuned his Highnefs to come and 
lefcue their Liberties and Religion, from the utter Ruin 
which threatned them by the Arbitrary Proceedings of 
KmQ'Jamef IL as appears by the States Metnifefio\ the 
Prince rcfolved to gp over and oppofc tliofe Deiigns; and 
accordingly he publiflied his Declaration oftheReafons 
inducing him to the Expedition, viz, for preferving the 
Prateftant Religion, and reftoringthe Laws and Liberties 
of England^ Scotland^ ^nd' Ireland^ publifli^d at the 
Kaguc OHoher 10 168 5. an additional Declaration to 
the fame Purpofe was puWjlli'd there on the 2.0th of the 
fame Month. 

KING ^avtes who would >iot believe hitherto, • that 
the Preparations in Holland concerned him, though the 
prench King had given him notice of it on the 26th of 
Augufi before, was' now fully convinced, providing to 
fefjft him both by Sea and Land, and to pleafe hisSubje(51s 
diflblved his Commi/Ho|i for Ecclefiaftical Cau(cs re- 
fetled the Fellows which he had expelled from the Col- 
Jedgcsin Oxford and Cambridge^ and reftored all the 
Charters of Corporations which had been feifed in bis own 
and his Brother's Reign; He fent for all the Forces which 
could be fpared from Scotland and Ireland^ equipped 
4.3 Men of War and io Fire Ships under the Earl of D«r?- 
fn^u^h^ and prepared an Army of 30000 Men.. 

SKE LTO N't who had been his Envoy axi Uol land ^ 
was imprifon'd for confenting to the pubiifliing of the 
French Memorial there, which difcovered.the ftriifl 
Alliance betwixt King '}afnes and Ltvsis 14.. and his 
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Majefty of (^reat 'Britain did declare that he would ftand 
hy the Treaty uf Nipteguca^ and furmfti his JQuota of 
Men to oblige the French King to do the like ; but tfaofe 
Compliances were all too late, and th^ viiible EfFedis of 
Conftiaint, andconfcqucntlyhad no EiFcft. 

THE Bifhops being fent (or, gave the King their Ad- 
vice in ievcral Things, and particularly, that they might 
be admitted to ufc Arguments with him for his returning 
to the Church of England ; to which he gave onl/^Jg- 
npf a] Anl'wers* 

H O W fe V E R they publifh'd a Form of Praycf * 
during their Apprehenilons of an Invaiion, on the LXtly l 
of Odoher 1688. ♦ 

THE Prince in the mean Time put to Sea on the zptb '' 
of O^oher^ accompanied by many of the Krglijb and Scots 
Nobility, with dj Men otWar and lo Fis^t-fbips, beiidcs 
a Multitude of Tranfport-Ships, Vice-Ad rhiral Herbert 
leading the Van ; but they were put back '^again with 
conliderable Lofs: On News of w-hich. King James de- 
rnurrM as to the Refticution of fome of the Maflers of the 
Colleges. 

THE Prince would not fuffcr his Men to land, having 
about is'4.00 and odd aboard, bcfides Volunteers. He 
failed again on the ifl of November^ and on the 5:*!?, be- 
ing the Day of Englands Deliverance from the Powder- 
Plot, and the next after that of hisHighnefs Birth, he lan- 
ded his Atifiy at Torbay^ where many People ^ock'd to 
him from all Parts, with Proviiions in Abundance, though 
King James had djfcharged the fame by ^rkt Proclama- " 
tions. The Prince hereupon advancing to Exeter^ publiih* 
ed his Declarations above mentioned! 

THE Bilhop of Exeter did hereupon leave the City, 
for which Kinffjames preferred him to ^he Arch-Biftop- 
xick of Tork. He ordered bis Army lo inarch well ward, 
promilingfpcedily to follow, in the^ean Time having 
ordered (everai Pcrfons who were Tliid to be privy to 
the Birth of the pretended Prince of Wales^ to make 
their Affidavits thereupon, which were^^ regift rated in 
Chancery^ but gave little Satisfadlion to thlfc People, gc- 
vcral of the Nobility join'd the Prince ^iily ; and the 
Lord Lqve/ace^as going to him' with 70 Horfe, was af- 
ter a llout Re£ltaQce taken dt Cirenccfier but re/cued 
afterwards. 
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A little while jfter the Lord T>eUmere decUrM fo*^ 
the Prince in Cbefb. as did the KJrl oi T>ev9TtJJo. 'Ddnhyt 
and others in TorJiJbire. 

THE Lord Cornhury carried off 3 Regiments from 
the Kings Camp at Sdli^bury^ to the Prince and not long: 
after the K. was deferred by Prince Getvrge^ the Duke of 
Graftofi^ Duke of Or «fr)//£/, Ea.1l oi T>tUMiaxric^^ Lord 
. Cburckili^ and others who went over to the Prince at 
Sbtrhurn. 

THE Princcfs ^«« and the Bil})op of Lnndnn^ did 
much about the fame Time retire from Court to tbofe 
who were in Arms againft the King in the North, and 
then advanced as far AslSfottin^bam* All thefc Misfor- 
tunes coming upon Kini^ Jamts together, his ^o^t, fell 
a bleeding, and being alarmed that the Prince was ad- 
vancing upon hinri at Salisbury^ he left that Place and 
his Array in Diforder and on the 2.6th of November 
returTi'd to London^ the pretended Prince of WaUt being 
Ship'^d off for Frflwce before Hand. 

WHAT befell King '^tfwej afterwards ahd how his 
Crown came to be devolv'd upon the Prince, its needleft 
to repeat here. See the preceeding Life. 

THE Prince being fettled on his Throne, did in 
the ift- Place, abolifli the Chimney-Tax, which was 
grievous to the People ; for which, the Parliament were 
^o grateful that they voted him 1200000 L. fer Annum* 
for maintaining the Houftiold and Government, and pro- 
inilcd to (pare no Charge to carry on the War ; And 
their Majcfties were folcmnly crowned at Wtftminfter^ 
jipril 2.1ft. having before Hand ordered Part of the 
Fleet to cruife on rhe Irjjb Coafts to prevent the Arrival 
of Succours from France to the Earl of Tirconncl^ 
vrho held out for the late King. 

THE lirft who commenced Hoftilities againft King 
Wdliapt in Grfat-Britafn^ was the Duke of Gordon who 
held out the Caftlc oiEdinhurgb againft him : And not 
long after a Part of the Earl of 'Dumbarton'^s Regiment 
icvoltcd in 'England^ but were quickly obliged to fub- 

iTiit. 
ABOUT fhisTime the late Kin^j James arrived in 

Jreland^ where he quickly had an Army of 30000 Men, 

with which he over-run the Kingdom, there being' no 

Refjftancc made to him but in the North, which ismoft- 

Jy inhabited by Scots 9 and they who afieffibled againft 
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him being neither well arm'd, nor difciplin'i> nor un- 
animous amongft themfclves wcie quickly difpcifecL 
The Vjfcounc of Dundee^ though he had kiffcd King 
William's Hand, had a favourable Reception, and fat 
in the Convention of Scotland which was called by the 
Prince of Oratrge^ did defert the fame when he faw his 
violent Defigns againlt the faid Contention difappointed, 
and broke out in Rebellion. 

I TJ April i68p the Jrijh Proteftants were forced to 
quitC«/rtf/« and Kilmore^ ^ni retire toLnndonderry^ be- 
fore which the late King fat down on the 2.pch of the 
fame Month ; the Beficcers having killed many of his Men 
in their Sallies, and C^lJonel flfwrray having killed the 
French General Maniont ; In 'junt following, a Plot, 
in favour of tnc late King was difcovered in "England^ 
and the Lords Prefl'^?^ and Griffitby andCoIlonel Xe^, 
taken up upon it. 

d N the 13 the Duke of, Gordon furendred theCaftIc of 
. Edinburgh. A Conspiracy wa5 difcovered in Scotland^ 
and the Supremacy and Epifcopacy were abolifb^d by the 
Parliament there, much about the fame Time : And 
then alfo the Innskilling Men began to f gnalixc them- 
fclves in Ireland igainft the late King. 

J'XJ LT the 6th was the Battel betwixt General Maqli' 
ay and the Vifcount ciDundee in Scotland \ the Rebels 
being more numerous, the Fight wasfbarp \ and though 
part of the King*s Forces fled, beiig betray'd hy tbei 
Atbol Men, yet the Remainder of them were laft in the 
Field ; and Vundte^, the General of the Rebels was kill- 
ed. 

ANOTHER Body of them was defeated af S. Jobn* 
flon ; And they had a third Defeat at Vunkell by the E. 
of Angus'^s Regiment, tho they were Four to One; 300 
of the Rebels were killed, and notabovc 30'of theKingV 
Men, but amongft them was the Gallant Lieutenant Col- 
lonel C/e/^z»^and 'NLajot Ilenderfon, 

AU GU S' T i^, Londonderry was relieved, and the 
late King*s Army drew fbamefully off, burning the Coun- 
try as they went. 

THE InnesliillinglK^n^ a little after, Stft^kttdi the 
Duke of -Berw/r^, the late King»s natural Son, at Ralf' 
wufling', Collonel Hamilton at hijnacky and being co'm- 
ayindcd byCoIIonel H^-ooZ/Zeyy dcfcatcd.a great Body of 
tSe Rebels agar Necolin Butler^ killing 2.000, taking 
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their CAirnon .with 300 Priioners, amonglt Whom was 
Lieuteoant General Mac^erty^ aod yo Officers, The 
a.Qjiy Marefha] Scomberg landed near Bangor in the Coun- 
ty of Dotvn^ with Forces from England^ withoutany Op- 
pofition, was joined by the Country, and Knoc1(ftrgus iwt' 
zeodered a few Days after. 

I N this Month the Englijh Billiops who refufed to take 
the Oath of Allegiance to their Majefiles, were depriv* 
ed. 

I N a little Time after, Duke Schomherg forced the 
iTjJb from Newry Pafs, though Kxn^ James lay within 
a few Miles with 30000 Men. 
O N E Dj^ Pleffis^ a Wrench Captain, with other Frf«c£> 
Papiils, intended to have betrayed l>\xkt'Scbo7nher^^At^ 
my, but were prevented, and thereupon expelled the 
Army. 

1 N OStoher^ the Inneshllifig Men, under Collonel 
Lloyd'i though not iooo> defeated ^000 of the Rebels at 
Boyben^ killing and wounding about 800, among whom 
were 3 Collonels and 15* Captains, and took 3 Collonels 
with 2.00 Prifoners, not loiingai)Ove 30 themfelves. 

ABOUT this Time new Confpirticics wexe djfcovcr- 
c^iEngUnd zgiLinft K. VT/V/Ztf^f, and Abundance of Let- 
ters intercepted from the Lord Gr/j^^ and otheis, direc- 
ted to K. 'James ^ whofe Forces in Ireland comn)anded 
hySorsfield^ made t^hcmfelvcs Mafters of «y//£-o, but not 
without great Lofs. 

THE Irijhimdcan Attempt after this upon Netvrfy 
but were repulfed, 

A Plot was about this Time difcovcred, to have fet 
GLASGOW in Scotland on Fire, and a Correfpondence 
betwixt the Highland Rebels and fomc in' Edinburgh 
found out. ^ 

THE Parliament of England did not Jong after an- 
sull all the Proceedings of the pretended Parliament of 
Ireland held by King yames 

I N the Beginning of i^po many of the Scots Epifco- 
pal Clergy, of whom Pater/on late Archbiftop of G/tf/*- 
^ow was the. Ringleader,, pray'dpublickly for the late 
King Jimes^ having always refulcd to pray for their 
prefent Majcfties ; and the Rebels of that Country at- 
tacked Innernefs^ but were beat ofF'with great Lofs^ 
and the Earl of Seafortb^s ITncle, one of the Chief of 
them^ taken; bat being reinfoiccd fron the late King, 

and 
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and fome of the feditious Pieachers abovementiofted^thcy 
Hill kept up the Rebellion. 

THE InnesyilingHLtn inFeh,j6$o^ made them- 
felvcs Matters of Belurbet, The Parliament of E^^/^t/ 
meeting on the 30th of Marcb^ the King acquainted 
them with his Dcfign of going for Ireland^ the Neccfli- 
ty of Money for carrying on the War, and recommended 
to them an AAof Oblivion, and an Union with ^Vor/tfiSi/, 
upon Mrhich Money was readily granted. 

THE Bifliop of Oxford took the Oaths and his Place 
in this Parliament; but the Arch-bifliop of Canttrhuryj 
with theBifhopsof JStf/ib and Wells^ Peterborou^by Glo» 
ctjtcr^ and Norwich aWltcixiSt^, 

1 N March following Collonel Wooljly^ with 700 
Foot, and 300 Horfe and Dragoons, defeated 4000 Irrjb 
under the Duke of Berwc*, at Ctf Utf«, killing 5:00, and 
taking 2.00, the Duke of Berwici being al(6 wounded. 
The ^«7fCf*r///>^ Men thought they had gotten a grtat 
Treafure among the Bootf , but it pro red only to be of 
King 'James's Brafs Money. 

THAT fame Month another Confpiracy wasdifco- 
vcred in Scotland^ wherein the Countefi of Errol^ the 
Bidiops 8fc. were found concerned. 

T H E Parliament of England^ in the SeiHon above- 
mentioned, granted the King a Million and looooo X. 
Stealing for his Irz/to Expedition, declai'd all thofe wfto 
ferv'd the late King 'J-amcsin Ireland guilty of Higb- 
Treafon, and lecognis'd^King William and Queen Mary^s 
Title. 

ON the lythof April the Parliament of Scotland 
met ; and about that Time the Hr^blandtrs made bar- 
barous Ravages as far as Iftntrnefs^ murdering the Peo- 
ple where they. went. 

May 13 Qbarlevtont in Jre/tf^^^ furrendercd to Duke 
SchoTtiherg^ who found 17 brafs Cannon and 2. Mortars 
in the PJice : and Collonel Wooljly took the Caftic ,of 
Balingarvy much about the fame Time ; And not long 
iftcf Sir Thomas Levingfion dcicztcd 15*00 of the Scots 
Rebels, who were come down as far as StraPbfpey^ in 
the County of Mmray^ killing bctwixt4and 5*00, and 
taking 100, amonglt whom were 4 Captains 3 Lieuten* 
aots, and z Enfigns: He took the Caiile of Lttbindey 
at Che fame Time.

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THE Parliament of Scotland did in this Month ro- 
ftotc the Presbyterian Mioifters who had been call oat 
in 1661. 

AND their Majcfties F^orccs were alfo fucccsful in 
the Forrcign Plantations, haying Iar4dcd in the Iflands of 
St. Martjn^ nndMary Gailant^ belonging to the Frcffcb-i 
luinM their Plantations, took a Fort m the latter, rntWcd 
their Cannon, and returned with great Booty, havjng;^ 
Cent JOG Prifoners to St. Chriflophers. 

ON the 24th oijufie King William landed at Ctf r« 
ricl^fer^s in Ireland^ urfacre he was received with great 
Acclamations; and oil the cpth he marchM with the 
Army to the Plains of Dundalk^ General Dtruf^las lead- 
ing the Van. 

1 N the mean Time a dangerous Confpiracy, wherein 
divcrfc of Qaality were ffiid to bp concerned, was difco- 
vcrcd in England^ and the French Fleet was upon the 
Coz^s to have favoured the Dcfigns of the Confpirafors ; 
whence happened that unhappy Sea-Fight on the lotboi 
July l6^iy by the JSngliJh and T>utch under Arthur 
Earl of Ferrington^ againll ^hc French commanded by 
Tourville \ but at the Time of jBattel there were none 
but 2.2. Dwtcb Sh'pp, and a very few En^lijby that engaged 
B^ 6{ the French 'j The Dutcb^ zndthoic E^^ I ijh who 
engaged, did all that Men could do, and fought with ex- 
traordinary Gallantry; but Foxrinpnn never toming up 
with the reft, they were forced to retire with great'Loft 
being very much difabled ; the Vntcb having loft Admir- 
al Fraitf/ and 2. Captains, with a great Ship called the 
Friejlandi But the States ordered 14 new Men of War 
to be rigg'd out in t j Days. To return to King Williant-, 
On the 7tb oi^uly he cncamp'-d at Dundalk^ which the 
Enemy had quitted. On the ptb he march'd toArdee^ and 
on the 10/^ arrived on the Banks of the Boyney the late 
King's Army beinj;: cncamp'-d on the other fide, to de- 
fend the Pafe. While his Majcfty King William was 
viewing the Ftf>rds of the River and the Enemies Army, 
he received a Wound upon his Shoulder with a Cannon 
Ballet of 6 Pound, which did only raze the Skia flightly : 
His Ma left y being nothing daunted,mounted again as foon 
as his Wound was dreff'd,aud continued in Aftion4 Hours 
after, before he retired to hisTent. Ncjct Morning Count 
Majmrd Scb9nibcrg paflcd the River 3 Miles higher, in 

view 
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view of 8 Squadrons of the Eaemy, who difputed the PaG;, 
h\xt were>cat from it. 

THE Count having drawn up His Men, fcnt notice to 
the King5 who thereupon Swam his Horfe. and iharch^d 
his Foot up to the Arm-pits through the River, where 
the Enemies i^ood to receive them on the other fide, firing; 
and pufhing with their Pikes; but the King'^s Troops fired 
(o briskly upon them from the Water, that they forc'd 
thcin to retire, leaving one of their Colours behind. 
His Majefty and the Prince ofBeftmark paiTed the River, 
tLTid he appeared at the Head of his Troops in the Heat 
of the A(5lion, while JC. ''fames ftood aloof deploring the 
ill Condition of his Aflairs. 

T HE Vidnes with Hanmore and iJfe//o»ere's Brigades, 

pafied on the Right being attacked by the Enemies Cavaliy" 

and Dragoons; and 30 of the late King^s Guards bein£( 

advanced too far into the River^ were cut off; Here Duke 

Scbonthers received two Cuts in his Head with a ^word, 

but did, notwithftanding^ drive the Enemy beyond one 

of the Villages on the other fide the River, where the 

Cavalry commanded by Lauzune were pofied^ and 

fir*d briskly, and there the D. was killed by a Piftol Shot* 

The Dutch Guards^ who fufFercd molt in pailing the 

River, loft only one Captain and fpme inferior Oificers, 

and had fomc few wounded ; A French Collonel, with 

two Captains, and a J^randehurgh Captain^ did alfo lofe 

their Lives. 

THE whole Irmy being paft the River, the King 
raarch'd up with his Horfe and 17 Battalions to fuccour 
bis Forces which were engaged, whereupon the Ir(lb 
returned in Confufion : And then Lauzuncy with the 
Prtncb and Sivi/s, retired in good Order4 

IN the Heat of the Fight a Cannon Bullet carried <.i 
Way a Piece of the ICings Boot, and broke the Leg of a 
Horfe next to hini. Fifteen Hundred of the Enemy fell 
in this Battle^ befidcs a great many taken Prifone^s^ a- 
mongft whom was Lieutenant General Haptihon^ andfc-» 
vcral others of Note. The Foot purfued about 4 Aliles^ 
and the Cavalry till Night; and "broghcda furrendered ort 
Summons next Day- King [^4«?cf potted to D»i//>^ and 
from thence to Water f or d^ caufihg the Bridi?es to 
be broken doy/h after him $ and there fliip^d fof 
France. Hereupon the Protcl^^nts fciz'd the City And 
' C4ille of l>2?i//>, andfcftt King H^////V;» notice who i iff* 
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medittelv dliflntchM the Duke of Orww^ thither, «Jld ott 
Se I tti» entered the City h.inlelf, being every where re- 
ceived with louft AccUmttion. In two Days after, he 
oubliflied an A« of Oblivion to all that had fubmitted or 
Culdfubmit by the iiriof A^gult ; which Clemency 
had a. veiv ffood Effect. r , 

KING V/7/?^«^ having after this rcducca Wdterford 
snd Tfuncdrtnon march'd to Limrick^ v^hcre the Ene- 
mies had their grcateft Strength. They had entrenched 
themfclves about a Mile from the Town, on the othfrr 
S de of the River, but quickly retir'd on King WiUiamy 
Approach. The Trenches were opened before iton the 
oU oi ScVt €wb€r \ but the Convoy, with the great 
Guns, being furprifed by Sdrsjkld and fome Irifiy-^ it 
retarded the Siege, though they were pnrlucdand defeat- 
ed before they could do any Thing elfe than burn fome 
of the Carriages, and nail two of their Guns. 

HIS Ma}cl!y in . the mean Time carried the Fort at 
Connel near Limrich oh Difcrction : But the Scafon be- 
inz iait advanced and rainy, and the Garrilon ftrong, his 
Maicfty thought fit to raife the Siege; But fome Forces 
beinff fent from Kn^land under the Earl of Marlhoroie^b^ 
landiHff in the River of Cor^, did quickly reduce the City 
With incredible Valour, Oaoher Zth i6$u The Duke of 
G^ahon being a Volunteer in this Expedition, received « 
iiiortal Wound, whereof he died , however, the Gar- 
ri(oh were aJJ made Prifoners of War, amongft whom 
was the Earl otTzronne. On the iztbi the E oi Marl^ 
lorourb (ct down htforcKiftJale, and quickly took the 
old Fort, moft of the Girrifon, which confifted of aboat 
400 Men, being killed, and the new Fort furrcndered u- 

t)on Conditions. , , ,. , , r t- 

THE Parliamentof E^^/a^d/ did «t the fame Time 
Addrefs both their Maj^lHes in a very thankful Manner for 
what they had done for the Good and Welfare of the Na- 
tion< raifed 1800000 L. for the Fleet, and 2.7.9^^00 L» 
for the Army. Much about the fame Time arrived the 
Count ^r /4 Toiler, Envoy from the D. of Savoy^ who 
addreft their Majcfties with Very elegant Speeches. 

THE Government began now to be fetled in IreUtta^ 
and a Dcfign of the Papilts was difcovered to have burnt 
the Cify of Dublin^ while Collonel Sarsfield was to 
furprize it with Part of the Irijh Army 5 but 300 being 
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iiiiprifoncd, the Deiign wasprevcntcd,and General GinkU 
xnarchM againll the Enemy. 

N the i$tb of Decepnkeri Torjri^ton'^s Trial came- 
ofl) as to his Management c^f the Fleet, and he wiis ac- 
quitted ; but next Day the King fent for his Comiiiiiflon* 
denied him the Honour of kiffin^hfs Hand, and turned 
out fomc of thofe concerned in his Trial. A little afteri 
the Parliament granted the King 6/^0000 X^ to build 30 
new Men of War 

1 N the mean Time a Confpiracy was difcoVcr^d in 
S^cotUnd^ to be managed by Nevil Pain^ and another iit 
KngLknd^ upoa which the Lord Prefton wis taken asgo- 
ing to France^ and Letters were feifed from the Bifhdp of 
Ely to King 'y-aptes though he bad been one of thofe im~ 
prifoned for petitioning that King againft the Declaratkit 
for Liberty of Confcience. 

ON the i^tb Day of 'J^dnUsry follovring, the E^rl of 
*Tyrconntl landed in Ireland with Money and Cloaths 
for the IrifiSi Collonel Brewer having about 4 Days be- 
fore beat gooq Irijh out of their Entrenchments withia 
a Mile oi Ldmbur^h^ though mtftrh inferior in Number^ 
killed 300 of them, and pofleifred him(i?lf of the Town. 
That fame J(onth the Lord Preftm and Mr. Afijton were 
condemned after TriaUand the Litter executed ^dnuary 
2.8. but the former rcpricv'd on Promife of a Difcoveryx 
About this Time General Ginlle^ obtained a fmall Victory 
over the TrifO' 

O N the ^otbof January i5p2. his Majefty^ after si 
dangerous Voyage came in fight of the Coaft oiHolUndi 
and putting himfelf into a Shallop, made towards the 
Shore, notwithftanding the incxpfeflible Danger f^om 
flioals of Ice , his Majefly was thus expofed for ten Hours 
to thcCbldne(sof the Airand the Injury of the Wavcs^ 
which (bmetimes entred the Shallop; but was nothing ' 

daunted, though all the Company and fcamen themfelvcs 
were at their Wits end, it being in the Night-Time an^ 
during a great Fog. However he arrived happily in anlfl* 
and by the »rofning,and having refrefliV himfelf inapoor 
Cottagc,put to Sea again in a ShaIlop,to which 2. Fiflier- 
Men carried htm, thjrough the Ice; i^^ Utiditk^sn Ordngd 
Folder^ did after arrive at the Ha^ue^ where his Entrance 
was nobly folemnized with Triumphal Arches f contain- 
ing the moft mcmoiablc Aftions of his Life 1 the Statcli^ 
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litft and mod Magnificent that haire perhapis t>ceil in Eu' 
rope firice the Time of the Roman dt/ars. 

HIS Majefty was every where received with the Ac--- 
damations of the People, and honoured with tlie Comp- 
dnj of the Electors, off Bavaria, Brandenburg^ with 
feveral other fovcreign Princes and Hiubafladors, who 
came thither toconferr with him about carrying on the 
War; whence this Interview was caJ]cd the Congrefs. 
His Majefty going from the Ila^ue to the Luo^ had Ad- 
vice there of the Frenches fitting down before Monf 
with 60000 Men. King Williant did all that was poiHble 
to aflemble an Army for its Relief, but all Things being 
unprovided on the Confederates Side, the Garrifon not 
lieing ftrong enough, nor fufficiently provided, and the 
GovcrBor,the Prince deBerg being forced to furrender by 
the mutinous Eecleiiafticks and Citizens, he Capitulated 
on the ufual Terms April 8, and carried 6 Pieces of Can- 
non with him, afier having made a Gallant Defencey 
which reduced his Garrifon of 7000 to 4S'oo> fo that 
the French were rurprifed, coniidering the Party which 
they had mack in the Town, that it ibould have held out 
fo long. 

KING William finding his Prefence no farther nece- 
ifary in Flanders it that Time, went for London^ where 
he arrived April 24. and having born a Jong Time with 
theobftinacyof the Non-juraatBifliops, did Jit laft fill up 
their Sees with other Perfons ; and having fetJcd Affairs, 
Tetout again for Ifolland on i)f«y the ii,and on the i^tk 
arrived at the C^<r^«e, as he did on the I2.th of 'June at 
the Army 2. Miles above Brujffls. And in the mean Time 
his Forces under General GinTile carried Ballimore in 
Jre/tf^fiAby Surrender, the Garrifon conlifting of 830 
difciplin'd Men, and as'p Rapparecs. Then the Army 
marched for Afblone and having obliged the Irijb to re- 
tire from LainsloroUgb i5r/W<§^e,and beat them from fome 
Out-work before th^ Town, they clofely befi«g*d it, 
made themfelves Matters of the lower part of the T^>wn 
iirft, and after feveral Attacks the Ks: Forces v/-aded the 
River to their Arm-pits [while the Irifli fired upon them 
beat rhcm out of their Entrenchments, and in \th than 
an Hour became Mafters of the Town, putting all to the 
jSword who rcftftcd j fo thm^about looo were killed^ 
•BdaOQ^aken

THE Generals Mackay and Talmajb figntklizcd thcm- 
fclves in this Adlion, being canicd over the River on 
the Souldier^s Shoulders, and expofed to the Kneir.ies 
Fire. General Gi^kle having given Orders to fortlfie 
the Tow u^ advanced towards the Enemies Army, who 
were polled very advantageoufly near Afbrinty having 
2. Bogs before them, and Entfenchments on the Righc 
aod L^ft. 

IVI O N S I E ir R St. Ruth the French General who 
commanded them, encouraged them all that he cduld; 
but notw^ithftandmg of this, and that they were more 
numerous than the Kings Forces, and fought behind 
their Entrenchments with more Courage and Conduct 
than they had done during the War, they were totally 
routed, St. Rutb^ their General killed, with 7000 Mea 
on the Spot, and 5:00 taken, with 15*0 Officer?, and all 
their Tents, Baggage, Cannon, Arms, 8cc. with 32. Co^ 
lours, and 12. Standards. The Ks. Army loft 37S Souldiers, 
2.ColloneIs,3 L. CoUonels, $ Majors, 12. Captains, and 
fome inferior Officers, with about 800 wounded. After 
this Viftory abundance of Caftles furrendercd, and in 
*^uly his Majefty's Forces did alfo make tbemfelves Maf- 
ters of Galloway by Composition. In the mean Time 
the Scots Highlanders being perf waded to a Truce, did 
break it, which was quickly revenged by his Majcfties 
.Officers, who kill'd and took Abundance of them. Sep, 
I, His Majefties Army inveftcd Limerick : And durincy 
all the laft Month, the King was facing Luxemburg in 
'Plandets^ having by a miraculous Providence efcap'd 
being killed by a Cannon Bullet as he fat under a Tree, 
after he had viewed the French Cam^ i and the Ammu- 
nition Waggons narrowly cfcap^d being blown up by a 
traitcrous Frenchmaftt who was hang'd for his Pains- 
Limerick being invefted as abovementioncd, the Enemies 
Army was defeated in the Neighbourhood, and after a 
vigorous Defence, the Town was furrendercd on Condi^ 
itions O^ober 14, as was Sligo^ much atout the fame 
Time- And thus was Ireland-^ intirely redac'd. ON 
:the Q.$tb of that Month his Majefty arrived in England 
from beyond Sea : His Parliament ttftified their Zeal for 
liim, by rating fuch Supplies as he deiired; but the Ob- 
.itinacy of many, of the Epifcopal Party in Scotland 
rendered the Face of .Affairs not fo fmooth there. IN 
May 16 ^z the late King 5^flj'«ei publiihcd his Dcclaratii- 
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onfroin St. Ger mains ^ inviting his Quondam Sub) efts* 
in Britain and Ireland to jjin him in recovering his 
Crown, and came to La Rogue with an Arniy, as if he 
had intended a Dekent upon his former Dominions ; 
Vhilehis JVUjefty King WHliam was at the Head of the 
Confederates in Flanders^ having left, as fi)rmerl\ , the 
Adminillration in |ne Hands of his Royal Coiiiort Queen 
• Mary^ agajnft whom a damnable Conlpiracy was dif- 
corercd hy the Conduct of the Lord Secretary Jobn-^ 
ftoun for the Kingdom of Scotland ; and by an extraor- 
dinary Providence a Plot of the French Court to cut off 
his Majcfty by the Hands^ of rtjffiinly Affaffmatcs, D»<e 
jnont^ Lavendae/^ Gram^nt^ ttc. 

IN the mca Time the E»^///b Fleet put to 8ea, and 
a Proclamation waspublift''d for apprehending about q.% 
•diffafrc^lcd Noblemen, Gentlemen, 8cc. And the Jaco- 
bites having given out that the Fre«c6 King had an In^ 
fefcft in the Fleet, The Flag Officers being informed 
thereof by her MajeRics Order, acquainted all the Cap? 
(ains^ whereupon thev did unanimoufly fign an Addrefs 
f/Turing her Majcfty of tlicir unfhaken Loyalty. The 
j:»^/?/band T>utcb confifting of 59 Men of War, with 
37 Fir-iftjips and Frigatu, under the Condurt of Admi- 
ral Rujfel^ did hereupon fail in qucft of the French Fleet 
yrhicn had entered the Channel to favour the Defccnt, 
tut receiv^ a remarkable Overthrow on the ^^th of 
May. 

THE French attack 'd ours about Eleven in the 
Morning, and the FTght continued till half an Hour 
part $ in the Evening, when the French Tow'd away 
yith all their Boats : Abput 6, another Engagement 
happened betwixt Part of theFre«cib and the Blue Sguadf 
ron but in ftort they were beaten, and fteered off for - 
sConquet Road^ having the Advantage of a Fog; the 
f^n^hjh. and T)utch purfuing, and the Enemy running kr 
, znong the Rotks fox Shelter, whither they could not be 
iafcly purfued. 

ADMIRAL Uelaval burnt the French Admiral of 104 
Guns, one of loione of 8o» a«d three of Icffer Rate, and 
fook feveral Prifoncrs, who dcclarcci that during the Fight 
they lott Five of their biggcft Ships. Admiral Rufel in 
the n^ean Time pufiied i^ of their Men of War, and 
on the 2.3d and ?L4th burnt 13 of them, with feveral Tran- 
fportSliip.s aadfoinc Ycflc}§ w|tb Ammuaitionj while 
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the £neiny iircd upon them from the Shojir, and the 
3ate Km^Jawes beheld it with his Array. The French 
lolt about ^000 Men in this A(^ioa and the Ettglijh ^nd 
Vutcb but very few, and of thofe , of Note only Col^ 
lonelfl"fl;?/>^ and Rcar-Admiral Cflmr. 

O N the 2.jth of May the French invefted Namur 19 
Flanders^ttic Town lurrendrcd in a litle Time, but 
the Cattle held out longer, though both of them were 
delivered up by Treachery, whiJeKing pr/7//tf«r attempt^ 
cd their Relief. .On the 2d of At^ruft hisMajefty attack'^ 
Luxemburg in his Camp at Steenkirk^ and about iq ifll 
the Mjruing the Cannon began on b'^th Sides, about i ia 
the Afternoon they were fully engaged, and Colionei 
T>ougUs^ of the Prince of WirtembergH Brigade, took 
fomc of their Cannon ; but B >u^trs joy ning Luxemburg 
witha frefh Body, and we having the Di(advantagc of 
the Ground King W////aw commanded to draw off, whicli 
was dore m good Order. 

THE Lofs of the French was greater than oars, whiclji 
cannot indeed be accounted fmaJl, confidcringf the Fall oC 
General Mac\ay^ the Earl of Angus^ Collernel \ymgUs 
and Lieutenant Colionei Fuller ton-^ and Major STer, 8cc^ 
His Majcfty here, as in all great Adtsuni, cxpofed himfelf 
the greatcft of Dangers, but was ftill prcferv'd by the 
Power of the Almighty. Andalitlc after the Duke of 
jBrfUim hanged one of his Muiicians for betraying hfs 
Maj^fty's Defign of attacking the French. King WillUf» 
having left the Camp, the French attadf-d Cburler^y; 
but oh his Majefty's Return they abandoned the Defign; 
So that he purfued his Voyage for EngUnd^ and landed 
it TarmuKtbO^^ber 1 8. and meeting his Parliament on 
the zpth, they in fomc Time after granted him x^zdj i5 
L,io S.for theCliarge of the Navy for 1-5^3, 7J000Q L. 
to fupply the Defcdt of the Poll Bill, and i Millions 
^05-53 L. ip S. 6 d. for the Land Forces for that Year, 
At the fame Time new Orders were iflued againft the 
Epifcopal Clergy^ who refufcd to pray for their Ma- 
jcfties in Scotland. The Parliament of Ireland did then 
alfo recognize h|s Majcftics Title," and pa/fed an Adt 
inviting Strangers to go and pjant there.. 

I N January 1653 the Parliament granted his Majefty 
an Excife upon Beer, Ale, 8cc. as a Security tofucfa as 
Ihould advance loooooo. L. tocarr^ on the War ag^inljt 
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O N the 2.4 of March the King fct forward for Jffo/- 
land^ and on the 2.d of April landed at Orange Pal^ 
4€r. Onthezs* f^e Parliament of Scotland met, grant- 
ed his Majei^v 490000 L. appointed an Oath of AfTuiance 
CI to abjure the late King, and all other Pretenders, 
und made all Corrcfpondcnce with France High-Treafon» 
In thisScilion they alfo enabled a Comprebenfion, for 
taking in fuch of the Epifcopal Clergy as would take the 
Oaths of Allegiance and A^urance; promife uot to fub* 
vert the Prcfbyterian GoverniT;cnr, and evidence them* 
lelves to be Orthodox and MoraL A Plot alfo was laid 
open before them by my Lord Secretary Jobnfiuun^ c- 
vincing that there wttc Deiigns carried on againft the 
Government by diverfe of the Epifeopal Party, under o- 
ther Pretences, a^ appears hvN'evilPaiw^s Letters, which 
ure fince printed, and he himfclf was thereupon examined 
tut his Tryal deferred ; about the middlc'of them our 
Merchants had the bad News of the Mifcarriage of their 
T«r*y Fleet, which fell in amonj^ft the French Fleet, 
near Largos Bay,howcver the Englijb cfcapM better thari 
the Dutcb^ though both of them had a vcty confiderable 
iuofs; and a Committee fatto enquire into the Caufe,whii- 
thei it was by Treachery or other wife, his Majeffy being 
4t that Time in Flanders^ dctatch'd about 2.0000 Men 
under the Duke of Wbirtemher^^ who forced the French 
Lines, 'twixt Ipres and Court r ay ^ the Earl of ArgyWs 
•Regiment, with others of the Englijh and Scots^ having 
particulailie fignalized themfelvcs in that Action, and 
Taifed fcveral Millions of Contribution : The French in 
the mean Time having taken Huy-t did alfo threaten Lc/^f, 
upon which his Majefty fent another Dctatchment thither, 
and Luxemburg taking the Advantage, while the Army 
was thus diininifhed.attack'd him inhisCamp^twixtJ^7'eerf 
•wi^den and Lawden July zgtb^ with double the Num- 
ber of Men, but was received with fo much Gallantry,and 
icpuHed fo often, that the Fight continued from j in the 
Horning till near s" in the Afternoon, they had perpetu- 
ally the Uifadvantage, till at Jaft having gained a Pafs in- 
to his Majcfties Camp, they overpowered him by their 
Numbers, and fome of our Horfe not afting their Part, 
his Majefty perceiving things in Diforder, did valiantly at- 
tempt to renew the Battel, and feeing that it could not be 
Performed, commanded a Retreat, which was obeyed by 
(bctw<^ W'inisin vefy§QodOrt(ier*; but the Body being 
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in Cbnfufion fuftaincd conixderable Lors^^fpecially at the 
palling the Geete . \ 

HIS Majcfty continued fo long in the F^ield, that he 
had much ado to rc-pafs that River, but accomplifled 
it at length, having behaved hrmfclf, during the whole 
Action, with inimitable Courage and Condu(^, and cxpof* 
cdhimfclf to a Thoufand Dangers, yet by the Protcftion 
of theOmnipotcnt,and thatpeculiar Providence that took 
Care of his facrcd Life, he came off without any other 
Hurt than a fmallContufion on the Side by a Musket Bui* 
let, and having a Piece of his Shirt (hot away, the E]c6tor 
of Barhdtia pcrform'd alfo Wonders during the Fight, 
But the Gallantry of moft of the Efig/fjb ^xiS Scots ^ par- 
ticularly Ramja-f^ Btigade, during the whole Aftion, is 
fcarccly to be paralleled. In /hort the Frexcib could brag 
of nothing but being Maftcrs^of the Field; for it cannot be 
dcnycd that K, William carried offtheHonour,havingkilU 
cd at leaft 2. for i of his Enemies, and Proportions conli^ 
dered took as many of their Standards as they did of oux>* 
The Lofs onthePrewcfc Side was reafon ably computed 
about 18000, and that of the Confederates not above 
€ooo,the Chief of thofe that fell on the Confederates Side 
was Count Solmts L. General and the D. oiOrmond with 
many other Officers of Note were taken but afterwards re- 
deem d. The French alfo loft L. General MonchevereuH^ 
with feveral Princes, Dukes, Ma rqui/Tcs, Counts and many 
Ficld-Officcrs ; tho* according to the Cuftom of Lew/J 
XIV. they diminifliM their own Lofs, and magni£ed ours* 
His Majefty having Rendevouzed his Army at Maliftes 
the French were fo ftunned with their great Lois in the 
Battle that for a confiderable Time they did not ftir, 
but having (ent a Party to exaft Contributions, a Detatcb- 
ment from his Majefty did quickly oblig; them to retire- 
After which the ¥rencb befieged CharUroyyi^on the 13 
of Au^ ; with great Vigour, which was as. well defended 
by the befieged*: fortho' they had no pro(pc6t of Relief, 
yet they hcl'' it out till the ift of OBober^ and then they 
made an honourable Capitulation ; and in Truth, this 
was the only Pllace in Flanders that made a brave De-? 
fence, without any Sufpicion of the Surrender of it. The 
fame Succefs had the French in Germany agairift Kydeln 
\trg^ which was taken and deftrovcd by them. 

THE States of Holland feeing the Succcfs of the 
H^renehMxsiiei by Land and the Misfortune of the ^n^liJJsi 
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at Sea, took an earl7 Refolution Ci> augment their Army 
and Navy, for which the King gave them Thanlcsiri their 
Affemhlics^ before his coming over for England;, and 
after his Arrival, to Aew hi>diilike of proceedings at Sea» 
appointed Admial Rujfel tocommand the Fleet again ;. 
meets with his Parliament the 7tb of Novembtr^ whereon 
reflecting upon the Disadvantages they had received at 
Land and Mifcarriages at Sea this Year by their Knemies 
being morenun.crousin all Places, carncftJy recommends 
it to hi^ Koufe of Commons, to take fuch timely Refoluti^ 
ons that the Supplies may be made Effe<5"lual and Prepar- 
ations (o forward as will be neceffary both for the Ho^iour 
arjd Security of the Nation. 

THE Houfe of Commons quickly cameto an unanimouf 
kefoIutioQ to fupport their Majeftiesj^ and at the fame 
Time felTupon examinir^g the Caufes of the Mifcarriages 
of phe Smyrna Fleet, and proceeded fo far in it,thatthey 
came to this Refolve, That the Houje was ofPfinion^ tb^t 
there had been a noturious and ireacberous Mismanage' 
ment in that Ajfair^And its Pity they went not father in it 
and why they did not,no Rea(6n was affigned* However 
the great Service that Cap. Bew^uw did in bombing andt 
burning fomc Part of St. Malos-^gavc fome Contcntnrcnt * 
to Mens Minds, tho^ it was no Reparation of the Lofs; 
while the Parliajncnt was delibejrating upon railing Sup- 
plies for the Navy and Army, came the unfortunate News 
of our Lo(s in the Mediterranean, which happened in 
this Manner : Sir Francet Wheeler^ with the Fleet of 
Merchant Shipi. under his Convoy, failed on the 1 7^6 of 
¥ebr : from Gibraltar^ a port Town within the Straits 
Mouth, with a good Wind at J>7'. Pi'', but on Sunday^ a^- 
bout Ten in the Morning, there arofe fuch a Violent 
Storm of Wind, with Lightning, Thunder and great Rain, 
that the like had fcarce" been ever Jeen before, whick 
continued all that Day, ard the next Nigh', the Winds 
blowing at £. and E.iV^.£./b that upon Munflay i^tb^ 
about five in the Morning, Svffeje^ in which SirFr^wr 
Wheeler was, foundered, and he and the whole Ships 
Crew, except two Moors, were lofV- 

'AFTER thhthcLuntly CaJJe, thtCapnhridge^ tht 
Serpent Keiths the Mi^y Keith with 6 other Ships bound 
for Turky^ VeniGe^ and Leghorn^ were driven on the 
fihoar ; and loft on the eali Bide of Gibraltar^ and the 
f rcateii P«t of the Men ircre drowned, «s atfo 3 I>utcb 
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Ships of good Value. Rear AdmiraJ l^tvil^ and 2. Dutch 
JVlen of War had the good Fortune k» be blown out of the 
Streights and came fafe to anAnchor in the Bay of Cadiz^ 
as did the reft of the Fleet, on the i^th into the Harbour 
oiGibr^lter^ to repair the Damages they had fuftained 
in the Storm, On the 2.1 the Bo^ of thr Admiral, Sir 
Francis Wheeler^ was found on a Sand-Bank near Gihr-^ 
alter in his Shirt and Slippers ; which made People con-» 
je<^ture, that fcing himfelf in imminent Danger, he had 
put h.imlelf into that Undrcfs, ia Hopes to iave his Life 
Jjy Swimming. 

r7I S Parliament having by great Diligence difpatched 
the Buiinefs of that Seflion in Afril^ and the King having 
fignfd the Afts, the two Houfes were prorogued t> the 
T.^SepumberioWow'inQ'', the King immediatly went in-f ^ 
to Holland. 

THE French Preparations aiming at fhe entire Con-p 
gueft of Catalonia in A'pa///, made our Fleet go out very 
early in the Year, but yet could not block up the Freneb 
Fleet alBrefi^ nor come to fight them atSeaj for to avoid 
it, they went inXo the Mediterranean whither Admiral 
Ku^el was appointed to go alfo, to prevent the French 
from infulting Catalonia : but before he entirely left 
uur owa Coafts, being informed there was a Fleet of 
Trench Merchant-men in Bertram B*y, bound to the 
Eaftward, he detached Captain Pic^ard in the Mon^! 
mouthy with the Refolution and the Roe-Sai^c-ft Fire-Ship, 
cither to take or deftrov them : which OrderCap. Pick* 
^rrf executed fo fuccefsully, that he burnt or funk ^j 
Sailof them befideff the Man of War that was their Con- 
voy ; who running among the Rocks, foon after blew up, 
with her two Sloops of between 10 and 15: Guns. After, 
which, Capt. Pickard rejoined the Fleet which made the 
beft of its way into the Medinrranean^ca. 

AFTER this an unfortunate Attempt was made up- 
on Brejl^ with a Defign to Land in Franct-, the Ships un- 
der the command of the Lord Berclay^ the Marquifs of 
Carmartheut and other brave Commanders^ the Land , 
Forces, under the Command of Lieutenant General Ttf A 
Pfajb , the Lord Qutts and other Office^rs of known Cour- 
age and Condo<5t ; but they were not able t6 cffeftJm- 
poflibilities, tho' never mortal Men run greater Hazards 
tfa«nthey di4 in attempting it, the Enemy were fo Kum- 
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bcrous and Advaatageoufly entrenched at every Place 
wneie there was a Poflibility of landing. . 
, GENERAL TnlfHajh alvi^ays difliked this Entcr- 
piize, and if that brave Man committed any Errour in 
not landing in that regular Way which the Lord Cutis 
propoled, and had been agreed on between them, it 
cult him very Hear ; for he loft his Life in the Expedi- 
tion. Some wexe of Opinion, that better Luck could 
not be cxpct^cd from this Attempt, it being no Secret, 
but a Common Town Taljc in LoncUn^i that Breft was the 
Place they deiigncd to land at ; and there was no Qiieftii- 
.on but the Efjglilo Jacobire>acquanitcd the Fre^icib Court 
with the Delign, that they might provide againft it, for 
one or other of them were continually » running between 
"England and France .upon thefe Treacherous Errands. 
Bat that which made lome amends for this Lofs, was, 
.that by the King^s prudent Management of the Affair 
in Flanders^ the Frjtncb Intcreft (ecm'd to be declin- 
ing there ; and upon the pea<i,eable PoffciEon of the Ekdl- 
or of Cologne in the Biftioprick and Principality of Leige^ 
made Things look with « very ill Afpe^t in the Affairs of 
"France: Befides, the ^nglrjb Fleet in the Channel, at 
the fame Time were bombarding their maritime Towns, 
to the great Confternacion of the Poor Inhabitants, as well 
as their utter Ruin; and tho^ the French put a good Meio 
4ipon it, it made them Heact-fick, as afterwards appear- 
ed when they came to bombard Bruffels. Veif \n Nor* 
tnandy was the lirft Town that felt the Fury of the Kng-- 
///I? Bombs; before which the Lord Berclay brought the 
• Fleet as near as pofli ble on the 12. of Julys Six Men of 
War and 9 Bomb Galliots took their Stacion; and from 
that Day in the Evening till Four the next Morning, they 
threw into the Town iioo Bombs and Carcafles, that 
fe^t the Town on Fire in fcvcral PlaceS/,(o that the TownC- 
Men,not kopwingwhithcr to run,and defpairing to Quench 
it, took Flight and began to run away in great Diforder, 
V'heieupon the Marquifsof Bernicnt two Battalions of 
the MiJitia of Breta^ne to encourage the Inhabitants, 
. but the Diforder was To great, and the Fire Xo .terrrible, 
.that the Soldiers fled with the reft; fo that if the Confe- 
derates had known what paiTcd, they might have call- 
ly poffeffed thcmfelvcs of the Place, which h9*wc- 
iver 1' they rp ruined that there was hardly a. Houfc left 
iUnUjatcercd, and the greatcftPart of itcntixely reduc- 
ed 
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cd to Afhes. Froift hence thfe JFlcet, alarming all 
the Coaff, failed to Havre de Grace '^ where, on 
on the 2.5 about 3 in the Afternoon, they began to ap- 
proach under the Command, of Captain BemboWi into 
Which, between four and five, they began to thifow thcic 
Bombs, which they continued till the next Morning, 
when the Wind blowing hard, forced them to give over 
fhooting, and though this Town was notfo intirely ruin*d 
asDe/p,yet a great Part of it was burnt,and fo much Hurt 
done to the Whole as was not foon repaired. And if the 
French were thus put to it on the Coaft, their Army was 
not a little frightned by that of the Confederates in the 
7i7 ether lands. Befides which. Prince SercUs de Tilly 
pafTd the Meufe at Thilen^ with all the Horfe ^a4.Dra- 
goons ofthe Diocefsof Lie^e^ being followed by a P^t 
©f Brandeburg Morfe, and fome Battalions of Foot, 
and the fame Day invefted Jluy^ where the next Day 
ariived i5 Regiments of F'oot, with the Duke of Hoi* ' 
Jiein Ploeny who was appointed to command the Siege, 
the Place wan no fooner invelted on both Sides of the 
Meufey but the Town furrendered to the Confederates, 
and on the 2.7, the Governour ofthe Caftle beat a Parley 
and furrendered upon Articles, by which the French 
were totally fexpelled out of Lie^ey Vinan at that time 
Being accounted part of France. 

B V this Time, the Confederates Fleet, fuch a one 
as thofcSeas never faw before, was .arrived in the 
Streights, under the Command of Admiral Rufely to 
the great reviving of the SfaniardSy who feemcd to have 
given all up for loft in Catalonia^ and the Mortificati- 
on of the French Who expe6ted no fuch Guefts ; and 
now faw their Error in fending their Grand Fleet inta 
thofe Seas, where they muft be cooped up in the Harbour 
of TboUlony and be fpjtced to leave all their Coafts, both 
on the Ocean as wellas on the Mediterranean Sides, un* 
guarded, and fubjeft toerery Infult of their Enemies; 
for tho' Moniieur Tourville once adventured out to Sca,^ 
with a pelign to flip by the Enjlifh Admiral, yet hd 
quickly found, the other had fo (harp an Fye upon him, 
that he was forced to return to his Port again. 

Hlg Majcfty having returned from Flanders meets 
his Parliament on thi 20 of N'oxJe^J^r, and told them 
that their AlFiirg were in a much better Pofturis both by 
Hca and Laadv ^^^Q when they parted lad, but alafs to 

the 
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the unfpeikable Lofs both of his vMjc^y K. William anj 
his KiQgdoms was the Jeach of our Gracious Sovereign 
Lady Queen Mary who being viiited bv the (mall Pox 
dyed at Kenjjintofi on Dfcr« 2.8 16^4.. flie was a Prmcefs 
for natural and acquired Accomplifliments that rendered 
her the darling ol iheAge as well as theGlory of her Sex, 
being Queen Regent in his Majeft; Ab(ence /headminiltrcd 
the CJovernaient & managed iheAiFairsof State with fuch 
'Dcxt^tity(ucn Exa^^tnc^s and (uch adn^irablc W'ifdom,that 
fte ncvei gave the kaft Occafion of any Complaint, but 
jrendciM all more than iilcnt, fatisiied, and not only 
fattsfied, but applau iing ind admiring her prudent and 
wife Conduftther Ree»remcnt for private IContcmpIationi 
and Devotions were certain and ficqucnt, and fhc icldom 
luficred any Affairs to prevent them It muii not be forgot 
to remark the Anfwer that his Majefty who belt knew her, 
waspieafcd to make to the Archbilhop of Qanterhury^ 
when he went to comfort him upon his great Lofs, viz« 
That be could nat hut grieve^ fiein^Jhe bad bee ft Sevtn'^ 
teen Tears bis Wife^ and yet be never Jtnew her guilty 
of any Indtfcretion^ her Majcfty of Mefled Memory, was 
born on the ^ooi May i6';z, and her Funeral was fo- 
Icmniz'rd on the jth of Marcb 169^ in the Abby Churcb 
of Wefiminfier with great Magnificence ; and fhe lies bu-' 
tied in Kenry the VII5 Chappcl. Bcfidcs this infuppbrt- 
able Affli^ion, the Nation at this Time, labowred under 
another Trouble, and that was the Badncfs of our Silver 
Coin, which having been a long growing Evil upon us, 
now began to be to fo intolerable, that in receiving Five' 
Pounds,if it was Silver,it was fo clipped that it was fcarce 
worth Fourty Shillings, according to the Standard : Other 
Times in receiving the like Sum, there would fcarce be 
one Shilling that was not Bra(s or Copper wa/lied over> 
which io raifed the Price of Gold that a Guinea went cur- 
rent for 90 Shillingi : But tftro' the indefatigable Di- 
ligence and greatCare of the Parliament they broke thro* 
this Impedinient with as litle lofs to the Nation as was 
Poifible, and in a fliort Time after brought the Coin a- 
ijain to its true Value. This being done and all ^thc 
Xcrls <^tbisSelHon figned,trisM^jcfly was pleafcd to "ap- 
point and Comraiffion his Gr^ct the Lord Archbifliop of 
Canterbury the Lord Keeper^ the Earl of JPembroTie^ his 
Gr5»ce the Duke of Devonjbire^ the Duke of Sbretqf' 
lury^ the Earl of Vorfet^ and the Lord God$lfbin to be 
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Lords-Jufiicesof K^^/iMi*^, for the Admini/iratioa of the 
Goveromcut duxiog his Majclty^s Abfence kcyond the, 

H E R E the King foand an Alteration in Affairs, the 
Confederates Army oHtnuinbcrcd the French 2.0000 Men 
and the- Duke of L»^^«r^»r^ dying in the Bcirmning of 
this Year the Fr^^cib Forces wctc commauded by the 
Puke dc V///er<jy, on the 2.7fi» of May the King went 
from Breda to Gbent^ where the Inhabitants received 
him with Demonftrationsot Joy, fuitable to what they 
owM to fo great a King, and the Protcftor of their Coun* 
try. 

AFTER this the King finding that Villeroy wou'df 
nor itir out of his Faiine(s, he fully concluded upon the 
^iegc of Namur-^ and in Order to it, the_Arniy, on the 
QL^th marched to KofeUer^ where the King left them un" 
dcr the Command oif the Priocede Vaudemont. The King 
moving towards the Heujt^ fent Orders to the Earl of A" 
thlim^ and to the IBrande-bur^andUcgc Forces to inveft 
"Nammr^ which his Lordfliip immediately performing 
took all the Polh from the Samhre-t to the Meufe^ on 
the Town Side, about XtfFn/a/ze, but all the other Side 
of the Mtuft lay open, for want of Troops to do it 
all at once; which gave the Marflbal de Bcufflersi an 
Opportunity with Eight Rcgimcuts of the bcft Dra- 
goons in the French Aimy^ to throw himfclf into Namur^ 
(ending back moft of the Dragoons Horfes; but whiit, 
this was doing, the Eledtor of Bavarja'^s Armyt which 
was nearcft, marched with wonderful Celerity, to Carry 
on this famous Siege, fo that all Pofls about Nantur 
were taken by thez3 ofjune^ the King being come to 
it the Day before* But altho^ this Place was made much 
Wronger, iince it fell into the French Hands, ,who fparcd 
no Charge to put their frontier Garrifons into the bcft 
Defence they could, withfeveral additional Forti^cations 
abouttheCity^ 14000 Men in Garrif^n, moft of them Che 
beft Troops the French had, headed by a Marfhal cf 
IPranct^ and aflifted by Major General Me^ri^^fiey^ one 
of the a bleft In^enters in Eurofe ; it would look liit'c 
ie(s than a Miracle^ that the Confederates fl^ould carry it. 
However the Siege was manai^ed with fo much Bravery, . 
and excellent Conduct from Day to Day, iiill gaining up« 
on the befieged, that, on the 7.d of Augufl the Confed- 
erates being ready to make a General AiTauIt, Count 
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Guiscurd^ the Governour came hiznfelf upon the Breach 
of the Dtmi-'Bafiion^ where he ordered a white F'lsLg to 
be fct up, in order to cspitulate. Hereupon all the Bat- 
teries were commiinded to be filent^ and Lieutenant 
ColloDel M'carty who waited on General Ramfay in the 
Trcnc^eSi was fcnt to the Breach, to fee what the Count 
defired, who alked to fpe^k with the Major General him* 
fcif ; he coming to him, after mutual Civilities the Count 
told Iiim, that tbci* the Condition of their Affairs did not 
fteceffitate him to capitulate^ yet for the Prefervation of 
fbeTown^ they were wi Hi n,^ to give it up^ on honour-^ 
able Terms ; Upon which followed a Treaty, and the 
Capitulation being iigned on the ^tb of Augufi^ the 
Town was delivered up to the Confederates. 

WHILE the Kin^^ was thus imploying himfelf at 
'^amur\ the Englijh and Dutch Fleets, infults the 
Trench in their own Ports; andb)^ throwing ,900 Bombs 
into St. Maloest fetthe Town on Fireinfeveral piace?^ 
and reduced a great part of it into Afhes« 

NOT long after Granville^ an other Town not far 
from it, underwent the fame Fate. To revenge which 
Lofics, Orders were fent 10 Marftial X^///eroy to bom- 
bard Brujfels^ and that poor City, the French Bombs 
having had but too much Succcfs, a great part of it wis 
icduced to aflies. But with this they were not fatisficd ; 
for now nothing will ferve their Turns but the relieving 
Tsfaniur^ which the Marefchal made fome fliew of doing; 
but when he faw the King had left the Siege on purpofe 
to fight him, he filently marched away by Night ; where- 
upon the befieged, on the 24th beat a Parley, which end- 
ed in the Delivery 0/ the Fort and Caftle : Afccr the 
Marefchal de Boufflert had figned the Capitulation, and 
perhaps this was theFirft that ever was figned by a Maic- 
fchal oiFrance which was the greater Glory for the Con- 
federates, who took thisalmcrft impregnable Place, from 
a complcat Army within it, headed by fo great an Of- 
ficer, and in Ught of a 1 00000 Men without, that 
came to relieve it, but could not have theHonoui of be- 
m^T Spoliators of their Bravery ; On the Q.6tb of Au^ufi 
the French quitted TSfamuu and as they marched by the 
King, the Marefchal and the Count faluted him with their 
Swords ; when prefcntly Mons. Dickve/t^ who had 
been acquainted with the Marefchal in his Kmbaffiesin 
Franee, accoftcd bim, and rode up t^J the Top of the 
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Hill, where Mons; L* Etangj with ibout 12. of th6 
Lifc-Giiard, arretted him, in his M A J E S T ys N*iijc, 
for Satisfadtion to Che Garifon of Dixmude and Deynfy 
at which the| Marflial at £rft was much incenfed, fay-* 
ing, " His Mailer would refent, and revenge thi* 
^^ Treatment to the outm«ft, and that for his Part, he 
^^ had defended the PJace like a Man of Honour, and had 
"notdefervcd it; Mons; HicJivel replied, that the 
«•' French King his Mailer by detaining thefe Garfifons 
*<• contrary to the Capitulation, had forced them to that 
•' way of Satisfaction for the Infradlions of the Cartel. 
But his Confinement was of no long Continuance, for up^ 
on the Return of his Gentleman of the Horfe, whom he 
had fenf to give his Mafler ^n Account of what had hap* 
pcned he wasimmediatly releaPd, as our Men were in a 
little Time after: Which concluded the Campaign in ^^ 
Flandtrsit * f 

AFTER which his Majcfty htftned (o nngldndy and 
to the great Joy of all hishoneft Subjefts, landed there 
on the 4.ih of Oh'^ltr. The fame Nightihe called a Coun- 
cil at Ken^xngtofit and caufed Writs to be iiTued out for 
the difl©lving of the Pr efent, and calling aaewParlia- 
inent^ to meqt on the 2.2^^ of iv^o-uew^er following; 
after whidh, hisMajeily went a fliprt Prcgrefs. : 

THE Badnefsof the Coin having put a general Stop t0 ' 
Trade, that inexprefliblc Grivance was now redrcffcd, bjr 
Afl of P arliamcnt, which could have been done by none 
but the Parliament that did it, who defervc to have their 
Memories eternized. This A61 put anew Face on Things,* 
and made the Nation eafy ; but as ah ITniverfal Happinefs 
is fcjdomof long Continuance, fo a Melancholy Schenc 
foon appeared that threatned us all with Ruin, viz*, as 
Attempt to affafinate the King. 

THIS wicked Plot confiftcd of two Branches i The 
Mvrdet of the King, and the Invallon of the Kingdom 
by Fr e«6fc Forces, in Order to the Rellauration of the 
late King James, This Contrivance was firft laid be- 
yond Sea, and then transferred intp £^^/a»c/ : and be- 
caufc there were fpme Jacobits, that had not ^tt fo fat 
extingui/hed |all Scnfe of Honour ^nd Conference, but 
that they utterly refufed to be concci'ncd in fuch a black 
and deteHable Enterprise as the Affaiiihation was^a Corn- 
mi IHonniull b^ had from the late King 'James iot the 
^oing of it, under the Name of attathfrs Ki^e William 
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in bis Winter Qtiarttrs j and that this Year might 
not be \q^ without executing of it, Mr. Waugb was 
fent into Knglandy from the Court of St. Germain^ 
to give the Efi^lift) Jacobites AfTurance, that thcfe who 
would engage in the Afaiiination, ftiould have fHch a 
Co^mi/npn fent them as was deihed^and thefe that were 
for the Invaiion, Oieuld have their Spirits kept up with 
the Hopes. of a powerful Afliltance from France: asfoon 
as the Blow was given, thcfe two Things they thought 
would effeftually employ both the Faftlons, without 
clafhingor interfering with one another, and make both 
the Plots (ucceed according to their Wi flies. While the 
Parties were thus deliberating, Ma)or Crosby comes 
from France with Affurance, That be faw the Qem*. 
fnijfion fignedi' and under Seal in France, Thai it 
Tjoasfcnt away before bim-^ and if not already ctime^ 
he was certain it was upon tbe Raad^ and would be here 
in a few "Days* This was privately communicate to the 
Jacobites, in order to cut off King William before he 
went to Holland ; but that God that deigned him for a 
further Bleiling to England^ prevented their treacher- 
ous Confpiracyy and conveyed him fafe to his Army in 
Flanders* 

N O W all Hope being loft of executing their barba- 
rous Delign, till his Majefties Return, they refclve to 
employ the Summer, that Winter might find them ready- 
to perform what they had fo long and unfuccesfully re* 
folved on; And that the Invafion might ftill accompany 
the Afaflination, feveral Meetings were appointed by the 
Heads of the Party, particularly one in May i69St *t tlie 
old King's Head in Leaden-Hall-Street London 9 whci^ 
met the Earl of Alsbziry^ and the Lord Montgomery^ ^\t 
John Friend^ Sit Wi I Jihm Pet kins^ ^ixfobn Femvick^ 
Mr. Cbarnocl'y Captain Porter, Mr.CoA, and MuGoaJ^ 
fnan^ who came in after Dinner. There they confulted 
the beft Way to reftorc King^a^^ex, and all agrecd.,^that 
the moft proper Method was, to fend a fpecial '^Mcfsen- 
gcr to K. '}ames^ and defirc him to procure of the French 
KingiooboMen* viz^ 1000 Horfe, 800Q Foot, and 
1 000 Dragoons. Jdr.Qbarnoc'k was the Perfon appoint- 
ed to manage this Affair, who faidf be would not ^o 
afnolifis Errand^ and therefore would ^n»w tobat the 
Company would do^ ifforreign Forces could be procure 
^€d : Whereupon they aUunanimoufly promiferf, z/K".

A Tthc Latter end of June idpj, they had another 
Meeting, where after many Difcouifes upon that Subje^ 
]VIr. Gbarnock received a farther Coniirmation of theit 
former RcColutions, and took his Journey into France 
accordingly- Thclnvailon being thus piomoted) that 
th^ Afa^li nation might not \y behind, fome of the Afa- 
ilinats calling to mind, that nothing of chat kind would 
be attempted w^ithout a CommilHon from the late King; 
to doit, which Cor j^^ f aid, was coming. Captain Por- * 
ier and Mr* Goodman^ communicate the Project to 8r» 
George Bar ciley^ who was then in England arid.uport 
his departure for Fr^^c^, telling htm what Difficulties 
they laboured under for want of it, and that a longer 
delay of that Commi/Hon would extreamly embarafs the 
Affair. %\t George not only approves, but commends the 
I^efign, and that fuch a hopeful! Projcft might not mif- 
carry, promifed to ufe all his Interelt at St. Ger^ainT 
that it might be no longer wanting, the Beginning of 
jiuguft l55$", brings JMr. Cbarnoc]^ agiin to London 
with the unwelcome News, tbat tbe French King war 
not in a Condition to /pare tbe late Kingfucb a Isfuvthtr- 
of Men ; which being communicate to the Party, the: 
whole was laid till Winter,but notwithftandingthispofi- 
tivc Anfwcr, our forrcign Enemies, at the fame Tim?i 
. were taking fuch Mealures as might fuit with the Jacobitstf 
JRequeft; tho' they durft riot tjuff them with the Secret,', -• 
nay nor King James himfelf, till the Squadroii^ of the 
Men of War, and 400 tranfport Ships were ^ttcd^ anj 
the Freneb Army, confiding of 30 Battalions were ready- 
to embark and Money and Orders fent him to go on Board, 
and take PoiTefHon of England. 

I N November 16^^ ftii George Barclay^ with feyeral 
Officers and Soldiers^ with 800 Pounds in Money, camd 
into England^ and brought with him a Commiffiorifrorri 
K. James ( all writtea with his own Hand,) to feize Kiag 
William ; which Sit William PerJiins confc/Ted to a: 
Committee of Parliament, that he faw ; but neither Sir; 
George Barclay^ nor the Com million being yet taken, an^ 
the Jacobits being^fhamed-to fet up K. James and them- 
fclves under the uriglorious ,TitleJ^ of Murthercrs, thejr 
ntiaccdth:? Matter intdinQre reliftaij^lc Term^}' aad fatd ' 
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the Import of the Commiffion was only to levy War upotf 
the Prince of Orange, and all lis Adherents \ others 
iaiditwas to mark the "Prince of Ot^n^t in his winter 
jQaarters>i which were aJl mecr Tricks and Eva/ions, in- 
vented by the Party todifguife the horror of the Artion, 
who knew well enough the meaning of it, as appears by 
Mr. La'*Rue'*s Oath; who deponed at Mr. CbarnockH Try- 
al, that when the Mufquctoun was lent by Captain Por^ 
ter^ to Mr. Pendergra/s^ that would carry 5 or 8 Bullets. 
Mr. King defired him, when he Shot at his Majefty 
in the Coach, he fliould not be afraid of breaking the 
Glaffes. 

W H E N Sir George Bare ley came to London^ he lodg- 
ed in Qovent'Garden^ and kept very pri\rate till he had 
fpoke with Sir William PerJiins, Captain XVaugb and 
Mr. Cbarnock\ and the 2.2. Men chat were fent by King 
James out of France^ and appointed to obey his Orders^ 
were come to London alfo v who being arrived they en- 
deavour til ftrengthea their Party, hy the Addition of' 
liiore Friends, and accordingly Mr. La"* Rue, Mr. Pender^ 
gra/s, TAr. Lookwoodj^'NUptLowicJi^ Mr, Knightly, IVtr. 
Bertram, Chambers, Durant, Qranlurn, Kenrick,Grimes^ 
%Vaugh and Goodman, fome of which were engaged in 
the Aflkffination the Year before were confirmed in it. 
Thefe that came from France knew not the Particular 
of what they wei;e feat about, bttt were kept in a blind 
Obedience to Barcley'>s Orders. Thcfe in England were 
privy to the whole Dcfign, and tho^ fome of them ftart- 
fedat its iirft being propofed to them, yet the Author- 
ity of the late King Ja mes'^s CommifRon, and their fancy* 
full Profpe^h of Wealth and Honour at his Return, i'o ' 
lulled them into Security, that they all confented to for*- 
feit their Honour and hazard their Lives into it r tocfFedt 
what they ^imed at, fome propofed fcjzing his Majefty, 
and carrying him alive into France, and that to thatpur- 
pofe a Feint was made, that a Cattle on the Sea iide was 
fccured to detain the King m, till a Ship was Xfs$(jf to 
transport him thither ; but the more wicked a'ri3lgft 
them, that underttood what was moint by feizing the 
King'^s Per/&;?,Iaughed at this as a meer Chimera ; Others 
propofed to kill his Majefty at Kenfingtan, by atticking 
his Guards, and forcing his Palace in» the Dead of che 
jjight. But this upon debating was found wholly im- 
^^^iti\>}t: Some were fditi||UFderiBg the King as he 
*^ came 
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caoie on Suiidiy to St. Jamef^s Cbappel, for which pur- 
pofe 40 Men well armed, were toaifault his Majefty'3 
Guards, whicb did not commonly exceed above as*, while 
6 Mea oa Foot /hould ihut Hide-Park Gate, and the reit 
affailinate his Majefty. 

I T was agreed alfoto kill the Coach-Horfes as they 
were entring into the Park, that the PaiTage being ilopt^ 
the Guard might not be able to come up, till they had 
done their Work. Another Propofal was t« murder the 
King« as he returned from hunting, in a larrow Lane by 
a W*oodSide, leading into the Thames^ oa the other Side, 
of the Water, about ijo Paces long, in which there is a 
Gate, that when it is (hut it hinders Coaches and Horfc 
from pa^ng that Way ; one of the Affuffms was fent to 
view the Ground, and another to riew the Lane before 
mentioned ; but Sir George Barcley who was to command 
this infart»ous Party, did not approve that Place; and 
the Difficulties that arofe in the Debate, cauf*d that Pro- 
jc^l to be wholly laid a fide. 

AT laft they all ibccd upon a Place between Brentford^ 
apd TurbawGrcen^ in a Bottom where the Ground being 
Mooiiih, on the North there is a Road that goes 
round "Brentford^ and on the South, a Lane that leads to 
the River ; fo that Paflcngers may come thither by four 
fevcral Ways. After you have Pafled the'Bridge the 
Road grows Narrow, having on one Side a Foot path, 
and on the other Side a high thick Hedge, and this Place 
they pitched upon for their Barbarous and bloody Knterr 
prize ; and truly if Heaven had not difcovered their Trea- 
fons (allCircumfiancesconfidered ) a more fatal Place 
could hardly have been found out, for his Majcfty oft- 
en returned late from Hunting, and ufually cro/Ted 
the Walcr of Queens-Ferry^ withnogreater Attendance 
than Five or Six of his Guards. It was alfp his Majefty 's 
Cuftom to enter the Ferry-Boatin his Coach ; and a$ foon 
as he landed on this Side of the Water, the Coach drove 
on without expe6l:ing t^fcjctf of his Guards, who could 
not crofs the THmes^ till the Bast r'^turned tothe Ferry 
Side to bring them over, and fo the King muft inevitably 
{all into the Hands of his Murderers, before the reft of 
is Guards could have come to his Ailiftance. For this 
pofe the AiTaiHns were divided into three Parties, jind* 
re to make their Approaches three fevcral Ways ; one 
of which was to attack the Guards in the Fronts the other 
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ifl the Rear, whilft Ten or Twelve of the boldeft amoag 
them were to afa^nate his Majefty in his Coach. Fe^- jj. 
i5p5 was thcDay appointed to murder the King ; and 
the Afaflins having long kept a Man at Kenfift^ton^' to 
watch the King's going to hunt, which was commonly 
every Saturday, their orderly Man f as they called him ] 
brought them VTord, that the King did not go abroad 
that Day. 

THIS Difappointment and Fear of a Difcovery made 
Tlowden-^ Kenrick^ and Sberhurn decline the A(^ion, and 
vrithdraw thcmfelres ; but Sir George Barclay^ Sir 
William Verhns^ Captain Porter^ and Mr. Goodman 
concluding the Delign was *hot difcovered, becaufe they 
vrere not taken up by the Government, they had another 
Meeting, and there refolvcd to execute the bloody Proje<ft 
on Saturday Fejr?^<zry 2,1. That Forenoon was fpent in 

^|fr a tediuus Expectation that the King was gone Abroad ; 
' "%ut in itead of that Account, JTc^x, their oraerly Man at 
Kenfingtun brings them Word, that the Guards were all 
come back in a Foam, that there was a Muttering among 
the People, that a damnable Vloi was drjcovered; thisun* 
expc^cd News difperfed all the Confpirators, and drav© 
them to fliift for themfclvcs by a fpeedy Flight, Nor 
were their Apprehenfions of a Difcovery groundlefs ; for 
the Plot and cveiy S|tep that was made in it from Time^ 
to Time, had been difcovercd by Richard Fijber^ an^ 
fomething of it by Mr, Griwesy to the Earl of Portland. 
'Fijber had his Knowledge of it from Harrifon the Prieft, 
Who took him to be one of thpir Party ^ and Grimes had 
fonae dark Hints of it ^from another, but for what Rea- 
son know not there was little Credit given to their 
• Informations, till it was confirmed by other Tefti- 
mdnies. 

MR. Pendergrafs who was wholly ignorant of the De« 
iign till he was fentfor to 'Londony\>€m^ ftruck with 
^Horror at the firft Pr«pofalof it, even then took up a 
Refolution to difcover it, and fave his Majcfty's Life ; 
accordingly Felruary 14, at Nighty he went to the E. of 
Portland^ind being admitted to privacy w ith his Lordfliip 
tho' wholly a Stranger to him, without further Addrefs, 
acGofts his Lordfhop with this furprizing Requeft ; 
Pray my Lord ferfuade the King toflny at Home to morrow 
fir ij be go Abroad tobukt be vjill he murdered.Tht fame 

k " > ■ JJig^t 
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Nicht tho'' late he was introduced into the K's. Prcfence* 
anS difcovered the whole Plot. The next Day after, Mr • 
La* Rue made the fame Difcovcry, which he hall done 
before; but that his Friend Brigadecr Lawjon^ whom 
he defigned, to introduce him to the King, was out of 
T«wn. Both the Gentlemen agreed in the Dilcovcry, 
tho' both refufed to Name the Confpirators. ^ 

THIS might have been of fatal Confequence, if the S. of 
Portland had not found out the happy Expedient to pre* 
vent it, by pcrfuading his Majefty tb give himfeJf the 
Trouble of examining* them in his Clofet; which his 
IViaiefty did, and gave them fuch unanfwerable Reafons, 
why. as Men of Honour, and Lovers of their Country, 
they fhonld dilcover the Names of the Conspirators, as 
quite fubdued their former Unwillingnefs ; and prevailed 
with them to tell theNames of the Afairms,undcr the Pro- 
mifc of not being made ufe of as Evidences. TheK. having 
now a perfea Knowledge of the ConfpiraGy, and the 
Names of the Confpirators, he iffucs out his Royal Pro- 
clamations, for apprehending the Plotters; proroifmg 
a 1000 L. Reward for every ohe of the principal Offen- 
ders that (hould be taken and brought to Jultice, 4nd joq. 
L. a-piece for others , 

EVERY Day^now producing the King frefli Evidences 
of the Confpiracy, which he was pleafed to communis 
■ cate to both his Houfes of Parliament ; And in his Speed:, 
gives them an Accouat of the. pernicious Practices and 
Attempts of his Enemies, of a Defign to Afaffinate him, 
and at the fame Time their being forward in their Pre- 
parations for afudden Tnvaiion of the Kingdom ; and that 
he had not been wanting to give the neceffary Orders for 
the Fleet, and hoped they had fuch a ftrength of Ship^, 
in fuch readinefs as wilU be fufficient to difappoint 
the Intentions of their Enemies; that he had alfo difpatch^ 
cd Orders, for bringing Home fuch a Number of Troops, 
as may fccure them from any Attempt; that fome of the 
Con(pirators agaipft bis Perfon are already in.Cnftody, 
and Care taken to apprehend fo many of the reft as are 
discovered. 

UPON which, February aj i6ps'^ N. S. both Houfes 

entered .into an Affociation, to defend his Majefty's 

Life, and revenge his Death ^ decfaring <- Tha*" his

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^ of thcfc Realms, mutually promifing and engaging 
^ tjftand brand A/Hit each other in the Support and

* and in fupporting and defending the iucceffion of the 

* Crown, according to an Adt made in the ^t^ Year of 

* King William and Qiieen Mary^ entitulcdi an Aft 
« declaring the Rights and Libertiesof the Subjefts, and 

* fetling the Succeflion of the Crown. 

H I 8 Majcftjr received this Addrcfs very Gracionflyt 
and exprefsed his fcnfe of their Extraordinary Zeal and 
Fidelity, in ihcfe Wdrds ; ' I Gentlemen, take this as 
f a moft convincing and moft acceptable Evidence of your 

* Affection : And as ye have freejy a/Tociated your fclvcs 
*> for our common Safety, Idohearfilyenter into the fame 
« Affociation^ and will be always ready with you, and 
« the reft of my good Subjedts, to venture my Life againft 
f al],whoi}ia]I endeavour to fubvert the Religion, Laws, 
i and Liberties oiEftgUnd. 

THE Houfe of Commons alfo proceeded, to put this 
AfTociation into a Law ; and further enabled, that fuch 
as ftiould refufe to take the Oath qf Fidelity to his Ma- 
jefty, Aould be liable to all the Forfeitures, and Penal- 
ties of Vofift) Recufants convjftcd ; and that no Petfon 
ihould be capable of any Office of Profit or Truft, Civil 
or Military, that ftiould not Sign the AfTociation, and that 
whenfpever it ftiall pleafe God to affiift thcfe Nations by 
the Death of his prefcnt Majefty that the Parliament then 
in Bcinff ftiould not be diflblvH thereby ; but ftiould conr 
tinue till the next Heir to the Crown in Succeftton ftiould

W" H I L I^ the Parliaiiient was thus providing Laws 
for the Prefcryation of his Majefty's Perfon and the Peace 
and Safety of the Kingdom, Three of the Afsaftins, Viz^ 
Rvbert Cbarfjock^ Edward Kif7g and Thomas Ktyts^ be- 
ing foMnd guilty of high Treafon, were all Excecute 
at Tyhurn upon the i8/ib of March 16 $6.

Mr. Keyes in the fe Words, 'Godis juft in all his

* ef my Iniquities. Sir John B'rind own'd himfelf Guilty

T O omit others ^\t '}ohn "Fenwicli was the Laft that 
fuflfcred in this Plot. The Earl of Ailesbury the Lord 
- Montgomry^ and Sir '^nhn FenwicJi'^s Agent, knowing 
there was but two Witneffes againft them contrived to 
fend one of them away, and by that means procured 
their Acquittal. The Propofal was £rft made to Captain 
Porter by Clancy ; but the Captain difcovcred it to the 
Government, Clancy was fct in the Pillory for attempt- . 
ingit. Then the Party fo powerfully attacked Mr. Car* * 
del Goodman^ by the Mediation of Major Ingrawj arid 
the Promife of great Rewards, that they prevailed with 
hirn, after he had fworo againft them, to abandon his 
native Country, and go privately into France ; and now 
there being butone Witnefs againft the Lords, they were 
acquitted. But Sir 'J-ohn Fenwick being attainted by the

A S i\ on a.'Yhe ^cws came into Flanders^ that the K. 
was lafc, <{nd"Br'gland freed from the intended Invaiion, 
the Generals bethought themfelvcs, of making an extra- 
ordinary Bon-Fire for Joy, by burning the FrembMA^ 
gazmc at Givet which they accomplifbed on the 6tb of 
Marcbt burning all that Valt Magazine of Stores and Pro- 
vilion,' which the French had there, and that with the 

' Lofs of aboutp cl- loMenonly^ but notwithftandng this 
Advantage to the Confederates, the Confpiracy in E/ig' 
land ind other Affairs in PaM lament fpua out fo much 
Time, that the King cculd not be fo early in the Camp 
this Year as he dcfigncd. However, about tne TimethaX 
the King arrived at the Hague., there fell out fome thing 
that looked like putting, an End to the Toils of War; . 
for Mjnfieur Cfl//fre was come thither from France^ ' 
with Propofals towards concluding a general Peace 
by fetling fuch Preliminaries,as might be a fufficient Bails, 
to ground a Treaty on; fome are of Opinion, that before 
i5^5", there was no real Difpofition in the French Court 
to a general Peace ; but the lofs of "Namure^ Lafal^ and 
other Difadvantages, without all doubt operated power- 
fully toward it, and nothing could have delayed it fo long, 
but the plaufible Imaginations of the Invafion of Eng*

THE Confederate Army did little thi? Campaign by- 
Land, for the Rcafons before mentioned \h\xx.EngUnd 
roade Amends in their Attempt upon the Ifle of l?i7fe, un-" 
der the Command of the Lord Barcleyy where they burned 
the greateil pair of the Town of St. Martins-^ but they 
conid not (ucccd fo wcU upon Olount^ hy raiifaking the 
Situaion of <he Place, tho' the Damage wasnotin-r* 
conliderablc, which wasdone there alfo. After this the'- 
Lord Barcley landed a Party in the Ifle of Gro near Port 
Luuist and in two others near BeU-lJle where the Sould^ 
diers deftroyed about 20 Villages burnt igooHoufes, and 
brought^off a Booty of 1600 Head of Cattle; Befidefi 
this the Kleet took 2.8 Barges, and a VefscI from NeW' 
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found-Land^ -ind rc-took one of the WeH-lndia Ships, 
together with a ImaU Frigat^ which the Privateers ot St» 
Maloes had takcQ, and fo ended the Suaimer's Expedi- 
tion. 

I N tiic Beginning of the Year i66'7 the Minifters of 
the Allies^ and gfthe Fre^cibKing, meeting at ^e/iu/cfe 
one of his Maj :fty's Houfcs in Rnlland^ agreed on the 
Preliminaries of a General Peace, coRtinuing their Con- 
ferences from Time to Time till SV^. zo, Wnen it was 
fully concluded by the Pienipotcntari' > from all Parties, 
it coniilting ot 17 Articles. Hfs Maj'Miv flaying in HoU 
. (and till all was over,, and, after having v.rv honourably 
paved off all Forrejgn Troops, who by thi^s Time were 
inarching to their refpe^^tire Homes, he returnrd to 
EfigUnd't and at the Rcqueft of the Citizens, upon the 
'i6tb of November^ made bispublick Entry thrb" Ln^i^ 
don^ being attended in great State by all Perfons of Qua- 
lity, with the Lord Mayor, Aldermen, and the rct^ of the 
City Officers 9 in great Ma^nificcace from Southwark to 
fiis Royal Palace at Wbite-Kall, A\\ the Streets, Balcq- 
•nics, and Windows thro^ the City of Lo«^#/f :ind Wefi', 
ptiftfier ^ht'tng crowded with fuch a vart Number of Spec- 
tators, who echo'd their joyful Acclamations for his fafc 
Return with Peace, after the Toils of a Tedious and 
bloody War, that that no Age ever produced the like u^ 
pon fo folemn an Occaiion. 

'}XJ LT lytby i6p^, the Parliament was difsolved, but 
not without a gratefull Acknowledcment from the King, 
of all the great and good Things they had done for the 
Nation. After which his Majeftv ( having left the Admi- 
niitration of the Government in the Hands of Nine Lords. 
•Juftices)/em barked for Hnllcfrd^ having (ometime before 
(ent the Earl of Portland his Ambafsadot Kxtraordinai-y 
to the Court of France, where he made his publick En- 
try with extraordinary Splendor, and was very well re- 
ceived by the French King. 

I' KING William being now in Ilollaftd; took a 
Tour to the Court of Zell-, in Purfuance of a Promjfe 
he had pafsed to the old Duke, whom the K. called his 
Father, to give him a Vifit; though the Frer^ch K. (ufpec- 
fed there was fomething more in it, and therefore gave 
Orders to the French Amba(sadQ): in Efigland^ to attend 
Jiim thillxcr. 
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I N the mean Time the Parliament of Scotland^ m^t^ 
on fhc ir^ of 5«?/y, and their Indian Companv which 
was eredUd on the t,5 of '^une i^pj* by Adl of Parlia- 
mant with ft vcral great Priviledges finding theoifclvcs 
It ill Continuing uneafy upon the Account of the ftop 
put to their Subfcriptioas hy England \ thought it the 
beft W^ay to lay open their Grievances before the Parlia- 
ment which was done by a Petition of the general Coun- 
cil to the Duke oi Queen sherry ^T.^d of^fuly; the Parlia- 
ment having weighed their Petition thought it iit by way 
of Addrc(s humbly to represent andUy before his Ma- 
jelly the whole N*tion*s Concern in that Matter ; an|cl they 
did molt earneftly entreat and modafsuredly expe^^thaC 
his Majcfty in his royal Wifdom would take fuch Mea- 
fur^ as might effeftually vindicate the undoubted Rights 
and Pririledgcs of the faid Company, and fupport the 
Credit and Intereft thereof. 

THE Company having gained the Parliament fo far 
to efpoufe their intereft, as to agree with this Addrefs, 
they fccondcd the fame by a Petition to the King the i6 
of Angufi ; there being alfo a Letter fent from Mr. StC' 
venfon^ the Companies Agent at Hamburgh to the Court 
of Dirc6lorsof the Company, on the ^tb of O^ohet't con- 
cerning the Kantburg Memorial, and another on the 
i8rl)of the fame Month; this occafioned another from 
the Dirertors of the Company to my Lord SealUld Secre- 
tary of State, wherem they declared, that they had by 
Order of the Council General of their Company, tranf- 
mittcd the Copies of two Letters received from their 
Companies Agent at Hamburg to his Lordfbip ; upon the 
reading whereof the Day before, at a Meeting of the fal4 
Council General, they w^xz not a little furprizeJ at the 
Contents thereof, confidering the many repeated Afsur- 
ancca they had formerly bv Letters, Words of Mouthy 
and even in Parliarticnt, that the King had given Orders tp 
his Miniftersin Kamhurg^ with Relation to the Memorial 
. given in to the Senate of that City againft their Company^ 
but fomereafoning thereupon, and confidering how far 
his Lordfliips frank Undertaking, when in Scotlanl^ 
as well as the Station he was in, did engage his beft Eo- 
dcavours to procure the Company Juftice, and vindi- 
cate the Companie's Right, in that Matter, they had 
o^Jcred the Court of Diieflors to tranfmit the faid Copr 
* rrv his Ljrdfhip and cxpc^l his LoiJ/hip^s Anf- 
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wcr to that, and their Petition to his Majefty, before 
they rcmonftrated any farther with Relation thereunto. 
Hereupon the Secretary on Deceptber 13 enfuing, ac- 
<3uaintcd the (aid Court of Direftor^. by a Letter fent to 
Sir *^ohft Shaw Prefident to the faid Court, that he would 
take the fiift convenient Opportunity he could have to 
r^ffrelent the Matter to the King, but could not yet cxpeft 
to have it his Majetty being very much employed in the 
Affairs of the Er^lijh Parliament. Upon l^eb. d^tb^ iftcr^ 
my L. Seafieid wrote an i^nfver, -that he had reprefented 
their Petition to the K. and that he wascommanded to let 
them know, that there being Accounts, that the iJhips be- 
longing to the Company, were ari?iveil on the Coafts of 
America^ and the particular Deligii not being Communi- 
cated to hisMaj; he therefore-delayed to give any Anfwer 
till he received certain Informatatioa of their Sealem^nt. 
THE Company having this Intimation from his Ma- 
jefty, their Council general on the 12. of March wrote to 
the K. that they had received anAccount that they arrived 
Safe in their intended Port within a League of the, Golden 
Idand^ on the Coaft of Darien \ and after having treated 
on boar^ their Ships wkh the Natives, who were always 
owned to be the only Proprietors of that Part of the 
Coaft, their Men had at the Requeft and Confent of the 
faid Natives landedon j^7■ov. 4. i$p8, and taken Pof- 
feffionof annninhabited Couutrev never before pofsefsech 
by any European whatever. The News of the Scots Settle- 
ment at 15tfr/>«amured moft of the bordering Nations of 
Europe, and every Body talked of it'according to their va- 
tious lociinatioris and Incereft, but more particularly the 
Spaftiards thinking themfclves more neatly concerned, the 
Ambafsador of that Crown prefented a Memorial to his 
M/ijefty on the 3d of May wherein he reprefented, *• The 

* Infolent Attempt of fome ScoN Ships equipt with Men 

* and other Things requifite, who deiigned to fettle them- 

* lelves in his Majcfty"s Dominions in America and par- 

* tiularly in the Province of Varies, that his Majcfty of 
•• Spain received thefe Advices with very muchDifconteot 

* and looked upon the fame as a Rupture of the Alliance 
' between the Crowns, that he was very (eniible of fuch 

* Hoftilities, and tmjuft Procedures, againft which he 

* Xoulcl 'take fuch Meafuresas he thought convenient* 
The Scots Company to juftify the Legality of their Sctclr- 
ment in Oppofition to ilie Pretcnfions of the Spaniards 
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or any other Nation ; encoi*Qteicd this Memorial withatf*^ 
other dravn very accuiatcl. and elaborately at great . 
Lenctb, which cannot here bemlcrted. 

ABOUT tais Time it was given out that the ^panijb 
Aiv.vAihdor had prefented a iecond Memorial concerning 
tne Sc'fts Scttlpmentat D<xr/>«, and that the Fre/fcib Am- 
t.-*' .A'lor had likewise given in a Memorial to the OttirC

T H i: R E was alio a Petition fent to the Kingr by the 
Council General of the Company concerning thefe Pro- 
cla.nations above mentioned; that he would be graciouf- 
iypJeafedto take off t;he Force and Effc6t to them, which 
Iiad beenfo prcju€iicial,':and to fignifyhis Royal Plcafurc, 
to thc.Govcrnoiirs of thefe Piaqcations, that they might ^.., 
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tefupplicd in the Common and ordinary Way of Com- 
merce, asalio th^l^is Maje lly Qiight allow his Parlia- 
ment to meet at the Day appointed in in November fol- 
lowing, that his Majcfty might have the Advice of the 
great Council of that Nation in fuch a weighty^ and ge- 
neral Concern.

THE Confederate Generals according to their pofir 
t'ive Orders, which the NeceiHty and Pofture of their 
Affairs on that ^ide feemcd abundantly to jui^ify, and 
confiding befides in the Courage and Ardour of their 
Souldiers, re(olvcd to attack the Duke of Berwick bc- 
' ^ - fore 
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fore kc liad received the French Heinfotc^mcntSy headed 
by the D. of Orleans : Nor would they have had Rcafon 
to repent that Council, had all the Troops that.engaged^ 
fought with equal Valour and Intrepidity, and anfwered 
the good Difpolition made by their brave and experi- 
enced General the Earl of Gallowdy^ who upon this Oc- 
Cafion (hewed the fame Bravery and. Conduft by which

THE Marflial de Viilar^s Forces the Lines of the 
Germans, and exacts great Contributions in the Vutcby 
oi iVirtepthcrg^ City of Etbiffgeft^ and County of Ba^/e;/, 
and had certainly a Dslign in V iew no lefs than the rcftor- 
ing thcElc6torof Bavaria to his Dominions. But be- 
ing obliged to make a great Detachment for Provence 
and on the other Hand, the Army of the Empire bem^ 
8eafonably reinforced by fomc Saxons in the Britijjo and 
p2^;cib Pay, and that brave, Wife and experienced Gen- 
eral Pfince, tht Elector of Hanover^ prevailed with to 
Accept the Command of it, and to augment it with fomc 
of his own Forces , the Face of Affairs began t« change 
on this Side towards the End of the Campaign.

King^^s Service, andcarncftly entreat him to come over 
as foon as pollible : - The Paper was %ned by about z^ 
or 16 Noblc-Mcn and Gentle-Mcn whofc.

U P O N this Encouragement aad from fome advan- 
tageous change in the Pofture of his- A/Fairs, the French 
King embarks in the Caufeof the Pretender, and fcems 
more in earneft thaa ever before, not only by equipping a 
Fleet for his Service, but furnifhing hia with all neccf- 
faries for bis Expedition, as Men Money, fine Teats, a 
great deal of Gold and Silver PJate of curious Work-Man- 
il^ip, Cloaths for his future Life Guards Liveries for his 
Hou/hold; an"i its faid, the Day before the , Pxeteader 
left St. Git^Kains^ to go for Dunkirk^ from whence he 
was to embarks Monf. went to take his leave of him 
and wi(h hiai Succcfs, and prefenting him with a Sword 
enriched with Diamonds of a coniiderable Value, deiired 
him always to remember it was a French Sword. The 
Knight of St. George^ for that was the Name he af- 
fumed in this Adventure, anfwered the Complement, with 
affuring his m«ft Chriftian Majefly that if it was his good 
Fortune, togetPoffcffion of the Throne of his Anceftors, 
he would not content himfelf with returning him Thanks 
by Letters and Am bafTadors, but would fliew his Grati- 
tude by Deeds, and come in Perfon^o acknowledge his.

THIS was jccompanica with a Letter from Sir 
Samuel MjrLelUn^ fM Provoft©f Edinburgh^ whercia 
hedefiicsthe Admiral to accept of it as a high Mark of 
their Rcfpeft to him, who had been the happy Inftru- 
mcnt ef fo Seafonabic a Deliverance to this Ifland, 
for which his Jdtmety would be honoured hf future 
■Ages. - 

HAVING given a more large and particular account 
of the Danger we were in at Home from a Fr.Power and 
Jacobite Party, wc (hall be more brief in relating how- 
Matters went abroad.. The French Army headed by the 
Princes of the Blood, and the D. of Vend9fmc^ having by 
puzling and fudden Marches and Countermarches, got be-^ 
tween the Confederate Army f then inferiour in Num- 
ber j and the two Cities of Ghent and Bru^es^ they 
were eafily furprized,ior rather betrayed into their Hands ^ 
however Majot Laiene, Governour of the Caftlc of Ghent 
tho' altogether unprovided for Defence againft To power- 
full an Army, obtained an honourable Capitulation, and - 
by prolongiag the Debates about it, amufed the Enemy 
Three or Four Days, which proved of «oft fatal Con- 
- fequencc to them : For the French Generals having 
Notice that 'Ptincc Eugene of Savoy^with incredible Ce- 
lerity, wis bringing «P a Reinforcement of above 30000 
Jmperiaiiftf and Palatines from Germany into Braiantj 
bethought themfelcs of retiring towards rheir Lines and 
ftrong Towns before the Cdnjunftion of 'the Confederate . 
Forces ; hoping that being reinforced with a good Body 
of Troops, that ^as coming up to them ftom Alface "■ 
f th-o' not with equal Speed with the Germans) under 
the Command of the Duke of iJrr w/V*, they might af- 
terwards be able to cope with the Confederates, and at 
leift piefcrve their late cafy Conquefl. But the Duke of 
Malborougb and Prince Eugene^ who from the iirp Mo- 
ment they met, aftedwith fuch uaanimity, a^ if one 
Soul had animated t^o Bodies, prevented .the Encrnies 
Dcfign, and having by a wonderful fwift March, gained 
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tke Camp of Lejfiftcf, and then with continued Dili^cnc^ 
pafs'd the Uender^ and the Scheld at Ouderard^ cam^ 
up with the Enemic^s Army near this laft Place, whic" 
?he 7 fondly thought to have cithe/ (urprifed, or rc3uc'« 
in their Retreat, before the Confederates Could give them 
any Dilturbance, Hereupon the Frefjcb Generals ifrere 
not a little puzzled, whether to avoid or hazard ah En- 
gagement, but the Majority declaring for the latter, de- 
pending on the Advantage of the Ground if not Su- 
periority ef their Numbers, there cnfu'd a Battle, which 
ended in the total Routing of the Enemy's Infantry ; 
few of the Horfe, on either Side having had the Oppor- 
tunity to engage. The 'French cndcavoui'd by their 
partial Relations, to leffen their Defeat into a drawn 
Battle, but the Field where the fame was fought, of 
which the Allies remain'd Mafter^ with 6 or 700 of the 
Enemies Oificers, and about jooo private Men that 
were taken Prifoners, made the Victory indifputably off 
the Side of the Two Heroes, who fiad already gain'd 
never fadingLawrels at J5/e«ibe/;«. In this Fight the E- 
lc<ftoral Prince of Hannover^ gave iignal Proofs of hi5 
Bravery, and had a Horfc killed under him'. 
; AFTER this the Duke of Mdlboreugb and Prince 
Eugene having firft caufed the Enemy's LINES iri 
F^rencb'Flattders to be levelled^ before the Duk6 
of BerwhJi could fccure the fam'!, at laft refolvcd and 
agreed upon the Siege of Lijlt rightly judging they could 
net attack the Enemy in a more feniible Part, being a 
great City, and the Staple of all the Trade between "Fiafice 
and thcN'erber Uftds^yf^hofQ Merchants generally fiipply'd 
thc.Wantof the Fre«cib King's Army s. The French on 
jthei.r Part ufed ^\\ means for tht'Prefervation of that 
TowB for bcJides the prefcnce of the Marflial de J^ouglers 
and fcvcral other Officers of Dillinftion, they threw into 
the Place ii 6ktta]ions of the belt Troops of V ranees 
■W'th 3 Squaidrans of the Queett's I>ragoons 140 Horfe 
and 7 or 800 1 fivalids, yet in a Condition to ferve*, yet 
nothing was afele to defer the Confederate Generals from 
their Rcfohitron, fbr upon the ^I3th of Augufit ^-"5*. 
Lille WAS invelled-on one Side by Prince E7/^^;rc,«ndpn 
the other Side ^' the Prince of Orangey Kafat^^^tad^- 
tlioldcr of 'FreefJ and shd the Trenches were ^open the 
flight be? ween 'iz and 7.3 of the fame Month; Tbc Duke 
&f Malburougb lyin^ cncanipQa at a Convenient Dift^ncc 

& t«* 
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to cover the Siege with the main Aim^^ the Trench 
Court not alittle furprized to fee that Lijk was attacked, 
feot ppiltive Orders to the Dukes of Bur^ndy and Vcn^ 
dqfm€^ to raife the Siege at any rate ; and at the fame 
Tine, the Duke of Benvick ordered to drain theiOarri- 
fons ofNanmr^ M^ns Qbarltroy Valenciennes^ and other 
Places, and Joyn the two Generals; yet upon the ^3 of 
OShher the MarOial de Boufflers was obliged to furrender 
the Town of Lijle^ and retire into thcCicadcl ; the Biege 
of which was begun the z$> and after the Duke of Bava", 
rUU having been repulfed in feveral Attacks at Bruffels^ 
being oblidged to leave it with the outmoft PrecipitAtion 
and ConfuJion leaving all his Artillery and wounded 
flich behind him, the Citadel of LijU was furrendred the 
^tb^iDecemher, 

THE French Generals being deeply mortified to fee all 
Cke'ir Councils and Attempts miferably baffled,eitherthro^ 
Difpondence, or fondly believFng that the Confederates 
would have been contented with the Important Conqueft 
of Lifie<t feparated their Army, and returned Co Varis^ 
but the Duke of Malborgugb and Prince "Eugene^ having 
xefolved to end their Campaign with the Recovery of 
Ghenu invefied it the 2.0 of Decetkber N- S. and opened^ 
the Trenchei the 2.4. : As foon as the Batteries were ready 
to £rcj MonQ La^ Hioua demanded an honourable Capit- 
ulation which was granted him, upon which one of the 
Gates of the City, ^ and another of the Caftle were de» 
livered to the Troops of the Allies on the 31 of Decew^ 
her 2^. S. and two Days after Count de la' Motte march- 
cd^out with his Garrifon, conilfting of above 30 Battali- 
ons, and xp Squadrons. 

I N 170^ the Court oi France began to entertain vcrj^ 
ferious thoughts of Peace, and thereupon (ent firfl the 
Preiident de Roville^ and afterwards the Marflial dc * 
Tort^, to' make very plauiible Overtures ; wlvich wcr6 
generally thought to be more fincere, in that the whole 
Kingdom oiFrance was then reduced to the utmoft Ex- 
tremites., by Scarcity of Money and Corn ; after feveral 
;ViiiCs, Interviews and Conferences, the Miniflcrs of 
'France and thefe of the Allies, agreed ot? and coBcIudcd 
fourty Articles preliminary to the Treaty of a general 
Peace, 

BU T the R^itoration of the whole SpaniJl'Momxchy^ 
which was ftjpulatcd by one of the Articles, couM not b© 

difgeftcd 
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^iTgei^ed \y the French Kingy which made the Nego tit'' 
tion break off ^ for after this the Duke oi Malhorou^b 
and Prince Eugene having aifei&bled their Army, march" 
cd toward the Enemy, the^i encamped in the pjAin of 
Jscnst under the Command of the Marftal de VUlarSt 
1>ut finding them fo advsntagioufly poUed^ and their Camp 
fp arengly fortified, that it was impoiliMe to attack them 
without infinite DifadvanCage and Hazard^ they refolveel 
to lay Siege to the important City of Toumay^ the Coiv 
queft of which, sotwithflanding its ftrong Fortifications, 
appeared the more eafy, becaufe the French General, 
on the Approach of the Confederate Arm V, had unad-. 
vi(cdly- wcakned that Garrison; on the 2.7/6 of June 
N, S, 1705, the Place was inverted, the Trenches were 
opened in the Night between the 7tb and Qtb of July^ ^ 
and the Siege was profecutcd with fo much Vigour^ 
that on th 2.Btb the^ Garrifon demanded to capitulate for 
the Town, which they furrendered ihc^otb. The French 
Govcrnour the Marquifs de SurvfUe^ retiring into the 
Citadel, defended it for fomc Time, but having pro- 
pofed to the Confederate Generals, the. appointing^ 
of two Perfons to treat about the Surrender of the Ci- 
tadel, the Princes of Savoy and MarlbTongb named the 
gieurdeio Lo, a Brigadeer in the Britiflj Troops and 
the French Govcrnour naujed the Marquifs dc Ravfgnan, 
K Brigadeer in the French Service, who havinif conferr- 
ed together, drew up and fubfciibed ah Agreement 
for that Purpofe, but the French Kingrefufed '^to ratify 
the Agreement, unlefs a general Ceffation of Arms in the 
T^ether lands iWltliQ %tb of Sej^ember^ fliou/d at the fame 
Time fee Agreed on, which the Allies rcjcfled. The 
fijcge was carried on with all Vigour, and tho' the Confe- 
deral Troops met with great Diificulties in their Attacks, 
by Reafon of the vafV Numbers of the Enemies Mines, 
yet on the 3iy?of Augufl^ the Enemy beat the Chaptade 
de firing to capitulate. Hoftiges berng, exchanged on 
botji sides, the French gave in their Propofalsin elev^o 
Articles, upon which being defircd to withdraw, after 
ConfultAtfon they were call'd in' again, and iccciv'd for 
Anfwer, from the Duke and the Prince, that they woa''d 
allow of no other Conditions, but that the Garrifon 
fhouM furrender themfelvesPrifoncrsof War: Where- 
upon returning into the Citadel, Hoftilitics again be^au 
batfooaafccr the Garrifon fent word that thev were a r 
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laft willing to furrcndej: upoo tuch Terms as ihould be 
allowed them and accordingly delivered up the Citadel 
the %d otSeftcmher. 

SOON after followed the Battle oiMalp/aquet near 
Mons^ which was on the 1 1 ofSef. about 8 of the Clock 
the fi^nal for the Beginnings of the Fight was given by a 
general Difcharge ofallthe Artillery, theEacmy wcrc^ 
once attacked in the thrpe different Places, its not poiliblc 
toexprefe the Violence of their Fire or ours. Bciidcs 
the Advantageous Situation of their Army, they defend- 
ed themfelveslike brave Men and made all the Refinance 
that could be expedicdfrom the bcft Troops. Yet our 
Infantry, after their furmounting many obftacles, refifted 
their gtcat Fire, forcM two Fntrenchmetits,drave the En- 
emy out of a Wood, and after all this drew up in order 
of Battle in the Plain, in the iight of the Enemy, and be- 
fore their Third Entrenchment : All this was done 
in Five Hours by the Valour of out Troops, the Con- 
llancy of the Generals, and the continual Prefence of the 
Tw« chief Commanders, the Duke of Ma Iborou^b and 
P. Eugene^ who at laft obliged the Right, Left and Cen- 
ter of the Enemy to difpcrfe in three different Borders, 
and were driven 2, Leagues beyond their Entrenchments. 
. tTpon the whole Matters thefe who judged impartially of 
this Battle, were of Opinion,tfaat the Allies gained indeed 
a very remarkable and glorious Viftory, but that they 
^ay'dtoodearforit; and tho, the French notwithftafid- 
' ing they loft the Field of Battle, recovered part of their 
former Reputation, yet their not attempting after- 
wards to relieve Mons^ as it expofed their Impotence, fo 
. at made it appear, that their Lofs in the late Action, was 
, auch greater than they pretended* The Trenches were 
. opened before Mons on the 2.7 of Septemher 170^, and 
theSiegc carried on with fo much Vigor, notwithiland- 
5ng the Badnefsof the Weather, that on the 2,0 of Ofi-nher 
the Garrifon beat a Parley, and the next pay furrcndrcd 
the Town on honourajble Terms. Not many Days after, 
both Armies went into Winter Quarters. But leaving 
thefe forreign Affairs, to return to matters that wrc 
nearly concerns us: I have alrea^dy hinted in fa^w happy 
a State this Year 171 o found the Nation; the Union of 
the two Kingdortis(that difficult hazardous^ yct,impor- 
tant Affair.) w^s concluded after many former Attempts 
had come to nothing i The French Power reduced, and 
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the Haughty Monarch put out of a Conditio^ of annoys 
ing his Neighbours. The Proteftant Succeffion fecutcd 
by a Variety of wife Laws and ftrcngthcned by the Guar- 
anty of our hci^ Allies, indeed as our Enemy^s hitherto 
had been remarkably blafled in all their Confpiracies, 
their vcrv Hopes feemed now utterly to periih ; While 
on a fudden as if fome Malevolent Planet hsid influenced 
her Majeftics Counfellors, or fome Demon bad poffeffed ■ 
her Coiinfellors, Britain gives up all her Advantages, be 
trays her Securities and delivcrshcr felf into the Hands of 
her worft Enemies, and to raifc them ruin'd her Self. A 
Writer of fome Fame, fpeaking of the Four laft Years 
of the iJfinift ry, thus cxpreiTes himfclf, l^ot one bright 
"Day tohefeen in England, /(jr that Time ( i. t.Fvur 
Tears ) but the whole Henni/pbere of Britifh Affairs was 
vailed-, under the hlackefiQloud : The Sun ef Prof fe- 
rity has Jbined very clear an the French and fipanifli 
Horizon 1 The Vines and Figs have been ripened by the 
warm Beams fent forth to them-t front the Senater 
Koufeand Council Chamber at London ; our Cold and 
J^arknefs and their Seat and Light proceeded front 
thence: And what Senfc the Commons of Britain have of 
the Conduft of Affairs, afthat Time, may be learned 
from their late Impeachment of the Ls. and others taken 
at Prefton-i *' Whereas, fay they, for ir-any Years paft,

*' fcls given by fomc Pcrfons in the late MaJe-Admini-

Pxciident of the Coiincil, and the E. oiRocbefitr [former- 
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ly one of King's 'j^ames''^ Ecclciiaftical CommiiRoners ] 
put in bis Place another Ecclefiiilical Commiilioner tbe 
Duke of Buchn£bam^ was made Stewat t of the Mouf- 
hold, inllead otthat Noble Patriot the D. of Vevofifiire 
September 2.7. Henry ft. '^obn after Lord Bollinlro^ 
was madeSecreUry of State inftead of Mr. 'Boylei, Sefttm^ 
her 2.^J/lt.WMlpolewas difplaced from being Secrdury of 
War, aodfucceeded by Mr. Granville O^ober i«^ the 
Duke of Ormond was iiiade Lieutenant of Ireland in the 
Room of the Lord Wbarton\ and at the fame Time Sic 
Simon H^arcourtj was m^de Lord Keeper, "in the RoonEi 
of the Lord CM^er^ and ConAantine Pi>/>^x Hfq. made 
Lord Chancellor of Ireland \ the following Year the 
Lord Townjhend'yras turned out, and the Duke pf Mal^ 
horou^b December. Qo removed from all his Places, and 
the Duke of Ormond made Captain General in his Room ; 
The Duke of Argyle was likewife turned out of all his 
Employment, and the famous Earl of Mar ^ made Secre- 
tary of State. Iniliort a Foundation was laid, for all 
that was defigned, and Tools prepared ( or at leaft pre- 
paring ) for any Work to be done ; and what Work 
they had to do, the Change it felf fufficiently Intimated^ 
it being the Grand diftinguifliing Principle of the former 
and latter Miniftry, that the one was inviolably attached!

WH I T H E R he was in Arms in that fatal Campaign 
of i2.p^is uncertain, if he was, it izcm^ he retired to 
Dundee tipon the ingforious Surrender, made by King 
John .at Brechixy which being in fome Meafurc con- 
ii^rmed by the Submiffion of al'moft all the Freeholders 
_ pjtthc Kingdom, at ife:ru;/V^, and thought fccured%_t4c 
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Exile and Imprifonmcnt of the biaveft and beft ,of the- 
Nobility and Gentry who were convoyed to, ind dif- 
j>ofcd through different Parts of England > alJ ^Scotland 
was itnmediatly filled with E^igl/Jh Souldiers aud'S/j'^- 
///b Govcrnou^s : .Thefc could be do welcome .'Guerts 
to the'oppreflcd People over whom they lordad it with 
cxtream iofolcnce, a$ the Lordanes had formerly done 
oyer thera; their rough and Imperious Behaviour met 
with frequent Refentmcnts, und had they been more 
mannerly yet there were thefe who would ( as ordinatl/ 
on the like Occafions) have fetched Quarrels from any 
Thing, a Word a Look a Jeft. 

WILLIAM WALLACE WiS of this Humour: He 
was-incredibly Strong, and his Averiion to the Englifit 
could not be equalled but by the Love he had for his 
Country j 10 be fliorthe quarrelled with, and killed fever- ■ 
al of them , firft oncAV/^/e, the C«nftable's Son oi Dun' 
dett and afterwards the Sherriff of Lancrk a Man of 
(Quality and Power, for ^hefe Slatic^htcrs he was out- 
la vr'd, and therefore obliged to pafstlbe Winter inobfcurc 
unfearch^ble Retircqj^ns, whither none could come 
but fiich as himfcUTT Men determined to live and dy 
unconquered ; of thefe Scotland afforded in thefe Days 
many, and what added to their Number was the ITncon'- 
fcionable Severity of the, K. of E^g Ian d'^n J«flic"iary WiU , 
/m7»' Off^ies who banimed ^\\ fuch as beJng really Con- 
fcientious refufcd to qualify themfelves according to the 
Law, that is, would not fwear Fealty to a King thcycon- 
lidcxed as an XTfurper. Upon the Head of Men of. thefe 
Piinciplesdid ^.William Wallace atchieve thofeEj^rploits^ 
which for their Variety, Number, and Greatnefs, Proftcri^ 
ty cannot believe, he would often fally out of hi5 lurk- 
ing Places, iLhd feize upon Convoys, cut off Parties, - 
fnrprize Caftles, and with Handfwlls defeat Mwiltitudes ; 
he alone was Match enough for Three or Four even in 
the open Fields ; and its confidently reported of him, 
that no Armour warf proof againft his Sword, and that 
cne Blow if it chanced to hit fair give prcfent Death, 
whofoever received it; yet he did not fo much truft to 
hrs ftrcngth as toCond«ft and StratJigcm, being Expe^ 
ditious and Indefatigable. He fecracd to be cvciy where' 
at a Time, yet could be to where fouad* out, nor ever 
laidhimfeif opco to any dumber gf McDj but when 
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h\xt to foil them, feme have faid that being once apprc- 
hedaed and he was imprifoned at Air^ and almoft ftarved 
fox want of Food, thrown out at a Window by the Keep- 
ers who believed him Dead ; what Truth may he in this 
Story I ki^w not, if it was fo, he had very foon after 
the Pleafure of being revenged in the fame Place, the 
Manner thus. 

THE Efi^lifi) had proclaimed a Juftice Air to be 
keptat-4?r, all the neighbouring Gentry, at leaft fuch 
asliad^^itoitted to the Government^ went thither accord- 
ing to Cuftom ; and fome of them particularly S. Ranftald 
Crawford SherrifFof the Place, and ITncIe to S, William 
Wallace^ Sir George Blair^ and Sir ISfiel Ment^omry-t 
were for 1 know not what pretended Crimes condcmne/l 
and executed : Sir Will ram Wallace got quickly notice 
of this, as he did whatever was done to the pre- 
judice of &cotf)»en in the Country, and therefore came 
upon the Head of Fifty of his Followers in the Night, 
fet Fire to the Barns, where a great many Erglijb 
layfeaire and afleep, and thofc that cfcapcd from the 
devouring Flames, fell all into an-Ambufh laid Jfor them 
and were cut oft by the Sword ; this done, he feized, 
the Caftle into his own Hands, then marched inftantly 
to GlafgaWt where falling upon a Body of-Souldierscom- 
maaded by the Lord Henry Piercy the Earl of Surrey'*s 
Nephew, Lord Lieutenant for King Edward^ he rout- 
ed them, and fo continued to range over all Places, and 
every other Day to do fome fignal Mifchief to the Efig* 
Hjht whom he fell upon where ever he found them, tho' 
Superior to him in Number, and having Succefs by his 
Celerity and Boldnefs, his Fame did quickly fpread, 
and his Number increafed fo, that having formed a con- 
iidfrrable Army, they with unanimous Confent of al- 
fttoit the whole Nation, elected and acknowJedged Sir 
William Wallace Guardian of the Kingdom and Uaptain 
General of the Army under K\ng'}ohn, Some arc pofi- 
tiVc that he had hisCommiilion from that Prince, tho' 
at the Time a Prifoner in the Tower of Lo?idnft. Sure 
it is that henceforth he gave Lands and granted Characters 
lo defcrving Perfons, particularly to Hcrin.gtor of Dzrd^ 
hofet and that in tbefe he defigned himfcif Dux Exerci-^ 
ttts Stotwy nay asfvch and in Name of King JOSl N 
lie gave Prote^ion to reIi<»ious Houfes in Eftgla^^d a 
fafe CondiK^ totheic of the 1 icmy that wanted to have 
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them *, anHaJl Scot^ Hiftorians arc agreed upon the nia^ 
that ke w^as a lawful Magiftrate, and fays Biftioj* ^Mji 
Omnium Juffragiis Dux Liberanda Pairi<g creatU5"4wi 
but whether he got hisCommiilion from the K. or was c* 
Icftcd by the Communities is uncertain. Thusbcifigdoath* 
ed with Power andback'd by'a Gallant,but fmall Army,he 
^eemed rather to flee over, than tn march thro' all Parts 
of the Kingdom; all or moft Garrifons terrified at the very 
fuund of hisName,and much more at the Approach of his 
Array, yielded as foon as he appeared before their reflec- 
tive Fortreffes; whereupon Edvfard L ordered the Earl 
cf Surrey to raifc Forces, and joyn Eugb de Crtjfingr 
bam in Scotland^ to fight Wallace^ who having cer- 
tain latclligeccc of their Approach, while he was be- 
fore the Caftlc of Couper in F//e, others fay Dundee^ 
he commanded the Burghers upon pai« of Oeath, to con- 
tinue the Siege he had begun, and himfclf with his little, 
but rcfolute ARMY marched towards STIRLli^G^ 
and encamped ia an advantagious Poft upon a Hill 
above the Monaftry of G^MBU S K EK IST M T H'^ 
the ENEMY lay pn the South Side df the S'ortb 
with an Army of above 40000 ftrong, W ALL AC SI 
on the North Side, had not above xoooo Men, but be- 
fore Haad bad taken fuch Meafures as counter-ball anced 
the Inequality of Numbers. The Bridge over which the 
Army muft pafs was both Narrow and weak, and the 
Scots Carpenter who hadalittlc before been employed to 
JULtnd it, had at the Guardian's De fire cut the main Beam 
of it half through and thereby made it incapable to fup- 
port a great Weight. The Earl of Surrey gave Orders 
to the Army to march along the Bridge, and Sir iJIkr* ' 
fMduke Twefige a Gentleman of noted Courage and Rc- 
(olution, led the Van, and bravely advanced to the 
Foot of the Hill, on which the Sc^ts were drawn up in 
Order of Battle, Thefe laft did not aaovc till they faw 
-as many of the Enemy got over as the Guardian thou|^ht 
they could Vanqui/h, nor .did they make agrcat Oppofiti- 
onto Sir Marmadzde^ but on the firft onfet retired as if 
they had fled, he purfued hotly, when at a great Dxftance 
from the Bridge he was by one near him made to take 
Nortiee, that none of 'he En^lijb Standards were in his 
Rear, nor was he followed by an Knglijh Horfic: The 
Reafon was this, while fome of the Scnts Army feeiifccd 
to 5y before him, the moft Part had taken a By-way to 
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tbc Bri«3gc, and inr-rceptcd his Retreat, Nav, which was 
Woiic the Bridge was broken by the Weight of armed 
I'affcngers, and huge Numbers of them drowned in the 
River. 

THIS Accident or rather Stratagtni disheartncd the 
JW'holc _Aimy, and all the Eft^lijh t6 the Number of 
5000 Foot and 100 Horfe fays K^tigbtor^ a very partial 
Slillorian, for which Reafon we may juftly reckon ujTon 
a great many moe that had come over the Fortbs^ were 
put to the Sword, only Sir Mar^adulie and a very few 
with him made the beft of their Way back to the River 
and by fwiming efc^p-d ; how foon that GalJantGcnde- 
uien had tcjoyncd the Earl efS'urrey ( who all this while 
ftoodon'thc siourh Side of the Water,iand had the cutting 
Moniiication to (re his Men drowned and cut to pieces 
without being able to give them Relief) he advifcd him 
to fct Fire to what remained of the Bridge, thereby to 
-prevent his being fo quickly purfued by the Vi<J^orious 
icots<, as he msft other wife be, but this expedient tho* 
very good, wass^of little V(e to himfelf or his broken Ar- 
my, for the great Stewart of Scotland^ and the Earl of 
Lennoxykad on Purpofe pofted themfelves inanAm- 
buf)i not far from thcEn^lrJh Army, and now feing the 
Event of the Day^ came from behind the Mountains, 
char|:cd the retreating Earl, put him to flight, and purfu- 
td him with fuch Vigour, tflat he efcaped with Difficulty 
toBeriviclii und \tsohfttvcd by Ett^lijh Hiflorians, that 
^is Horfe was fo fpent with rimning, that when he pu^ 
htm in the Stabjc of the Francifcan Friers, he could 
cat none ) a Proof I take it, that this Earl muft Mavft 
been the moft notorious Coward in Nature, and 
that's neither probable nor allcdged ; or thaC by 
the admirable Condu6l of the Gttafdian of Scotland 
liis whole Army conf'fting of no fewer, perhaps m^nY 
more, than ff«5/7"/fe Authors tells us of, muft have been 
intircly cut off, ^re tiiey had got out of the Kingdom ; a- 
mongthe many Knglifii and Wtlfo that were flain, Buih 
de frtfingbam King Edwards's Trcafarer foi? Seotiand 
wasone; of him, tho' a Prieft, his own Country-Men, 
alfo Pxicfts and Monks, give us as ill a Character as can 
be imagined and fay for his Covetoufnefs and Cnifelty 
the 5*c/>*x* hated him fo heartily, that finding his Pead * 
Body after the Battle, they fica'd it, and cut his Skin into 
JPaicels not with aDciign to keep them asReli^ks, but to 
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fkew them in Dci'ifion, and.toni*kc Girths aad the likA 
Furniture to their Horles, r 

TEI S Glorious Battle, iri which no Scbtfman of Note 
blit one, the Brave Sir Andrew Murray of Botbwell^ 
loii his Life, was fought on the 13 of Seftemhtr 12,^7 
and what always derBOoilrates how far a Vi6tory nay 
be reckoned com^lcat, its Confequences were as great as 
the Gainers could wifli* for no Englifi>man durit ^a/ 
in Scotland^ and all thcie Scots that for Rcafons of Policy 
©r Cowardlincif of Temper, had appeared in the En^m 
lijb Intereft, (ubmitteil to the Deliverer of their Coua* 
try, in fo much that before the laft of the Monrk, all the 
Strengths of thcKingdoni were recovered, except "Berwiclk 
and Roxbur^by n ox did thefe hold out long, but like the 
reft were dc/ertcd by their Garrifoni. 

T H E Plunder gained at the Battle of Surling was 
fio doubt conliderable, but the Country being fo long 
bara€>d with War, a Famiae enfu'd; to prevent this 
Inconvenience, as well as to retaliate former Injuries 
received, the Guardian entered England with his At' 
niy, and.ftay'd therefrom the xfl of isTov. to the xfi of 
l^cbi without ha vifl^ Battle offered him, and return'd 
loadned with Spoil and Honour. This Kkpedition as it 
cncreafed his Fame, didalfo Procure him the Envy of 
the Nobles, who hated tba! another ibould perform . 
what they had not the Courage to attempt: Edward I. 

' I. underjtandjngthc Buiinefs to be too great tobieman- ^ 
aged by Deputies, returned from France-, ana levying . 
a great Army, marched againft the Guardian, who met 
him in Stanmote^ and the Camps being within half la . 
3VliIc of one , another, King Edward '^ho had formerly 
defpifcd Wallace^s Hoft, as a Band of Rovers perceiving 
their Courage and Difcipliie, did like an experienced 
General make an'hgBeurable Retreat, while the Guards 
ian knowing his Condu^, and dreading an Ambufli.kept 
in his Trenches. 

T HI S glorious Succcfs of the Guardian's eacre^lecj 
his Enemies Malice, fothat they falfely accufed him. of * . 
afpiring to the Crown, and therefore gave out that if they . 
muft be Slaves, they had rather be io to a great and migh'- J, 
ty King, than to an Up-ftart, and jthiis they did dero« 
gate from the Guardian's Authority. 

' EiyW ARD being informed of this, levied a great 
Army next Summer and being joya'd by the Scots who 
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adhered to him, he attacked the Scoftifl) Army, confift- 
ipg of 30000 Men near Ealkirk and ju ft as he was about 
to CBga^^c chcm. Sir John Qummine of BaJettacb and Sr. 
yob ft Stuart of Bonkyll^ this the Brother of "J^ames Lord 
high Stewart of 5'cof/tf«^, and for that Rcafon by Come 
Authors erroneoufly called Stuart of Bufe^ which at 
that Time was a Part not of hi^, but of his eldelt Bro- 
ther^ Patrimony, and that the Granchild of i>en;e^//a^ 
the Mother of King Johyj^ co^fequently next to bim 
^aftd his Children, a Legal Pretender to, if not Heir of the 
CVowxi, and the Guardian contending ft>r the Polt of 
KoiVDur, he obtain'd Ar\ eafy Viftory '^uly 2.2.*' 12.98, 
C'uTmiint retired with his loooo in a cowardly Manner, 
without ftriki ng one Stroke, Stuart with moft of his 
JO0OO w-as cut off, and the Guardiaa with hi^ after a gal- 
lant Fight, madeasoble Retreat beyond the River of 
Cdrr§n^ Robert Bruce then Earl of Carrich and Ba/ioPs 
Rival for the Crown pre /Ted hardupon him, but bein<; 
much taken with his Valour and Condu6l,defireiJ tofpcak 
with him, which he agreed to, and landing on the Banks 
of the River that ran betwixt them, B^uce did (peak to 
him thus. '* That he wbndred how the AppIauCe of the 
«. Vulgar fliould influence him to make W&r^ againft 
<•* the moft powerful King of feis Time, who was alfo 
« alRfl-ed by a great Kurobe'r iff 5'Mfi, adding that if he • 
'* Aould overcome^ he mu^jiever think to have the 
« Crown, and if hefhou'^d be c6nq|ucred,hchad no refuge 
** but in the Mercy of his Eacmy. " The Guardian reply- 
cd, " That a? his Fortune wasnot capable, neither was 
*^ his M^nd Ambitiot^s of the Crown, which was never the 
*^ Scope of his Undertaking, but feeing his Country dc-. 
" llitute of Goveraour?, and expofcd to the Butchery of • 
*' a cruel Enenjy, by the flothfi^lsefs of *him to whom it * 
*' did of RigHt belong, he had efpoufed their Caufe, 
" Vhi«h hz had deferted, ind would never forfake it, tiil 
" his Life forfook.him : But as for you, fays he, who loves 
**• Servitude with Security, rather than Liberty with haz- 
*^ atd^ hixjj the Fortune, which ye efteem fo hirjhly, 
" as for mc, I will willingly die in' my Country, which 
'* I'havc often defended, and my Love to it Ihall laft as 
*' loT^g as my Life. " And fo the Conference ended, each 
of them rctarning to their Forces^ 

SOME of the Sontfjb Jf/ft-orians fay that Bmce and he 
un^frjftoud each other ever after, but Wallace was un- 

fortucatly 
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fortuaatcly betrayed, ere BiJlfCE could make hisE- 
icapc. Upon this nnhappy Battle the Guardian marched 
his Army to P E /2 T IT, where he dilmiHed their, and 
at the fame Time, finding himfclf nnable to the Ti.my 
of the Nobility, he laid down his double Conimifli- 
on of General of the A R M Y, ai:d cf Giia'dian of 
the Kingdom, but never ccafcd with iu^h of bi.^: f'ricnds, 
asadhered ti9 kim to infcft the En%lijh> February 2.4, 
1302, the Scots obtained three Victories over the E^^lijhy 
to blotaut the Memory whereof, E^it'^r^ levied a great- 
er Army than ever he had done before, a-.d ravag-ed fhc 
whole. Kingdom so Man daring to oppofc him : but 
Wallace who fat co^tinuaUy upon his Skirts and cut off 
abundajice of his Men,whereupon he fouf ht to bring him 
over with great Promiies, but all in vain/kis contact AnC-^. ' 
wcr being, that he had devoted his Life to hit Country, 
to which it was duc,and if he conid do it no other Service 
yet he would dy in its Defence, and fo he was the only 
Perfon of Note that held out againft K. Edivard^ and did 
notlwear Allegianre to him in a Parliament that he cal- 
led at St. .^w^irfii;/. After that Expedition, he being 
afraid that the Envious and Treacherous would have 
delivered him up, retired to Places of Security ; but 
was at lail betrayed by his moft intimate Friend Sir 'fobn 
IHoHteitb in Afril 0:30^, who was bribed by the Erglijb 
and being fent to London was wofully butchered by Edy 
"Wtfr^i^s Command, aad his Limbs haaged up in the moft : 
noted Places of London and Scotland-^ an A(5lioa very 
unworthy of that great Prince. 

THIS Fate had Str William Wal/ice^ the famoufcft, 
HtLQ of his Time, and (:omparable to the greatef^ Heroes 
of Antiquity, both far his Courage in undertaking Dang- 
crs,and Wiidomaad Valour in overcoming thero,for Love 
to his Country he was Second to none, and when others 
were Slaves he alone was Free; neither could be be in- " 
diiccd by Reward or Threats to for fake the publick CaUle 
which he had once undcrtakea, and his Death was the 
more to; be lamented, becaufe he was not conquered by 
his Enemy, but betrayed by his Friend ^ its a Pity we 
kavc not a full iiccownt ©f his Behaviour when nf his 
Tival «nd on the Scaffold; i^cot J -Authors could not, 
ard the E^j?-/7]/J? would not do that Jnftice to his Memory, 
v/hich mart* have left an indelible ftain upoii.thst of their 
aamixed King Edward I. by whofc Orclcib' he wailocrucl- 
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ly , and I may fay fo imprudcntlycx^cuteJ ; for his Death 
"id jiot as that Prince imagiricd, afccitain the^Subjection 
^i^cotUfidy on theContiary it exafperatcd the Nation

J{/[ ATT ffEVr STUART Eirlof £f«««if, CJrand- 
Fathcr to King yames the fixch, was thecomlicft 
Man of his Time,and being highly dcfccndcdi was dcfign- 
cd by King James V. as his Succcffor, for which he in- 
tendc^to have procured an Adt ofPaliwncnr, if he had 
died without I/Tiie. He was after that King's bcath 
fcnt for from France and cajoled with Hopes of marrying 
the Q; 'Dowarer^ to fiipport hci againft the Hamiltoms\ 
but being eluded and abufedt he thereupon raifed loooo 
Men, and offered Battle to the Contrary Faction, but 
Matters were compromifed. Queen "Doijoa^i^er and iht^ 
Cardinal did after accufe him to the French King, which . 
©bilged him to make an Apology for himfelf, and after 
difadvantageous Rcincouiters with his Enemies, he fled 
into Enj^laftd^ where he was honourably entertained by 
Henry VIII. who gavchim his Kiece, Margaret T>ou7laff 
Daughter toKing^4«ej IVs Widow; by the Farlof 
Angus ; and of this Marriage was born Henry Stuart^ 
married afterwards to Mary Qiieen of Scot r, by whoni 
he had fames VI. Matthew Earl of Lennox being rcftor- 
cd tohisKftate, a little before his Sons Marriage with 
the Qiieen, did not meddle in publick Affairs, till his 
Son came to be abufed by Riz/\u snd then he Was one 
of thofc who confpircd the Death of that Villanous Fav- 
ourite. His Son the King being murdered about la 
Months after, he profccuted the JEarl of Bothwei^ 'who 
-^ afterwards Married the Queen, for the Murthcr, After 
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th&t "^times Earl of Micrray Regent oi Scotland^ was 
murdered by hia Sifter Queen ^rtfr/s Fa^ion, Matthew 
Earl of Lennox was chofen Regent during his Grand- 
child Ja^es VVs Minority. The firft Thing he di^ 
during' his .Government, was the* pursuing the Earl of 
llnntly then in Rebellion, from whom he cook Brecben 
Caftlc, which he had Garrifoned; He after took the 
Caftle of Fajly^ which the Uamtltons bad furprifed, 
anti reduced their Fadlion. He fent AmbalTadors to Qiieen 
Elizabeth to juftify thcfe Proceedings afrainft his Daughter 
in La^w Mary Qiieen of S C T S^ and furprized the.' 
Imp/cgnable Caftle of Dumhartoft^ which held our for 
her, and leized ike Arch B lljop of St. Andrews the rt'm ; 
executed'^ him as Acc^ffory to the Murther of his S^m 
"King Hefiiry^ concerning which fa« had made a new Dif- 
covery by "^tthn Ha^fzilton an Acitor therein, who be* 
ing troubled in Confcicnce confeiTed that the Arch Bifhop 
chus^d B of the molt Flagitious of. his Vaifals, to whom 
he gave the Key ©f tkc King's Lodging, which havi»g 
entered when he was ailcep, they ftrangled him,carrying 
his dead Body into an adjoyning Orchard, and then bic^v* 
up the Iloufe as had been agreed on by Botbw^L and the 
reft, an«l:6nding no Eafein hisConfcicrjce, hedifcovered 
this in Confeilion to the School-Mafter of Pafiyi who the' 
a Pnpijb' Prieft, yet abhorring fuch a Crime, 'he thought 
himTelf obliged t'o reveal it. 

•I*N the mean Time the Earl of Morton returned from 
his Embaify in Ete^Jand^ of which he gave an Account to 
the Convention of States, how he had fatisfied Qiieea 
Elizahetb as to their Proceedings. In th^ mean Time the 
Regent calls a Convention at Edinhur^h^ which he held 
at one End of the Town, whilft the Qiiecn's Faction hel«l 
alfo a mockOneat the other ; after which there h«p- 
pened diverfe Skirmiflics, with various Succefg. The 
Regent after this, took a Ship which wasfcnt from France 
to the Rebels, with Gans and Amunition, and having 
Summoned a Coavention at ty//r//>^, was furprized by 
the Rebels, and murdered is f he Scuffic,contrary to Quar- 
ters giycn, for which theVilUnous Actors were after- 
wardsput to Death, and thus fell Matthew E of Le-Anfix^ 
. th»' a zealous Papift,. by th^ Hands of the Popirti Fadlion, 
becaufc he fai>.ght to revenge the Murther of his Son, K*< 
Ilenry^ an^ maintained the Caufe ©f his Grandfon Kiai^f 
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Jap-zics VI. againft his Mother Qiieen Mary, The Eai^ 
of Mar fuccecdcd him in^he Regency.

Duke of Lon^^tvelle^ 
who left her a Widow jn is'37- <^e refufcd to mAitylten" 
ry VIII: •f EtJgUnd afterwards, but at the Comjnand 
oiFrancisl of France^ mAti'icd '^aptes V. o{ ScniUnd^ 
then a Widcwer, and the hanclfonieft Prince ©f his Time '. 
to whom fiie bore Two Sons, who died Young, and 
Mary afterwards Qwecn ©f ^cotUnd^ 3 Days ^before 
her Hu{band's Death, /he was courted agaitt by the faid 
Henry Vilf. but refufed him. 

AFTER King 'j-aMis V's Deaths (he difpofcff^d 
the Regent, the Earl of Arr a ^^ by D^rces, did by the 
French Km^^s Interel^ fucceed him, and to pic if e the 
Earl, he was created Duke ©f CbaieUeraut in France^ 
and had izooo Piftols Per An. (o that A/i. iss^t ^he 
Qiiccn VowaFer was made Regent by tfte States, which- 
was the firit Time that ever any WoaisLn gj^vcincd Sor;f- 
land : Being thus fettled, flic begun to raife new Taxes, 
iy Advice of the French^ but the* People wichltood it fo, 
that (he defrfted. 

1 N isrv^^ ^he French Ambafladors moved the Queen 
Regent to W"ar againft ^ngland^ beca uie Qiieen MtLty 
had fcnt Forces ioto the JV'etibcr/ffai^ J, to aifift licr Huf- 
band Fbilif Againik Fr/ixce . 

A Rendezvous was appointcd,and thofe of the Rc^ent^$ 
Faftion, ravaged the Englijh Bordejs, and D' 0/<r/, the 
French General, c^rric^ the Cannon ©vcr Tweed. to ht- 
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liege M'ari Caftle, which being done without Confent 
of the States, they were mighti^ inccnfcd, anr^ commaa- 
ded him to bring them back, on Pain of Hich-Tr-afen, 
which he was forced Co obey, (o that the Rci«cnt imdifjg 
her Mcafurcs broke, to bring thtSoats undei the Subjec- 
tion of France that way, propounded to marry hct 
Daughter to the Dauphin, and fo to erfect it another way; 
whereupon, at the Fre7?cib King's Defirc, the Parliam-fnt 
fent Aniba/Tadorsto treat of it, and thoCe of thctn who 
Hood firm to thclntereftof their Country were poifon- 
ed, fome of them died, bnzjames^ the young Qaecn's 
jjatural Brother efcaped, by the Strength of Nature, 
ThcEng/iJh^m the mean Time, invaded the Orcader^ but 
were driven off by Tcmpefts^ and then the Rei^ent began 
to pcr(ecut€ the Proteftants, burnt Walter Mi 11^ and ba- 
niflied Paul Mejfen one of their Preachers ; whcreupoa 
the Proteftants,aIl over the Kingdom, united into a Bond 
for their commcnDefcace againft their Enemies, who 
would not let them have f-he Benefit of the Law, and 
called themfelves by the Name of The Cofj^^regation ; 
After which, they fent their Propofals to the Rcgertt, by 
Sir 'James Sandilands^ a worth? Knight, exhibiting the 
•Kcceirity they lay under of doing fo, and .requeftirig that 
z\\ Worfhip might be performed in theVuIgar Language; 
th.it People might chufe their own Minifier?, and that 
they who prefidcd over the EiCv^\ion, might c if juire into 
their Life and Dodirine \ that the unlearned and Scandal- 
ous might be removed, aniliit Perfons fubftituted in their 
places. The Pricfts ftormcd, and offered a Difpute, 
which the Proteftants accepted, if the SCniFTirRES 
might be Judge; but tho' fome Liheity was'^^ran- 
tcd, yet the Pricft?, by the Regent's Incourarcmenr, 
went on to moleft and pert'ccute i\\tm^ trcidn;,^ ^ohn 
ErsliitJ^ Laird of Tfu^?^ a gre^ and Fmincnt JVIan, in 
thofeDays, with" the liieght of Incivility, whcnhedcfir- 
cd tftem to mitigate the ievere Sentence ajgainit the- 
Preachers of the Gofpel, and all that they could oppofe 
to his juft J>emand, was fome old PopiCh Laws, which 
they caufed to t^e printed, and affixed to the Church- 
Door, which becTame the Objeet of the People's De- 
ri Hon. 

THE Regent, in the next Place, laboured to have 
XhtCttivrnoi Scotland feat to France^ to Crown her 
So6-iXi''L4w the /jptftsf/r/j/>;j for which ihc obtained an 
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Order; but the Earl ^^Sgy/e, tnkdjames^ the Quecn'i 
Brother, who were' appointed to carry it, made no 
hafte, bccaufethcy perceived a Storrrj of V'rencb Am- 
bition impending, the Young Queen of Scots having 
at that fame Time, ufurped the Royal Arms of Efigland 
upon the Death of Que6n Mary^ to whom Oie pretended 
to bcSucccffor of Right. Her Mother, the Regent^ be- 
ing lifted up with this, did now defpife the Protcftants^ 
WJiom fbe had cajoled before, to confent that the Dau-< 
pbj.i (hould have the Crown, and did openly threaten 
them; whereupon they fent Deputies to render her cxor- 
abi'- Ji^ainft the next;$lefnpn of* Parliament, which was to 
be holHcn M.ay p. The CommJlfioners were the Earl 
oi'^^'^ncairn and the Sherri/Fof Ayr^s. wcrthy Knight, 
to whom fbc gave this imperious Anfwer, That let them 
el» what they could^ their Minifters Jkould he lanijhedy 
tb^'' they p cached ^:everfo Sincerely: And when they 
uiccd h^i Piomife to the Contrary, fr.c anfwered. That 
thi Prnwlfe^ of Princes^ were ^o farther to he urged 
upm: tiefh for Te^fntwaficet than it flood with their 
Co^iveftiercy i, whereupon the^ re-joined. That theft 
tlcv 7cncu?iced all Allegiance andSuhje^ionto ber^ and 
adv'^ftdhC'- to confider what Inc9nvenUnce wa^ lively 
H}e''ijuf' B:ingftruck with this kwi'fjtr^ fbe faid l^ie 
would. tKJnk upon it, but hearing that the Inhabitants 
of St. '^r.knfion^ had publickly embraced the Refotmati- 
on, (he Commanded their Provoil to fupprefs the Innov- 
ations, and the Sheriff to feize their Minifter ; but finding 
hc»* felf difobeyed, fhe Cited alL the Minifl:ei«s of the 
Kingdom to appear at Stirling^ the loth of May next ; 
wheicufvjn all the Proteftants refolvcd to keep the Diet; 
and accorppany them ; fo that alTembling in great Numb- 
ers, the Regent hcgsn to be ^afraid, ( tho' they met 
without Arirs) and returned to her Flatteries, promiiing 
that (be would do nothing againft them, and fo prevent- 
ed '■heircomtng toi^ether ; but when the Time came, fbe^ 
fummoncd them to appear and becaufe they did nor, 
proceeded to out-Law them. Their Deputy, Erskin of 
Viun^ ^dingthatlbe had broke her Promife, withdrew 
himfelf, and found the Nobility of Stratbern^ Angus 
and Merns^ ftill in a Body, as being fufpicious of what 
happened, and finding Matters thus prepared, to xefiil 
%)i% Violence dcfjgncd againft them. 

IN 
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♦ , IN the mean Time, iT/iajc having preached! to them 
kt Perr/b) liid mightily Itrcngtfien^chcir Zeal; and after 
Sermon, whilitthe Nobles were at DJQiicr, the People 
dcftroyed all the Monuments of Idolatry in the Town, 
being provoked thereunto by the Infolcnce of a Prieft, 
who, immediatly after Sermon, had the Impudence to be- 
gin Mafs among thofe who ftaycd at Church, and difplay 
a glorious Tabernacle of Idols for them to adore; S» 
that the Religious Houfes w ere all demoliflied by the en- 
raged Multitude in a Trice, thofe of the Proteftants, who 
wcie m Arms not fo much as laying their Hands •n 
the Spoil, but fu&riog ti^e Monks to carry off Loads of 
Gold and Silver. The Rcgcjit hearing of this, fworc 
that flie would deflroy the City with Fire and Sword.: 
And the Citizens of Copper in Fv/e having deltroycd the 
Monuments of Idolatry in the like Manner, (he fent for ' 
Hamilton-i with the Earl of Argyle and Atb9l to come 
to htr^ withVheir Clans, whilftfhe brought up her Braft 
Ordinance. 

TH E Nobles of Per/ib, in this Extremity, fent to their 
Friend^whereupon the People of the neighbouringCoun- 
try flocked to them, a» did others from remoter 'P^rts, 
but particularly t?ie Earl of Glencarn^ with^.s'oo Foot 
and Hor(e from the W^fi-t marching Night and Day, ovfft 
Dcfart and Mountain JUS Places, to avoid the Regent's 
Camp arid join his Friends before Battle. The Earl of 
ARGT L L% and James Stuart^ the young Queen's na- 
tural Brother, were the principal Suppporters of the Re- 
formation, yetthey continued in the Regent's Camp, en- 
tertaining Hopes of an Agreement, but refolvcd to joya 
their Brethren, if it could not be eflFefted. X^^ Queen 
Regent was mighty eager to light, whilft rb»^Proteftani» 
were few ; but her Prench^p'vts having informed faer, 
that they thought Men rained from the Clouds into , the 
Proteftants Camp, which wasof a fudden grown very 
numerous, (he itnt the Earl of ARGT LL^ and '^amts 
f&tuart to Ticn with thcfli, and they having deputed the 
Earl of Glencarn^ and the Laird of D/^«, on their Part; 
it was agreed. That the ^cottijh Troops fliould be diibafi- 
ded on both Sides, That the Regent, with her Retiiiue« 
fliouldhave Liberty to rcfrcfli themfelves for feme Dayf 
in the Town, That the Fre«cib (bould not come nearer 
than 3 Miles \ and other Differences fliould be decided in 
Parliament. 

Cc THE 
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THE Ptoteftants clid hereupon return to their feTertl 
Homes, praiiing God who had brought it to this Iffue 
without Blood* But aflbon as flie entred the Town, 
her Frtnch Soldiers fire^ upon fome of the Citizens ta 
m BaIcony,and killed a Youth of 13 Years of Age, whofe 
Corps beinjT brought befote her, /he lamented that it 
had befallen the Son, and not the Esther, and turned 
all Things Topfie Tuivie, Fining fome, and Banifting 
otheri of the Citizens, turned out their Magiflrates, and 
Garrifoned the Town, and when Ate was told of her 
Promifes, /he anfwered. That Faith was nut to he Jteft 
tvitb Htreticks. This brought publick Contempt upon 
her, and the Earl of Ar^yll^ and '^ames Stuart above- 
named, looking upon their own Honour, at iajured bf 
this manifeft Violation of the Treatj, and beiag alfo 
Purfued by her, did aflemblc the neighbouring Nobility 
at St. Andrews^ and acquainted the reft of the Pro* 
tcftants with their Danger, the Queen being then march- 
ing againft them; whereupon multitudes joined them, 
being ;full of Indignation againft the Faithlefs Regent, 
fothat they refolved to conquer her and her French 
Fa^lioa, or Die ; and adrancing towards Carail 
a ^own in Fifet threw down all the Monuments of Sup- 
erftition. 

THE Regent with her French General and Auxiliar- 
ies, and Uamilton Duke of Chatelleraut with the Scots 
dfherFaAion, marched againil^ them, but aot daring to 
fight,becattfc the Sc^ts of her Party began to grumble and 
mutter, that they would not engage their own Couotry- 
Hea and Relations, to pleafure the French^ (hcient 
Ambaffadors to treat ; but the Eitl of Ar^yly and fames 
^tttart^ being feniible of the DlAonour ihe had done them 
by breaking the Contrail which they had made, would 
not truft her, and perceiving that ftc only protradted 
Time, thatflie might retire her Army over the Fortb^ 
they prefled her to .withdraw her Garrifbn from Perth 
and upon her Refufal, befigcd and took the Town by 
Surrender, and rcftorcd the Citizens and Magiftrates; and 
* Mndcrftandinjg; that the Regent had a Mind to feizc S/z>/- 
r/»^, artd cut offtkeir Return over the Fflrr/?, the Earl of 
Argyll and f antes Stuart prevented her, and reformed 
that Place in like Maaner, as they did alfo Linlith^oiv^ 
and other Places, the French aad Queen Regent's mer- 
w. Canary 8ca/i iy»a brforc thcisi fo that they came to 
t / Edinhur'zb 
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Edniiur^biyrhcic the Protcftant Nobility l!ai^ Three 
Days purging theCiiiirchcsof all Monuments of Idolatry 
and appointing Minitters to preach the Gofpel. 
'KEN^RT II, oi France dyin^ in the mean Time, 
it increafed the Joy, b>it leff ned the Diligence of the 
Sc9tSj f© that the People were difpcrfcd about their pri- 
vate Affairs, whereof the Regent taking Oppprtuaity, 
marched toward EdMurgb^ to fuiprize the Nobility 
there, &c. But a Truce Vas concluded for fome Montlrs 
by the puke of Sawi/ton and larl of M^rto'n^ on certaia 
Conditions, which, fhe kept better than fbc bad done for* 
merly ; but in the mean Time haraffed the Vulgar and 
fpread Lies and Calumnies, as if the Proteftants dcfignedt 
under a CItak of Religion, to cxtinguifti the lawfull 
Royal Line ; and fet JatneS't the lace King's Baftard up- 
on the Throne, which obliged him to Vindicate him- 
felf tothisEffeft, that he was guilty of nothing ia Word 
or Deed, againft King, Regent or Laws \ and that he,' 
aad the Nobility, with whom he Concurred, had un- 
-dertakcn the Reformation of Religion, aiming only at 
God's Glory, which uulcfs they wowld abandon, they 
could not Surceafe from their fintcrprize, fo that he, and 
others, branded with tht odious Name of Rebels, if Rc«^ 
formation might be granted, would, be moit obfequioUs 
and Loyal in all other Things. 

I N the mean Time, looo moit French arrived 9it 
Leitb^t as did alfo the Earl oi Arran^tcin to Duke KafK-* 
ilton^ having cfcaped the Snares of the D; of Guife^ and 
Cardinal of Lorrain^Vfho invejghing againft theReforma- 
tion in the Parliament pf Varis*, f*id. That they fliould in 
a little Time, fee fome eminent Man (uffer upon that Ac - 
GouBt, who was little inferiour to a Prmce* Whereupon 
the Earl's Friends knowing him to be the Man, advifed 
him to etcape, which having efFe^led, he joined witb 
the Reformers, and prevailed with his Father to do tht 
like. 

THE Prencbiottifi&A Leitb^Wid up their Maga7Jn*# 
in it, and Monfieur La Brojfe of the Order of St. Michael^ 
with 3000 more French', the Bifliop of Amie*s^ "aBdi 
3 Do61ors of the Sorhnnne^c^mc to aiTiA the Regent both 
with Mrms and Arguments againft the Reformers, ^which 
elevated her to fuch a height, that now flie Swore Re^ 
^enge. Tfie French Grsmdccs pretended to be come ag 
Amba/Tadors and demanded Audience of Cite Nobles, who 
* C c z 'i|nfW€rc4 
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anfw^ered them fliirply, Thit they bad invaded thrir 
Country, and the Regent had broken her Treaty, by driv- 
ing out the Natives from lAitby planting Strangers in 
thcii Rooms, and fortifying the Place, to bring the Na- 
tiOB under Tyranny, which Anfwcr <he Convention, a- 
]b«uc a Month after, did corroborate, requeuing her to 
deliit fromfuch Proceedings, to dcmolifb the Fortifica- 
tions, fend away her Porreigners, and difband her Mer- 
cenaries, otheryrife they w^ouJd take it for granted that 
ibe dtfigncd to enflave them, which they would do all 
they could to prevent. But fte having returned a huffing 
ai]id diiingenious AnCwer, they re-jomed to this Effed^, 
Oiioker 23. Thatthe-y perceived her Diflaflc6lion to the 
Tr*c Worihip of God, the good of the Country, and the 
common Libetty, which that they might prefer ve, they 
did in the King and Queen^s Name, Inhibit her publick 
Jidminiitration which /he ufurped in their 2^ame, as be- 
ing fttUy perfwaded that her Adlings were contrary to 
th^jir Inclinations, and the publick Good of the Kif/gdom, 
and that as Hie did not eileem them as as a Senate, and 
publick Council, neither would they acknon^ ledge her as 
Regent, jince her Government, if Che had anyfuchT|uft 
from their Princes, was, for juft and weighty Rcafons, 
abrogated by them in the Name of thofc Princes to whom 
they were born CoanlcUors; and feeing they were resolv- 
ed to reduce that Town,thcydefrcd.her todifmifshcr Fr. 
whom they were willingto fpare. ThcStatesapplicdtoQj. 
ilizabctb for Aid, which, after long Debate was grant- 
ed. The Protcftait Nobility divided thcmfelvcs fomc to 
the Weft, a^d others to F//e, to defend their Friends. 
The Frcncbt and the Papifts, marched againft tljc laft, 
pillaging the Country as they jwent, but a Party of them 
vras cut off by Kirlfaldy of Grange. 

I N the mean Time the Proteftants cntted into a League 
with Queen Elizahetb ; and the Frencb^ by their Infol- 
cnce anrf'Rapiae, alienated the Hearls of the Scots Pap- 
ifts, but relying upon the frelh (applies from France^ 
they carried themfelves as Conquerors, not Auxiliaries. 
Tile Count de Marti^es arrived with more French ; 
but the Marquis de Elheitf^ the Regent's Brothe^ put 
back again with his Squadron, for fear of the EttgUfi) 
Ffect, which hindred Proviiions from coming to Leiih 
by Sea \ 6000 Foot, 2,000 Eftglijb Horfe arriving, they 
vere joiOMl Ij the Nobility on this Side Fortb and ad-

vancing towards Lsith^ the Regent wit^dfrew into tlic 
Caitle oiEdinburgb, 'j-obn Ershft of Di^a facing- appoint- 
ed Governor by the Nobles as a very Pious aod jfirai 
Protettanc, received her, tho^ jealous enough of the 
F'rench Defigns to feize the Caftle,but took caxe to keep 
both the Caltle, and her under hi^ Command. The 
Reformers however, that they might omit nothinflfoa 
their Part, did again write to her, renewijiF theit 
Delires to fend away the French who oppreffed the Coun- 
try, and occaiioned Sufpicipn of intended Slavery- ail« 
ding, that tho' the Queen of Kfigland had underikea 
their Caufe, and fent them A/ltltaflce ; yet rather thaa 
have rccourfe to Force, they would again Petition her 
during her that the Queen ofEfT^/andwQuld Transport 
the Fre^cib Sobers in her Fleet, and if that Offer wet© 
rejefted, they^ok God and Man to witnefs, thatthcr 
took Arms out of meer Neceflity, to prevent the Riia 
of themfelves and Pofterity ; but that no Danger what- 
focver ftouJd make them depart from their 2>iity to the 
Qiieeq^ or the King her Hufband, whereia the Deftrufti- 
on of tneir ancient Liberty was not concerned. Dated aC 
Dalkeith April 4. ij6o. After this, there hasBeoecl 
many Skirmiflies with various Succefs, aad on the fth of 
May the T^own was attacked, and Ladders fct to the 
Walls, butUhc Bcfiegers were rcpulfed, with the Loft 
of i<5oMen, whofe Bodies being ttript by the Fren^k 
theQiieen Regent feeing them from theCaftle of ffi^/^I 
hergh^ did inhumanely wiflj that all the Fields were 
covered with fuch Tapiftry, But the French had never 
any Succefs afterwards, and in the mean Time the Re- 
gent died in the Caflle, July 11, having, by the Adviae 
of the Guifes^ aad their Creatures about her, takeJi 
ihofe Courfes which loft her the Government, M their 
Counfcls tending to open Tyranny, fome of them-, «$ 
Uartigues^ being for ravaging the Country all aboue 
Ltith^ before they were beiieged, without Diftinftion of 
Papift or Pf oteftant- La Broffe'^B Letters wetc interccptedP 
wherein hcadvifed the cutting off of the Scots Nobifitr 
and Gatrifofjing their Houfes with French Curiafliers ta

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he parricuUrly a dvi fed the Soldiers to cutoff Williaf» 
JifLaitland a Noble learned Ji«an, who wattoo fLtong i* 
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his Jrgumcnt£ for the SnrhofimJiSiWhetcufOn he efcaped 
to the Scots Camp ; *but in a little Time, after the Re- 
gent's Death a Peace was conclucledy and the French left 
Sc»tUnd^ •n the Conditions following; that Ltitb OiouM 
be furrendered, and'the Porti£cationsdemolilhcd, that 
ilC«ry Queen of Scots^ with Confent of her Huabanil 
Francis^ fliould grant an Aft of Oblivion, and call « 
Farliameot in Augufi that fame Year, which was accord*- 
iogly done, and in rhat fame Parliament the Proteilant 
lleligioa was cliabliihcd.

He 
ftudied Law at Lincnlns^Inn^ and after the Death of his 
Father, Mr, Rahert QromwtU %d Son to Sir }^tnry d^omn 
^ell^ht returned home, and fpcnt fome Part both of his 
Time and Kftate in youthful FoIIiej?. He mAtticdElizahe^b 
Daughter to Sir James M»ucber^ and having: become more 
fober. Sir Rehert Stuart^ his Uncle by the Mother's 8ide» 
left him ^oo L, per Aft, 

SOON after he began to reform, he affociated with 
the Pttritans,and became juit in hit Morals cren to i Scru^ 
polofitf ) for having won 50 L. At Play fiom one Mr. 
CetltBtt (Otne Years before, he rcftored it, as thinkiisj it 
unlawful e^)ceep It. Hew9s ehofeaiMcmbetof Partia-. 
■ ^i - mcnt 
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jTicnt in X640, ani when the Rupture h^^ftnti betwixt 
thcin and the King, raifed a Troplp at his own Charge 
for the Parliament's Service^ and to try their Valour, 
gave them a falfe Alarm, and difmountrd fuch as flei. 
He fccuxed Camhridit^ and prevented thc^ rending of the 
Vnivei-fity Plate to the King. He aftcf ward^ Turpriz'd Sir 
Thomas Coneshy^ the Sheriff of Hertfirti[fhire^ as abauC 
to proclaim the Parliament Traitors at St. Allans, He 
augmented his Troop to lOQuHorfe, and armed them 

Then iX Lower s^uft in Suffolk he ^rprizM above 40 
Officers and Gentlemen who wct^ contriving an Affociati* 
on for the King. U^on this he was made Lieutenant Ge- 
neral to the Earl of Mancbefler ^ theh he blocked up 
Vewark^ and defeated a Party of the Gartifon though ftt* 
Iperiaur to him in Number. 

AT the Battle of ^f«r^fl«-ilfoflr he commanded the 
Left-wing, and contributed chiefly to the Vi^ory, He fig- 
nalized himfelf in many Rencounters afterward, and at the 
fti Rattle of N'ewi^ry endangered the K's. Perfon had oof 
the ^.oi Cleveland intcrpofcd with hazard. 

BEING made afterwards Lieutenant General un^er 
S. Thomas 'Fairfax^ he defeated a Party of the King's at 
IJlip'Brid^et took j-oo Horfe, 2.00 Prifoners, and the 
Q^sStaadardt and defeated 35:0 more at Rsdcot^Brrd^e^ 
takiag their Commanders, as he did afterwards BlecbinSr 
Un'Houfe. He commanded the Right Wing at T^fafely 
Fight, and tho' Prince Rupert defeated the Parliament's 
Left, yet Cromwel obtained the Victory, having nar- 
rowly cfcaped being killed by a Cavalier, who cut the 
Ribbon that tied his Head-Piece, and threw it off, but 
being ready to repeat his Stroke, Cromwel was rcfeued by 
iomt of his own Men, who threw up his Head-piece 
into his Saddle, and he catching it hailily put it on the 
WJrongWaT, and fo fought with it during the reft of 
the Day. Next he routed Gorin^H Army, which had be- 
iige^Taunt»n a long Time, reduced Bridewater^ and 
fabdacd 4000 Club-fnen who prcteided to a Neutrality, 
and would fuffer no Army to come within their Boun*u 
Cromwell didalfo aflift ia ftorming part of Br iftol^ whick 
obliged the reft to furrcnder' Then he took ia the Caftl* 
of the Pev/^ex, which was fo ftrong by Situation, that 
the Governo^^r returned no other Anfwer to the fir ft 
SumqiQas but Win it and wear it* Thca he icduccd 
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Wincbeder^ ini ^itct that BafiH^-bnufey^ -thcManfion of 
the TA^rqms of Wine bc(f€r^ which was To ftrong^ that it 
had out-braved ill Affailants for (cveral Years; as Co.I- 
lonel JSTortofi^ Colloncl Harvey^ and particularly. Sir 
William WalUr with 7000 Hor(e and Foot. The taking 
of this Place was of great Importance and opened a Com- 
munication betwixt the Weft of England andother Places.- 
A jP T E R th\sQromivell fided with the Independents 
and their Party in Parliament, a::d motioainiy that part 
of the Army fliould be disbanded for tiie Eafc o* the Nati- 
on they ordered it fo,that Major General iH^/Jej, Colloncl 
Cook^ and other Presbyterian OjSicers and Souidiers fbould 
be disbanded The Presbycfrianspctceiving,t]iis, and tlicir 
Friends, the $cutSy being goLc Home, bethought of a 
Counter-Plot, and lefolvcd to disband part of the Army* 
and transport the jcft for Ireland) whereof the Inde* 
pendants giving notice to Cromwell and iretnny they , in- 
finuated into the So'diers, that the Parliament dcfign'd tQ 
disband them without their Arrears, and fend them to 
Ireland to ^'ic of Sicknefs and Famine ; whereupon the 
Army reviled the Parliament, and chofe a Militaiv Com- 
«on-Council of two Officers and two priv^itc Soldicrt 
out of every Regiment, to draw up their Grievances to 
be prefented to the General, and by him to the Parlia- 
jnent ; and this Council weie called Adjutators, who 
being prompted by Cromwell agreed upon feizing the 
K. th^nconiiVi'diiitUolMhy'lloufe which was according- 
ly done \ the Piefbyterian Party in Parliament being ft ill 
the Majority, refolved to fend part of the Army to Ire- 
land^ to diiband Cromwell and his Paitizans, and 
to have feized himfelf then in Town, whereof he liaving 
notice efcapM to the Army, and moved them to fubfcribe 
a Paper to Perpetuate the fame till their Deiires fliould be 

g'^antcd. 

THEfirft Thing they did was to impeach 11 of theChicf 
Preibyterians in the Houfe, and marching for Londo^^ 
would not Itop till the faid Members were fuspcnded. 
Then Debates grew hot jn the Houfe betwixt the Prefby- 
terians and Indepcndantsv the farmer, with the City of 
London^ being for bringing the King thither, that he 
flight Treat with them with fafety and Honour, and pre- 
pared for refifting the Army, to whc«n the Members of 
the contrary Party fled, and then the Army marching for 
london^ entered* it ia Triumph, excluded thz ii Mem- 
bers;

ger fiv^m the Adjutat^rs fled irom KamptoTt Cou't to 
the IJle oiWJ^ht, The Kingdom of .S'c^^'^i^?^/ and n^any 
People in E^glard being diflatisiied at the Kin^j'-s b'".fig 
fo treated. Tumults abounded every wijerc,anc^ D RaTft' 
Uton invaded E^£ia?idn}}Ot) that j^ccount. Cto^nvjei^ 
after having reduced Per»lrofie Town and Ci'itle, 
marched againft J}\xt^ Hamilton^ and defeated him; See 
Cbdrks\. 

AFTER this he reduced Berwiclk and Car/Z/Ztf, and 
inarching int© Scotland^ fettled a good Correspondence 
wtth the Committee of State there, and leav-ng fome 
Forces to aflift them, returned to the Parli&n^ent of hng^ 
land-i to whom the Adjuta tors by his Inliuenc-::, Pe- 
tition, That all wh« had been ruilty of the Bko.d (pilt 
in the late War ftould be brought to coadi^n PuLifh- 
ment, the King himielf not excepted, fo that -^j] Trefities 
with him broke off, and Crnmwei ^cnt to brin- Hiiu from 
the Ifle oiWi^bt toHur^ Caltle and from thence tokis 
Trial, at-which Cromwil affifted. Th'enKingl^-^ G-Jvcrn- 
mentand the Houfe of Lords were abolifl.eri, all thofe 
Perfons who bppofed the Vbte of Non-addreiTin^^ the K, 
were turned our, whence the Remainder was called The 
Rump'. Then the Vote, that the fupreme Authority was 
in the Commons alone without King and Lord?, was 
enjoined upon all to affent to it ; butnioft of the Clergy 
who adhered to the Covenant declined it. Then a Coun- 
cil of State con/ifting of 40 Were appointed to execute 
the Commands of the, Pailiaraent, and the Coanc^il of 
Adjutators in the Array aboliftcd, and thofe whoep- 
pofed the Abolition punilhed by Orowive/^ his own Re- 
giment bein^ among the Chief of them. The Diltuib- 
ances from this Party and the Levellers being over, QY^m" 
ivel wasfent with the Title of Lord Goveiiiour into lire'' 
'land, 

' AT this Time the whole Kingdom, except Vuhlin and 
^London-Derry-i was over-run by the Mirquiis QiQrmotfd^ 
with whom the Irijb Rebels, after they badmurthcred 
2.00000 PrcTtclbnts, had joined 5 having obtained advan- 
taseous Terms for them(elves ; but Forces being fent o- 
vcr by Cromwe].^ and Collonel Jones., who coaimanded 
an Tfublin^ having joined them, fallied upon the £Bem/, 
beat them ourof cheii Woxks, aod puilujo^asfaras Oy- 
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moncP^ Army, routed them alfo totally. Craptwel ar riv* 
Ing quickly after tnis Victory, was welcomed by the 
fcof^Cy and having muitered lyooo Horfe and Foot, 
luarched to Treda^b\whcicin were 3000 Horfe and Foot, 
moft of them Mfiglifit^ under Sir Arthur AJhton aii ex- 
perienced Saldier ; they rcjc<fted CromW€l\ Summons ; 
whcreupOH, without the ufual Formalitiei of a Siege, kc 
immediately raifes a Battery, and making Breaches in the 
Walls, his Men entered and wererepulfed ; then he en- 
tered in Perfon and carried it by mam Force, every Cor- 
oer of the Street being defended by the Army^ moft of 
whom were put tdthe S\A^ord, us was alfo their Gorer- 
sour ; fo that he took this Town in a Week, before which 
the Irifo had fpcnt 3 Years ; The Slaughter made here, 
frightned many other Garrifons into a Surrender. Then 
Cremwel inarched to Waxford^ and having mnit him- 
felf Mafter of the Caftle, he quicky.took the Town by 
Storm, putting all to the Sword that were found in • 
Arms. Thea he marched to Rtfft^ which furtenderea 
after fmall Rcfif^ance. Then CrBmwtl marched into 
the County oiKtlhnny, againft Ormnnd whofe Army tho* 
more numerous, vanift'd before him. 

A F T E R a fljort refre(bment in Winter Quarters, he 
Cook the Field agaiii and carried feathered X^/Zy^e, Sec* 
(paring none who were in Arms. Then, after a flout 
rcfiftance by Sir William Sutber^ he carried Kilkenny ia 
Six Days by Composition, but not without con£derable 
Lofs and hazard to his own Perfon. This beinc done, he 
marcied to Clenmfl a ilroag Place, garrifoned by 2.00Q 
Foot, ahd 12.0 Horfe. 

I N the mean Time the Lord Brs^hill defeated the 
Bifliop ofRofcr who yru marching with jooo Men to 
iclieTeC/o«;we/,and having taken him,hang'd him, Crcnt' 
TVel pufbed on the Siege, and having made a Breach, en* 
ter'd the Town, whence, after the ftoutcft Rcfiftanec 
that he had ever met with in Ireland^ he forced thcrp^ 
with great Slaughter, and then after Tea Months ftay ia 
JreUndt he went for England in May 165:0, was i:e- 
ceivM with all poMble Dcmonilratioas of Honour and 
Rcfpeft, and lodged at theCoc^-PrVt. 

THE .y^rofx havinif now called home Charles 11. and 
General Fairfax^ with the Presbyterians in England he* 
xn^aTcife to the War agaiait them, Crontwel was made 
Vetera!) isd featagaiaft the Sats with an Arniy of 
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X 6s 5:4 Men. How he fubducd that IKingdom with much 
more cafe tkan he could have cxpcfted» by Reaion of 
thenlatcmncDiy'ifions, fee Charles II. Onlf it is fit 
t& be noted here, that Colldncl Carr aod Collonel 
Stvaugh^^n^ in the Weft, declared againft the King and hig 
P»ity, as Kncmies to the Covenant and Prefbytery, 8cc. 
whatever they pretended, and were called Reinonftr- 
ators. Dttvid Lejly and his Party were for the King and 
Prefbytery; and Middletoft^ with thofe in the Hi^b-' 
larM were purely for the King; And thofe Parties 
were air# fubdividcd* Straugban had a good Opinioa 
of the Kft^lijio^ and at laft joined with them ; CoIIpncl 
, Qarr hc^ld out, and was defeated by them near Uatn^ 
ilton* 

THE King^s Fatty did not much care for thefe that 
were for the King and Prefbytery iu Conjuuftion ; and 
thofe who were purely R(dyaljfls, eould aot agree a- 
iB^ngft themfelvcs about the Command^ fo that after 
the Defeat at Dumbar^ Sec. as meitioo^dio Charles lU 
that Kingdom was quickly over-run. 

HAVING after this defeated the King »t Worcbejfer 
and been Viilorious over the Pi^fcfc; for which^fee Cb, 
II. he -entered upon a War with Spain^ and the better 
to carry it oa» made up an Alliance wiih Frattce by 
the Intereit of Cardinal Mazarini^ upon which the 
French Kiig feot out of his Dominion^ithe Royal Fa|pil]^ 
of Rniland^ though his near Relations, for which C^k^ 
well (eat him ^poo Foot, on Coadition the Second Town 
which they /hould help to take fliould be put into the 
Hands of the En^lrjb. 

I N the mean Tjme the Generals, BlaH and 'M.ont» 
Mgue^lay hciote Cadiz with the Fleet, the Spaniards 
qiaking no Oppoiitioa to them ; and Captain Stainer^ 
with a Squadron fell on their Plate-Fleet funk fome, and 
burnt others, ai>d took Two ; After this Blake fell up- 
on the .y^flfi^Tb Weft'lndian Fleet in the Bay of Santa 
Cruz ia rhelfle of Tenar iff in the Canaries^ and though 
they were not much inferiour to him in Number of ShipSt 
much Superi^ur in Number of Men, and guarded by a 
Caftle and Forts betwixt which there were Trenches 
lined with Mufquetccr*, yet he burnt and funk their 
whole Fleet, having but ^B killed^ and izo woun* 
icdp 

QROMn 
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C RO MWE Vi 6000 Men being landcc! it Bulloi^n 
in France^ thty joined Turenne-, and hc?pcd to take 
JUardike^a. very ftrong'Forc, from the Spaniards^ which 
the Duke of r.rit, with a ftron^ B^ydy of Spaniards^ at- 
tempted to recover, but was rfepuJlcd with great Lofs. 
^romu^l being advanced to the PfotfCtorO^jp, as above 
tclatcdin Charles II. in that Machine ot Govcrnmerjt 
called Ttt Petition and Advice-^ he was afivi(cd to 
take the Title of King- (he Petitioners Uy'xu^ 5^^ eat Srrcfs 
Upon the ArJ^umcnt from the Statutes of the ^?/j of Ed" 
ivard IV and "f the ^d of Henry VK in whic|i it is cn- 
aft^ed. That none taki^^ A^ rns fir the Kingt although 
unjujfly-, flyall he puwjked ; but he abfoiutely declined 

it* 

HAVING en^ur'd his own Greatnefs, he preferr'*d 
his Children, making his Son Richard Chancelior of 
OMford^Scc. and not long after, the firft Lord of the other 
Houfe : His' Son Henry he made Deputy of Ireland^ 
which he governed with very much Difcretion. 

AFTER this the French and Englrjb having mif- - 
<arxicd in their Defign of betraying Odend they refolvcd 
to be revenged on Dunikiri^ and fitting down before it, 
pufhed on as far as the Countcrfcarp Don John of Auf- 
tria knowing the Importance of the Place, refolved to 
attempt its Relief, acd came within a Mile of it with 
I jooo Men, porting himfelf upon the Sand-Hills ; the 
'Englijh attacked them with much Refolution,. and 
the Spaniards poured down their Shot upon them ; the 
French not feconding the Englijh as they ought to have 
done. General I/«f*i?etfn perceiving if, re-inforccd thofc 
who had born the brunt of the Battle with a frefh Bri- 
gade, and fo the En^lijh falling on with the Butt-End 
of their Mufqu©ts,the Spanijb Foot were quickly routed, 
and then their Horle alfo fled ; the French doing great 
Execution in the Purfuit; and about 800 Officers and 2.000 
•rivatc Men were taken. 

THE Conduft of General LocHearty and the Valour 
of Major General Drummond^ who fell in f his A^lion, 
were particularly taken notice of in this Battle j nor was 
the valour of Collonel 'Jones lefs remarkable. Quickly 
after the Battle, the Marquis de Leda^ Governour of 
the Town, was killed in a Sally ; and then the Garrifon 
furpchdred upon Articles, and the Town \eas delivered 
(0 tSe IB^n^iifif by the French King and Cardinal Maz-

arini in Pcifon- But not long after^ viz* Sep. 9, 165:8, 
Cromwell died; having been heard to pray very devout- 
ly the Evening before, confeiling hini(elf a mifcrablc 
Creature; bat plcadinff a Covenant-Inteieft in ChrjA. 
He prayed to this Effea, That God would dogood to bis 
People^ for whom be bad made him -an Infirumem of 
Jome Good ; That the Name of Chrijh mi^hf he glo" 
rious throughout the W$rld \ and^ That tbt^e who «/e-v 
lighted to trample on his AJbes might he pardoned- 

AFTER he had lain many Week^ in State, he was 
interred v/ith Royal Pomp in King Henry Viltb^s Cha - 
pel, Wejlmifijier* 

HIS Charaftcr is, that he ihew'd a more than Ordina- 
ry Zeal in the Matter of Religion ; he had a Glorious 
Form of it himfelf and could talk like a Saint of the iirft 
Magnitude. Mr. Baxter fays of him, *■ That he appear- 

* ed to have a Deiign of doing Good in the Main, and 
' promoting the Gofpel more than any had done before 

* faim; except in thofe V articular s which his own Inter ' 

* eji was againji. He adds, that it was the principal

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The Life of 
RICHART> CROMWEL: 

Ji^lCUARXy CROMWEU OlivtrH eldcft f on, 
being named by hin for his ^VuccefTor before his 
Death, he was by Order of the Privy-Couacil prodaimed 
Lord Prete^or with great State, and tktn rsceiT^^ the 
Complements of Congratulation and CondoJeance at the 
fame Time from the Lord Mayor and Aldermen of 
LoftdoHy &C. Addrcfles were prefented to him from 
federal parts of the Nation, promiiing that thef would 
ilandbyhim. • 

HIS firft Oaic was to folcmsize the Funerals of his 
Father, which cofl near ^oooo L. Then it was thought 
it to Summon a Parliament, to eftablifli this new Lord 
Prote^arf and they met at Wcfiminiter , January 27. 
x6s9i where, a^ter a Speech to them by Richard and 
the Lord Co«mii!oner Wiennes^ (he f afed a Bill to re- 
cognize hiffi as Proce<ftor \ and for re toeing the Houfe 
of Lords. Then they fell vpon Debates about fetting 
Bounds to the chief Magiftrate's Power, and that of the 
Vpper-Houfe. i?/cib«irc^*s Party were for having it accor- 
ding to the Petition and Advice ia O/zver's laft Parlia^ 
■lent ; but the other Party denied it to be a Law, be- 
caufe obtained hy Force, and the exclufiofi of above a 
Hundred.Meinbers ; At which Time they alfo tooj^ the 
Puzfe froBi the Commons, by fettling 1300000 L. per 
^ni for ever iipoii .a fingle Perfon, Then they affertc*d 
their Intereft in the Fleet and Militia; confldered how 
to take away all the Laws about the Excife and Cuftoms 
tftet. Three Yearl. Than they fet fcveial Perfons who

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^if^r^^^** illegally imprifoncd ?t Liberty, and tcknttd 
the fending of Free-born Kn^frfiy-mtn to forreign Plan- 
tations, out of the reach QiKalcas Qorfus^ againft their 

THESE Proceedings begot a Jealoufie betwixt the 
Profe(5lor and his Army. The General Council of Offi- 
cers kept their Mectingrs at Wallingfutd^ouft^ and the 
Pxoteaor with his Party met 9XWhitthallXo countermine 
them. This occaiioned a Rcmonftrance from the Army 
toRjcbdrd^ declaring the Danger of their Caufe and 
Party, and particularly of the King's Judges, and that 
the Army was purpofely kept from their Pay, to make 
them mutiny. This Remonftrance was countenanced by 
Tichburn^ Lord Mayor of London^ who with the Offi- 
cers of the City Train'd-band promifed to Hand by Fleeu 
woo^ and the Army; and with Lamberf^s affiftancc re- 
folded to Uy Richard aiide j who being advifed to feize 
them, yet through Pufillanlmity, and the Conildence 
which he had in Fleetwood' And De/borou^k his Relati- 
ons, he neglcdled ; but repented when too late. 

THE Houfe of Commons refolving to let the Officers 
know, that they took them ftill to be their Servants; 
forbad any General Council of Officers, and ordered, that 
none ftould have any Command but fuch as were wil- 
ling to fubfcribe, that they ftould not interrupt the 
free meetiags in Parliament. The Conteft grtw high 
hctwixt the Protcftor and the Officers ©f the Army, both 
A jI r Pl"5 Guard Day and Night againftcach other.

T i\ -^' N they choofe a Council of State of aiPcrfons, 
»nd then went about fctJing the King's and other publick 
Larids. Then they fent to Richard^ to rcfign the .Go- 
vernment, and to ijivc an Account of his Debts. 

A S to the firfl^, he anfwered. That he had learned not 
to be unquiet under God's Hand, That all belonging to 
him fliould behave thcmfelves peaceably under the Go- 
vernment, whofe Protection he expelled. Then they dif- 
, charged him of his Debts, and gave him a Prote<5lion for 
Six Months, took ^\\ the HoufhoId-StufF, Plate, 8cc. 
which they found at Wbitebal into their Poffcflion ; und 
io Richard retired into the Country- Then it was that 
this Remnant of the Long Parliament came to be gener- 
ally called The Rum^t which was iirft given them by Mr. 
Walker^ in his KiHory f)f Bidependency^ Afi, 1 64.8. How- 
ever, they hightcned the Pay of the Aimy, to keep them 
in thciilatcrelt ; and Henry Gromwell did quietly rcflgn . 
the Government of Ireland to them. LaMhert having 
fupprcffed the Infurrecflion in Chejbire^ by Sir George 
B-iOihy did with other OifijCcrs Petition the Parliament 
for a General for the Army; but they, remembring 
how Genera/ Cromrcell became their Maftcr, denied it.

And then Fleetwood was chofen General, 
i:./i;%ierf Lveutcnat-Gfencra), and D e siorvu^b CommiKmy 
General of the Horfc. And then they fettled a Council 
called a Committee of Safety^ con filling of 73. MonJi hz^ 
inp, '^n Scotland^ in the mean Time diffcmblcd focun- ■ 
nirgly, that be imprifoncd moft of the Nobility and 
Gentry of SdotUnd who would not. abjure the King, 
and vet at the fame Time disbanded thofc Officers in his 
Army who were di/TafFefted to nim ; and prepared to 
march for "England^ pretending to aflcrt the parliament's 
Inteicft- Whereupon Tbe Qommiittt ef Safety fent fome 
to treat with him ; and they came to an Agreement of 
rei.euncing Cbarles Stuart^ and bis Family, as alfo 
Kingly Government, and Houfc of Lords &c. So having 
amufed them by this Trcjrty, he called A Convention of 
Sates ]u Scotland^ y/hoti'iM him 60000 L, and gave 
kirn alfo the Excife and Cuftoms to carry on his Defiga 
of Reftoring the King 5 which,ho\y*he effected heCbaries

QEOR GE MOISTK ti.of AlhemarU^ General of 
the Armies of Kffgland^ Was Son of Sir' Thomas 
Monk of Vothzridgt in Dei;/>«'; where he was born in 
1608. In 162.5, after his Return from Qadiz in S^ain^ he 
was Enfign under Captain Borrou^h in Che Expedition to 
the Iflc oiRhe^ dating the Siege of Rocbelle dtni' C'xv'il 
Wars of France* 

H E went afterwards into the Low Countries, where -

AFTER KingCbMrles I's Death, Cr/j«rwf// pcrfnad- '

THE Noble General having fubdued all that were 
in Arms in ScotU^d^ was recalled and fent to Sea againft 
the Vutcb^ whom he beat In the famous Fight of i6s'3v 
wherein Admiral Ttoptf was killed with aiMufquet-Shot.. 
Peace being made with Holland^ Crom'wtl fent him back 
iiito^f'7//«if</torupprers fome who had re-taken Arms 
for the King. Being at Edinburgh when Cremwtll died 
he proclaimed Rtciard his Son Protedtor^ according to 
. Order fent from the Council of £«f^/«;f^ ; receiving Let- 
ters from King ffbarUi ir foon after, he formed the De- 
sign of re-*eftablifhing^him on his Throie, and upon Ad- 
vice from his Correfpondciit at London of the State of 
Affairs there, he acquainted the Army with what he had | 
purpofed to do, and iinding the Troops in general un- : 
animoufly forit; he put Garrifons into Ei^/wiifr^ib, Ber - . 
tvick tnd Leitb^ and having gained the Scotf^ irz/b, the 
Oftcersof ^heE^/7/h Fleet, and a great Part of the 
Chief of the ICingdom of England^ to his Side ; he march - v 
cd his vidt«rious Army to Umdo-n^ where, by re-eftabliih* j 
ing the Common Couacil of the City, he obliged it 
to declare for tlie King, and ©n the 17th of March i66o, | 
difTolved the long Parliament, and communicated the r 
King's Letters to the Council of State, and the Officers | 
of his Army ; and the Parliament rocdting fooa aftcr» S 
the fame were read thereof and Charles IL proclaimed^^ 
to the incxprcflibic Joy^bf all Loyal Sabjcdls.

For privacy^ hfs Nurfe and he 
were bop) Acis;ed at the; Ho«fc of Mr. CAfW Ghyfen a 
Merchant at Scbiedam-, within a Mile of Foterdam-, *n<f 
his Mother at the fame Time-lodged at:the Houfcof Mrf?* 
Harvy^ Mother to the Famous Vnc. Hatvy^ ^h^xc ft\^ 
lived in very great Pomp, being, attended -by a Gfcntje- 
;«an and other Servants. Having a dc fire to fee her'Son 
where he was at Nurfe:, flic calWi to pay , a Vifit by -ther

be took his Seat in the Houfc of Peers in the enfii- 
ing Parliament, and in April 166^^ he waLS inftalled 
Knight ©f the Garter, after which he was married to 
Ann ' the Heircfsof J7rtf«c/j late Earl of 5/^c- 

c/eugb^ a Lady excelling in Beauty and V^ertue ; and 
the greateft Fortune in the Three Kingdoms; her Mothet 
the Countefs of PTeewj, having bcfoie-hand received all 
the Satisfafiion which flie could dciire of his Majefty, la 
Relation to the Contrail. 

HE NC Eitcametopafs, that he had alfo the Title 
of Duke ef B»£T/e/^^£?, and took the Surname of 5'«)f ac* 
cording to the Cuftom of Scotland ; where he whoJVIar- 
fies any great Heirefs Chief of a Family, is obliged to 
change his Name into her's to preferve the Family ; andl 
thus the Countefs, beingChief of the Surname of SCOT,,

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I N 1573 ^^ ^^^^ ^^ ^^c Frekcb Court again, where 
the French King made him Lieutenant General of his 
Army, which he drew up near Coarfra^ in Battalia, in 
the Prefence of the King and Court, with fo much Gal- , 
Untry and Conda^^, that they were alliilled with Ad- 
ihiration. And marching ut the Head of the Army 
€amc before Maefiruk 5 where he behaved him- 
fclf with. fo much inimitable Valour, that he gained the 
Conntcrfcarp and an half-Moon ; whence his Men being 
Beat he recovered it acain ; expofmg himfelf to the En- 
jjiiesFire, and being the firft who entered ithimfclf. 

AND in Ihort, the taking of the. Town at that Time 
was Chiefly owing to his Her^iek Valour, as the French 
King himfelf was obliged to own. Returning after this 
to Sns^a^d he was received by the King and Court with 
all poflible Refpcft.

IN 167^ his Grace difcovercd very much Sympathy

IN J578, KingCibar/er 11. having taken Part with 
the Coiifederates, the Duke of Monmouth being General 
of his Land-Forces, wcnttoaffiftthe Prisce of Orii«^?e, 
our late King, to raife the Siege of Mom ^ and by hit 
Valour, did not a little contribute to the forcing of the 
French Camp under LUxetfihUrg ; which pTocurcd him 
immortal Honour ; And Mans being thuj relieved, the 
l>uke returned to jSngUnd. 

.AFTER this, he was appointed by his Majefty to 
take Informatioas againft fuch Officers, as having for- 
merly taken the Oaths of Allegiance and Supremacy, witk 
^he Teft, had been perverted to the Popiih Religi- 
on. 

O N the 2.4#ib of Decentier that Year, he was by that 
fam6 Authority appointed with others to examtne Mr. 
Prance^i in all the Places which he named before the 
Cour^cil concerning the Murther of t.Edfnundhury God* 
frey : Which was accordingly done with much Exa6lncfs, 
and the Duke made a fatisfaflory Report thereof to the 

Council- 

AB-O TJT his Time Vit.Everard was found in a 
tfange C^nditidA in a Dungeon at the T^Msety by the H* 
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©f T^^rtlarnftofs^ when he entered upon his Office of Con- 
ftable ofthefAme. He decUxed before Che ParlUment^ 
Tbat haviog come from France about Five Years before, 
to difcover fome Defigns which the Papifts had on Foot 
ag*iiid his Majcfty'i Perfon, and the Proteftant R^ligioat 
tht Roman Catholicks having had Notice of his Defigns, 
got him clapt up in the Tower as foon as he arrived, 
where Sir John Robin/on treated him kindly *at iirft ; but 
having f quad what he had to difcover, he threatned that 
unlefe he would confefs other Matters againft the Duke«f 
M9nmoutb^ he would rack him Che nexc Day, and after- 
wards Hang him. 

T H E S K Things having rendered Che Duke Popular^ 
• his Intereft at CourC began Co decline : And Co reader 
him lefs agreeable Co Che Populace, he was feac co fitp* 
prefs an Infurre^ion of Che PrefbyCeriaas in Sc$tiand ; 
who beiag under grievous Preflures, and purfued both at 
Houfe and Field-Aeecin^ for cheir Wbrfliip wich armed 
Force, had been render^ desperate, and declared Rebela 
for refifting the Soldiers. 

HIS Grace arriving chere on Che x8ch cf June^ in 
^^7^» he was Honourably received by che Nobilicy and 
Gentry of chat Kingdom, and marching with Che King^a 
]porces againft Che Enemy, who were encamped near 
Uamilton^ Co cfie Number of '9 or 7000, fome of Cheoi 
came and prefehced Cheir Declaracion co che Duke inPrinC; 
buc Che Duke refuiing Co CreaC wich chem upon any other 
.Terms than laying dowa cheir Arms, and fubmiCCing to 
the King^s Mercy ; fome f kirmifliing began, wherein che 
Enemy behaved Chemfelves well enough at ilril: ; but 
wancing Arms, AmmuniCioa,' Condudl, and all Th1np 
neceflary for \7ar, and being alfo divided amongft chem- 
felves, Chcy were <jiiickly difperfcd ; Robert Hdmilten^ 
who commanded them, being among che firftwhe^ed. 
They had but one (mtiU Piece of Caaaon, which was Cakea 
with about iioo Prifoners, and feveral Hundreds were 
(lain in the Field. 

THE Prifoners being broughC Co Edinburgh^ Che 
Duke allowed them a conilderable Suftenancc daily'^^t 
.ofhis ownEftaCe in Chat Kingdom: And in Che whole 
he behaved himfelf wich fo much Clemency and CT^ner* 
oHcy, in Chat Af&ir, chaC it highCehed che Malite of 
his Adverfaries aC CourC againft him. However, he

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nbly received by all the Cities, &c. in his Return to 
Court. 

K 1 M G Charles TI. falling ill at Windjnr^ the Duke- 
being then Lord General, his Prcfencc was needfull at 
. London \ fr^in whence he went and returned every Day, 
which was very pJcaiing to his Father. ' 

THE Duke oiTurk ccturoinij from the Neiher lands 
whither he had withdrawn, during the Heat of the In- 
<3i:iry into rhe Popifli Plot, the Duke of Monmouth yf at 
\\\ looked on at Co.iirt ever after, and his Father's Smiles 
ronvertcdinto Frovvns i fo that he was deprived of his 
•Co in nJllion as Lord General, banilhed the Court and 
ordered to depart^ the Nation, to the great Rejoycingof 
the Papilh, 

A F r ?^ R this, hie Km'ploymcnts were divided amongft 
fcvL'ral Cuurtieri. His Grace on Scfttnihcr 2.3d took 
\'2AVt of the King with fuch Sabmiilion «ns became a Child 
anciSubjrct; and his D.Jigrace being lamented by abun- 
d.-ince of Qua]ity,hc cnibarked fox Holland^ wherehc was 
Honourably entertained hy Mj;. Sidney hi^'f^atlier's En- 
voy to tile State?? ; ^i\d alfo by the Prince Qf Orange. He 
met vv^ith diverfeA/Jronts in 'that Country from French 
bigottcd Papilh,and therefore returned for Ejf^land^ aad 
\^'cis received Rt London with great Dcmonftrations of 
Jov, to the great Gncf of the Papifts, who thrifted for 
hui JBiood; and thougheto have accompliOicd their De- 
ii-j,n by Da-^igtrJklWi M::i!-Tub-Plor, reprefenting him as 
ii:i\l\n:d to be General for a Rebellion, in which the 
Presbyterians were charged as concurring.- But this Ma- 
li iuU5 Dcfign proved Abortive..

A T E^ttcr he was cnter'aincd with extraordinary Rc-

VI this Maniicr wai^his Grac": generally treated in the(re,^, 
cLt of Kcipecc they had co hnn as a Protcftant and Branch 
ol the'Ro>a] FatrjJy. Returning to Laruh^i he ^iTilieda!:, 
the Try. i of »'////>«/;; YvkQ^ani^irafBrdt for the Popirn. 
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Plot, who was condemned for'the fame \ and hisGxacc 
was at that Time careffed and treated by abundance of 
the' Members of the Houfc of Commons.' He afteiwards 
joined in the Petition to his Father, for holding the Parli-

AFTER this, he was received and entertained at

whentte fee had but juft before iet down the Duke. The 
A^brs were Outlahdjfti-Men, anddid it by the InAigation 
of Count Connir.gjwar'k^ who had fomc Prctenfions to 
the Lady Qg:/e, that Squire Tijy^^^e had married. The 
Duke againlt whom it Was believed that there was alf* 
-fome pefign, profccufced the Mutfeerers and the three 
Affaffincs were hanged, but the Cciintacc|}iittcd. His 
Grace being with many oth«rs invited to a Fcaftin the 
City, the Matter being mirreprdcnted, wasr forbid by hii 
Majdry, and the Duketaking a Turn afterwards into 
Chf^JjorrCy he wjiswek'otbed there with the ufuaLiAccIfi- 
matiom, and cntertainedevery where by the Nobility and 
GcntVy 'with wonderful Rcfpe^t y' which fo enraged his .^- 
nemies thacchcy afronted'thofc who made fiona-F ires on 
hisAecciint, and thcnicnt to Couit to complain.of Ri- 
ots; whereupon, a MeffenjTcr was difpatehxd from Sir 
LiOTitl^tfrhns^ then Sf'cietary cfStatr,'-to t^ke hiza 
irito Culiody ; bin he wasquickly baijcd- by the Eail of 
G/are^ Lord Ki^J?c7, LoidGrt-;', &c. 
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AFTER tht», a pretended > PJet being difcovered* 
whereof the Dulce \ras Cn'id to be Head, the Eatl o* 
Kfex^ my Lord Rufel^ 8cc. were taken up upon it> 
and the Duke forced to ab/cond ; but after a while 
lie returned again to Coure, yet at lait was conltrain- 
ed to leave the Kingdom ; but after bis Facher^s 
Death he landed with iV<» Mien at LymC'^ whereof King 
J-atMes having given notice to the Parliament they pre- 
fently attainted the Di^ke : Then a Proclamation was 
iffucd^ making* 'it High-Treafon to publiflj any of the 
Duke's DeclaratiottSy wherein he invited the Kingdom to 
join with him> to vindicate -their Law and Religion froii) 
the Tyranny of g[tf«rf J Duke of Torlii And alfo. Tea 
Days after, William l>ifny Efq; being taken with fomc 
of them about him^ he was tried for Y tinting the fame, 
and executed. 

THE Duke advancing into the Country, his Number 
iftcreafed to about ^ooo ; who^ after fomc Advantages 
in fmall Rencounters^ were, after a bri(k Refiftance by 
tkeifPoot, (theHorfe, commanded by my Lord Grey'* 
having prefently fled) entirely routed at Se^gmorCf 
«nd their Three Cannont with all their Arms, taken ;
